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ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Crry CoUNCIL: — 


We have been called by our fellow-citizens to ad- 
minister the Municipal Government for the ensuing 
year. It is a solemn trust. When it is remembered 
that Boston has a population of nearly four hundred 
thousand, a tax valuation of more than six hundred 
millions, — notwithstanding the great depreciation of 
all property at the last appraisement, — and that the 
Civic service now requires the annual expenditure 
of more than eight millions, we can recognize the 
gravity of our responsibilities. 

Nor have we the care of the material interests of 
Boston only. We are intrusted, for the time being, 
with its eood name, its reputation, and its honor. 
Of these the citizens are justly proud, and will 
expect us to watch well that they are maintained 
in all their integrity. 

Boston occupies a high position among the cities of 
the country. It is, in some respects, regarded as < 
model city, as it receives constant applications for 
information touching its management of municipal 


matters and its administrative methods. Its financial 
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credit, at home and abroad, is beyond question. ‘The 
reputation of its merchants and business men for 
intelligence, liberality, and honest dealing, is world- 
known. I venture the assertion that there is no 
community, on either side of the Atlantic, where 
there is more respect for moral worth, a higher ap- 
preciation of the Christian virtues, or a greater 
demand for the exhibition of the Christian spirit 
by the citizens in their daily life, especially by 
those who seek the esteem of their fellow-citizens- 
or aspire to public office. | 

The history of the progress of moral ideas, of the 
development of those social reforms which attest the 
progress of civilization, of the establishment of be- 
nevolent, correetional, eleemosynary, and educational 
institutions, of the growth of those political ideas 
which have established republican governments, 
‘annot be written without reciting the history of 
Boston. 

Let us ever keep before us in all our official doings 
this record of honor and glory. Whatever the inter- 
ests of the city require, whatever its credit, safety, 
and prosperity demand, let us be watchful to do, to 
the extent of our lawful powers. Our constituents 
will expect the observance of a wise and judicious 
economy in all our municipal expenditures. We 


shall be found unfaithful stewards of our trusts if 
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this expectation is not made the inspiration and 
guide of our official conduct. 

I have spoken of a wise and judicious economy. I 
do not mean by this a niggard economy. IJ am no 
advocate of the penny-wise and pound-foolish econ- 
omy,— especially in the management of public affairs. 
If our municipal expenditures in the past had: been 
limited to things which are merely necessary, Boston 


and if there is to be 


would not be the city it now is, 
such limitation in the future, it will never be what we 
desire it shall become. 

Posterity has its rights as well as we of the present. 
Duty requires us to assume reasonable burdens for 
the benefit of those who come after us. Were it 
otherwise, no community could have those splendid 
municipal accommodations and benefits, which are not 
and can never be had immediately, since they require 
years for maturity and fruition. The enjoyments of 
the shade tree could never be known by our children 
if we refused to plant it because we ourselves cannot 
live to see its branches grow and expand. Be assured 
that the generation which succeeds us will bless and 
honor those who make sacrifices for their benefit. 
We should, however, exercise a sagacious and dis- 
criminating judgment in respect to those measures 
which concern the prosperity of our beloved city. 
We should be as firm and courageous in making all 
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proper expenditures, as we should be firm and reso- 
lute in resisting all improper expenditures. We shall 
not fully discharge our trusts, nor have we the right 
to be here, if we ignore this duty through the fear of 
temporary unpopularity, the pressure of private in- 
terests, the importunity of sectional influences, or the 
demands of party politics. : 

We have just erected a statue to commemorate the 
municipal services of our best and wisest Chief 
Magistrate, Josiah Quincy; let us imitate, as far as 
we can, his sagacious forecast and intelligent recog- 
nition of the interests of the present and the rights 
of the future, and we shall be certain to act 
wisely. 

Whenever there is complaint of municipal extrava- 
gance the Mayor is the object of censure; yet such 
is the limitation of his power and influence, under our 
system, that the City Council is in fact the responsible 
party. The Mayor cannot draw a dollar from the 
treasury for any civic purpose without the consent of 
the Council. ‘The law directs the Mayor, to quote the 
words of the charter, “'T’o communicate to both 
branches of the City Council all such information, 
and recommend all such measures, as may tend to 
the improvement of the finances, the police, health, 
security, cleanliness, comfort, and ornament of the 


city ;” but the wisdom of the Council determines as to 
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the adoption of these measures, and the action to be 
had therein. 

The functions of the Mayor in respect to the 
inauguration of civic measures are merely advisory. 
He has, it is true, the veto power; but when the 
Council by a two-thirds vote orders any matter, it 
becomes the duty of the Executive to see that the 
will of the Council is obeyed. He has no discretion 
in the premises. 

Let us consider all the business which comes before 
us on its true merits, without regard to unrelated or 
irrelevant considerations; and especially let us apply 
this rule to whatever affects the finances of the city, 
that its credit, which is its life, may not suffer. 

Fortunately for Boston, party politics have thus far 
never interfered with its finances. The record will 
vindicate the assertion that no measures affecting 
the treasury, no measures calling for expenditures, 
have ever been adopted by a strict party vote, so that 
they could be said to be party schemes, whether 
the administration was Republican, Democratic, or 
Citizen. 

The municipal election, like most elections, is often 
marked by great excitement, and opposing parties 
indulge in mutual vituperation, in charges of short- 
comings and wrong-doings, of partisan removals from 


and appointments to office; but no party has ever 
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charged another with spending the public moneys for 
partisan purposes. } 

The city has expended vast sums for municipal 
objects, —for widening and laying out streets, for 
public buildings, school-houses and _ bridges, for 
sewers, for charitable, benevolent, and educational 
objects, for commons, and squares, and parks, and 
ornamentation; but the appropriations for these have 
never been passed by party votes. Whatever com- 
plaints may have been made by the citizens against 
the measures of different administrations, no such 
indictment has ever been found. I may be permitted 
to say further, in this direction, that although munici- 
pal extravagance has been sometimes charged, no 
allegation of corruption, so far as I know the facts, 
has ever been made against any Boston city official. 

All this is matter of congratulation. May it always 
be thus. May the integrity and honesty of our 
municipal service be ever maintained, whatever the 
political complexion of the administration. If parties 
at the city election contend for the government, let us 
hope that the contest will be limited to the acquisition 
of office, and that the victors in the future, as in the 
past, will ignore party interests in the disbursements 
of the public moneys, and administer the government 
for the benefit of all the citizens. 


It is fortunate for the city that the Council has so 
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many experienced members. Eleven of the Aldermen 
have served before—eight of them in that Board. 
Forty-seven of the Common Council have served 
before, of whom forty-five were members of that body 
last year. ‘The knowledge thus obtained will greatly 
facilitate the business of the year. ‘T’hus the interests 
of the city and your own convenience are alike pro- 
moted. ‘The reélection of so many of the Council 
of last year is evidence that the citizens approve their 
record. It is to be regretted that the knowledge of 3 
civic affairs attained by official experience is not 
oftener considered in selecting candidates for the 
Council. As Councilmen are elected annually, a large 
part of the year is often spent in getting the infor- 
mation necessary for the proper discharge of official 
duties. 

You are also to be congratulated that the Govern- 
ment of last year, with commendable fidelity, disposed 
by action onits merits of nearly all the business which 
eame before it, without resorting to the somewhat 
common but improper habit of clearing the docket by 
the reference of important matters to the next Coun- 
cil. et me express the hope that you will imitate 
this good example. 
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CITY DEBT. 
The solicitude of the citizens touching the munic- 


ipal debt is always active, for they not only know 
that all their property, real and personal, is held as 
security for its ultimate payment, but that the annual 
taxation to meet the interest on the debt and the per- 
centage required by law for the sinking funds must 


increase as the debt increases.

Deducting this water debt, we have as the city

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I deduct the water debt, because in a certain sense 
it may not be regarded as a liability, as the net in- 
come of the water department in 1879, after paying 
interest on the funded debt and expenses, was $245,- 
730.78, as shown by the report of that Board. 

In addition to the sinking funds and available 
means for paying the city debt, amounting as above 
to $16,925,033.15, there are public lands and _ build- 
ings not wanted for municipal purposes which can be 
sold and the proceeds applied to the debt. They are 
valued by the Assessors at $1,626,800.00. I append 
hereto @ sehedule of this property, and shall have 
occasion to refer to it again in another part of my 
remarks. 

As I have had during the year last past many in- 
quiries touching the amount of the city debt falling 
due each year, I append also hereto a memorandum 
hereof; also an account of the debt to be redeemed 
by each sinking fund. On Ist January, 1880, the

As the: law does not permit the city to increase its 
debt beyond three per cent. of its valuation on the 
first of May, 1879, it is proper that I should inform 
you that we are within $1,254,608 of this limit. It 
will thus be seen that we cannot at this time enter 
into any municipal expenditures requiring more than 
this amount unless we raise such excess by taxation; 
yet we have many pressing wants. I feel it my duty 
to refer to one of them at least. We need better ac- 
commodations for our courts. or some years the 
Bench, the Bar, and those who have business at the 
Court House, have complained that it is wholly un- 
suitable for the purposes for which it was erected. 
These complaints imcrease daily in force and extent. 
They cannot be ignored much longer. We must 
either enlarge the present building or erect a new one. 
It seems to be the opinion of those best qualified to 


judge, that it would be unwisdom to enlarge, because 


» ee 
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the lot is too small to eive all the accommodation 
now, or soon to be, wanted; that true economy re- 
quires a new structure in another locality, where the 
necessary space could be had. ‘T’o accomplish this 
would compel a debt beyond our power to incur. I 
had hoped that the scheme of erecting court accom- 
modations for the criminal business on a portion of 
the estate near City Hall, known as the “Niles Es- 
tate,” and the alteration of the present Court House 
to accommodate the civil business exclusively, might 
have supplied all that was wanting in this matter for 
some years, so that the erection of a new and costly 
Court House might be postponed to a more unindebted 
season, if such a financial millennium is ever to come; 
but the project, although favored at first by the 
Council, did not receive the approval of those whose 
opinions were entitled to weight, and was subsequently 
abandoned. : 


A Court House should be built in a central locality. 


_ Such a site would be very costly. Its construction, 


with all the conveniences now thought necessary, 
must require large sums, and millions would be re- 
quired before the work would be completed. 

I am unable to see where we can get the means for 
this purpose at the present time, unless we apply to 
the Legislature for authority to exceed the limit im- 


posed by law on the municipal debt. This, expedient 
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would not and should not be approved by our tax- 
payers, and I cannot recommend its adoption. 

It has been suggested, that, as land is now cheap, 
it would be good policy to purchase what is required 
for a Court House before real estate appreciates with 
the revival in business, and postpone building to a - 
future day. There are but few unimproved sites, 
which in size and location would be suitable for the 
purpose; and if we longer delay action in the matter 
the cost of the land may be greatly increased. But 
this is a matter over which the Board of Aldermen, 
acting as County Commissioners, have exclusive con- 
trol, and my duty therein is fully discharged when I 
direct their attention to it. I will, however, observe 
that the powers eiven them under the act authorizing 
the taking of land for a Court House have been ex- 
hausted, and it will be necessary to get from the Leg- 
islature further authority if they propose at this time 


any action in the premises.

The report from the Water Department shows that 


its affairs are in a satisfactory condition. ‘The new 


supply works are practically finished, and have been 


used for direct supply from Sudbury river during the 


past year. Most of the claims for damages have been 
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settled. The Board have advised an additional main 
from Chestnut Hill reservoir to the city proper for the 
relief of the low service, and they represent that the 
rapid increase of consumption from the high service 
will require the building of new high-service works. 

For a long time great and well-founded complaint 
has been made of the impurity of the Mystic water. 
During the last summer it was unfit for use, and the 
government was greatly exercised to discover and 
relieve the causes of this impurity. Some of them, 
without doubt, were found in the polluting drainage 
of the tanneries of Woburn and Winchester, and the 
sewage of many of the houses of these towns, that 
flowed into the streams feeding Mystic pond, from 
which the water is taken. Eight of these tanneries 
and nineteen of these houses now drain into the 
Mystic sewer, and it is believed much of the mischief 
has been obviated, and that the Mystic water will 
regain to a large extent its former excellent quality 
and character. 

We have in the water basins at Framingham a 
large supply of loam, which should be removed, to 
prevent injury to the water to be stored there. It 
will be wanted in the construction of the Back Bay 
park, and save the necessity of buying soil elsewhere. 
An order for its removal passed the Board of Alder- 


men, but it failed to receive the concurrence of the 
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lower branch of the Council, and I advise your early 
action in the matter. The fillmg of the park ad- 
vances, and we shall soon need the loam. It cannot 
be had elsewhere so cheaply. 

As the city has no further use for the Beacon Hill 
reservoir the Board recommend its removal and the 


sale of the land upon which it stands. 


PARKS. 


The Mayor being required to recommend to the 
Council all measures “which tend to the improvement 
of the health, comfort, and ornament of the city,” I 
bring the subject of parks to your attention, as they 
eminently tend to the attainment of these desirable 
ends. 

Modern philanthropy is greatly concerned for 
whatever affects the sanitary interests of our largely 
populated cities. It is active in its efforts to create a 
proper public sentiment in the matter. It is con- 
stantly expressing itself in petitions to legislatures, 
city governments, and other bodies, from whom 
emanate reports and addresses setting forth the 
causes of disease and the duty of government in the 
way of relief. This solicitude has led to the estab- 
lishment of parks as promotive of public health, 
convenience, and comfort, in most of the large cities 
in this country and abroad. For a long time our 
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citizens have felt that the growth of Boston, its 
wealth and its interests, justified a reasonable expen- 
diture for park accommodations, not merely for the 
pleasure to be derived therefrom, but for their sani- 
tary benefits. 

This feeling found expression in 1869, when a 
petition, signed by a large number of our prominent 
and public-spirited citizens, was presented to the City 
Government, asking for municipal action for the 
establishment of one or more parks. ‘This was fol- 
lowed by other petitions, by the appointment of 
committees, by hearings, reports, and public meetings, 
by the passage of resolutions, newspaper articles, and 
all the methods by which public sentiment shows it- 
self in respect to matters of general interest. This 
movement resulted in an act of the Legislature 
authorizing the necessary expenditure for the pur- 
chase of park lands. ‘The act was duly accepted by 
the citizens, and a Board of Commissioners appointed 
to locate, with the approval of the City Council, one 
or more parks. ‘This Board, in their very able report 
(City Doc. No. 4), in which the subject is exhaust- 
ively considered, recommended a series of parks in 
different sections of the city, connected by park roads, 
so as to give park accommodations to all the citizens. 
Although this plan was generally approved and its 


immediate adoption urged by the unanimous vote of 
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a large number of public-spirited and wealthy tax- 
payers at a meeting held at Faneuil Hall, in 1875, it 
was thought by the City Council that the time had 
not yet come for action ; that a matter so important 
should be held under longer consideration before our 
large debt should be increased by the large sums 
required for the park purchase. ‘There was no con- 
siderable difference of opinion as to the wisdom or 
propriety of adopting some park scheme for our 
city ; the chief objection related to the time only 
when the work should be commenced. It was, there- 
fore, decided that it would be best to defer for the 
present all action in the premises. ‘This was a post- : 
ponement, and not an abandonment, of the matter. 
The great and long-continued depression in every 
branch of business which subsequently ensued led to 
the suspension, by general consent, of any further 
consideration of the park question. In 1877, how- 
ever, notwithstanding the reluctance of the Council 
to expend at the time any moneys for park purposes, 
it was deemed judicious, for sanitary reasons, to buy 
and fill the flats recommended by the Commissioners 
for the Back Bay park, as they had been for years 
the receptacle of the sewage of Muddy river and 
Stony brook, whence in the summer season, when the 
waters were shallow, immense quantities of noxious 


gases exhaled, which greatly endangered the public 
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health. One hundred and six acres were purchased, 
at the average price of ten cents per square foot — 
less than the depreciated tax valuation of 1877,— the 
whole cost being about $460,000. $123,681.48 
have been expended from the tax levy for fill- 
ing. About eighteen acres have been filled to the 
required grade. The Boylston, Westland, Hunting- 
ton, Parker Hill, and Longwood entrances have been 
filled to the extent of about 383,276 square feet, 
and also 370,600 square feet of the marginal- 
park road, which now extends almost around 
the park boundary. ‘There now remain only 
-about thirty-six acres to be filled, as about fifty- 
two acres will be occupied by the lake, to be 
formed from the waters of Stony brook, the sew- 
age of which will be carried into the new sewer in 
another year. 

When the Back Bay purchase was under consid- 
eration, it was argued that the appreciation of ad- 
jacent lands would yield, through increased taxation, 
a considerable part of the annual cost of main- 
taining the park, while the betterment taxes would 
repay a large portion of the amount paid for its 
purchase. Experience has justified this expecta- 
tion. 

In May, 1878, 


purchase, — the valuation of the unfilled lands ad- 


less than six months after the 
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joining the park territory was raised by the assessors 
nearly $900,000; and in May, 1879, still further 
increased to the amount of $250,000. Upon this 
argumented valuation the city has received the 
taxation of those years. As the park approaches 
completion, these lands must appreciate still more, 
for they are to be immediately filled, and will then 
be found among the finest locations for dwelling- 
houses in the city, because of their vicinity to the 
park. 

The Commissioners are now engaged in assessing 
betterments on the lands improved by the establish- 
ment of the park, and it is expected that they will 
yield almost enough to pay the whole cost of the 
purchase.’ A contract for fillmg has been made with 
the Boston & Albany Railroad, and, if you continue 
the annual appropriations ‘for the work, the ground 
will soon be ready for the soil. 

As Commonwealth avenue has now been laid out 
from Chester square, through the park, to Brookline 
avenue, the owners of abutting lands have agreed to 


fill them at once. ‘This will increase their valuation

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about $1,000,000. They will soon be covered with 
houses of the same elegant and costly character as 
those on the rest of the Back Bay territory, from 
which the city will derive a large annual tax. — 

The extension of Commonwealth avenue will 
greatly relieve Beacon street, which is incumbered 
by the immense travel that crowds into it. ‘This 
relief would alone justify all the cost of the ex- 
tension. 

In December last the Commissioners, believing that 
the time had now come for action touching the pro- 
posed West Roxbury park, —if action is ever to be 
taken therein,—advised, in a communication to the 
Council, the purchase of certain lands for this pur- 
pose. <A large number of our wealthy tax-payers 
and business men petitioned for the adoption of this 
recommendation, alleging that the required lands are 
now cheap, but would soon rise in value, as business 
improves and commercial prosperity returns, so 
that they could not be had for park objects ex- 
cept at greatly increased prices. I may add that 
if the horse railroads are extended, as proposed, 
into this territory, it will soon be divided into lots 
and built over, so that their value would be still 
more enhanced. 

The Joint Committee, to whom the communication 


of the Commissioners and the petition were referred, 
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although unanimously in favor of the project, thought 
there was not sufficient time before the year closed 
to get the action thereon of both branches of the 
Council; they therefore recommend its reference 
to you. 

The views of the petitioners seem to me to have 
much weight, and I deem it my duty to request you to 
give them your earnest and earliest attention. They 
ask for an expenditure, the greatest part of which, as 
large tax-payers, they must pay. If you look at the 
names appended to the petition, you will find that 
they represent large numbers of our best and most 
sagacious citizens, — those who have been long known 
for their attachment to Boston and their care for 
whatever affects its true interests. 

Permit me to say, that, in considering this question 
you are to remember that we have now a very large 
population; that the great numbers who daily seek, in 
the summer months, the fresh air of the harbor, the 
coast, and the public gardens of our suburbs, attest 
the popular demand for park enjoyments, and that 
much of the land of the proposed West Roxbury 
park is in such condition as to furnish park ac- 
commodations without the necessity of any consider- 
able outlay for the present. 

The Commissioners recommend the acquisition of 


a strip of flats on Charles river for the construction 


 —. - ——.l—© = 
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of the Embankment park, as set forth in their report 
for 1876. This territory is owned by the State, and 
by the Act of 1878 the Commissioners of Public 
Lands, with the consent. of the Governor and Coun- 
cil, were authorized to make such disposition of it as 
might be just and proper. ~ I have reason to believe 
that it could be obtained for a nominal price, and 
while it would ultimately form a park for the accom- 
modation of the northerly part of the city proper, it 
would make for the present a dumping-ground for a 
large part of our coal-ashes and street-sweepings, of 
which we have about 150,000 loads a year. When 
the Back Bay park is filled we shall need a place 
for their deposit. By carrying them here we shall 
gradually fill these flats, without expense to the city. 
Further improvement might be postponed for some 
years. 

Since we have no further use for the Beacon Hill 
reservoir, we might find here the stone which would 
make a sea-wall of the best character. 

It has been estimated that the building of this wall 
would cost about $300,000. The lands for the pro-: 
posed West Roxbury park could probably be bought 
for $900,000. If the State will donate to the city the 
Charles-river flats, the sea-wall and these park lands 
could be obtamed for about $1,200,000. 


As we ave so near the limit of municipal indebted- 


Ladi a . 
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ness we cannot now enter into this expense; but 


since the desire for some action in the direction of 
these objects is now so earnest and general, permit 
me to suggest for your consideration a plan which 


will give us the money without increasing our 


| debt. 


We have, as I have before stated, lands not 
wanted for municipal purposes. ‘They should be 
sold. I append hereto a list of them, with the 
valuation of the Assessors. By this it appears 
that there are eighty-five pieces of real estate, 
valued, with the buildings thereon, on the Ist of 
May last, at $1,626,800. These do not include 
wharf property, nor islands in the harbor, nor the 
Old State House, Faneuil Hall, the market, nor 
the school-houses to be sold to pay for the build- 
ings of the new High Schools. They were lands 
which should have been sold before, so that the 
city may tax them. 

It is thought, by competent judges of the value of 
real estate, that sales might be effected at prices 
above the Assessors’ estimates. If, however, we 
realized only the appraised value, we should have 
the means, with such betterments as might be .ex- 
pected, for the purchase of the West Roxbury park 
lands and the building of the embankment wall. I 


may here add that the reservoir stone is almost 
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worthless where it is, as the cost of removal would 
nearly equal the cost of similar stone delivered from 
the quarry. 

This scheme may be regarded as the exchange of 
lands not wanted for any municipal purpose for 
those which can in the future, at. trifling annual 
cost, be transferred into parks, which will not only 
adorn and embellish the city, but afford attractive 
places, where that large part of our population 
whose necessities compel them to remain in our 
hot streets during the heated months can _ find 
recreation and health. 

The West Roxbury park, Austin Farm, Forest 
Hills Cemetery, and the Bussey Estate, would 
together make an open and connected area of 


a storehouse of fresh 


nearly one thousand acres, 
air, open for all time for the enjoyment of our 
citizens. 

The scheme of selling these lands and applying 
their proceeds to the purchase of park lands might 
perhaps require legislative consent. If it should not 
appear to you practical or expedient, I would advise 
the sale of the property, and the payment of the 
money received therefrom into the city treasury. It 
is most impolitic to hold lands not wanted for public 
use. Let the citizens buy and improve them, and the 


taxes derived therefrom will help lighten the levy. 


tin 
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The Commissioners also advise the purchase and 
improvement of the lands and flats east of Q street, 
City Point, as a pleasure-ground and place of recre- 
ation for the large population now residing in this 
section of the city. For a long time this has been 
the resort of those who cannot seek elsewhere fresh 
air in the summer months, and it has been computed 
that sometimes thirty thousand persons have assembled 
there. ‘The natural beauties of this locality have 
always been recognized, and if these flats were filled 
by dredging those contiguous, we should not only 
make a pleasant sea-side promenade, where the sixty 
thousand inhabitants of South Boston could enjoy 
the refreshing salt breezes, and a charming sea view, 
but improve at the same time the channel between 
City Point and Fort Independence. 

These flats could now be purchased and filled for a 
small sum, and the opportunity for securing this 


important sanitary benefit should not be neglected. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


This department has charge of two hundred and 
ninety-nine buildings owned by the city, and nineteen 
leased for county, city, and school purposes, for which 


an annual rent is paid of $28,360 : — 
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County buildings. ; : ; E : $12,500

The department has spent during the last year, in 
repairs of public buildings, $189,367.97. It has 
completed two new school-houses, — the Allston 
Grammar School-house, in the Brighton District, and 
the Polk-street Grammar School-house, in the 
Charlestown District. The cost of the former was 
$50,186.37 ; that of the latter, $27,818.58. A new 
school-house will be required by the School Board at 
Egleston square, during the year, and repairs will be 
needed to the South City Stables for the Health De- 
partment. ‘The estimates for the last item are $7,000. 
The amount already expended on the Latin and High 
Schools is $273,243.10. The appropriation for this 
purpose was $400,000, and it is expected that it will 
be sufficient for the completion of the buildings. A 
further sum will be required to furnish them. ‘There 
will be no other extraordinary expenses in this 


department during the year. 


SCHOOLS. 
Although the importance of popular education is so 
generally admitted, I think we cannot be too often 


reminded of this solemn truth, that there may be 


a 
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no abatement of interest in our schools. Government 
is supported practically either by the school-master 
or the soldier. Republican institutions can alone be 
maintained by the former. When a community is 
ignorant its capacity to maintain itself against power 
is gone, and kingcraft, allied with priesteraft, domi- 
nates. ‘These are truths which every page of history 
demonstrates. The educational becomes then: the 
most important department of our government. Mis- 
takes and shortcomings may occur in other branches; 
but these may soon be corrected, and therefore the 
mischief is not serious. If our public schools are 
mismanaged injury of the gravest character may 
follow, requiring time and labor to repair. 

The Mayor is ex-officio President of the School 
Board, and I have watched with great interest the 
work of the School Committee during the past year. 
It gives me pleasure to assure the Council that they 
have faithfully performed their arduous work, and 
showed by their zeal and devotion a thorough appre- 
ciation of its importance. 

Desirous of aiding the City Government in their 
efforts to reduce municipal expenses, they appointed, 
in the early part of last year, a Committee on Revw- 
sion, “with full authority to examine every department 
of the school system of this city, to ascertain what, if 


any, change or changes can be made in the organiza- 
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tion of the public schools, —the courses of study, the 
furnishing of supplies, ete.,.—by which the annual 
expenses may be lessened, or the efficiency of the 
schools increased.” 

This committee gave the matters intrusted to them 
the most careful consideration, and their report is 
replete with valuable information and suggestions. 
If, to quote the words of the Superintendent, “Revi- 
sion has failed or nearly failed to diminish expendi- 
ture,” our citizens have this benefit from the work of 
the committee, —they are now assured that there has 
been no extravagance; that the costs of the depart- 
ment are not more than its needs require. ‘They will 
henceforth pay their school taxes without complaint ; 
for they never have, and, as I believe, never will, 
object to any appropriation which the best interests 
of the schools shall demand. 

When the requisition of last year was cut down so 
largely, the Council did not have the information con- 
tained in the report of the Revision Committee, and 
shared the belief, which has been so general, that large 
reductions in expenses might be made without detri- 
ment to the school system. I commend this paper to 
your consideration when you are called to provide for 
the School Department for the next school year. As 
the appropriation of last year is inadequate for the de- 


mands of the department for the balance of 1ST9-80, 
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it will be necessary to make some provision for the 
deficiency. | 

Many and important changes recommended by the 
Revision Committee have been introduced into the 
school system. ‘The Kindergarten school, established 
as an experiment in 1870, has been abolished, because 
it was not thought that the demand for the continu- 
ance of this system of instruction was sufficiently gen- 
eral to warrant the great expense of establishing the 
number of such schools which would be required to 
accommodate all the children of the kindergarten age. 

The recent report of the School Board shows that 
the High and Elementary Evening Schools are ac- 
complishing important work. ‘Their value cannot be 
overestimated. “Their influence for good,” as the re- 
port says, “is potent and far-reaching, penetrating 
every nook and corner of the city.” They teach 
classes whose age, vocations, and necessities do not 
permit them to enter other schools. We are told that 
*the number of pupils registered in the Evening High 


Schools for 1878-9 was 2,326, and the average number 


receiving instruction 955 — almost exactly two-thirds 
as many as were in attendance at the eight regular 
High Schools;” that at the same time there were over 
1,700 attending the Elementary Evening Schools; that 
the attendants of the Evening High School alone rep- 


resented 283 different occupations, and yet there were 
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258 pupils whose occupations were not known or 
given. 

Who can fully estimate the benefits to society alone 
from the education of so many thousands of our 
poorer classes, that, but for these Evening Schools, 
would have been uninstructed, and, therefore, subject 
to the many perils of ignorance ! 

The School Board, at the suggestion of the Revision 
Committee, introduced an important change in the 
supervision of the Primary Schools, whereby the Gram- 
mar school-masters, relieved of this care, are enabled 
to give their whole attention to their proper duties. 
Changes have been made in the High Schools by es- 
tablishing High School districts, and beneficial results 
are expected therefrom. 

The committee have adopted an important plan for 
the supply of text-books to the pupils. ‘Hitherto 
these were furnished to those whose parents refused 
or neglected to provide them, at an annual expense of 
about $50,000, and it is supposed that more than one- 
half of those who thus received free books were able 
to pay for them. By the plan now adopted it is ex- 
pected that this amount will be saved to the city. 
The number of Supervisors has been reduced from six 
to four. This saves $8,000 per annum. 

The committee express the hope that the system of 


training young children, known as Frobel’s system, 
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will receive more attention, as they believe it will be 
found to possess many advantages. ‘lhe experiment 
already made has, in their opinion, fully justified its 
cost, and those who have seen the working of the 
system are equally delighted and surprised. I believe 
it will ultimately enter into all our SE CUEAry instruc- 


tion.

The expenditures for school-houses include the 
payments on the new Latin and High Schools in 
1879. These will be finished and prepared for 


occupation at the commencement of the next school 
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year in September. They have been thoroughly 
built and will contain every convenience required 
by modern instruction. We may confidently believe 
that the usefulness of these schools will be greatly 
promoted when they are established in their new 
quarters. } 

When the Council made the loan for the erection 
of these school-houses, in 1877, they provided for its 
payment from the proceeds of the sale of the Bedford 
street, South street, Harrison avenue, and Washington 
street (near Dover street) school-houses. It is 
probable that the sum realized from this property 
will be nearly sufficient to pay the cost of these 


magnificent High Schools. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


- 


Impressed with the great importance of the devel- 
oping and industrial schools, I directed the attention 
of the City Council of last year to this subject, — in 
and the committee charged 


my inaugural remarks, 
with its consideration, after a long and exhaustive 
hearing, advised a reference of the question to the 
School Committee. That body subsequently adopted 
a resolution requesting the Council to “appropriate 
the sum of fifteen thousand dollars—in addition to 


the estimate for the year 1880-81 —to be spent in 
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fitting up and maintaining an Industrial Institute for 
the education of young mechanics.” You will be 
called to act in the matter, and I trust it will receive 
your careful consideration. 

The wisdom of teaching the mechanical arts is not 
impeached by those who oppose the establishment of 
industrial schools as a part of our school system; but 
they think it wrong in principle to tax the citizens for 
such instruction, however desirable it may be. I fail 
to appreciate the force of the, objection. What 
justifies taxation for the support of Primary, Grammar 
and High Schools? The public safety. It can be 
vindicated on no other ground. Whatever the 
public safety demands should be conceded. Igno- 
rance endangers society. It is the enemy of our free 
institutions. We tax to hire school-masters to fight 
this enemy — as we tax to hire soldiers to fight other 
enemies. If ignorance of the handcrafts multiplies 
idlers and tramps, why should we not tax for the in- 
struction which will get us rid of them? 

Assume that the training of these industrial A Roo 
will accomplish what their advocates claim, and give 
us good and skilful mechanics, then such institutions 
are to be defended on economical grounds alone, and 
will repay their entire cost. If the sole objection to 
their establishment is the legal right to tax for it, I 


think suth objection, when examined in a proper 
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spirit, will be found of no more weight than that to 


taxation for other educational purposes. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Our citizens are justly proud of the Public Library. 
They know its value. It was established to make it 
“as far as possible the crowning glory of our system 
of city schools, to make it an institution fitted to con- 
tinue and increase the best efforts of that system by 
opening all the means of self-culture through books 
for which these schools have been specially qualifying 
them.” ‘These objects have been well and success- 
fully attained. 

This Library is the largest, and I venture to say in 
every respect the best on this continent. There are 
few in the world superior to it. It now contains 
370,641 volumes. Its remarkable growth from its 
organization, in 1853, to the present time, calls forth 
our gratitude to those who have managed its affairs, 
to the City for its liberal appropriations in its behalf, 
and to its many friends for their generous donations: 

I cannot repress the desire to refer to some of the 
latter, for they should be kept in perpetual remem- 
brance. In 1850, that excellent man, patriotic citizen, 
and upright magistrate, John P. Bigelow, gave the 
first moneys donated to the Boston Public Library. 
The sum of $1,000 had been subscribed by his 
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friends as a testimonial of his personal worth, 
but he directed its application to, the Library.'| This 
generous act and his “earnest and efficient labors 
during the early part of his mayoralty, in establishing 


this institution and obtaining the aid of two of its 


1A large sum of money had been subscribed and collected by Mr. 
Bigelow’s friends in the city, for the purchase of a silver vase, as a testimo- 
nial of their appreciation of his character and public services; but, on being 
notified of their intentions, he declined to accept so large a vase, and asked 
as a favor that a portion of the funds be appropriated to the foundation of a 
Free Public Library. This request met with some objection from the sub- 
seribers to the vase; but it was finally decided that He should receive a silver 
salver, suitably inscribed, and the balance of the money be appropriated 
agreeably to Mr. Bigelow’s request. One thousand dollars were thus paid to 
the City of Boston to found the Boston Public Library. 
The inscription upon the salver presented to Mr. Bigelow was as follows : — 
‘* The Honorable John Prescott Bigelow, declining to receive a costly vase 
as a tribute to the faithful discharge of official duty, and suggesting that the 
fund obtained for that purpose be devoted to the founding of a Free Public 
Library, the subscribers to that fund, having acceded to that suggestion, do 
now present this salver to the Hon. Mr. Bigelow, in token of their high appre- 
ciation of that act of enlightened regard for popular learning, and of their 


respect for him as a man and magistrate.

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earliest and most munificent patrons, entitle him,” 
as the resolutions passed on 29th January, 1869, on his 
resignation as Trustee of the institution, and at his 
decease by the City Council, declare “to be re- 
garded as the founder of the Public Library of the 
City of Boston, and as such to be always recognized, 
respected, and remembered.” 

The example of Mr. Bigelow without doubt greatly 
influenced others. In 1852 Joshua Bates gave 
$50,000; in 1853 Jonathan Phillips, $10,000, and 
afterward $20,000 more; in 1859 Abbott Lawrence, 
$10,000, and Mary P. Townsend, $4,000; in 1863 
the Franklin Club, $1,000; in 1871 George Ticknor, 
$4,000; in 1874 Henry L. Pierce, $5,000, to the Li- 
brary. Gifts of books, pictures, paintings, engravings, 
and works of art were made from time to time by the 
Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, a constant friend of the 
institution; Edward Everett, Josiah Quincy, George 
Ticknor, Thomas G. Appleton, George S. Hilliard, 
William Gray, William Everett, Lemuel Shattuck, J. 
D.W. Williams, Charles G. Putnam, Jonathan French, 
James W. Paige, John C. Ropes, W. C. Gannett, 
Henry R. Dalton, John J. Dixwell, and many others. 

You will thus perceive that the great success of the 
Public Library, and its present prosperity, have re-

sulted from the “combination of municipal support

and of private generosity. 
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The administration of the Library has been made 
more effective by its incorporation. It is gratifying 
to know that the circulation of instructive as well as 
pleasing books has been largely increased. The Trus- 
tees report “that the causes which have. diminished 
for the last two or three years the use of the popular 
branch of the great Library still exist, and will con- 
tinue to exist until larger and more suitable accom- 
modations for the public are provided.” 

The necessities of the Library —its safety, con- 
venience, and usefulness — all imperatively demand 
increased accommodations. ‘This want has been 
— recognized, not only by the ‘Trustees, by the Citizens’ 
Committee of Library Examination, but by the Joint 
Committee of the City Council of last year on this 
institution. It cannot be supplied by an addition to 
the present building: We should have a new build- 
ing on some of the Back Bay lands, where we can 
have sufficient space for the present and future wants 
of the Library, and so isolated as to insure certain 
protection against fire. 

I have reason to believe from conferences with His 
Excellency the Governor of the Commonwealth and 
others during the last year, that in view of the bene- 
fits derived from this Library by the people of the 
State generally, as well as the citizens of Boston, and 


for other meritorious considerations, the Legislature

would recognize the propriety of giving to the city a 
lot of ground on Boylston street for its location. I 
would suggest an application to the present Legisla- 
ture for a grant of this land before it is divided into 
lots and sold. | 

Unless greatly assisted by private contributions we 
could not at present undertake the erection of a new 
building if the desired site were obtained. 

The present location on Boylston street is central 
and accessible, and would sufficiently accommodate 
the popular Library and Reading-room, but the great 
consulting Library, which would be followed wherever 
within reasonable limits it should go, could be well 
located on any part of the Back Bay between Charles 
street and the Back Bay park. 

I commend this matter to your earnest attention 
and care, believing that if the Library is accomplish- 
ing the objects of its erection, and, to use the words 
of Mr. George Ticknor, its early and steadfast friend, 
“it is found to supply an existing defect in our other- 
wise admirable system of public education, its future 
condition may well be left to the judicious liberality 
of the City Government and the public spirit of the 
community.” 

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 
The Board of Directors of Public Institutions has 


the charge of the Houses of Correction, Industry, and

Reformation, the Lunatic Hospital and the Alms- 
houses. These institutions, particularly that portion 
of them which is located at Deer Island, have long 
attracted the attention of those interested in penal 
and reformatory questions. Strangers visiting Boston 
to study the management of our municipal service, 
always express admiration for the system under which 
they are organized, and for the good order and disci- 
pline which are everywhere maintained. 

We may be assured that there will be no abatement 
of excellence in the management of these institutions 
while the present Board of Directors, guided by its 
able president, Mr. Samuel Little, supervises the de- 
partment. 

You and the citizens may desire to know that the 
general health of the inmates of these institutions 
during the past year has been good; that the number 
of patients in the Lunatic Hospital has been somewhat 
reduced; that in compliance with the order of the City 
Council fifty patients were transferred to the hospital 
at Danvers; that all the prisoners in the House of 
Correction are now fully employed, and that their 
work has been more remunerative for the last than 
for seyeral previous years; that the brick extension 
of the main building of the House of Industry at 
Deer Island is nearly completed; that the home for 
adult female poor at Austin Farm has been increased, 
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so as to accommodate about one hundred more inmates ; 
and that the new building for pauper and neglected 
children at Marcella-street Home, to which the pauper 
girls now at Deer Island are to be removed, will be 
soon ready for occupation. — 

It is not probable that any appropriation will be 
required for this department at this time for any 
extraordinary expenditure. 

In my last inaugural address I advised the instruc- 
tion of the children of the Reform School in mechan- 
ical trades, so that they could earn their living when 
they left it. No action in this direction was taken by — 
the last City Council. JI now renew the recommend- 
ation, and solicit your serious consideration of the 
matter, believing that the interests of the community, 
as well as those of the children, would be greatly 
promoted by the measure. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The Overseers of the Poor were incorporated in 
1772. Although a considerable part of their duties 
has been transferred to the Board of Directors of 
Public Institutions, their functions are most important 
and their labors arduous. 

They are ‘Trustees of the Pemberton, Boylston, 
Mason, Dexter, Jeffries, Bullman, Sears, Pierce, Hol- 


ton, and Stoughton Funds, established by these phi- 
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lanthropists for the benefit of that poor “which we 
have with us always.” The principal of these funds 
amounts to about $510,000, and the income, to- 
gether with the annual appropriation of the City 
Government, — now about $125,000,— are ex- 
pended in the relief of such of the poor as are not 
inmates of the Poor-house, and require temporaryaid 
only. ‘The income of some of these funds is specially 
appropriated by the devises, under which they are 
created, to certain classes of beneficiaries; but the 
duties of the Overseers require domiciliary visits to 
be made to those who solicit assistance ; and we may 
form some opinion of the magnitude of their labors 
from the number of such visits during the year. 

The last annual report shows that 14,011 visits were 
made by the officers of the Board, and 5,627 families 
(264 less than in 1877-78, and 1,286 less than in 
1876-77) assisted. ‘ 

The work of this department requires all applica- 
tions for aid to be filed and recorded; and the books 
show about 20,000 of such papers. ‘These files are 
indexed, so that the record of every applicant for 
municipal aid for the last fifteen years can be easily 
found. ) 

The system and method exhibited in the business 
of this department are most commendable, and reflect 


great credit upon the Board. 
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The Overseers represent that, notwithstanding the 
extension of relief by recent legislation to larger 
classes of the poor not previously entitled thereto, 
neither the numbers relieved, nor the amounts dis- 
tributed, exceed those of last year. ‘They think there 
is reason to believe that there will be less suffering 
from poverty this winter than during those of many 
previous years. They represent that the “intimate 
relations, now happily inaugurated between benevolent 
individuals and the organized public charities, will 
tend to diminish still more the charge on the treasury 


for the relief of the poor; ” 


and they assert that this 
charge would be still more diminished if instruction 
in those pursuits which enable the citizen to earn his 
living were given to the young, arid to those also 
who have reached later periods of life. 

The Lodge for Wayfarers, established in Hawkins 
street in the latter part of January, 1879, as an exper- 
iment, has proved a success. For many years the 
annual number of persons who sought lodging at the 
police station-houses averaged sixty thousand, nearly 
two hundred a night. On one occasion, the number 
exceeded six hundred. This crowd of “untidy and 
often disorderly persons interfered with the discipline 
of the stations and the more legitimate duties of the 
officers,” and became an intolerable nuisance. 


Most of these now come to the Lodge, where each 
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one has his clothes thoroughly cleaned, is well fed, and 
gets a good bed in a thoroughly ventilated room, for the 
slight equivalent of sawing and splitting in the morning - 
a foot of wood. While the more deserving of these 
homeless and friendless beings are thus relieved for 
the time, the work required for the food and lodging 
furnished has driven from the city the incorrigibly idle. 

The whole number of admissions to the Lodge for 
the ten or eleven months since it was opened is four- 
teen thousand, about six thousand different individ- 
uals. It is gratifying to know that they have been 
well behaved, and glad to perform the work due from 
them. ‘They were for the most part in pursuit of 
employment, which in many instances was found for 
them by the Industrial Aid Society in the Chardon- 
street Building. 

As our citizens will be interested to know the ex- 
penses of this institution, I would state that there

About five hundred cords of wood have been cut 
by the wayfarers. This was purchased at six dollars, 
and sold at ten dollars per cord. Some of this was 
purchased by our citizens, but most of it was furnished 
to our school-houses and public buildings. | 

The beneficial work of the Wayfarers’ Home has 
fully vindicated the wisdom of its organization, and I 
trust the Council will appreciate the policy of continu- 
ing the appropriations necessary for its support. 

The last annual report of the Overseers of the Poor 
is full of valuable information and suggestions touch- 
ing this and other matters under their direction, and 


T commend it to your careful consideration. 


“CITY HOSPITAL. 


The City Hospital is placed under the direction of 
a Board of nine Trustees appointed by the Council, 
three from that body to serve one year, and six from 
the citizens at large to serve three years, who annu- 
ally elect a Superintendent, who controls, under their 
supervision, all the affairs of the hospital. The re- 
ports of these officers show that their trusts have 
been well and faithfully administered during the year. 
Boston may be proud of this charity. None but those 
who have examined its record can properly appreciate 
the benefits it has conferred upon the thousands who 


suffer from disease. We have had full value received 
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for every dollar spent on this noble institution. It is 
well and economically managed, and reflects honor 
and credit upon the Superintendent, the medical and 
surgical staff, and all the officers connected with it. 
We can form some opinion of its work from the 


following statistics": —

The report of the Superintendent shows that the 
‘hospital has, during the past year, ministered to_the 
wants of an increased number of persons, who have 
been treated at a decreased cost per capita. ‘This re- 


sult indicates greater economy and efficiency in the 
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management of the hospital, gratifying to the Trus- 
tees and creditable to its officers. 

This institution has lost the services of Dr. Ed- 
ward Cowles, who for seven years has managed 
its affairs as Resident Physician and Superintendent. 
Much of its success must be attributed to the 
fidelity with which he has performed his arduous 
duties. We are fortunate in having for his suc- 
cessor Dr. G. M. H. Rowe, whose ability and skill 
are assurance that the reputation and usefulness 
of the hospital will be well maintained in the 
future. 

A Training School for nurses has been recently 
established at the hospital, and beneficial results have 
already ensued. When it is remembered that care- 
ful nursing is regarded as an important factor in the 
cure of disease, we can appreciate the necessity of 
educating those who are to follow this calling to a 
correct knowledge of its duties. The community 
as well as the patients of the hospital are alike 
thus benefited. As the school is now organized 
instruction is daily given by the Superintendent, and 
lectures on the various duties of the nurse are 
weekly delivered by the medical staff. These are 
followed by examinations, that there may be as- 
surance that the pupils thoroughly understand what 


they are taught. ‘This school of instruction has not 
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increased the expenses of the hospital, and all the 
nursing there is now under the charge of the Train- 
ing School. 

In my inaugural remarks last year I suggested the 
wisdom of applying to the Legislature for an act 
incorporating the City Hospital, so that it might pos- 
sess the same powers which are enjoyed by the 
Overseers of the Poor and the Public Library. I 
was satisfied by information derived from those who 
best understood the wants and interests of this 
important charity, that its capacity for usefulness 
would thereby be greatly promoted. Without un- 
dertaking to specify all the advantages which a 
corporate organization would give the institution, I 
referred to the power of holding real and personal 
estate given or devised to it, and the greater likelihood 
of getting trustees who could give more time to their 
duties than those annually selected from the Council 
to serve for a single year: The subject was con- 
sidered by the Council, but failed by a few votes to 
receive its approval. It was mistakenly supposed 
that the possession of the proposed corporate powers 
would place the hospital beyond the control of the 
City Council. Such would not be the fact. The 
trustees would be elected as ‘now by that body ; 
they would be removable at its pleasure as now; 


they would have no more control over the affairs 
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of the institution than they now haye, and the 
Council would retain all its power to give or with- 
hold the annual appropriations required for its 
support. 

Believing, as I still do, that the best interests of 
the hospital demand its incorporation, and that this 
belief will be shared by you upon a full consideration 
of the subject, I again advise a petition to the Legis- 


lature for the required act. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The record of this department shows a great 
amount of faithful work during the past year; that 
twenty-five thousand nuisances, including those of 
the Back Bay and South Boston, were abated. 
The former, most offensive in the summer months, 
has been relieved by extending the Stony brook 
sewer, covering the ash banks, and building sluices} 
the latter, which was fast depopulating a portion of 
Washington Village, by covering with clean gravel 
a large area of mud and sewage flats. It also shows 
a large number of vacant lots filled with stagnant 
water and other filth have been covered and im- 
proved; that ten additional public urinals were 
erected; that the Morgue on North Grove street 
has been repaired, enlarged, and fitted up for the 


accommodation of the work of the Medical Exam- 


— 
‘ ; 
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iners, and that proper attention has been given to 
quarantine, the Abbatoir, Lying-in Hospital, baby 
farms, cemeteries, and contagious diseases. 

The report of the Board informs us that the City 

has been for some years happily “quite free from 
epidemic and contagious diseases; that the last case 
of small-pox occurred seventeen months ago; that 
no case of cholera or yellow-fever has been found in 
the city for many years; that scarlet-fever has been 
less prevalent during the last three years and 
that the mortality from it during this period has 
averaged less than during the preceding ten years; 
that the number of deaths in 1878 were 7,636, and 
in 1879, 7,393; that the deaths from preventable 
diseases, in 1878, were 1,980,-and those of 1879, 
AY 

If the population be estimated at 375,000 the death 
rate for 1879 was 19.71 per thousand. 

The Board suggests a change in the law so that no 
bodies can be buried or removed from the city without 
its consent. As the law now stands any one dying of 
contagious, malignant, or other disease, or by the foul 
practices of the abortionists or otherwise murdered, 
can be buried or carried away without even the knowl- 
edge of the Health Commissioners. 

As the duties of the City Registrar properly belong 
to the Board of Health, I advise their transfer to that 
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department and the abolition of his office. By so 
doing we.should save the treasury several thousand 
dollars annually, and give greater unity and efficiency 
to this branch of our municipal service. 

The Board also points out the necessity of early and 
accurate information concerning disease and death, to 
enable it to adopt the means for the protection of the 
public health. To this end it advises an amendment 
of the law touching the registration of vital statistics. 
It also recommends some legislation by which there 
should be a lien for the reimbursement of expenses 
incurred by it in building drains, etc.; and suggests 
the vigorous prosecution of the work of fillmg the 
flats where the sewage of Stony brook is deposited 
before the approach of the warm season; but it does 
not expect complete immunity from nuisance in this 
territory until the completion of the sewer which is to 
carry off the foul matter and the filling of the offen- 


sive flats with clean earth. 


IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 

This important work has progressed steadily during 
the past year. The City Engineer reports that “of 
the main sewer, which crosses the city from Hunting- 
ton avenue to the sea-coast at Dorchester, 3.22 miles 
in length, 2.54 miles are now completed, and the re- 


maining .68 mile either under contract or being built 
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by the city, so that the whole will, be completed dur- 
ing next summer. On the west side of the city a 
branch sewer is completed from Huntington avenue 
to Cambridge street, and on the east side from the 
main sewer to Dover street; 1.31 miles of other 
branch sewers are completed.” 

At the site of the pumping-station at Dorchester 
the Engineer is now building the foundations for the 
pumps and other structures. The necessary wharves 
and sea-walls have been constructed. ‘The pumping- 
engines will be ready for use early next year, when 
we may be able to pump temporarily into Dorchester 
bay the sewerage now entering Stony brook, Charles 
river and South bay, which makes most of the sew- 
age nuisance, and consequently- causes most of the 
danger which threatens the health of the city. The 
Engineer reports that the “tunnel under Dorchester 
bay, which will conduct the sewage toward Moon 
Island, is under way and will be completed on Ist 
January, 1882. The reservoir and outlets will be 
finished at the same time, and the sewage may then 
be delivered into the outer harbor at Moon island.” 

The work has been well and economically con- 
structed. 

In view of the apprehensions which have been from 
time to time expressed touching the efficiency of this 


sewer in accomplishing its objects, it must be gratify- 
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ing for you and your constituents to know that the 
able and experienced Civil Engineer who is charged 
with this important work reports that after due con- 
sideration of the objections occasionally urged against 
the system, “ Nothing has yet arisen to cause a doubt 
that the plan proposed is the proper solution of the 
sewerage problem at Boston and will afford the re- 
quired relief.” 

The work of fillmg the Roxbury canal is nearly 
completed. 


INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


The work of this department affects the safety of 
the city, and is therefore most important. The act 
providing for the regulation and inspection of build- 
ings was passed in 1871, because so many fires were 
caused by defective construction. It is to be regret- 
ted that this bureau had not been created before, in 
comphance with the frequent recommendations of 
the Fire Department, as many buildings erected 
previous to the passage of the act would have 
been more safely built. The business of this de- 
partment has been recently reorganized by the able 
Chief Inspector and his staff of assistants, so that 
the objects of its creation can be more effectively 
accomplished. By the system now adopted, de- 


tailed plans of all the important structures are 
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made and placed on file, and memoranda of the 
height, thickness of walls and floors, character of 
materials, and like architectural details, giving com- 
plete information of the construction, made and 
recorded. ‘This work has been thoroughly done, 
and has consumed a great amount of time and 
labor. It reflects much credit on the Inspec- 
tors. 

The report of this department shows, as evidence 


of its work last year, that

Some of the statutes of the Commonwealth touch- 
ing the construction of buildings contain provisions 
which, although generally beneficial, are unreasonable 
and onerous in exceptional cases. Many applica- 
tions were made during the year for relief from 
these stringent provisions; but the department had 
no power to modify them. I would suggest a 
change of the law so that more discretion be 
given to the Inspectors, in certain cases. Legis- 


lative action would be necessary for the purpose. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The losses by fire in 1879 to the recent fire in 
Devonshire street, in the latter part of December, 
were less than those of any other year for the 
last quarter of a century. This gratifying fact, is, 
without doubt, partly due to the improved method 
of building, but mainly to the efficiency of the Fire 
Department, its system of patrol, and its excellent 
discipline. | 

The department has 261 permanent members, and 
042 call men. It has 29 fire-engine companies, 12 hose 
companies, 11 hook and ladder companies, 7 chemical 
engine companies, and a fire-boat, whose utility in 
saving shipping and wharf property is well appre- 
ciated by our merchants. For the extinguishment 
of fires the city is supplied with 4,300 hydrants and 
216 water reservoirs, containnmg from 10,000 to 
60,000 gallons of water each. 

You and the citizens will thus see that Boston is 
well protected against the dangers of fire, or rather 
that it is well provided with the means of extinguish- 


ing it. 


The cost of the department for the year ending

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The Commissioners think the amount charged 
against the department for the use of water, care 
of hydrants, etc., excessive, the same being twelve 
per cent. of the whole water income; they assert 
that the cost.of the water actually consumed in the 
extinguishment of fires at the meter rates charged 
manufacturing establishments, would not exceed 
$1,500. It would seem that if this complaint be 
well founded, a reduction should be made. 

The Fire Commissioners recommend the pension 
of firemen injured in the service, or who have become 
too old to continue in it. I think our tax-payers 
would not object to your making some provision for 
the benefit of those who are so constantly exposed to 
the perils of their dangerous vocation. We recom- 
pense to some extent the policeman who has suffered 
in defence of the peace of the city; there would seem 
to be equal reason in relieving the necessities of the 
fireman whose ability to provide for himself has been 


destroyed by his devotion to duty. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


This department is now under the control of the 
Board of Police Commissioners. The number of men 
on the force is seven hundred. ‘The estimated cost of 


the department for the financial year which ends 


April 30, 1880, is $802,685.67.

As everything which properly belongs to a depart- 
ment should be under its management, this Board 
should have the control of the City Prison and the 
Harbor Master. I recommend an application to the 
Legislature far a change of the law, so that it may 


have this control. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 

The committee on this department and the Super- 
intendent of Lamps have shown during the last year 
commendable efforts to reduce expenses, and these 
efforts have been attended with much success. 


The appropriations for the year 1879-80 were . . $400,000 00 
There has been expended to Ist Jan., 1880 . 284,785 51 


The balance : , ; ‘ . $115,214 49 
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will be sufficient to meet all expense for the re- 
mainder of the financial year. 

As there has been so much complaint in the past of 
the great and increasing cost of lighting our streets, 
I would say that the Superintendent reports that this 
is “to be traced directly to annexation, as one-half of 
all the street lamps are located within the annexed 
territory, and more than one-half of the appropriation 
is expended outside the city limits. There are at the 
present time over 400 miles of streets and places 
lighted by the department, covering a more extensive 
territory than any other similar department in the 
country. The length of streets lighted in the old city 
limits in 1867 was only 85 miles.” 

The cost of gas outside is much more than that 
within these limits. he price paid for the gas for the 
city proper is $1.75 per thousand cubic feet, — a re- 
duction of fifteen cents per thousand feet from the 
price of 1878; that of the eight different municipal 
districts averages $2.462 per thousand feet. The re- 
duction in the price of gas for the city proper effected 
a saving of $8,000 per annum. 

The increase in the number of lamps for the last 
twelve years is 6,757, being an annual average of-563. 
The total number of lamps at this time is 12,415. 

The experiment of substituting the three-feet burner 


for the four-feet burner hitherto used was made in 
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the early part of the year, by which a saying of about 
$40,000 will be made during the year. 

The Superintendent advises the lighting of the 
Public Garden and of some of our squares, which are 
broad and unsafe to the pedestrian, by the great lan- 
terns recently adopted in London, in which large jets 
of gas are used, consuming twenty cubic feet or more 
per hour, if experiment demonstrates their success. 
Such jets “are said to rival the famed electric light in 
brillianey, at far less, cost.” 

The department, with a view to economy, permitted 
experiments in May last by the Globe Gas Light 
Company and the U.S. Street Lighting Company, 
at their own expense, in substituting the gasoline 
lamps on about 300 city gas lamps. It was not found 
that these lamps “ gave such satisfaction as warranted 
their continuance, and they were abandoned.” 

The department also considered proposals for light- 
ing lamps by the pneumatic electric system, and gave 
the parties interested in it a lengthy hearing; but it 
was not proved that the advantages of the system 
were sufficient to justify the cost of its adoption. 
The City of Providence, which has hitherto used this 
mode of lighting a portion of its lamps, has recently 
decided to abandon it. 
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ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


By the returns of the Assessors it appears that 
the real and personal estate liable to taxation

Since then there has been a reduction every year. 
The reductions during the last five years amount to 
$185,432,359. 

The Assessors are of opinion that for the present at 
least there will be no further decline in the value of 
our real and personal estate. They have been called 
to make fewer abatements for over valuation during 
the last year than in any year since 1875. This ac- 
quiescence of the tax-payers in the appraisal of last 
year is deemed satisfactory evidence that the valua- 
tion was substantially just and correct. 

The taxation of last year was $12.50 per thousand 
dollars, being.30 cents per thousand less than that of 
1878, the lowest rate, with one exception, since the 
close of the war,—that of 1872 being $11.70 per 
thousand, — and the average rate for the past fifteen 
years has been $13.50 per thousand. 

If the same amount of taxes had been levied in 


1879 which was levied in 1878, the rate would have 
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been increased, because the valuation was reduced as 


above stated.

The Assessors advise a change in the law so that + 
in suits for taxes against those “who are citizens for 
all purposes except paying their part of the costs of 
Government,” the defendants shall not be permitted 
to change the venue to the counties where they claim 
to reside, that more impartial and unprejudiced ver- 
dicts may be secured. 

The work of the Assessors is very. arduous, and 
when it is remembered that since the enactment of the 
General Statutes in 1860, more than one hundred laws 
touching the assessment and collection of taxes have 
been passed, we can appreciate their labors. Mistakes 
doubtless have sometimes been made. It could hardly 
be otherwise; but I think it will be generally conceded 
that the important and difficult duties of this depart- 


ment have been well and successfully performed. 


INSPECTION OF MILK. 


The report of the Inspector of Milk shows that in 


his official visits, in the inspection and analysis of 
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milk, in the prosecution of offenders, and in other 
duties, he has been diligent and active. 

If the interests of the citizens require the inspection 
of milk, the inspection, to be valuable, should be thor- 
ough. It is impossible for one Inspector to supervise 
all the dealers throughout the city. He should be 
assisted. ‘’he department, as the Inspector suggests, 
should be reorganized. 

As experience is necessary to enable this officer to 
know those who deal in milk, and give him a proper 
understanding of his duties, he should be appointed 
for the term of three years, like the heads of other 
departments, and not as now, annually. An act of 
the Legislature would be required to make this 
change. I think the Inspector is entitled to more — 
compensation than he now receives for the work he 
performs. | 

You will, of course, give these suggestions such 
consideration as the interests of this department 


demand. 


PUBLIC RECORDS. 


I desire to call your attention to the condition of 
some of the public records from 1650 to 1775. ‘These 
papers comprise “original grants, deeds, bills of sale, 
wills, depositions, inquests, executions, surveys, and 


all the variety of documents used in the provincial 


_ = -_ 7 
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and colonial courts.” ‘They are valuable historically 
and otherwise. They are now stored in the basement 
of the Court House, where | damp air and the rats are 
fast destroying them. , 

The Board of Aldermen, acting as County Commis- 
sioners, are required by law, under penalties, to pro- 
vide “a suitable place for the safe-keeping and pres- 
ervation of valuable documents belonging to ‘the 
county,” and when the records “are becoming worn, 
mutilated or illegible,” it must have “fair, legible 
copies seasonably made,” to be “preserved in like 
manner as the original records, papers, and docu-- 
ments.” 

I advise an appropriation sufficient to carry out the 
statute requirements. 

The ‘Trustees of the Public Library are willing to 
receive, arrange, classify, copy, and‘safely keep these 
records and papers. I recommend that they be 


placed in their custody for these purposes. 


CITY CHARTER. 


I should consider my official duties on this oceasion 
imperfectly performed if I did not renew the recom- 
mendations of my last inaugural address touching a 
revision of the City Charter. It is generally admitted 
that important changes in this instrument are required 


by the great growth of the city and the consequent 
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multiplication of its departments, with all thei in- 
_ creasing business. It is a piece of patchwork, 
wanting in unity, consistency, and logical harmony. 
Diversity of opinion as to the character of the needed 
changes has alone prevented action therein. I tr ust 
you will give the matter the consideration which its 
importance demands and the interests of the city 


require. 


CITY STATUES. 


During the past year the statue of Josiah Quincy, 
erected from the Phillips fund, was received and 
placed in front of City Hall. It was designed and 
executed by Thomas Ball, and is generally regarded 
as a successful representation of our distinguished 
Chief Magistrate. 

The bronze group ciadtyaikene the Abolition of 
Slavery in the United States, the gift of our munifi- 
cent fellow-citizen, the Hon. Moses Kimball, has been 
erected in Park square. These statues will not only 
adorn the city, but inspire and instruct our citizens 
by their eloquent lessons of patriotism, philanthropy, 
and justice. 

The City Council of last year directed the~con- 
struction of two other statues of bronze—one of 
Governor Winthrop, the other of that distinguished 


patriot, Samuel Adams. Their cost will be paid from 
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the Phillips fund, and it is expected that they will be 
completed in J uly next. 

There are other matters of municipal interest to 
which I desire to draw your attention, especially those 
relating to our harbor defences, and to the proposed 
improvements at Scituate for a harbor of refuge for 
vessels coming to Boston in dangerous weather, but 
as I have already occupied so much of your time I 
will make them the subject of future communication. 

This year of 1880 makes an era in our history. 
The seventeenth day of the coming September will 
be the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
settlement of Boston. It is expected that we should 
distinguish the event by some proper civic commemo- 
ration. Your judgment will determine what befits 
the occasion. The statues of Governor Winthrop 
and Samuel Adams will be then completed, and, 
without doubt, you will deem it appropriate to dedi- 
cate them on our natal day. As there are many in- 
teresting unprinted records of our early town meetings 
and other municipal transactions, most valuable as 
illustrating the political and social history of Boston, 
it has been suggested that it would be a proper time 
to secure some of them from the dangers incident to 
manuscript by their publication in a memorial, as a part 
of the celebration. I would that all our record could 


thus be preserved and made known, for we may be 
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proud of it. Boston in all her history has been con- 
spicious for her patriotism, for her devotion to the 
cause of civil and religious liberty, and for the sacri- 
fices she has made in its behalf. She was among the 
first to protest against the tyranny of the British. 
Crown, and in Faneuil Hall it may be claimed that 
the Revolution, which culminated in American inde- 
pendence, was organized. She has always exercised 
a marked influence upon national thought and national 
action. She has been foremost in recognizing those 
humanities which mark the progress of civilization, 
foremost in establishing benevolent, charitable, and 
philanthropic institutions, foremost in promoting 
popular education through the free school, and fore- 
most in promoting moral culture. Through the 
energy, enterprise, intelligence, and integrity of her 
citizens, she has attained great material prosperity. 
Let us hope that these virtues will long distinguish 
them, and when another cycle of two hundred and 
fifty years is added to our history, it may be found 
that the invocation on our city seal has been realized — 
that as God was with the fathers, so has he continued 


to be with us.

PRELIMINARY NOTE, 


Tue establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O.S.), 
1630, “that Trimountain shall be called Boston.” 
The first city government was organized on the 
Ist of May, 1822 (St. 1821, c. 110). Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a town on the 8th Oct., 1630. It was incor- 
porated as a city on the 12th March, 1846 (St. 1846, 
c. 95), and annexed to Boston (2. e., act accepted 
by the qualified voters of the two cities) 9th Sept., 
1867 (St. 1867, c. 359). Dorchester was named 
by the Court of Assistants in the same order in 
which Boston was named; and it retained its 
town organization until annexed to Boston on the 
22d June, 1869 (St. 1869, c. 349). Charlestown 
was founded 4th July, 1629; incorporated as a 
city in 1847 (St. 1847, c. 29) ; annexed to Boston, 
7th Oct., 1873 (St. 1873, c. 286). West Roxbury 
was incorporated as a town on the 24th March, 
1851 (St. 1851, c. 250) ; annexed to Boston on 
the 7th Oct., 1873 (St. 1873, c. 314). Brighton’ 
was incorporated as a town in 1806 (St. 1806, c. 
65) ; annexed to Boston on the 7th of Oct., 1873

A CODIFICATION 


OF THE 


CITY CHARTER OF toa 


AND STATUTES AFFECTING THE SAME. 


[The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the City 
of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citizens of 
Boston, March 4, 1822. It is chapter 110 of the acts of 1821. The 
present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was passed April 
29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens, November 13, 1854. It is 
chapter 448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith presented is a 
codification of the original enactment of 1854, and of the general and 
special acts since then adopted, prepared, by order of the City Council, 
by the Committee on Ordinances. The sections in pica are unchanged 
from the text of 1854. Words in italics show verbal changes. Sections

The city council shallannually 
1880, c.174. elect in the month of January, by concurrent vote of the 
two branches, one alderman and one member of the com- 
mon council to be trustees of the City Hospital, to 
hold office for the remainder of the municipal year in 
which they are elected, and until others are elected in 
their places. In the month of April annually the mayor 
shall appoint, subject to the confirmation of the city 
council, one citizen at large as a trustee of said hospital 
to serve for five years from the first Monday in May in 
the year in which he shall be appointed. No member of 
the board of trustees shall be paid for his services; and 
any member may be removed for cause by a vote of two- 
thirds of each branch of the city council present and — 
voting thereon. Vacancies shall be filled in the same 
mode as the original appointment. ‘The said trustees 
shall have the general care and control of the hospital, 
and have all other powers and be subject to all duties 
devolved upon them by law.

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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


SrotTion 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the 
chairman of the Board, shall take the chair at the 
hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being 
present, shall cause the minutes of the preceding reg- 
ular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the 
Mayor and chairman, the senior member present shall 
preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Sect. 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and 
order; may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Board, by motion regu- 
larly seconded; and no other business shall be in order 
till the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

Srot. 3. The chairman shall declare all votes; but 
if any member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative and 
in the negative, without debate on the question. 

Seot. 4. The chairman may read sitting; but shall 
rise to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Szot. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate

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the chair, he shall call on the chairman of the Board 
to take it, and in his absence the senior member pres- 
ent. When the chairman of the Board, or the chair- 
man pro tempore, shall desire to vacate the chair, he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution shall 
not continue beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas 
and nays, provided any member shall so require. And 
every ordinance, resolution, or order (except orders 
of notice, papers from the Common Council, orders 
of inquiry, and orders relating to the Department of 
Health), after being read, shall be laid on the table 
before its consideration by the Board; and no such 
resolution or order (except as above) shall be con- 
sidered at the same meeting at which it is offered, 
except by special vote. 

Seot. 7. The chairman shall propound all ques- 
tions in the order which they are moved, unless the 
subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature, 
except that in naming sums and fixing times the 
largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Srot. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
chairman, it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the Board, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the 
mover may withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. 

Sect. 9. When a question is under debate, the 
chairman shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to 


lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to com- 


mit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which sev- 
eral motions shall haye precedence in the order in 
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which they stand arranged; and a motion to strike 
out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be 
equivalent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Srot. 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
repetition; and that motion, and the motion to lay on 
the table or to take up from the table, shall Be decided 
without debate. 

Sect. 11. When a vote has been passed, it shall be 
in order for any member to move a reconsideration 
thereof, at the same meeting; or he may give notice 
to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjourn- 
ment, of his intention to move a reconsideration at 
the next regular meeting, in which case the clerk 
shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
regular meeting; and, when a motion for reconsidera- 
tion is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

Sect. 12. Hvery member when about to speak 
shall rise and respectfully address the chair; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personalities.

Section 1. The President shall take the chair 
precisely at the hour to which the Council shall have 
adjourned; shall call the members to order; and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, shall proceed to 
business.

may speak to points of order in preference to other 
members; and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Council.

POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES. 


The Committee on Salaries shall report 
to the City Council, in February or March, orders 
establishing the salaries of the several city officers 
for the ensuing year; and the report of said com-

_ proposed in said salaries. 

Sxor. 4. The Committee on Legislative Matters 
shall, unless otherwise ordered, be authorized, to 
appear before committees of the General Court and 
represent the interests of the city; provided, said 
committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the 
City Council, oppose any legislation petitioned for by 
the preceding City Council. 

Secr. 5. The joint standing committees shall cause

read, unless otherwise ordered by the committee. 

Sect. 6. The representatives of the two branches 
of the City Council on joint committee shall not act 
by separate consultations. No meeting of any com- 
mittee shall be called upon less notice than twenty- 
four hours without the consent of all the members 
thereof.

Seot. 7. Any joint standing or special committee 
may, unless otherwise provided, expend from the 
appropriation of which, by ordinance or order of the 
City Council, it has charge, an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars for any one object or purpose.

Srot. 8. In every case of disagreement between

Seot. 14. All By-Laws passed by the City Council 
shall be termed “ Ordinances,” and the enacting style 
shall be: “Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston in City Council 
assembled.” No order or vote which, if passed, 
would have the effect to amend, suspend or repeal 
an ordinance, shall be entertained in either branch 
of the City Council, unless it is in the form of an_

Srcot. 15. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express anything by way of com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “ Ordered; ”

APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Sect. 16. In the present and every future financial 
year the specific appropriation for the several objects

This department, in accordance with the laws of the Com- 
monwealth and ordinances of the city, has the complete con- 
trol and supervision, among other matters, of the erection of 
brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute provisions, 
throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited 
dimensions and range, outside of the building limits, un- 
der the provisions of the city ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs upon all classes of build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with the 
present requirements of the building law. 


BUILDING LIMITS. 


Among other restrictions imposed by the law and ordi- 
nances on the erection of buildings, it is provided that no 
wooden building shall be hereafter erected within the follow- 
ing limits : — ‘ 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover 
and Albany streets ; thence running eastwardly through the 
centre of Dover street to the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; 
thence around the northerly portion of the “ City -Proper,” 
by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on Charles 
river opposite the centre line of West Chester park as ex- 
tended ; thence through the centre of West Chester park to 
its intersection with Boylston-street extension ; thence through 
the centre of Boylston-street extension to the centre of Parker 
street ; thence through the centre of Parker street or cross- 
dam to a point opposite the centre of Ruggles street ; thence 
through the centre of Ruggles street to the centre of Wash- 
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ington street ; thence through the centre of Washington street 
to a point opposite the centre of Palmer street; thence 
through the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the centre 
of Hampden street ; and thence through the centre of Hamp- 
den and Albany streets to the point of beginning. The said 
district being shown by a shaded red line on a plan made by 
the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871; as amended, as 
shown by a shaded blue line on said plan, and deposited in 
the office of the City Surveyor. —

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night 
and day, by the operators. Each operator serves two alter- 
nate terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same 
as assistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the 
office, out of every twenty-four, is required from each opera- 
tor. No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, 
unless expressly relieved by some one else, by consent of 
the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistake that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. 
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An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the 
_ Signal Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The 
_ police officers and one other person resident near each station 
have keys to the boxes. 

AuarMs are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm Bells and upon the Gongs in the’ Engine- 
Houses for three rounds. 

ExampLes: To announce the existence of a fire near Box 
No. 41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike fou, make 
a pause of a few seconds, then strike one, thus: 4— 1. This 
will be repeated at intervals of about one-half minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the 
bells will strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another 
pause, then strike five, thus: 1—4—5. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows followed 
by box number. Third Alarnis are sounded by striking 
ten blows three times thus: 10— 10 — 10. 

In cases where the entire department are required, Rear 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12 
— 12— 12. 

Return Signal. — Notice will be given on the bells and 
gongs by striking one blow fourtimes, thus: 1—1—1—1; 
upon which the several pieces of apparatus on their way to 
the fire will return to their quarters. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are 
wanted, signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with 
the number of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & 
Ladder No. one, 10 —1—1. Hook & Ladder No. four, 
10—4—4. Hook & Ladder No. seven, 10 — 7 —7. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: Hook & Ladder one and three, 
10—1—1—3—83. Hook & Ladder two and four, 10 — 
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2— 2— 4—4, Hook and Ladder five and seven, 10 —5— 5 
—7—7. | 

Alarms are usually given about a half a minute from the 
time the box is operated. | 


DIRECTIONS TO BE OBSERVED IN CASE OF FIRE. 


Get the key of the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box — pull the hook all the way down oncg, and 
let go. | 

Wait one full minute for the sound of the bells. 

If you hear no sound, pull again; and the third time if you 
get no sound. 

If you fail the third time, go to the next nearest box and 
do the same there; but do not touch any other box if the 
nearest one gives the alarm. 

After giving the alarm, remain awhile, if possible, by the 
box, so as to direct the firemen to the fire. 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the 
first alarm has been given) without an order from an Engi- 
neer; and the person so ordered will be suze to go to the 
same box from which the first alarm was given, and report 
the same to the Chief Engineer. If, however, a fire breaks 
out while another is burning in a different section of the city, 
a second alarm can be given by a police-officer without wait- 
ing for an order from an Engineer. 


CAUTION TO PERSONS HOLDING SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. Never open the box or touch the apparatus, except in 
case of fire. 

2. Never sound the alarm for fire seen at a distance. 

3. Be reasonably sure there is a fire before sounding the 
alarm. 

4. Be sure the box is locked before leaving it. 

5. Never let the key go out of your possession, except 
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to some responsible person, to give an alarm of fire, and be 
sure the key is returned. 

5. If you remove from your house or place of business 
return the key to the Fire-Alarm Office without delay.

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HEALTH. 
[Ord. p. 405.] 

By an ordinance passed Dec. 2, 1872, the powers of the 
Board of Health were removed from the Board of Aldermen, 
who had theretofore exercised them, and were vested in an 
independent Board, consisting of three persons appointed by 
the Mayor, and confirmed by the City Council, and styled 
the Board of Health. One member of the Board is appointed 
annually, in March or April, fora term of three years from 
the first Monday of May following. Salary, $3,000, each, 
-per annum.

BATH—HOUSES. 


By an ordinance passed Dec. 27, 1879, the Board of 
Health was appointed, and invested with authority to carry | 
into effect the provisions of Chapter 214 of the statutes of 
1874, entitled, “An act to authorize cities and towns to 
erect and maintain public baths and wash-houses,” which act 
was accepted by this city Jan. 2, 1875.

CITY HOSPITAL.

The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 1861, 
and consists of three pavilions, connected with a centra 
structure. This Hospital is intended for the use and comfort 
of poor patients, to whom medical care is provided at 
the expense of the city; and it is also intended to provide 
accommodations and medical treatment to others who do not 
wish to be regarded as dependent on public charity. 


RULES. 
Application for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, be- 
tween 9 and 11 o’clock A.M. 
Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
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friend, and the patient will be visited by some physician 
designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

On each day of the week, Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
o'clock, P.M., friends may be permitted to visit patients ; 
though no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the 
same day. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients shall be left with the Super- 
intendent.

has 382; a total, including duplicates, of 652 periodicals. 
Several hundred periodicals, of a higher kind and less 
popular interest, are kept in the Bates Hall.

Persons admitted to use the Libraries. 


I. Inhabitants. — Any person over 14 years old may use 
books and periodicals in the buildings without previous regis- 
tration; but, to draw books for home use, application for a 
card must be made in due form to the Registration Clerk at 
the Central Library, at the Branches, or at the Lower Mills, 
or Roslindale Delivery. 

Il. Non-residents. — All can use books and periodicals 
in the buildings; but the following can also apply to the 
Registration Clerks, as above, for cards to draw books for 
home use: clergymen and teachers having regular pro- 
fessional occupation in the city, and members of the follow- 
ing institutions, whose governments have guaranteed the 
Library against damage from such members ; Boston Society 
of Architects; Boston Society of Civil Engineers; the Law,

Theological, Medical, Liberal Arts, and Oratory departments 
of the Boston University ; the Medical and Dental Schools 
of Harvard University; the Massachusetts Normal Art 
School; the Institute of Technology; the College of Phar- 
macy; Boston Dental School; New England Conservatory 
of Music; and the First Class of Chauney Hall School. 
Also officers of the army and navy on this station, and the 
assistants in the offices of the City Engineer and City 
Surveyor. 

Ill. Special Privileges. —Cards entitling the holder to 
draw more volumes, and to retain them longer than usual, 
are granted to professional authors, teachers, etc., whether 
resident or not, if the applicant in the blank provided gives 
the reasons for which it is customary to extend such privi- 
leges. Such cards are not given for general reading, but only 
Sor special studies, and last only for one year, and tt ts not 
expected that they will be used to draw new and popular books. 

Central Library books may be applied for at the several 
Branches. 


EAST BOSTON BRANCH. 


This Branch comprises two distinct collections of books, 
one begun by the East Boston Library Association in 1852, 
and merged in the Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to 
the City of Boston, and made to form a portion of the East 
Boston Branch Library ; and the other of books taken from 
the Central Library, with additions by purchase, so as to 
give completeness to the whole. 

This Branch Library (in the old Lyman School-house, on 
Meridian street) was opened to the public in November, 
1870, and was dedicated by appropriate services on March 
22, 1871. 


SOUTH BOSTON BRANCH, 


By a vote of the Mattapan Literary Association, its Li- 
brary of about 1,500 volumes was made the nucleus of this 
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Branch, and to these have been added books either bought 
or withdrawn from the Central Library. In this way a 
collection of about 5,000 volumes was ready for use, and — 
this Branch was opened on May Ist, 1872. The rooms of 
the Branch are in the Savings-Bank Building, corner of 
Broadway and E street, and during the year 1878 were 
enlarged by taking the entire floor. 


ROXBURY BRANCH. 


Under the will of the late Caleb Fellowes, the Rev. George 
Putnam; D.D., Supply C. Thwing, Esq., William Whiting. 
Sr., and others to be joined with them, by an act of incor- 
poration, were invested with a trust, the purpose of which 
was to establish a Library, and erect a building for it, within 
half a mile of the meeting-house of the first Religious Society 
in Roxbury, on Eliot square. As it was deemed for the inter- 
est of all concerned that the advantages of these funds should 
be joined with such others as may accrue from the provi- 
sions made by the City Couticil for the benefit of the District 
of Roxbury, in the way of a Branch of the Public Library, 
- the Mayor, authorized by the City Council, signed an indent- 
ure with the Trustees of the Fellowes Atheneum by which 
that institution is united with the Branch Library. The 
agreement (to be found in the Report of the Library for 
1872) in effect gives the citizens of Roxbury a Library, the 
same in kind with the Bates Hall collection, though on a 
smaller scale, to be increased by the Fellowes Fund, now 
yielding about $3,000 a year, while the city maintains a pop- 
ular Library in connection therewith, to be of the character 
of the Lower Hall of the Central Library and of the other 
Branches. The building on the corner of Millmont street and 
Lambert avenue was completed, and the Library opened in 
the summer of 1873. The Trustees of the Fellowes Athe- 
neum contributed $3,000 towards supplying the books with 
which it was opened. The present Trustees of the Fellowes 
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Atheneum are: Charles K. Dillaway, President; Nathaniel 
J. Bradlee, Treasurer; Gorham Rogers; Wm. C. Collar; 
Rev. Edward E. Hale; Joseph S. Ropes; John F. Osgood ; 
Rey. John G. Brooks; Henry W. Putnam, Secretary. 

The entire control of the joint collections and the govern- 
ment of the Branch is vested by the contract in the Trustees 
of the Public Library. 


JAMAICA PLAIN BRANCH. 


This Library, which has heretofore been a delivery Branch 
of the Roxbury Library, was established by the Trustees, 
Dec. 5, 1877, as an independent Branch of the General 
Library. This Library has excellent accommodations in 
Curtis Hall. A delivery of the Branch was established at 
Roslindale, December 8, 1878, and another at the West. 
Roxbury Delivery, Jan. 6, 1880, where books are applied for 
and received three afternoons and evenings in the week. 


CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


The Public Library of Charlestown, which was established 
in 1862, became, on the 5th of January, 1874, through the 
annexation of that city, the Charlestown Branch of the Pub- 
lic Library of the City of Boston. It occupies the second 
story of the former City Hall in Charlestown. In July, 
1877, this Branch received, by the will of Miss Charlotte 
Harris, a fund of $10,000, and the testator’s private library. 


BRIGHTON BRANCH. 


The Holton Library, owned and maintained by the town 
of Brighton, and established in 1864, became, on the 5th of 
January, 1874, the Brighton Branch of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston. In August, 1874, the new Library 
building, begun by the town of Brighton, was completed, 
and the Library was transferred to it the same month, and 
services of dedication took place in October. 
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DORCHESTER BRANCH. 


This Branch has rooms in the new City Building at Field’s 
Corner, where it was opened in January, 1875, after dedi- 
eatory services had been held earlier in the same month. A 
Delivery of the Branch has been established at the Lower 
Mills, and books are asked for and received there daily. 


SOUTH—END BRANCH. 


The Mercantile Library Association having given in May, 
1877, to the city its valuable collection of books, contained 
in their Club Room, at the corner of Newton and Tremont 
streets, a Branch for the reception and delivery of books 
from the General Library was established in that place, the 
following August, for which accommodation the city pays said 
association as rent the sum of $1,000 per annum for a term 


_of three years. 


WEST ROXBURY DELIVERY. 


On Noy. 11, 1879, the West Roxbury Free Library trans- 
ferred its collection of over 3,000 volumes at Westerly Hall, 
to the Public Library, and on Jan. 6, 1880, a delivery was 
established there, of books from the Jamaica Plain Branch 
and the Central Library.

By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 
1875, the Mayor was authorized to appoint a. scientific com- 
mission of three members to examine-the present system of 
sewerage in this city, and to suggest any improvements which 
can be made therein. Accordingly the following persons 
were selected by the Mayor for such commission : — 

EK. S. Chesborough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwau- 
kie, and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submit- 
ted their report (City Doc. No. 3 of 1876), recommending 
the construction of intercepting sewers, at a cost of over 
$6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of $40,000 was 
appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle 
Island. 

In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject 
made a lengthy report (City Doc. 70), and recommended 
the immediate undertaking of this project ; and on August 9, 


1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the ex- 
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pense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles 
river across the city in a southerly direction to Moon Island.

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-ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the pe oe 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the first Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected - 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said © 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
mean time the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘‘ Acting Mayor.”

Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 
1825, declined. 

George Blake, reélected for 1826, declined. 

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
one of the Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, who had been duly elected an Alderman, 
died before his qualification. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, and 
soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope died while in office. 

In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the eight who had. 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see City 
Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 16, for 1862. 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828, also, 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 38, reélected for 1838, declined. 
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The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. : 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted 1865. . 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of [ealth. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy,Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 

Edward J. Long, of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 

Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 

Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 

There have been nineteen successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll. before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 
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The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)! 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four yotes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. , 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. E 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bond fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 
ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 


* This fact was admitted, taough not stated in the report of the committee. 
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that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At asubsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12, for 1867. ] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election, in 1871, Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that. said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. §. Risteen, and said Brackett was’ accordingly de- 
clared, by the Common Council of 1872, to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 


the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. ~ 


After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18, for 1872.] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 138, because, by the count of the original 
ballots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was 
chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots east in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10,1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
‘that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS, 


FOR THE YEAR 1879. 


Lame DEPARTMENT, Jan. 10, 1880. 


To the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Annual Report of this department for 
the past municipal year is herewith respectfully submitted 
in accordance with the ordinance of the city requiring it to 
be presented on or before the 10th day of January. 

It contains a table showing in detail the expenses of the 
past municipal year; a table showing the comparative expen- 
ditures for thirteen years; a table showing the cost of the 
present number of lamps at the rates now paid for gas, oil, 
and lighting and care. 

Tables showing the number of lamps on the 15th day of” 
December, each year, for the past thirteen years, and the 
comparative increase, together with such general information 
as may be of interest. 

There has been quite a large increase in the number of 
public lamps during the year, the larger portion of which 
are located in the suburban sections of the city, where oil is 
used. 

Constant and pressing petitions have been made for the 
location of new lamps in the outlying districts, and for the 
lighting of rear passage-ways in the older section of the city 
(where they are demanded as police necessities ), which have 
been generally regarded by the committee as reasonable 
requests. 
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During the year a large number of old wooden posts and 
small lamp supplies have been discontinued, and iron posts 
and new and large gas supplies put in, adding much to the 
general good condition of the department. 

There still remain standing about fifty wooden posts which 
have been in use for a number of years, and which should 
be speedily replaced with iron. 

The replacing of the old and worn-out small gas supplies 
by new and large pipes must be continued to prevent leak- 
age and consequent danger to persons and property. 


GAS FoR Pupuic LIGHTING. 


During the year 1875 a contract was made with the Brook- 
line Gas Light Company for supplying gas for the public 
lamps of Brighton and that portion of the town of Brookline 
annexed to Boston. 

The following is a copy of the contract made as above : — 


This memorandum of agreement, made this fifteenth day of February, 
in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five, by and between the City 
of Boston of the one part, and the Brookline Gas Light Company, a 
corporation duly established by law of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, of the other part, — 

Witnesseth that, — 


I. The said Brookline Gas Light Company agrees to furnish all the 


gas required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City 
of Boston mentioned in their charter of incorporation, on each and 
every night of the term of this contract, as hereinafter agreed, in such 
manner and between such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said 
city shall direct; to put down service-pipes for public lamps in said 
district where new pipes are required, and to keep in repair the pipes 
in use in said district, and to use for such new pipes and repairs only 
wrought-iron pipes, not less than one inch in diameter, and wrought or 
malleable iron couplings and bends or elbows; such service-pipes to 
have a regular fall towards the street mains. 

And said Gas Light Company further agrees to furnish regulator 
burners for all the public lamps in said district, and to fit the same to 
said lamps, said burners to be of the pattern known as the ‘‘ Sugg 
burner,” and to cost not over one dollar and twenty-five cents each, — 
the cost of said burners and fitting the same to be borne equally by said 
parties; and in the months of September and October, during this 
contract, to remove and clean all the street burners in said distric* 
without interfering with the regular burning thereof, and also to furnish 
to the said city such quantity of whiskey as may be necessary to clear 


the pipes from obstructions, not to exceed, however, seventy gallons in - 


any one year. 

Il. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas Light Company, 
for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of three dollars per thousand 
cubic feet of actual burning, each burner consuming four feet per hour, 
free from all taxation, and to make payment thereof monthly. 

Said city also agrees to employ and pay lighters to light, clean, and 
take care of all the public lamps in said district, who shall light and 
extinguish them punctually, according to printed tables to be furnished 
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by said superintendent; shall make written returns to said superintend- 
ent and said company, on Monday of each week, of the number of 
lamps lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light and 
beginning to extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and 
ortions of the pipe above ground. within their respective rounds, free 
rom frost and other obstructions, and give immediate notice to said 
company and said superintendent of any obstructions below ground, 
and of any leakage of gas. Any neglect of duty by a lamplighter 
shall be considered sufficient ground for his immediate dismissal. 

Said city also agrees to repay to said Gas Light Company the actual 
reasonable expense incurred by them for the labor and materials 
required for putting down service-pipes, and keeping the pipes in use 
in repair, and also to repay to said company one-half the cost of the 
regulator burners and of fitting the same; provided the cost of said 
burners shall not exceed one dollar and twenty-five cents each, and also 
one-half of the actual reasonable expense of removing and cleaning 
said burners in September and October as aforesaid. 

Ill. It is further agreed that either party hereto, with the consent of 
the other party, may from time to time, at its own expense, remove and 
test any of the burners in use in the public lamps in said district, with- 
out interference with the regular burning of said lamps; and all new 
burners shall be tested before being used, such tests to be made in the 
presence of some representative of each party hereto; and all burners 
which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the designated standard 
shall be replaced by said Gas Light Company, the cost thereof to be 
borne equally by said company and said city. 

IV. It is expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lighter shall be permitted to 
open the regulator of any such burner, for any purpose whatever. 

V. This agreement shall continue in force until the fifteenth day of 
February, A.D. eighteen hundred and seventy-six, and thereafter until 
anew agreement shall be made, or either of said parties shall notify 
the other of its wish to terminate the same. 


The above contract embraces the conditions and points 
now covered by the several agreements made with other 
companies since 1856, except as to the kind of burner to be 
used, which has been changed from the Diaphram Regulator 
to a Glycerine Regulator of apparently more accuracy, and 
as to prices for gas, which is varied from time to time, the 
present prices of which will be found below.

The result of the above reduction was a saving to the city 
of over sixteen thousand dollars per annum. 

Early in the year 1878 the committee deemed it proper 
that a further reduction in price should be made, and the

These last reductions aggregate about twenty-five thousand 
dollars per annum. 

The committee of 1879 made an effort for the reduction — 
in the price of gas, which at first they did not succeed in 
obtaining, but subsequently the Boston Gas Light Company 
reduced their price from $1.90 per M cubic feet to $1.75, 
and still later the Brookline Gas Company reduced their 
charge from $2.75 per M cubic feet to $2.50. 

The result being a saving to the city at the rate of about 
eight thousand dollars per annum. 
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Hours or BurRNING. 


The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year, — a total of three thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
eight hours each. 


GAS-BURNERS. 


Early in the year the experiment of substituting a three- 
foot burner for the four-foot burners (which were adopted in 
1868) was tried on one hundred of the public lamps on 
Beacon street, for some weeks, and there being no complaint in 
regard to them, and the City Council having reduced the ap- 
propriation for the department from the original estimates, 
the committee caused the three-foot burners to be put on all 
over the city. 

The financial result of this reduction in the capacity of the 
burners will effect a:reduced expenditure amounting to about 
forty thousand dollars during the present financial year. 

It was considered advisable, after consultation with the 
gas companies, and careful investigation, to adopt the 
* Springfield Glycerine Burner,” as being a very simple and 
accurate automatic governor, regulating the flow of gas so 
that a uniform quantity should be consumed without regard 
to the pressure. 


GAS LANTERNS. 


All the gas lanterns made for the city are made of copper, 
and all made for the past six years have the Schmedlin & 
Driscoll patent mode of placing the names of the streets in 
them, and an arrangement for placing the numbers securely 
in the lantern, which was the invention of the Superintendent 
of the department. 

This patent method of placing the street signs appears to 
be the best in use, more especially since the adoption of the 
acid or sand-blast process of producing the signs on colored 
glass, which makes the letters durable. 

The placing of the numbers in the lanterns is being gen- 
erally extended over the city, and gives great satisfaction to 
the public, being a great convenience both by day and 
night. 

The advantage of this style of gas lantern for use in this 
city will be fully appreciated by the knowledge of the fact 
that nearly one-half the public lamps stand on the corners of 
or opposite the ends of streets or places, and have the names 
of the streets and places upon them.

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CHANDELIER Posts, or CLUSTER LAMPs. 


In previous reports the attention of the government has 
been called to this method of lighting some of the im- 
portant points of night-travel, which, like Scollay’s square, 
Park square, and Post-office square, are very broad and 
unsafe for the pedestrian. They have been adopted with 
favorable results on some of the squares in the city of New 
York, and in many of the larger cities of Europe, and are 
| worthy of serious consideration. 

When erected in the centre of a circle of eight to ten feet 
in diameter, they will not only afford the necessary light for 
the street, but the circle in which they may be placed will 
afford a safe standing-place from teams, when alighting from 
horse-cars or crossing the street. 

In London there have recently been erected large lan- 
terns in which very large gas-jets are used, consuming say, 
twenty feet or more per hour. 

Some of these are said to fairly rival the famed electric 
light in brilliancy, at far less cost, and it is probable that some 
experiments of this kind may be shortly made in this city. 

Should these experiments prove successful I would recom- 
mend the placing of such lights upon the Public Garden and 
some of the large open squares, instead of the cluster lights 
heretofore recommended. 


EMPLOYES. 


The number of men employed is one hundred and thirty- 
six, as follows : — |

are paid at the rate of three cents per lamp per night. 

Nearly all the men that light the oil lamps use horses and 
wagons with which to perform their duties, for which the 
city pays no extra compensation. 


Lampriiaurers’ Duties, Etc. 


The gas lamps are lighted by the use of the torch. 

The duty of these men is to light and put out the lamps 
in their charge, promptly, at the time designated ; to keep the 
lanterns clean at all times, and report at this office, in writing, 
promptly, for immediate repair, every defect, either of the 
lanterns or fixtures; to keep the fixtures properly cleaned 
and oiled, the burners in perfect order, and the pipes clear 
from water and frost. In case of gas-leaks they are required 
to report immediately, in writing, both at this office and to 
the office of the gas company ; they are also required to make 
a statement, in writing, on each Monday morning, of all the 
duty performed the previous week. 

These men, after performing the duty, have a considerable 
portion of the time remaining, and are allowed to have other 
employment, provided it shall not in any way interfere 
with any duty which may be required of them in this de- 
partment. ; . | 

This privilege is very generally used by the employés, and 
in this way the city is enabled to procure an intelligent and 
reliable class of men, at a much less cost than it could ex- 
pect to do otherwise. 

All men employed to light both gas and oil lamps are 
supplied with the necessary ladders, hooks, cans, etc., etc., 
by the city. 
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The men employed during the year have been generally 
prompt and faithful, and cases of discharge for neglect of 
duty have been very rare.

There were 2,371 of the public lamps broken by the 
memorable hail-storm on the 16th of July, 1879, destroying 
more than seven thousand lights of glass. 


All repairs of the lanterns are done by the department at 


its workshop on Albany street. 

At this shop there are four men permanently employed, 
and three who work at piece-work on the painting of lan- 
terns and repairing copper-work. 

All the cost of men permanently employed, piece-work, 
repainting lanterns, painting posts and brackets, carting of 
lanterns, oil, and posts, stock used in repairing, horse- 
keeping, etc., are included in the item in the “schedule 
for repairing lanterns. 

In addition to the lanterns repaired as above there have 
been 2,650 lanterns painted, two coats, and 1,198 iron posts 
repainted, one coat, during the year. 
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The aggregate number of public lamps in the City of Bos- 
ton is 12,415, — an increase of 346 during the past year. |

Ort LAMps. 


The petroleum oil (one hundred and twenty fire test) used 
for lighting the public lamps, where gas is not in use, is pur- 
chased of the refiner, at the lowest market rate, and has ~ 
fluctuated in price from 6} to 10 cents per gallon within the 
past year. 

The fonts from which it is burned are of a peculiar shape, 
adapted to the city use. The “Fireside” B burner is used. 
These lamps give good satisfaction where they are in use. 
The cost of maintenance of these lamps has not exceeded 
$14.50 each during the past year, including lighting and 
care, oil, fonts, chimneys, carting, wicking, ete. 


PROPERTY OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


In addition to the public lamps now located, and tools in 
the hands of the lighters, the depprinenay is possessed of the 
following property :— 


Ten iron posts for stone sidewalks; ¢welve bridge posts ; 
six iron posts for bridges, with short bases; ¢wo iron posts 
for Federal-street bridge; éwvo iron posts for Common; one 
hundred iron posts as used on the public streets ; two hundred 
and twenty-five lanterns; three hundred and forty-six new 
lantern frames; a small’ quantity of old iron, and three 
hundred and twenty-five boxes of glass. 

Seven horses, five wagons, four pungs, top buggy, open 
buggy, sleigh, harnesses, blankets, robes, and the necessary 
tools for repairing the lamps.

an amount sufficient to meet all anticipated expenditures 
of the department for the remainder of the financial year. 

The great aggregate cost of supporting this department is 
to be traced directly to annexation, as one-half of all the 
street lamps are located within the annexed territory, and 
more than one-half the appropriation is expended outside 
the old city limits. 

There are at the present time over four hundred miles of 
streets and places lighted by this department, covering a 
more extended territory than any other similar department 
in the country. 

The length of streets lighted in the old city limits in 1867 
did not exceed eighty-five miles. 

The committee of the department, consisting of Aldermen 
O’Brien, Breck, and Tucker, have generally supervised the 
purchases of material used by the department, which have 
been procured with the advantages of the largest discounts. 

They have given much time in examining locations where 
lamps have been asked for, and have thoroughly investigated 

_ many of the claimed improvements in street lighting. 


GASOLINE LAMPS. 


In answer to petitions, on the first of May, 1879, the 
Globe Gas Light Company and the United States Street 
Lighting Company were permitted to substitute their gaso- 
line lamps for about three hundred gas lamps in this city, the 
number being divided nearly evenly between the two com- 
panies, as follows : — 


14 City DocuMENT No.3, 


The Globe Gas Light Company, having charge of the 
northerly portion of the Common and a route located on 
Beacon street, Brookline and Brighton avenues; and the 
United States Street Lighting Company, the southern portion 
of the Common and a route east of Harrison avenue, between 
Dudley and Eustis streets. 

Each company were granted permission to substitute their 
lanterns in place of those belonging to the city, to be removed 
without cost to the city whenever the committee so decided. 

The companies were to light the lamps and keep them 
lighted during the same hours as the gas lamps, charging for 
the service at the rate of twenty dollars per annum for the 
number of hours of actual burning each month. 

On the 28d day of June notice was given to the companies 
that the committee desired the removal of the lanterns at 
their earliest convenience, not later, however, than the lst 
day of August, “as they had not given such satisfaction as to 
warrant their longer continuance.” : 

The committee, however, at the request of the petitioners, 
permitted them to continue the lighting until the 1st day of 
November, when the committee having reaffirmed their de- 
cision, they were removed. 


THE PneEumaAtic Evecrric SysteM, or LigutTina LAmps 
BY ELECTRICITY. 


The committee fully considered this subject, giving a 
lengthy hearing to the petitioner. 

Enquiry as to the economy of the system in use in the 
city of Providence was made and with such results as to 
determine the committee in granting leave to the petitioners 
to withdraw. 

The government of the city of Providence have recently, 
by a unanimous vote, decided not only not to extend, but to 
abandon, this mode of lighting on the district where it has 
been in use.

256 of the Acts of 1879, 
which went into effect May 1, 1879. 

In cases of special appropriations made by the City Council, 
covered by loans and transfers, only the amount of loans 
negotiated is placed under the head of appropriations with 
the transfers, and only the balances of said amounts not ex- 
pended from last year appear. The _ total expenditures 
charged to these appropriations, covering loans negotiated 
and transfers, may be found in the table on the last page.

Of this amount, $75,000.00 paid to Sinking Fund Commissioners to redeem debt. 
Of this amount $489,690.90 paid for land, and $114,142.06 for filling and expenses.

Dispensing with the Joint Standing Committee on Bathing, 
the duties of that committee having been transferred to the 
Board of Health. 

Providing that the Joint Standing Committee on Ordi- 
nances shall consist of three Aldermen and five members of 
the Common Council. 
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Providing that the Joint Standing Committee on Water 
shall consist of three Aldermen and five members of the 
Common Council. 

Section 12. Add the following: “And he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings.” |

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ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


2. The member of the Board of Aldermen first named 
on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not a 
member, shall be its chairman; and in case of his resigna- 
tion or inability, the other members of the same Board in 
the order in which they are named, and after them the 
member of the Common Council first named, shall call meet- 
ings of the committee and act as chairman. 


PowERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES. 


3. The Committee on Salaries shall report to the City 
Council, in February or March, orders establishing the sala- 
ries of the several city officers for the ensuing year; and the 
report of said committee shall designate particularly the 
changes, if any, proposed in said salaries. 

4. The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, unless 
otherwise ordered, be authorized to appear before commit- 
tees of the General Court, and represent the interests of 
the city ; provided said committee shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the City Council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding City Council. 

5. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
pose, and at all meetings of committees the record of the 
previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the committee. 

6. The representatives of the two branches of the City 
Council on Joint Committees shall not act by separate con- 
sultations. No meeting of any committee shall be called 
upon less notice than twenty- -four hours, without the consent 
of all the members thereof. 

7. Any Joint Standing or Special Committee may, cae 
otherwise provided, expend from the appropriation of which, 
by ordinance or order of the City Council, it has charge, an 
amount not exceeding two hundred dollars for any one object 
or purpose. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


8. In every case of disagreement between the two branches 
of the City Council, if either branch shall request a confer- 
ence, and appoint a Committee of Conference, and the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee, both committees 
shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, meet 
and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either shall 
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choose, the reasons for the action of their respective branches 
in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely 
thereon, and shall report to their respective branches. 


REPORTS oF COMMITTEES. 


9. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received by 
either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. ) 

10. The report of every Joint Committee upon any sub- 
ject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the City 
Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch in 
which the order of reference originated. And it shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 

11. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or 
other papers referred to a committee. Every report of a 
committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body 
to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by 
the committee. 

The Joint Standing Committee on Legislative Matters 
shall report, in print, to the City Council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the Legislature in behalf of the 
City of Boston, or any department thereof. Such printed 
report shall be made at the next meeting of either branch 
after such application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of 
said committee. 

12. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request of the 
chairman, make copies of any papers to be reported by a 
committee, and he shall notify each member of the City 
Council of all public committee hearings. | 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in 
one branch, is rejected in the other, notice shall be given, 
by the Clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 

The adoption of a substitute shall be deemed a rejection 
of the original order, and notice as above shall be given. 

14. All By-laws passed by the City Council shall be 
termed “Ordinances,” and the enacting style shall be: “ Be 
it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled.” No order or 
vote which, if passed, would have the effect to amend,

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suspend, or repeal an ordinance, shall be entertained in 


either branch of the City Council, unless it is in the form of 
an ordinance. 

15. In all votes, when either or both branches of the 
City Council express anything by way of command, the form 
of expression shall be “ Ordered ;” and when either or both 
branches express opinions, pr inciples, facts, or purposes the 
form shall be “ Resolved.” 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


16. In the present and every future financial year the 
specific appropriation for the several objects enumerated in 
the general appropriation order shall be deemed and taken to 
be the maximum amount to be expended by the several com- 
mittees, boards, and officers having the charge thereof, for 
the entire financial year, and shall be expended with a proper 
regard thereto. Whenever the amounts designated and ap- 
propriated as aforesaid have been expended, and an addi- 
tional sum is required, or whenever the estimates for the 
completion of any object, or for any purpose, exceed the 
appropriation specially made therefor, or whenever an ex- 


penditure is required for an object, or a purpose, not con- 


templated at the time the appropriation was made, the com- 
mittee, board, or officer having charge thereof, shall furnish 
to the City Council a detailed statement in print of the ex- 
penditures already made, and the necessity for an additional 
appropriation ; and no contract shall be made, nor expendi- 
ture authorized in either case, unless provision for the same 
shall be made by special transfer from some of the appro- 
priations contained in the general appropriation bill, or 
by loan. 

17. When application shall be made for an additional 
appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, such 
appropriation shall not be made until the application has 
been referred to, and reported upon by, the Committee on 
Finance. 

18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to 
another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of 
the whole number of the members of each branch of the City 
Council vote in the affirmative by vote taken by yea and 
nay. 

19. No presiding officer of a board, or Chairman of a 
committee, unless duly authorized by such Board of Com- 
mittee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 

20. No bills for refreshments or carriages furnished to

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such bills shall specify in detail the names of the members 
to whom such refreshments or carriages were furnished, the 
dates of furnishing the same, and shall be approved by the 
presiding officer of a board, or chairman of a committee, 
duly authorized thereto. The presiding officer of a board, 
or chairman of a committee, shall not approve any bill for 
refreshments furnished on any day other than the day of 
meeting of such board or committee, or any bill for refresh- 
ments which includes liquors or cigars, or any bill for re- 
freshments furnished to any person not a member of such 
board or committee, unless specially authorized to do so by 
yote of such board or committee. 

Such bills, when so approved, shall be paid from the 
appropriation to which they are incident; and.the Auditor 
of Accounts shall not pass any such bill for the approval of 
the Committee on Accounts, unless it has been approved as 
provided in this or the preceding section. 


21. All carriages furnished to members of the City Gov-_ 


ernment, shall, whenever practicable, be ordered through 
the City Messenger, and when not so ordered, the person 
who orders them shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
City Messenger ; and in all cases the party who furnishes a 
carriage shall, within seven days thereafter, return to the 
City Messenger a detailed statement of the names of the 
persons who used the same, and of the time during which 
and the purpose for which it was used. 

22. All bills for refreshments or carriages, including 
items incurred more than three months previous to the date 
of their presentation to the Auditor, shall go before the City 
Council for approval. | 

23. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, 
suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of 
two-thirds of the members of each branch of the City 
Council.

The sealer is required by law to visit, once in Bay year, . 
all hay, coal, dormant, or other platform scales, that cannot 
be easily removed, and test them. In compliance with this 
requirement, a part of the appropriation has been expended 
in hiring a horse, wagon, and man, to transport the weights, 
tools, ete. ., used in testing said scales.

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‘I deem it my duty to call the attention of the City Council 
to the law under which this department is operated, for the 
purpose of pointing out some defects, which in my opinion 
exist therein, and to present such recommendations as I 
believe to be necessary to increase the efficiency of this 
department. : 

Section 1 of Chap. 123, of the Acts of 1876, provides that, 
“The sealers of weights and measures in the several cities 
and towns shall annually give public notice by advertise- 
ment, or by public notice in one or more public places, in 
their respective cities or towns, to all inhabitants, or persons 
having a usual place of business therein, who use scales, 
weights, and measures, for the purpose of buying or selling 
any goods, wares, merchandise, or other commodities, or 
for public weighing, to bring in their scales, weights and 
measures, to be adjusted and sealed.” 

It will be seen that under this section of the statute there 
is no way of obliging any person who uses scales, weights, 
and measures, in buying or selling, to bring them to the 
office to be adjusted and sealed. Although the statute pro- 
vides that all persons who use scales, etc., shall be notified 
to bring them in to the sealer to have them sealed; yet in 
case of a failure to comply with the said notice no penalty 
is provided which can be imposed upon the person so neglect- 
ing, and consequently the law has practically no effect in ac- 
complishing the end for which it was enacted. In order to 
remedy this deficiency, and to provide means by which the 
scales, etc., belonging to such persons as have failed to comply 
with the requirement of the statute may be tested and sealed, 
Section 2 of the same law provides that, “ At any time after 
said notice, the said sealers of weights and measures shall go 
to the houses, stores, and shops of persons mentioned in the 
foregoing section, who have neglected to comply with the 
notice given thereunder, and having entered the same, with 
the consent of the occupants thereof, shall adjust and seal 
their scales, weights, and measures.” 

In this section of the statute the duty of the sealer is 
clearly defined: he shall go to the houses, stores, and shops 
of all persons who have failed to comply with his notice, 
and shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures. This provision of: the statute, it would seem, has 


been overlooked by the City Council during the past five . 


years; or, if not overlooked, no adequate means have been 
provided by which the sealer would be enabled to perform 
this duty, which is required of him by the law. In conse- 
quence of this failure on the part of the City Council to 
provide means for a proper and eflicient performance of the 
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duties connected with this department, the system of send- 
ing personal notices to such persons as are referred to by the 
statute has been adopted. This method has largely in- 
creased the work of the office, as will be seen by an examina- 
tion of the report of the work of the department, herein 
submitted ; and yet, although the work in this office is very 
much larger than in former years, a careful estimate of the 
number of scales in use in this city induces me to believe 
that at least half of the scales, weights, and measures in use 
in Boston have not been tested at this office. The honest, 
well-meaning, and reputable dealers hasten to comply with 
the law, which requires them to have their scales and meas- 
ures sealed, and have responded in large numbers to the no- 
tices which have been sent to them by this office, and it 
affords me great pleasure, in presenting this report, to be 
able to testify to the honesty and good intentions of so large 
a number of the people who do business in this city. As the 
law, however, applies to all persons who use scales, weights, 
and measures, it is manifestly unjust to watch the honest - 
and reputable dealers, who require nothing of the kind, and 
allow so large a number of others, either through igno- 
rance of the law, indifference for its requirements, or a de- 
sire to use scales and measures which have been tampered 
with, or which they know are wrong, to escape the scrutiny 
of this department. 

The importance of this matter will be seen by a reference 
to the work of this office, where it will be seen that, of the 
scales tested and sealed, which were owned in most cases by 
the larger and more reputable dealers, nearly twenty-five per 
cent. were wrong, and that the same proportion of weights 
tested, viz., twenty-five per cent., were either adjusted or 
condemned. Such being the condition of the scales owned 
by the better class of dealers, who have their scales sealed 
every year, I will leave to be inferred the condition of those 
scales and weights which are used by those persons who, 
year after year, treat the notices from this office, and 
the provisions of the law under which they are sent, with 
contempt. Now, as I believe the duty of government is to 
protect its citizens, and as I believe that care should be 
taken to prevent the poor and confiding from being de- 
frauded by such persons as are disposed to use dishonest 
weights and measures, I submit that some’ provision should 
be made whereby all such persons could be reached, and 
made to comply with the law. In order that such a result 
may be attained, I would respectfully submit the following 
recommendations :— | 

1. That the City Council secure an amendment to the law 
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relating to the sealing of weights and measures, which shall 
oblige all persons who use scales, weights, and measures to 
bring them to the office of the sealer to have them tested and 
sealed, or in case of a failure to do so, to be liable to a pen- 
alty, to be mentioned in the statute; all such persons to be 
indicted upon complaint, to be made by the sealer. 

2. That the City Council make such provision as_ will 
enable the sealer, or his deputies, to visit the places of busi- 
ness of all persons who use weights and measures, in order 
that the same may be tested and sealed. 

I desire also to call the attention of the City Council to 
that part of the law relating to the sealing of weights and 
measures, which requires that scales, etc., shall be sealed 
once in each year. I have no positive knowledge that any 
scales, weights, or measures have been altered after they 
have been sealed, and yet my suspicions have been aroused 
many times that such has been the case. In order to provide 
a check against such a possibility, and to furnish a means of 

detecting the fraud in case any person should tamper with 
or alter his scales and weights after the same had been 
sealed, I-would recommend the propriety of authorizing - 
the sealer, or his deputy, to visit the places of business of all 
persons who use scales, etc., in buying or selling, to test the 
same whenever they may deem it necessary. Such a change 
in the statute is, in my opinion, a very desirable one ; it would 
be productive of a great deal of good, and furnish a whole- 
some check against, and a means of detecting dishonesty on 
the part of any person who might be disposed to use unfair 
and illegal weights and measures. 

I would also recommend the propriety of requiring the 
sealer to give a certificate to all persons who have their 
scales, etc., sealed by him, the certificate to specify the num- 
ber and kind of articles which have been tested and sealed, 
and to be placed in some prominent position in the place of 
business of the person to whom it is given; the form of 
the certificate to be such as would be adopted by the Com- 
mittee on Weights and Measures. 

The course would, in my opinion, have the effect of in- 
ducing the dealers to have their weights and measures sealed, 
as the trading public would naturally go to only such persons 
as had complied with the requirements of the law.

I present the foregoing statement of the operations of this 
department, in order that the City Council may be enabled 
to see the increase in the amount of labor performed by 
those connected with the sealer’s office during the past year, 
over what has been performed in the past, and also that they 
may understand the. reasons which induce me to submit the 
subjoined recommendation. I wish to direct particular no- 
tice to the amount of work done during the year 1876, as it 
was after the report of that year was submitted that the 
present salaries of the deputy sealers were fixed. At that 
time the department of weights and measures was considered 
to be of no importance whatever, and many believed that 
there was no necessity for continuing it. The debates in the 
City Council of 1877, upon the question of fixing the sal- 
aries of the deputy sealers, show clearly that many believed 
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_ the office to be a sinecure, — whether that opinion was war- 
ranted, or not, at that time, it would be unbecoming in me 
to say; that others entertained a strong feeling of contempt 
for the sealer’s department, and those connected with it, and 
that the City Government received but a poor return for the 
amount of money expended. Nearly all who expressed their 
views upon the subject did so in terms of indifference, and 
the matter was finally disposed of by fixing the salary of the 
deputy sealer at $850 per annum,—a sum which was consid- 
ered sufficient for the amount of labor he would perform. 

Now, if that sum were considered a fair salary for the 
deputy sealer in 1877, I submit, with great confidence, that 
it is neither just nor equitable to require him to labor for the 
same compensation now, when the amount of work has in- 
creased five-fold, and is yearly increasing; and I have no 
hesitation in saying that the gentlemen who are at present 
holding the positions of deputy sealers have not received a 
fair return for the labors, both physical and mental, which 
have been required of them in the performance of their sev- 
eral duties during the past year. They have devoted all 
their time to the business of the office, and have labored 
with a faithfulness and efficiency which deserve the highest 
commendation, and the result of their labors is both flatter- 
ing to them and creditable to the government of which they 
form a part. 

If it be the desire of the City Government that the duties 
connected with the sealer’s department shall be performed 
in an intelligent and efficient manner, and that the deputy 
sealer is to be required to devote his time to the service of 
the city, and if it be the policy of the government to give a 
fair salary in return for labor, there can be no reason for 
requiring the deputy sealers to continue at their present sal- 
aries, and I would therefore respectfully, but earnestly, 
recommend that they be increased.

The Committee on Printing respectfully offer the following report 
upon printing the Town Records of Dorchester : — 
In February last the following order was passed by the City Council : — 


** Ordered, That the Record Commissioners be authorized to have 
transcribed and indexed the land records of the town of Dorchester, and 
to have the same printed and distributed in the same manner as their 
previous reports, at an expense not exceeding $1,000; to be charged to 
the appropriation for printing.” 

Under this order the Record Commissioners have supplied about a 
hundred pages of copy, which have been putin type ; but the work is now 
suspended, to await the further action of the City Council. 

On the 25th of September the following petition was presented in the 
Common Council : — 


** To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston : — 

“The undersigned, citizens of Boston and others, respectfully repre- 
sent that, by an order passed Feb. 18, 1879, the Record Commissioners 
were authorized to print certain extracts from the Town Records of 
Dorchester. 

‘* ‘They further represent that, in their opinion, it would be unwise and 
inexpedient to neglect any portion of said records, and that the appear- 
ance in print of an incomplete and mutilated transcript thereof would 
be greatly to be deplored. 

** They therefore pray that said order may be so amended as to author-

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ize said commissioners to include in their forthcoming report all the 
records contained in the first volume of the Records of the Town of 
Dorchester, or so many consecutive pages thereof as said commissioners 
may be able to print with the appropriation already made therefor.

This petition was referred to the Committee on Printing, with direc- 
tions to hear the petitioners. ‘The following order was also referred to 
the committee : — 


‘¢In Common’ CounciL, Sept. 25, 1879. 


‘* Ordered, That, under the order authorizing the transcribing and 
indexing of the land records of Dorchester, the Record Commissioners 
be authorized to have transcribed and indexed so much of the first vol- 
ume of the Town Records of the town of Dorchester as the appropria- 
tion made in said order will defray the expense of preparing and 
publishing.” 


At a hearing of the petitioners and others interested, several gentle- 
men of the Dorchester Antiquarian Society and others appeared, and 
earnestly advocated the objects of the petition. Mr. Whitmore, the 
- Record Commissioner, also appeared, and fully stated his views, in 
opposition to the petitioners. 

The difference of opinion between the Record Commissioners and 
the petitioners relates mainly to the essential change involved in the 
plan of the commissioners, by adopting the views of the petitioners. 
The plan of the Record Commissioners, for Dorchester and other sec- 
tions of the city, is substantially to print a collation from the ancient 
records, and especially relating to lands; while the petitioners desire 
the complete reproduction in print of the ancient records, so far as the 
same limited expenditure will permit. The most ancient records are 
the most dilapidated; and it is considered more important to save the 
most ancient from destruction, than it is to presént a collation of them 
down to a later time. 

The statutes of the Commonwealth make very careful provisions for 
the proper production, care, and preservation of public records. It is 
further provided, that ‘* when the records of a county, city, or town are 
becoming worn, mutilated, or illegible, the County Commissioners, 
City Government, or Selectmen, shall have fair, legible copies, season- 
ably made.” This requirement is imperative, and the committee have 
sought, in view of it, to give the whole subject before them the careful 
consideration its magnitude and importance require. 

It being essential to preserve and renew the ancient records, accord- 
ing to law, the only question to consider is, what is the best method of 
accomplishing this object? The requirement of the law is met by 
transcribing the original, and substantially binding the copy. But this 
method, at considerable expense, produces but a single copy, to be pre- 
served in one place only, for reference in all future time. This isolates 
the book from the public inspection, and renders it only a book of ref- 
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erence to painstaking inquirers only. The volumes printed by the 
Record Commissioners are in editions of 1,500 copies, and are placed 
in the bound volumes of the City Documents for perpetual preservation, 
and in various libraries of the city, accessible to all the people, as well 
as in many private hands and libraries of those more especially inter- 
ested in their contents. 

The committee consider the Record Commission entitled to public 
thanks for their valuable services to the city, gratuitously rendered, and 
the commendable economy of expenditure they seek to maintain. But 
the committee are convinced that the basis of operations planned by 
the commission does not sufficiently cover the legitimate work to be 
done on the ground they occupy. And the committee feel assured, 
from the expressed opinions of Commissioner Whitmore, that there is 
no difference of opinion as to the desirability of reproducing the 
ancient records in priut, with the exception of the cost involved in the 
change of plan now pursued by the Record Commission. 

The ordinance creating the office of the Record Commissioners defines 
their duties as follows: ‘‘ To complete, as far as practicable, the record 
of births, death, and marriages in the town and city of Boston, prior to 
A.D. 1849.” 

The commissioners, in their first report (City Document No. 92, 1876), 
say, ‘‘A reasonable construction of the duties of the commissioners 
seems to include therein all such investigations as will directly assist in 
perfecting the record of the vital statistics of Boston.” 

The second report of the commissioners (City Document No. 46, 1877,) 
takes a new departure from the preceding limited sphere of operation, 
by special order of the City Council to print ‘‘a transcript of the first 
volume of the Town Records and of the Book of Possessions.” This 
report of the commissioners presents in print ‘faithful transcripts of 
the two earliest volumes of the records of the town of Boston.” ‘The 
report further says, ‘‘ The records of the town of Boston, now in the 
custody of the City Clerk, may be described as follows : — 

«Ten volumes, of which the first is here printed, containing the acts 
of the town from 1634 to 1822. The first volume (1634-1660) contains 
also the acts of the Selectmen; the second volume (1660-1728) contains 
the acts of the Selectmen from 1660 to 1701, and thenceforward it records 
only the proceedings of the town. In 1701 the system was established 
of recording the doings of the Selectmen separately, and twenty-three 
volumes contain their records until 1822.” 

These books, with a few miscellaneous volumes, comprise the old 
records of the city proper. By annexations are added Charlestown, 
Dorchester, Roxbury, West Roxbury, and Brighton. 

The commissioners say in their second report, ‘‘ It is hoped that the 
City Government will authorize the Record Commissioners to continue 
the work of publishing the records ; of course, not in full, but by means 
of such judicious selections as will afford valuable information about 
our predecessors.” 

The third report of the commissioners (City Document No. 39, 1878) is 
devoted to the Charlestown land records. ‘This report says, ‘‘ The com- 
missioners may perhaps anticipate that other portions of the city, as 
Roxbury and Dorchester, may call for a similar publication of their 
records of early grants and posessions of land. ‘There has also been a 
feeling manifested in favor of printing the first volume of deeds for 
Suffolk County, inasmuch as the expense would be but little greater 
than that of a manuscript copy. Certainly the old town of Boston re- 
quires a second volume of extracts from its records, to complete the 
grants of lots and the laying out of streets. Whilst the commissioners 
will cheerfully discharge any duties of the above-named nature which 
may be assigned to them, they beg leave to repeat their previous notice 
that their main duty is still unfulfilled. The transcripts of the church

records, to supplement and complete the records preserved by the City 
Registrar, are still to be made. ‘They hope, therefore, to receive instrue- 
tions during the next year, to make a beginning upon their most neces- 
sary and long-delayed work.” 

‘The next report of the Record Commissioners will be the Dorchester 
records, provided for by the order at the beginning of this report. This 
order authorizes a collation of the land records only; and the initiation 
of the work produces the remonstrance of the gentlemen interested in 
the records of Dorchester, who desire that the work shall be a reproduc- 
tion of the ancient records as far as the work progresses, on the same 
appropriation. It is evident to the committee that the petitioners are 
right in their position, and their views ought to be sustained. The 
records should be published complete. The cost at most will be small 
compared to the value of their preservation. It is also evident to the 
committee that the extensive work laid out by the Record Commission- 
ers is proceeding on a plan far too contracted properly to accomplish 
the objects intended and desirable to be attained. 

The reports of the commissioners are based upon specific appropria- 
tions not exceeding one thousand dollars, respectively, and usually 
result in expenditures considerably less than the sum named. The 
committee are of opinion that five thousand dollars ought to be annually 
appropriated, as an element of the appropriation for printing, for expend- 
iture under requisitions by the Record Commissioners, in accordance 
with special orders by the City Council. This would enable the com- 
missioners to carry out a judicious system of annual work, and meet the 
legal requirements for reproducing the ancient records complete. The 
‘ result of the expenditure would probably be the best economy in the 
end, as well as largely aid the citizens in the knowledge of the ancient 
times and memorable historical events. It must be considered that we 
are now living in the third century of the city’s existence ; and that our 
preservation of the ancient records is not for ourselves alone, but for the 
unknown centuries to come. 

The committee recommend the passage of the following orders.

Ordered, That the order of February last, authorizing the Record 
Commissioners to have transcribed and indexed the land records of the 
town of Dorchester, be and the same is hereby rescinded. 

Ordered, That the Record Commissioners be authorized to have 
transcribed and indexed the first volume of the records of the town of 
Dorchester; and to have the same printed and distributed in the same 
manner as their previous reports, or so many consecutive pages of the 
same as can be done at a cost not exceeding one thousand dollars ; to be 
charged to the appropriation for Printing. 


This report was accepted, and the orders were duly 
passed. The commissioners, being thus relieved from the 
responsibility of using any discretion in the matter, have 
attempted only to print the requisite number of pages of 
the Dorchester Records as they stood in the original. The 
copying was entrusted to Miss Susan B. Kidder, whose skill 
in such matters is well known; and Mr. William B. Trask 
very kindly volunteered to compare her copy with the 
original. It is believed, therefore, that an accurate transcript 
has been obtained. 
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In printing, the forms of the letters have been preserved, 
not their true meaning. Thus wu is used for v, because the 
written v was of the shape of the printed u; but, of course, 
our ancestors did not transpose the sounds of the letters. 
The initial / has been employed, although the written form 
was more nearly 77; but the use of this form would have 
made the page more uncouth than it is. It was intended 
also to follow the abbreviations where possible, without 
having special types cut, but the forms 7°, y’, etc., have 
been printed the, that, etc. 

It is a mistaken idea to suppose that those words had the 
y sound; they were pronounced with the ¢h, as at present. 

Of the value of these records much may be said. The 
successive clerks of the town unfortunately kept all their 
records in one book, and a continuous transcript obliges us 
to print many matters of little value then, and of even less 
now. Still, as so little is known of the rise of our town 
system, it would be, perhaps, difficult to say of any part of 
this book, that it does not have some value to some student. 
Thus, on p. 289 of our pagination, will be found a document 
often referred to as “The Directory,” which is a curious state- 
ment of the powers of the selectmen, and of the rise and 
progress of town government. 

Great pains have been taken to obtain a good index; but 
a thorough index of subjects, as well as names, would have 
been an additional expense, which the commissioners did 
not feel warranted in incurring. 

In accordance with the suggestion of the Committee on 
Printing, the City Council this year has appropriated the 
sum of fiye thousand dollars for the publication of historical 
documents. 

The following four volumes have been decided upon, and 
progress has been made on all of them, so that they may be 
completed during the present financial year: Fifth Report, 
the “Gleaner” articles on Boston land-titles, by the late 
N. I. Bowditch. Sixth Report, Roxbury Land Records. 
Seventh Report, Continuation of the Boston Town Records. 
Eighth Report, Boston Births, Baptisms, Marriages, and 
Deaths, chronologically arranged. 

The commissioners hope to issue their fifth and sixth 
reports before December 31, 1880.

Williams great lott to 
the Corner of Mr. Newberyes oreat lott and euery man to pale 
the end of his lott: and also from the corner of M*.

Israel Stoughton shall haue a hundered 
and fifty acres of vpland ground ouer the riuer Naponset next the 
mill, of which fourty acres to be that which is in possession of the 
Indians, and this in lue of so much p’mised him, and for all his 
deuision of any land beyound the Riuer, except the Change of the 
end of his great lott, and this graunted him one condition he sub- 
mitt to any order that shall be here after made for not alienateing 
this portion or any other land from the Plantation. 

It is ordered that Tenn men shall be chosen to order all the 
affayres of the Plantation on this manner.

And then all acts and conclusions as shall not be contradicted by 
the major p’te of the free men p*sent, shall stand for orders and 
bind the Plantation and euery inhabitant thereof. 

It is ordered that all the land both of the great necke and about 
the Townes line and of both sides the Riuer of Naponsett which is 
not allredy allotted out shall be deuided into p’priety to each 
hoame lott according to p’portion agreed vpon so far up in the 
Countery one both sydes the Riuer the place called mother brooks. 
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[2'%.] It is ordered that Mr Glouer shall haue 30 acres of 
vpland . . . medow beyond Naponsett about a mile from the 
mill in lieu of a Twenty acre lott amongst the great lotts beyound 
the fresh marsh which he leaues to the Plantation.

and take satisfaction for what is due to the heardsmen 3 shill. for 
himself p’ty for levying the distresse, and then to return the ouer- 
plus to the delinquent.

It is ordered that any of the members or housekeep’rs which shal- 
be Chosen to goe for a souldier and haue a Charge of busenesse to 
leaue behind him, he may commend the Care of his busenesse to 
some freind which he shall nominate who if he cannot of himself 
or p’cure others to doe it at the sames wages that is giuen to the 
soulddiers it shall be lawful for Henery Withington M’. Brankard, 
M'. Bates and Nathaniell duncan or any of them to enjoyne any 
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who they shall think fitt to work in this k[ind] for the helpe of 
need, and if any being so joyned shall refuse to worke he shall pay 
fiue shill for such refusal to be leuied by distresse. 

It is ordered also that any that haue servants or any other which 
goe in the service shall haue the Benefitt of this order.

betwixt the master and such Complaynants. And if it shall 
appeare to them that any parent shall make causlesse Complaynts 
agaynst the m*. in this behalf and shall p’sist and Continue so doe- 
ing in such case the Wardens shall haue power to discharge the 
m’ of the care, and charge of the children of such parents. But if 
the thing Complayned of bee true and that the m‘. haue indeed bene 
guiltie of ministring excessiue Correction, and shall appere to 
them to Continue therein, notwithstanding that they haue advised 
him otherwise, in such case as also in the case of to much lenitye ; 
or any other great neglect of dutye in his place, p’sisted in It 
shalbe in the power of the Wardens to call the Inhabitants together 
to Consider whither it were not meet to discharge the m’ of his 
place that so somme other more desirable may be p’vided 

And because it is difficult if not impossible to giue p’ticular rules 
that shall reach all cases which may fall out, therefore for a Con- 
clusion It is ordered, and agreed, in Generall, that where p’ticular 
rules are wanting there It shalbe a p’te of the office and dutye of 
the Wardens to order and dispose of all things that Concerne the 
schoole, in such sort as in their wisedom and discretion they shall 
Judge most Conducible for the glory of God, and the trayning vp 
of the Children of the Towne in religion, learning and Civilitie.

p’cious tyme and an hindrance that good orders and other bussines 
haue not so succeeded as otherwise p’bably they myght haue done 
the p'mises beinge taken into Consideration it hath pleased the 
freemen and bretheren of Dorchester to commend the Care of the 
Redresse ynto the seaven men for the tyme beinge. These are 
therfore to declare ynto all our lovinge Bretheren and Neygh- 
boures of Dorchester that accordinge to the care Commended ynto 
vs and by the authority conferred one vs. It is Ordered first that 
Whensoeuer the seaven men shall haue occacdi of the assemblinge 
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of the Towne or fremen and therof shall give due notice and 
Cognisance vnto them And we accompt this to be due notice viz: 
that if it be one a lecture day that soe many as are p’sent shall take 
it for notice or if it be by sendinge a speciall messenger from house 
to house that if notice be left at the house with wife or child aboue 
the age of twelue yeares the husband or father not beinge within 
or not at home if he come home before the day appointed and not 
repayre to the seaven men or four of them to give in his Excuse 
or appeare yppon the day of meettinge soe many as shall haue such 
notice and Cognisance and attend not nor give in some valuable 
Excuse vnto the seaven men shall forfeite six pence for the first 
offence. 

Secondlie when the Company is assembled as aforesayd it is 
ordered that all men shall attend vnto what is p’pounded by 
the seayen men and thervnto afford ther best help as shalbe re- 
quired in due order avoydinge all Janglings by two or three in 
seuerall companyes as also to speake vnorderlie or vnseasonably 
which neuertheles is this to be construed that we intend not the 
least infrindgment of any brother or neybours libertie or any way 
to suppresse the abilities of any nor to quench the smoakinge flax 
but that all in due tyme and order may Communycate and contry- 
bute such help as they may haue opp’tunitie to doe: but only that 
Confusion may be avoyded and bussines more orderlie dispatched, 
for the ends before menconed we the seaven men haue appoynted 
one of vs [399.1] to be our moderator to p’pound and also to 
order our meettinges: And that all the assembly shall addresse 
and direct there speech ynto him and shalbe attentiue vnto the 
bussines of the assembly 

Thirdly that noe motions be divulged or p’pounded but such 
as the seaven men shall haue seasonable knowledge offe and they 
to p’pound the same which is thus to be vnderstood that in case 
the seayen men shall refuse to p’pound any mans motion the p’tie 
shall after some Competent tymes of patience and forbearance haue 
libertie to p’pound his owne cause for hearinge at some meettinge 
p vided all disturbance and confusion be avoyded. 

Fourthly that noe man shall dep’te the assembly without give- 
ing due notice vnto the moderatoure and declareinge such occacon 
as shalbe approved by the seaven men vppon paine of twelue pence 
for the first offence. 

An order for Fence made 27" of the 11 mo: 45 It is ordered 
that all the p’prietors of the seuerall corne fieilds in this twone of 
Dorchester shall make vpp there fences suffitientlie by the Tenth 
day of the first moneth next and whosoeuer within this towne that 
is a p’prieter in any feild shalbe negligent to repayre or make vpp 
his fence in the sayd feild of which he is a p’prietor by the sayd 
day shall forfeit for Euerie rode he shalbe found defectiue three 
shillings and foure pence Andsoe for a greater or lesser p’porcon 
accordinge to that forfiture. And we doe also order that some of 
the sayd p’prietors shalbe appoynted for the veiwinge and ouersee- 
inge of that feild who shall Diligentlie attend there sayd worke 
once euerie moneth at farthest and that as often as need shalbe or 
they may be required thervnto. And if it soe fall out that there 
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be any p’porcén of fence which none of the p’prietors will owne it 
shall then be in the power of the sayd veiwers and ouerseers speed- 
ilie to call the p’prietors togethers to agree about the same that

and to be good and stronge and the shuttles or bowes that doe goe

It is ordered by the select men that all those that putt any Cowes 
or heaffers vnto the heard doe give in vnto some of the select men 
a uote in writtinge how many Cowes and heaffers they haue and 
also what land they put in for at or before the first day of the 34 
moneth next vppon a penaltie of Two shillinges a peece for there 
neglect and it is further ordered that if any Cowes be found vppon 
the Commons or in the heard Contrarie to stint they shalbe liable 
to such penaltie as the select men Judge meete: 

[410.] The 11 of the 11 1647 an order about dogs &c. 
wheras we find it by sad Experience that great disturbance and 
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distractions and disturbance is often occationed by the frequentinge 
of doggs &c into the meettinge house from tyme to tyme especially 
in the tyme of the publique worshep of god 

It is therefore ordered by the seaven men of this towne that 
henceforth noe doggs Mastifes houndes Curres of any sex of them

It was voted by the towne at a generall meettinge of the Towne 
that the litle woods should be a place at the libertie of those that 
have Oxen to rest there oxen there at nyght when they worke 
them p’uided they doe not putt them there before six a Clocke in 
the Eveninge and take them away by six next morninge and the 
Rockey hill by George Procters and rockes behind brother Clements 
is assigned in like manner for that vse Provided also those be 
carefull to p*vent damage thereby by Eateinge vp the Cowes feed. 

It was also then voted that what worke was to be done about the 
makinge of the house for the oxkeep’s should be ordered by the 
select men both for the doinge of it and payinge for it when it is 
done. 

It was voted then alsé that Richard way should haue a litle plote 
of land neare vnto his house to sett a Cow house one it and a 
stacke of hay of about five rod of ground M* Glouer and Brother 
Brecke are desired and appoynted to lay out the same soe as it 
be not p*iudiciall to the way. 

John kinsley also desired libertie to set out his fence of that lote

CENTRAL OFFICE, City HALL. 


The work performed at this office, at the present time, 
embraces the whole city, with the exception of Dorchester 
and West Roxbury ; and all the current work in the latter 
district is done from the central office, at City Hall. 


BRANCH OFFICES. 


The special surveys of the districts where the branch of- 
fices have been located, having been completed, their further 
continuance has not been found necessary, as the current 
work in those districts can be performed from the central 
office, at City Hall. This requires, however, an additional 
force at the central office. The branch offices at Roxbury 
and Brighton were discontinued on the Ist of May last. The 
office at West Roxbury will be discontinued within a few 
months, or as soon as the general plan of that district 1s com- 
ae This will leave only one branch office, the one at

West Bostron BripGs. 


The fences, draws, and buildings on this bridge have been 
thoroughly painted during the past year, 

No extensive repairs have been made, but the tee and 
its appurtenances are now in good order, and no extraordi- 
nary expense is anticipated to keep them during the coming 
year. 


CaNAL, ‘OR CRAGIE'S BRIDGE. 


No change for the worse has taken place in this structure 
since the report of last year, and it is now in good condition ; 
the wood-work of the superstructure and the buildings has 
been painted, and the ordinary repairs due to wear have been 
made.

PROBATION OFFICER. 


To his Honor the Mayor, and the Honorable the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Boston: — | 

GENTLEMEN, —I herewith submit to you a report of my 
doings as Probation Officer from the commencement of my 
duties on Oct. 21, 1878, to Dec. 31, 1879, covering a period 
of fourteen months and ten days. 

During the session of the Legislature for 1877-8 the Hon. 
M. J. Flatley, in the Senate, introduced a bill (that subse- 
quently became a law) providing for placing on probation 
persons charged with, or convicted of, crimes and misde- 
meanors who might be reasonably expected to reform with- 
out punishment. It also provides for the appointment of an 
officer whose duty it shall be to investigate and report to the 
several criminal courts in the county of Suffolk such cases 
as seem to be embraced within the meaning of the law. 
Said officer is, as often as practicable, to visit the offenders 
placed on probation by the court, and render such assistance 
and encouragement as will tend to prevent them from again 
offending ; and, when deemed advisable, he may send such 
persons beyond ‘the limits of the State, at the expense of 
the city. 

There are within the County of Suffolk eleven courts 
embraced in the statute, nine of them holding sessions at 
the same time every day in the year, except Sundays and 
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holidays. The Central Municipal Court having a majority 
of the cases, the officer is expected to be in attendance there 
some part of every session, and arrangements are made with 
the outer District Courts to call the officer by telephone, 
whenever his services are required. 

The prerogative of placing persons who have been con- 
victed of crime on trial for reform necessarily lies at the dis- 
cretion of the court, who, having the power to examine 
under oath all persons who have any knowledge of the cir- 
cumstances, or of the prisoner’s former character and 
habits, has the opportunity to obtain a correct view of the 
case. 

The duty of the officer before probation is granted, being 
to investigate cases, and report to the court any facts that 
have not been brought to his notice, and to make such recom- 
mendations as seem expedient and proper. 

When, in the opinion of the court, a prisoner may be 

reasonably expected to reform without punishment, he is 
placed on probation for a term (ranging in the different 
courts) from three to twelve months, and under such con- 
ditions as seem best suited to his case, when the officer 
becomes his bondsman in a certain sum for the faithful per- 
formance of these conditions, and for the prisoner’s appear- 
ance at court from time to time until the case is finally 
disposed of; the time of continuance for appearance usually 
ranging from six to twelve weeks; persons who are sent to 
their homes out of the city, to charity homes, or to sea, not 
being required to appear. 

The number of persons who have been arraigned before 
all of the Criminal Courts in the county during the time 
covered in this report is about twenty-five thousand, of which 
five hundred and thirty-six (or a little over two per cent. ) 
have been placed on probation, in my care.

DISCHARGED. 


Nearly all of the persons who are eventually discharged, 
having done well, live in or near the city. 

The conditions made by the courts for this class usually 
are, “to keep the peace towards all persons and to be of good 
behavior, to appear at court from time to time for the con- 
tinuance of their cases, and at the expiration of their term 
of probation to pay costs of court (if able). 

Said His Honor one day to a prisoner in the dock, “ Young 
man, you have taken a false step, leading directly to a life of 
crime. I am informed that it is your first offence ; you have 
done all you could to amend the wrong you have committed 
and seem to realize your situation. I believe you can reform 
and become a good citizen without going to prison 7f you 
will try, and I am going to give you the opportunity by 
placing you on probation, but with this condition: you 
must go to work, and with your own hands earn means to pay 
the costs you have made the county. This is to induce you 
to at once seek some useful employment ; for employment you 
must have, or you will never reform.” 

He went to work, paid his costs, was honorably dis- 
charged, and is now doing well, and he tells me that the 
lesson from that kind-hearted judge will never be forgotten. 


Sent TO THEIR HoMES OUT OF THE CITY. 


A large majority of those sent to their homes out of the 
city are young persons who left good homes in the country, 
and came to Boston with no other motive but to earn an 
honest living. 

Many of them, having been here but a few months, had not 
been able to secure employment, had little means, and from 
inexperience, temptations in city life, and the influence of 
bad company, soon found themselves in a criminal’s dock, 
without friends or means. 

Thirty-six of these were young women, some of them 
mere girls, who were brought into court for street-walking ; 
and some of them claim that they were driven into the street 
as a last resort to obtain means to sustain life. Of this last 
number sent home but two have returned to the city in viola- 
tion of the conditions made by the court, and these have been 
surrendered for sentence. 

Persons sent out of the city are required to write me occa- 
sionally; and I have received from them, and from their 
parents and friends, some most touching and encouraging 
letters. 
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The expense attending this part of the work has been 
comparatively. small, amounting to but $40.15, of the $300 
appropriated by the city for the purpose; a few had means 
of their own, and free passes by rail and steamboat were 
generously proffered for many. 


SENT TO SEA. 


Of the eighteen persons sent to sea eleyen were sailors, 
whose vessels were lying in the harbor, and seven had 
voyages secured for them agreeably to the requirements of 
the court. 


Sent To CHarity Homes. 


The nine persons sent to charity homes were women who 
were homeless, penniless, unable to take care of themselves, 
and not fit subjects for a prison, 


SURRENDERED. 


In cases where persons have been again convicted of crime 
while on trial for reform, or who wilfully violate the condi- 
tions made for them by the court, and show no disposition 
to try and improve, they have been surrendered back to the 
custody of the court for such disposition as the case seemed 
to demand. 


DEFAULTED. 


- There are, however, twelve persons who have left the city, 
failed to appear on their day of continuance, have been 
defaulted, and will be at once arrested and brought into 
court for the consideration of their cases should they return. 


Finau DIsPosirion. 


Comparing the cases now remaining on trial with those 
already disposed of, we have the probable result of the final 
disposition of the whole number placed on probation during 
the time covered in this report, as follows : —

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Or about 87 per cent. who have complied with the require- 
ments of court, and improved more or less, and about 13 per 
cent. lost. 

A careful inquiry into the circumstances as cases came up, 
and a comparison with similar cases otherwise disposed of, 
warrants the estimate that less than 15 per cent. of all cases 
where fines and costs are imposed can secure the means to 
pay, and that at least 85 per cent. placed on probation and 
eventually discharged would have been sent to prison for 
non-payment, had not probation intervened. 

The statute provides that all females convicted of night- 
walking shall be sent to the women’s prison at Sherborn, at 
least four months, and by a comparison of other cases placed 
on probation with cases of similar offences and magnitude, 
as otherwise disposed of by rules of law and the practice of 
the courts, the final disposition of all cases placed on proba- 
tion during the time covered by this report must have been 
very nearly as follows : —

In many cases of crime that came under my observation, 
the mental suffering of friends is greater even than that of 
the criminal himself; and it not unfrequently happens that a 
father or a mother, after having toiled diligently through the 
week, earned means and paid the rent, and little store-bills 
due on Saturday night, are found in the city prison on Mon- 
day morning, penniless, leaving perhaps a family of little 
children in their cheerless tenement home, without food or 
fuel. Particular attention has been paid to this class, who 
have been placed on trial for reform, in exercising all possi- 
ble restraint and influence over them for good, in doing 
which I have received very efficient aid from officers on the 
routes, and I am justified in saying that in many cases the 
result has been most gratifying. 

It is of little use to send persons (especially young per- 
sons) from the criminal’s dock into the streets of a great 
city without employment. 

Idleness and intemperance each promote the other; where 
one is found the other is like to follow; together they are 
the most fruitful source of crime. 

With this view entertained, no time or pains have been 
spared to impress upon the minds of those trying to reform 
_the importance of abstaining from the use of intoxicating 
drinks, and in aiding them to secure some useful employ- 
ment as early as possible. 

Those who are in or near the city have been visited at 
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their homes, as often as practicable, and are required to visit 
me at my office at stated times, and such assistance and en- 
_ couragement have been rendered them as means and opportu- 


nity would permit. 
How much good has been secured cannot at present be 
known; but there are individual cases each of which would 


well compensate for all that has been done. | 


Years of police service offers opportunity to learn muc 


of city life ; but the last year has brought to my notice, even 


in the better walks, trials, temptations, and struggles for 
life new to me, and causes that lead to vice and crime lie 
hidden beneath the surface, that are but little known or 
understood. SS 

I desire to express my warmest thanks to many kind 
friends, and especially to the members of the police force, 
and the officers of the several criminal departments in the 
county, for valuable aid cheerfully rendered me in the dis- 


- charge of my duties. : 


And hoping that the sum expended in this work may not 
prove an unprofitable financial investment, and that, in a 
moral point of view, some good has been done,

COMMITTEE ON RULES AND ORDERS 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


In Common Covuncin, January 22, 1880. 


The Committee on Rules and Orders of the Common 
Council, to whom were referred certain proposed amend- 
ments to the Rules and Orders, having considered the sub- 
ject, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT: 


The committee have carefully examined the proposed 
amendments, and selected such as in their opinion it is de- 
sirable to adopt, either wholly or in part. They do not 
deem it expedient to recommend the adoption of amend- 
ments which merely change the phraseology of existing 
rules, unless some manifest advantage is to be gained thereby. 
Neither do they consider it advisable to adopt rules relating 
to questions that are of infrequent occurrence in the trans- 
action of the business of the Council. They are of the 
opinion that it would be impracticable to frame a code of 
rules which would cover all questions of parliamentary law, 
and believe that it is sufficient to provide for. the ordinary 
business of the body, trusting to the judgment and dis- 
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cretion of the presiding officer, and the rules of parliamen- 
tary practice, to meet the extraordinary questions which 
occasionally arise. 

The committee believe that the rules relating to the care 
of the Council Chamber and adjoining rooms should not be 
incorporated into the rules which relate to legislative busi- 
ness, and they ure therefore offered as a separate order. 

The committee recommend the adoption of the following 
amendments : —- 


Amend Section 5, by adding the following : — 

All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
of original appointment; and members so appointed shall 
take rank according to the date of their appormtment. 

Amend Section 18, as printed on page 58 of the Municipal 
Register for 1879, by inserting before the word “entitled,” 
in the fourth line. the word “originally ;” and by striking 
out the words “ before such vote.” 

Amend Section 35 by striking out the word “standing.” . 

Amend Section 66, as printed on page 67 of the Municipal 
Register for 1879, by inserting after the word “ meeting,” in 
the third line, the words “either immediately after the an- 
nouncement of such vote, or under the seventh clause of 
Section 41.” Also, by inserting after the word “ member,” 
in the third line, the words “who voted with the majority.” 
Also, by inserting after the word “ meeting,” in the fifth line, 
the words “except the final meeting of the year, or that 
preceding any adjournment of the Council for over two. 
weeks.” 

Amend Section 68 to read as follows : — 

“ All officers receiving any compensation from the City of 
Boston, who are primarily elected by the City Council, shall 
be chosen in this branch by ballot. All confirmations of the 
Mayor’s nominations shall be by a yea and nay ballot.” 

After Section 70 insert a new rule, to read as follows : — 

“Section 71. All bills for refreshments or carriage-hire, 
incurred by the Common Council, the Standing Committees 
of the Common Council not having charge of any appropri- 
ation, or individual members of the Common Council while 
engaged in the discharge of official duty, shall give the names 
of the persons incurring the same, and the President of the 
Common Council is authorized to approve such bills after 
they have been approved by the committee or certified to by 
the members incurring the same ; provided, that the President 
shall not approve any such bill unless it is presented to him 
before the end of the month next succeeding that within | 
which the expense covered by such bill was incurred.”

PRESIDENT. 


Section 1. The President shall take the chair precisely at 
the hour to which the Council shall have adjourned; shall 
eall the members to order; and, on the appearance of a 
quorum, shall proceed to business. 

Secor. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other members ; 


and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal ._ 


to the Council. 

[ With regard to appeal, see Rule 62.) 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes, subject to verification, 
as hereinafter provided. 

[ See Rules 64 and 65.] 

_Sxot. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to oe 
a question, but may read sitting. 

Secor. 5. He shall appoint “all committees, unless their 
appointment is otherwise provided for by the Council. All 
vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner of 
original appointment; and members so appointed shall take 
rank according to the date of their appointment. 

Sect. 6. In all cases he may vote. 

Sect. 7. He may at any time call another member to the 
chair, but such substitution shall not continue beyond an 
adjournment. 

Secor. 8. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall call the Council to order, and preside 
until a President pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, 
if an election is not effected on a first trial, on a second and 
subsequent trials a plurality of votes shall elect.

' CLERK. 


Secor. 9. The Clerk shall keep a record of the votes and 
proceedings of the Council, and shall enter thereon, by their 
title, or otherwise, all orders and resolutions adopted, and 
all reports, petitions, memorials, and other papers presented ; 
and he shall enter at length all accepted reports of select 
committees of the Council, in a separate journal to be kept 
for the purpose, and provided with an index. 

Sect. 10. He shall note all questions of order raised, 
with the decisions made thereon, in an appendix to the 
record. 

Secor. 11. He shall draw up all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen, and send them by the messenger. 

Secr. 12. He shall, when required, attend the meetings 
of committees of the Council, and make their records. 

Secr. 13. He shall retain possession of all papers in 
reference to which any member has given notice of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration, as hereinafter provided, 
until the right of reconsideration has expired.

MEMBERS. 


Secr. 14. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the President; shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid porsonaiitery : 
and shall sit down when he has finished. 

Secr. 15. No member shall speak or vote out of his 
place, without the leave of the President. 

Srcr. 16. No member, having obtained the floor, shall 
speak more than fifteen minutes, without permission of the 
Council.

Rules 24, 40, 52, 53, 54, 59, 60, 61, 63, 64, and 66. | 

SEcT. 17. No member shall speak more than twice on 
one question, if objection is made, without first obtaining 
leave of the Council; nor more than once until the other 
members, who have not spoken, shall speak, if they so 
desire. 

Secr. 18. In all cases, when the time of a member speak- 
ing is extended by vote of the Council, it shall be held to be 
extended only for an additional period equal to that to which 
the member was originally entitled. 

Secr. 19. No member shall in debate call another member 
by his name, but may allude to him by any intelligible and 
respectful designation. 

Secr. 20. When two or more members rise to speak at 
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the same time, the President shall name the menial who is 
entitled to the floor. 

Sect. 21. No member shall interrupt another while 
speaking, except by rising to call to order. 

Src. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand up, to 
the interruption of another, while any member is speaking ; 
or to pass unnecessarily between the President and the per- 
son speaking. 

Sect. 23. No member shall be permitted to serve on any 
committee, or vote on any-question, where his private right, 
distinct from the public interest, is immediately concerned.

[No member required to serve on more than two committees, 
etc. See Rule 38.] 

Srcr. 24. When any meter shall be euilty of a breach 
of either of the Rules and Orders of the Council, he may be 
required by the President, or by the Council, to make satis- 
faction therefor ; and, in such a case, he shall not be allowed 
to vote or speak, except once by way of excuse, till he has 
done so, unless otherwise ordered by the Council. 

Secor. 25. The members of the Council shall not leave 
their places on adjournment until the President has declared 
the Council adjourned. The Council shall not be adjourned 
for want of quorum until the fact that a quorum is not pres- 
ent has been ascertained by calling the roll of members. 

Sror. 26. The seats of the members of the Council shall 
be numbered, and shall be determined, in the presence of the 
Council, by drawing the names of members and the number 
of the seats simultaneously ; and each member shall be en- 
titled for the year to the seat bearing the number so drawn 
against his name, and shall not change it, except by the per- 
mission of the President. 

Sect. 27. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. 

Secor. 28. It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to 
see that no person or persons are allowed upon the floor of 
the Council Chamber, or in the ante-rooms on the easterly 
side of the same, while the Council is in session and after the 
seats provided for spectators have been occupied, excepting 
members of the City Government and reporters. 


COMMITTEES. 
Srecr. 29. Standing committees on Elections and Paving 
shall be appointed at the beginning of each municipal year, 
and shall consist of five members each.

_ Secr. 30. The members on the part of the Council of the 
Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances shall be a Standing 
Committee, to be styled the Committee on the Judiciary, to 
whom all disputed questions of law may be referred, and 
who shall, when required by the Council, obtain the opinion 
of the City Solicitor thereon, and report the same to the 
Council. 

Srecr. 31. All special committees of the Council shall 
consist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Secor. 32. All committees of the Council appointed by the 
President, chosen by ballot, or consisting of one or more 
from each ward, shall be notified of their first meeting by the 
Clerk of Committees.

It shall be the duty of all committees to keep 
arecord of their doings in books provided by the city for 
that purpose. 

Secr. 86. No report of any committee shall be entitled 
to be received, unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. Such report, when presented, may 
be ordered to be printed, and shall take its place among _ 
the unfinished business, for consideration at the next 
meeting. | 

Secr. 387. Committees of the Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 

Secor. 38. No member shall be obliged to serve on more 
than two committees at the same time, nor as chairman of 
more than one committee. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Srot. 39. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole, the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Seor. 40. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous questions shall not be 
moved. | 
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COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Snot. 41. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows : —

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting 
if called for by any member. 
Second. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Third. Unfinished business of preceding meetings, and 
notices of motions for reconsideration. :

Sixth. Reports of committees. 

Seventh. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


Matters of the second and third class, not giving rise to a 
motion or debate, shall first be disposed of in the order in 
which they stand; after which the matters that were passed 
over shall be considered in like order and disposed of. 

Sect. 42. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member in his place; 
and, unless the Council shall otherwise determine, they shall 
be read by the President, or such other person as he may 
request, and be taken up in the order in which they are pre- 
sented. 

Srecr. 43. <All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall 
have two ‘several readings before they are finally passed. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first, 
the document may be read by its title only, unless objection 
is made. 

Sect. 44. No ordinance whatever, and no order or resolu- 
tion imposing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of 
money, — whether the same may have been appropriated or 
not, eed no order or resolution authorizing a loan shall 
have more than one reading on the same day: provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the pas- 
sage of an order, at any meeting of the Council, to authorize 
the printing of any document relating to the affairs of the 
city. 

Secr. 45. All nominations of officers who are required to 
be elected by ballot shall, after being reported, lie over for 
one week before action is taken thereon. 


MOTIONS. 


Secr 46. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct. .

Srcr. 47. The President shall, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, propound all questions in the order in which they are 
moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous in its 
nature. [See lules 48, 49, 51, 52, 60, and 62. | 

Srecr. 48. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall. be put first. 

Srcr. 49. When a question is under debate, the President 
shall receive no motion but — | 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

For the previous question. 
To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 

To amend, or 

To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they stand arranged ; and a motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equivalent to a mo- - 
tion to postpone indefinitely.

Ordered, That until otherwise ordered the following be . 
adopted as the rules for care and custody of the Common 
Council Chamber and adjoining rooms : — 

1. The Council Chamber shall be used for meetings of 
the Council only, unless by special vote of the Common 
Council; provided, that during the summer recess the Presi- 
dent may allow the chamber to be used for public purposes, 
in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its next 
meeting. 

2. The ante-room and large committee-room on the east 
shall be subject to the same rules; except that the President 
may allow committee-meetings at times when the Council is 
not in session.

On June 2d, 1879, proposals were advertised for, for filling 
on the western boundary road, south of the Boston and Al- 
bany Railroad, and on June 16 the bid of the Boston and 
Albany Railroad Company was accepted, and a contract 
made for doing the work and supplying the material. 

The work done, under the inspection of City Engineer 
Davis, is as follows : — 

About 20,700 squares of gravel filling had been deposited 
to December 31, on the marginal road between the railroad 
and Longwood Entrance, and 166,000 square feet of road 
has been constructed to a general width of 50 feet, and aver- 
age grade of 18.3. 

The filling by carts has amounted to about 38,500 loads, 
or 5,457 squares, and has also been done under the direction 
of Mr. Davis, City Engineer. 


In consequence of the partial exhaustion of the supply of 


filling from Parker Hill, belonging to the city, and also of 
the increasing demand for men and teams by private parties, it 
is not likely that any important amount of filling: can here- 
after be secured in this way. 

The Health Department has continued to place a large 
amount of ashes, etc., upon the eastern border road, 
amounting to 43,879 loads. |

se: The general scheme for the development of the park has 


been fixed upon, though many of the details are not yet 
settled. A plan accompanies this, for the description of 
which, and for the reasons which led to its favorable consid- 
eration, the Board beg to refer you to the following report 
of Mr. Olmsted : 


The Board of Commissioners of the Department of Parks 
of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have had the honor to prepare the 


accompanying plan in codperation with the City Engineer, — 


under instructions embodying the main results of prolonged 
debates of your Board; and the present report is written to 
meet your request for an explanation of it suitable to be 
offered through the City Council to the public. 

It should be understood that though classed as a park- 
work, the amount to be expended under this plan to facili- 
tate recreation is comparatively small. Its main ends are 
drainage, wholesome air, and convenience of communication 
between different quarters of the city, in a locality offering 
some unusual obstacles to these objects. The provisions for 
them are simply to be so supplemented that appliances for 
rest and exercise in the open air may be also secured to the 
public by a very moderate additional outlay. 

I will briefly describe the conditions to be dealt with. 


Back Bay is the common estuary of Muddy River and 
Stony Brook. When the tide is in, it is a broad pool; 
when the tide is out, a narrow creek between broad, deep, 
and fetid mud-banks, in parts of which soundings have been 
made to a depth of thirty feet without reaching firm bottom. 
Offensive exudations arise from the mud when exposed by 
a falling tide to the summer’s sun, which are perceptible at 
a great “distance. 

‘Private enterprise is filling up and buiiding over the 
adjoining marsh, and, notwithstanding the embarrassment 
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. Priest iby the bay, the city on three sides is rapidly 
- moving toward it; the fourth is its mouth, and as yet imprac- 


ticable of private improvement. 

A serious check and disturbance to what Boul otherwise 
be the natural growth of the city is thus Bee UNO which 
must sooner or later be got the better of.

Remembering that no considerable extension of the city. 
in compact blocks beyond the Public Garden was nearly as_ 


likely to occur when that improvement was projected, as a 
like extension now is beyond and about the Back Bay, it has 
been generally recognized that whatever is to be done should 
be fitting to what is “thus to be anticipated. 

Accordingly it was generally expected, when the city 
bought the property and gave it in your charge, that the two 


‘streams of Stony Brook and Muddy River would be di- 


verted from the bay, the mud-banks filled over, and the site 
transformed into a public park; and you for some time pro- 
ceeled with this course in view. It was found, however, to 
have serious difficulties. Legal authority to turn Stony 
Brook from its outlet was wanting, and necessary legislation 
for the purpose was likely to be obstructed by opposing pri- 
vate interests. Under the recently adopted plans for the 
drainage of the upper valley of Stony Brook, this stream 
would at times bring down a much larger body of water than 
at present. To carry it harmless~ from the upland region 


south of Back Bay to Charles River would require a- very 
’ large sewer-like conduit, which would have to be built for a 


lone distance over deep marshy ground upon piles; its cost 
would be excessive, and it could not probably be undertaken 
without drawing the city into prolonged litigation. The 
difficulties and hazards thus arising would be li: able to defer 
the completion of the work indefinitely, and such delay 
would work serious injustice. 

As, in abandoning the idea of a public park and adopting 
that here to be presented, it may appear that you are follow- 
ing a less liberal policy in dealing with this part of the city, 
it may be well to add that the property had been purchased 


for the corporation in various parcels under a provision that | 
none should he taken for which the owners refused to 


receive a certain rate of compensation, and the principles 
which would otherwise have determined its outline as a site 
for a park had been necessarily disregarded. Its form was, 
consequently, unfortunate for the purpose. The difficulties 
thus presented, in addition to those growing out of the 
topography, were further complicated by the necessity of 
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reference in laying it out to several more or less indepen- 
dent street. systems which had been established at no great 
distance from its border, and for accommodating lines of 


transit betiveen them. 3 
More chan a score of plans for laying out the property as 


a park, representing in several cases prolonged, arduous, 
and painstaking study by highly capable men, came under 
the consideration of your Board, and it was your conclusion, 


wached unexpectedly and reluctantly, after due deliberation, 


that none of them promised a park of sufficient value to the 
city at large to justify its cost, taking into account the. con- 


tinuous cost which its satisfactor y maintenance would in- 
volve. 

Your Board was thus brought to inquire whether a form of 
improvement, of a less ambitious character than that implied 
in designating the ground a park, might not, on the deuce 
better serve the interests of all concerned. 

Taking: up this question, and regarding first the nuisance 
and inconvenience relief from which was “the more pressing 
necessity, it was obvious that a good deal might be gained, 
while retaining the bay as an estuary, by simply banking out 
upon the mud flats and so reducing its breadth. By a dam 
at its mouth the water in it could be prevented from falling 
below the level of ordinary high water in Charles River and 
the new banks would be fen} slopes, which might be shaped 
and planted in a natural and more or less picturesque way. 

To this proposition the objection was apparent, that as, in 
extraordinary tides, the water is liable to rise from four to 


eight feet above its usual high-water level, the sloping face of 


o 
an Dearth embankment would, at more or Ree distant intervals, 


be in part submerged and in part washed by waves and spray, 
and that whenever this occarred any vegetation upon it would 
be liable to be drowned out, or killed by salt. 

A deposit daily, between high and low water, was also to be 
apprehended of the filthy slime which is usually found where 
the organic matter of fresh-water streams is first thrown into 
salt water. 

It was your judgment that these objections were conclusive 
against the proposition. 

"It was suggested that they might be lessened by substitut- 
ing a vertical wall for the slopes. But as such a wall, need- 
ing to be built on piles, would be very costly, and at best but 
comparatively inoffensive, you decided against it, holding out 
for something which would be positively, permanently ‘ , and 
constantly w holesome and agree: see 

It finally became evident that no plan would be satisfactory 


which failed to provide the following desiderata : — 
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1. The floods of Stony Brook to be carried off through 
5 in r the bay. | :, 


adequately guarded against. 


. 3. A continuous embankment to be formed on the boun- 
dary of the city property, reducing and defining the outlines 
of the bay. 


4. Streets to be made on the embankment. 


| 5. At least two public streets, besides Commonwealth 
___ Avenue and Beacon Street, to be carried through the property, 
crossing the bay. 


6. No important public thoroughfares already laid out 
_ approaching the bay to be interrupted, seriously diverted, or 
made less commodious. 


7. A public promenade to be laid out which would include 


a commodious and well-appointed pleasure drive and walk, | 


and a pad, or stretch of soft riding-way, for speeding saddle- 
horses without danger of collisions. 


. 8. This promenade to be on that side of the city property 
nearest to Huntington and West Chester Park Avenues, and 
readily entered from them, and also to be agreeably connected 
____ with the existing public promenade of Commonwealth Avenue, 
__the contemplated Charles River Embankment, and the pro- 
posed parkway leading to Parker Hill and Jamaica Pond.

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B 2. The exposure of muddy banks by falling water to be 


a 
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The plan now shown is designed to meet these requirements, 
as follows :— 

Muddy River is to be diverted as originally proposed. 
(There are no legal difficulties about it, and the operation 
will not be very costly. ) 

A covered conduit is to be formed within and near the 
south-eastern boundary of the property, by which the waters 
of Stony Brook, when at an ordinary stage and when the 
tide is not above ordinary high-water level in Charles River, 
will be discharged. When the tide rises above a: outlet of 
this conduit it is to be self-closing. 

A basin is to be formed into which the waters of Stony 
Brook will flow whenever the mouth of the conduit is closed, 
and in which they will be held until the tide falls again below 
the outlet of the conduit. 

Within this basin there is to be a body of water nearly 
thirty acres in extent, with outlines, as shown inthe drawing, 
resembling those of a salt-water creek with coves. This will 
be tide-water but with no more ebb and flow than is neces- 
sary to avoid stagnation, the efflux and reflux being regulated 
by a self-acting water-gate the position of which is shown on 
the extreme right of the drawing. Its surface elevation, 
under ordinary circumstances, is to correspond with that of 
Charles River at mean high-water. 

There will also be within the basin a body of level land of 
nearly equal extent with the water, having an elevation a few 
inches higher. | 

When freshets occur in Stony Brook coincidently with 
easterly winds and spring tides, which temporarily prevent 
an outflow into Charles River, the water of the brook is 
to be turned into the basin, and the creek, rising, will 
overflow this level ground. Usually such an occurrence 
could be anticipated and, by drawing down the water of the 
creek at the preceding ebb of the tide, a rise of more than 
a foot above the ordinary level avoided. Having, when 
at this height, a surface of fifty-two acres to spread over, a 
rise of more than four feet, by reason of floods of Stony 
Brook, will not be likely to occur under the most unfavora- 
ble circumstances. Even should special precautions be 
neglected, it will not probably happen more than once in 
ten years, nor will the water ever be liable to stand more 
than two feet above the ordinary level longer than two 
hours at a time. As the lighter fresh water will not at 
once mingle perfectly with the salt, when the body of water 
is more than two feet above its ordinary level, there will 
be an upper stratum of but moderately brackish water. 

The ground designed to be occasionally overflowed is to 
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be formed of marsh mud, with a superficial coating of sand or 
light gravelly loam, through which salt sedges and grasses 
may grow. Besides the more common vegetation of salt 
marshes, there is a considerable variety of perennials to 
which an occasional wash of brackish water does no harm. 
There is also a good range of shrubs, including beach-plums, 
berberries, candleberries, cydonias, tamarisks, and the sea- 
buckthorn. 

Such shrubs and plants are to be grown along the foot of 
the slope on the margin of the basin, and on the small points 
and islets by which, as will be observed on the drawing, the 
level ground is here and there broken. 

The wind having nowhere a long sweep upon the water, 
and the rushy vegetation acting to check wave movement, 
there will be no swell of importance, and no spray will be 
thrown beyond these marginal plantations, and immediately 
above them any desirable trees and shrubs may be safely 
grown. : 

Just what can be accomplished on the level ground may 
be regarded as doubtful, but it is believed that, at the worst, 
it may in a few years be mantled with sedges, rushes, and 
salt-grasses, with slashes of such golden rods and asters as 
are now found in profusion on the tidal banks of the Charles 
and the salt-marshes at the head of the bay.

The plan, so far as the chief difficulty to be dealt with is 
concerned, has thus been sufficiently explained. The vital 
question about this element of it is, whether the conditions to 
result would be unfavorable to the health of the adjoining parts 
of the city? Upon this question you have called into consulta- 
tion Dr. Folsom, of the State Board of Health, who has con- 
firmed the opinion that so far as the proposed body of salt 
water, and the salt vegetation within the basin, would have any 
influence upon the air of the neighborhood, that influence would 
be purifying and salutary, and that the occasional floods of 
fresh water, being rapidly drained off, would be harmless. 
The conditions would be more rather than less favorable to 
the health of the neighborhood than those of an ordinary park.

As to the secondary question, of the fit aspect of the result, 
it may be confidently anticipated that, under judicious detailed 
treatment, the several broader constituents which have been 
named — the waving fenny verdure, the meandering water,

the blooming islets, and the border of trees and underwood 
following the varied slope of the rim of the basin, like the 
hanging woods of a winding river-bank — would dispose 
themselves in compositions of a pleasing character. 

The effect would be novel, certainly, in labored urban 
grounds, and there may be a momentary question of its dig- 
nity and appropriateness ; but this question will, I think, be 
satisfactorily answered when it is reflected that it represents 
no affectation or caprice of taste, but is a direct development 
of the original conditions of the locality in adaptation to the 
needs of a dense community. So regarded, it will be found 
to be, in the artistic sense of the word, natural, and possibly: 
to suggest a modest poetic sentiment more orateful to town- 
weary minds than an elaborate and elegant garden- -like 
work would have yielded. 

It is doubtless true that to many the predomi associ- 
ations of a sea-coast marsh are dreary; but this is probably 
due in the main to circumstances which would not be found 
on the Back Bay when improved as proposed and built 
about. They belong, that is to say, to marsh scenes in which 
there is great extent of low, damp and bleak ground, with ~ 
creeks and sloughs barring passage across it. ‘The tints, 
lights and shadows and movement of salt-marsh vegetation 
when seen in close connection with upland scenery, are 
nearly always pleasing, and sometimes charming. 

(The right bank of Muddy River, on the reach below Long- 
wood bridge, illustrates the character of the slopes and 
plantations which I should think well to have in view in 
forming the margin of the basin, and the brackish swamp 
nearer Brookline will give a suggestion of what may be 
hoped for on the ground to be subject to flooding. This 
swamp is a neglected and ill-used waste, but it has at times 
remarkable beauties. ) 

I think it may be justly added that public taste has been 
lately drifting toward a better appreciation of quaintness and 
subdued picturesqueness in scenery, and that this cireum- 
stance is favorable to the ultimate popularity of what is likely 
to grow out of the plan. 


It may still be questioned whether the bay would not 
be too much wanting in attractions of popular interest for 
a public property so near the heart of a city. A large 
part of the value of public grounds of the smaller class lies 
in the pleasure which children find in them, and in that 
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education of the observing powers which cannot be obtained 
in the nursery or the school-room. 

One element of value in this respect may be used more 
largely and brought to a higher degree of perfection in the 
Back Bay, as proposed to be revised, than it has been or can 
be with advantage in any public park in the world; I mean 
that of birds, and especially of water-fowl. The rushy 
glades and bushy islands will supply well-guarded seclusions 
in which they can breed; the extent of quiet water and of 
shores, and the character of the vegetation upon them, will 
allow large numbers and a great “variety to be taken all 
necessary care of with little trouble or expense. While 
well protected there will be convenient opportunities for 
observing them closely and for visitors to feed them. 

The collection of water-birds:should not be confined, as it 
usually has been in parks, to a few sorts of swans, ducks, 
and geese, but include as many varieties of these as practi- 
cable, and also pelicans, cormorants, cranes, and other waders, 
and fishers. 

The bay would be too warm for deep-sea fishes, but it 
could doubtless be made to swarm with other sorts of inter- 
esting salt-water life. 


The necessary narrowness of the water at certain points and 
its crookedness would prevent the bay from being used by 
the public in row-boats or sail-boats without too gr eat liability 
to collisions and disorders. The plan has, therefore, been 
studied with reference to a regular service of small pleasure 
packets, moved by compressed air-engines, or, if that should 
not prove practicable, by steam, and specially adapted to the 
circumstances. This would avoid the evils sure to result 
from the movements of irresponsible boatmen out of view of 
the police, and such injury as would occur to the shores and 
the water-fowl from the careless or unskilful use of oars. It 
would admit of the enjoyment of boating by children or 
timid persons with a sense of security and a degree of con- 
venience not otherwise practicable, and the service might be | 
expected to be popular and a source of income. The ‘entire 
length of shore is to be about four miles, and the boating 
tour of the bay three miles, making an excursion of half an 
hour. But a direct line of small omnibus-boats could be run 
between the Back Bay station of the Albany Railroad at Com- 
monwealth Avenue and the most distant landing (which 
is four hundred yards from Chapel station, Longwood), on 
a course of a mile and a quarter, in ten or twelve minutes. 
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The requirement of the promenade is met as shown on the 
lower part of the drawing. It includes a walk twenty-five to 
forty feet wide, a drive forty feet, and a riding pad twenty-five 
feet. These are carried side by side fur a distance of three- 
quarters of a mile, and are subject to crossing in that space 
but once, one transverse wheelway being indispensable 
under the fifth requirement. A sub-crossing is provided by 
which visitors can obtain access from Westland Avenue to 
the walk on the water side, without interrupting the move- 
ment of carriages and horsemen. There is a stretch of. 
riding-way, without crossing, nearly half a mile (2,300 feet) 
in length. 

The grade of the promenade is nearly level, and its course 
at all points slightly curving. The requirements of access 
from West Chester Parkway and Huntington Avenue are 
fully met. 

To connect the promenade with Commonwealth Avenue, 
it is necessary to pass over the Albany Railroad at an eleva- 
tion fifteen feet higher than that of the avenue. One route 
for carriages will be as convenient as two; and a central 
route is to be avoided because, at the required elevation of 
the bridge, it would destroy breadth, unity, and openness of 
view through the opening. By going as far as possible to 
the north-west the easiest turn is obtained for carriages com- 
ing from the east. 


Boylston Street is carried through the property with a 
curve which, for a short distance, combines it conveniently 
and economically with the approach from Commonwealth 
Avenue to the Promenade. Its grade must be lifted to carry 
it over the bridge; but the steepest inclination is but one 
foot in fifty, which is satisfactory with respect to the pro- 
posed horse-railroad. 

The requirements as to roads for crossing the bay is 
fully met, and with a little study of the drawing, attention 
being given to figures of grade, the motives governing the 
entire arrangement of roads and walks will be obvious. It 
needs only to be stated that the depth of mud and water on 
the proposed shore opposite the promenade is greater than 
elsewhere. (Solid bottom is not found within forty feet of 
the street grade.) Neither a broader roadway nor a shore- 
walk could, consequently, be introduced, except at consider- 
able additional cost for embankment. It is believed also 
that the comparative quietude here proposed by the plan, 
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_ with the bank of wood unbroken from the street to the shore, 
will, on the whole, be more satisfactory. 
The enclosure and buildings shown onthe Westland cross- 
_ road are for administration purposes. They include storage, 
cart and tool sheds, repair shops, and winter quarters for 
water-fowl. Their walls are to be of brick, as low as practi- 
eable, and roofs of tile, and they are to be mainly overgrown 
with creepers. 

The plan calls for no other buildings, except the necessary 
smiull gate and Janding-houses, and for no construction simply 
. for ornamental purposes. The landing-houses are designed 
:. to serve as shelters in case of sudden showers, and are so 
placed as to be readily accessible from all parts of the public 
a ways. The landings will have the effect of terraces and bal- 

conies in connection with them. Except at a few points, 
where beaches are designed, and others which will be made 
rocky, the shore at the water’s edge is intended: to have a 
long, sedgy slope, and the necessity of pitching or curbing 
to be avoided. It would be generally overhung by foliage, 
____ and its character entirely natural. . 
. The Boylston-Street bridge will necessarily be nearly as 
high as that crossing the railroad, and twenty-three feet 
above the water. This elevation will give it a commanding 
: | view over the fens on one side, over Charles River on the 
other, and its arch will be the frame of a quiet, distant, rural 
| scene from the bridge on Commonwealth Avenue, which, to 
_ make the most of this opportunity, should have no greater 
height than is necessary. The Boylston-Street bridge will 
be the most conspicuous object on the bay and its architect- 
ure should be studiously appropriate to the circumstances. 
There being no turf to be kept under the scythe, except 
narrow strips on the margins of the roads, no flower-beds or 
exotic planting, the waters ordinarily self-regulating, the 
public ways subject to little wash, and no secluded paths, the 
police, repair, and maintenance of the grounds will be simple 
b. and inexpensive. 
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N Since the action, a few days since, of the City Council, ex- 
tending Commonwealth Avenue upon a line diverging from 
its original course, you have asked me to consider the feasi- 
bility of adopting a new plan in that part of this important 
4 i public promenade remaining to be laid out. 

t The principal reasons for proposing a change I understand 
to be that a continuous production of the same formal plan 
would be tiresome; that the central walk is, during much 
_ of the year, useless; the public, in winter, crowding to the 
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north sidewalk for the sake of its sunshine and the lee of 
the houses, in the heat of summer to the south sidewalk 
because more densely shaded. © 

The disadvantage of doing away with the central feature 
and substituting, as some have proposed, a single wheelway 
for the two of the present arrangement, with a broad turf 
border on each side, is that the turf must be cut into petty 
plats, in order to give access by walks to the houses facing 
the avenue; and that the distance between the curb and 
house door (85 feet) would be excessive. Any plan to ac- 
complish the purposes in view satisfactorily must, in my 
judgment, be much more radically different from the old one. 

I suggest that a broad public drive be so laid out as to 
leave room for a walk of but moderate width on the north 
side, access to the houses on the south side being provided 
for by a narrow wheelway ; a broad walk to follow the main 
drive, and a narrow walk the side drive, both on the south 
side. A space equivalent to that of the two green strips of 
the present arrangement-would remain between the main and 
the side drive to be turfed and planted, and there would bea 
row of trees between the broad walk and the adjoining drive. 
The main drive and walk would then be shaded in summer ; 
there would be a winter promenade in the lee of the houses 
on the north side, unshaded; and the houses on both sides 
would be within convenient distance of a carriage-way. 

As shown on the drawing, the suggestion offers the further 
advantage of terminating the vistas of the straight avenue 
with bodies of foliage, of easing the turns from West Chester 
Parkway into the avenue, and of providing a graceful tran- 
sition from the formality of the straight avenue to the more 
picturesque and natural conditions of the Back Bay.

BEACON ENTRANCE. 


It is the wish of the Board to begin the construction of the 
Beacon Entrance during the current year. For several months 
past the Street Commissioners and this Board have held con- 
sultations for the mutual advantage of the two departments. 
The plan adopted by the former for the extension of Common- 
wealth Avenue, and approved by the City Council, is believed 
to be the best one possible under the circumstances, and that 
it will result in the development of very valuable properties

for first-class residences at an early day, provided the Beacon 
Entrance is built atthe sametime. The filling of the avenue, 
the entrance, and the adjacent streets and lots, should, for 
reasons of economy, be done at the same time and by the 
same contractor, and the water-way under Beacon Street 
completed simultaneously. Estimates for the work of this 
department will be duly presented. 


Muppy River AND Stony Brook. 


Before any important work can be done in developing the 
Back Bay Park, it is imperative that the improvements here- 
tofore contemplated for controlling the waters of Muddy 
River and Stony Brook be completed. The requisite legisla- 
tion for carrying Muddy River in a direct course into Charles 


River, west of Brookline Avenue, by the joint action of the 


city of Boston and town of Brookline, exists. 

The sewerage from the lower part of Brookline is now 
carried into Charles River by a new drain; but nevertheless 
most of the surface-wash and swamp-water of that unsavory 
region of the town bordering upon the city is still brought 
into the Back Bay, adding to the defilement of the water and 
contamination of the air in the immediate vicinity of the 
most rapidly growing part of the city. 

Stony Brook is the natural outlet from a large water-shed 
of several thousand acres in West Roxbury. During parts 
of the winter and spring months the low lands of this area 
are flooded, and considerable portions are kept permanently 
swampy, and thereby useless for building purposes or other 
improvement. This condition will continue until the brook 
is enlarged, as has been proposed. When this is done the 
ordinary flow of the brook will go to Charles River through 
a continuation of the conduit from Parker Street, where it 
now euds; while for floods of storm water and melting snow 
provision is made in the park, in order to avoid the exces- 
sive cost of so large a conduit as would be required to ac- 
commodate these floods, and to avoid the danger of a back 
flow into cellars and drains in the neighborhood. 

The construction of the four new water-ways, namely, — 
first, under Beacon Street; second, under the extension of 
Commonwealth Avenue ; third, under the Boston and Albany 
R.R. ; and, fourth, under Boylston Street in the park, cannot 
be completed and used until the tidal flow of Muddy River 
and the ordinary flow of Stony Brook are diverted. The 
volume of water now flowing up and down the creek is too 
great to pass through the above-mentioned ways as planned, 
and any important enlargement of them would add greatly 
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to the expense of construction and maintenance, and render 
a proper treatment of the premises impossible. 

The different parts of the work are so dependent upon 
each other that the whole should be prosecuted and com- 
pleted simultaneously. It will probably require two years 


to fill the area between Beacon Street and the railroad (by 


the joint action of the city and private owners), and Boyl- 
ston Street in the park, with the necessary water-ways and 
bridges. 


CHARLES RiveER EMBANKMENT. SECTION A. 


The Commissioners recommend that the necessary authority 
be granted them to secure, either by purchase or taking, the 
estates comprising so much of the Charles River Embank- 
ment, proposed in their report of 1876, as lies upon Charles 
Street, between Leverett and Cambridge Streets, and that 
His Honor the Mayor be requested to petition the Legisla- 
ture for leave for the eity to occupy the adjacent space in 
Charles River within the line described and marked on the 
accompanying plan, to be used for a public park in connec- 
tion with the said estates. A plan of the estates referred to, 
with their several areas and the assessors’ valuations for 


1879, accompany this report. 


This improvement would be for the especial health and 
enjoyment of the dense population living in the northern 
and north-eastern parts of the city, who are necessarily 
greatly confined to these sections throughout the year, and 
must chiefly find their recreation in the immediate vicinity 
of their homes. 

This recommendation deserves the especial consideration 
of the authorities responsible, in a governmental sense, for 
the well-being of citizens living in the neighborhood referred 
to, inasmuch as the latter do not have the leisure for, nor 
habit of, making their wants known through the usual chan- 
nels; and, by not being possessed, as a rule, of real estate, 
they have not the pecuniary inducement to urge improve- 
ments of this nature. 

The area of the estates which it is proposed to take is 
268,810 square feet, or about six acres, of which amount 
the city now owns 40,000 square feet, occupied by the 
Paving Department.

West Roxpury Park. 


During the latter part of the year there has appeared a 
renewal of interest throughout the community in the subject 
of providing for a large park, which should be worthy of the 
city, to be located upon the highlands of West Roxbury. 


At the request of the last Board of Aldermen, made Dec.. 


15, 1879, the Commissioners submitted a Report Dec. 22, 
1879 (City Doc. 123), upon the areas and assessed values of 
sundry estates in West Roxbury, with their recommendations 


in the premises. Owing to the late date at which the above 


action was taken, the necessary consideration of so impor- 
tant a matter could not be had, and the subject was referred 
to the next City Government. The Commissioners respect- 
fully recommend that it be considered at the early convenience 


of the City Council. 


Crry Pornr, Sourn Bosron. 


The residents of South Boston, as well as citizens of other 
sections, have in various ways during 1879 called attention 
to the subject of locating a marine park at City Point. Such 
a park in a maritime city would seem to be a matter of 
course, provided a location could be had. Fortunately the 
requisite physical conditions, with most favorable surround- 
ings, are found to exist at City Point. On Oct. 13, 1879, 
the Board of Aldermen passed an order requesting the Joint 
Committee on Public Parks to obtain and submit to the City 
Council an estimate of the cost of procuring land for a public 
park at City Point, embracing the territory between the 
easterly line of Q Street, extending north, south and east, to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line, in which order the Common 
Council concurred. 

The area within the above described lines is 1,763,006 
square feet, of which 1,553,844 square feet are flats, valued 
by the assessors at a half cent per foot, and 209,162 square 
feet of land, valued at prices varying from 6 cents to 35 cents 
per foot.

This Board has had various conferences with the Joint 
Committee on Public Parks, with citizens of South Boston, and 
with owners of lands and flats referred to in the above order, 
with a view of helping to carry out the purposes of the 
order. The Board begs leave to express the opinion that in 
any purchases the city may make in the vicinity referred to, 
the control of the flats beyond the Commissioners’ line should 
be secured also, as a precaution against any possible future 
occupation of such spaces. The Commissioners have thus far 
been unable to secure any terms for the sale to the city of 
the lands and flats referred to, the owners of the principal 
part of the area declining to fix a price. They respectfully 
recommend the subject to your favorable consideration. 


BussEy FARM AND THE ARNOLD ARBORETUM AT WEST 
RoxBuURY. 


On March 18, 1879, the City Council authorized this Board 
to confer with the corporation of Harvard College in relation 
to the laying out of the Arnold Arboretum as proposed in 
its Fourth Annual Report, and to report thereon, with plans 
and details, to the City Council. 

On Nov. 14, 1879, the Board reported that, acting under 
the above authority, satisfactory negotiations had been held 
with the college authorities, and ‘respectfully represented that 
it would be for the interest of the city to take that part of the 
Bussey Farm devoted by the college to the use of the Arnold 
Arboretum for a nominal sum, and to lease to the college, 
also for a nominal sum, such portions as may not be required 
for drive-ways, etc. ; and also to buy portions of other estates 
adjoining for entrances and for the above purposes; and 
that while the Board can take and lay out the above men- 
tioned lands, under the power contained in the Park Act, it 
cannot transfer any portion to the college for the purposes 
of its trust. The Board recommended that the Mayor be 
authorized to petition the Legislature for such additional 
powers as would permit such a lease by the city. 

For the better understanding of the premises a plan of the 
area of the projected Arboretum, showing the entrances 
and drive-ways, and also a description of the scheme, accom- 
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panies this report. The whole expense of planting and 
care-taking of the Arboretum is to be defrayed by the col- 


lege from the income of a fund already devoted to the 


purpose, while the outlay of the city will be limited to the 
cost of constructing the drives and their future care as may 
be authorized by the City Council from time to time. This 
rare opportunity for securing the enjoyment of a park, unique 
in its character as a scientific collection of all trees and 
shrubs which are hardy in the New England climate, and 
unsurpassed in its natural beauties, deserves the most earnest 
consideration. It is believed that no such comprehensive 
plan for an Arboretum exists in the country, and none more 
so in Europe. | 
The area of lands it is proposed the city should buy for 
entrances, etc., amounts to 29.2, acres, the assessed valua- 
tion of which, as near as can be ascertained, is $20,276. 
- The following communication has been received from the 
Director of the Arboretum : — 


To the Board of Park Commissioners, City of Boston : — 


Drar Sirs, —In compliance with your request I briefly 
characterize the scheme of the Arboretum. 

Its functions and relations to the public may best be con- 
sidered under four heads : — 

First. As a museum of living plants, in which every tree 
and shrub capable of withstanding the climate of Massachu- 
setts is to find its appropriate place; this collection being 
supplemented by an herbarium, and various special collec- 
tions, illustrative of trees, their products and uses. 

Second. As a scientific station for investigation into the 
characters, growth, economic and ornamental properties of 
trees; into the relations of forests to climate and the flow 
of rivers, and into the best methods of forest reproduction 
and management. | 

Third. As a school of forestry and arboriculture, in which 
special students may, when the demand for such instruction 
is felt, acquire the knowledge and training necessary to fit 
them for the care and increase of our forests. 

Fourth. As a local educational establishment, capable, 
through “ object teaching, ” of very considerable influence in 
increasing among the people of Boston and its neighbor- 
hood that knowledge which it is the duty of the Arboretum 
to disseminate. 

It is only in its capacity of public educator that the Arbo- 
retum need now be discussed; for it is in this one direction 
alone that its relations with the City of Boston can affect its 
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usefulness. As a museum and scientific station its future is 
already provided for. 

Left to itself the Arboretum can never hope to open its 
collections to the public, except in a limited and unsatisfac- 
tory manner. Its income will never be large enough to fully 
carry out the scientific provisions of Mr. Arnold’s bequest; — 
and it will be impossible either to build or maintain carriage- 
drives for the public convenience. Whatever action is taken 
by the City of Boston, the public will not be excluded from 
the Arboretum ; but the difference between driving through 
a broken piece of ground, a hundred acres in extent, over a 
well-graded road, and entering it on foot by the few service 
paths necessary to the maintenance of the collections, will 
be so great that it is probable few persons, with the excep- 
tion of specialists, will ever avail themselves of this priv- 
ilege; and the usefulness of the Arboretum as a local 
educator will of necessity be greatly curtailed. 

Should your recommendations be adopted it is proposed 
to group the trees in their natural sequence along the prin- 
cipal drive. Each species, represented, if possible, by half- 
a-dozen specimens, will be planted in immediate connection 
with its varieties, making with its allies, native and foreign, 
loose generic groups in which each individual will find suf- 
ficient space for full development, and through which the 
visitor can freely pass. Each of these groups will rest on 
the main avenue, so that a visitor driving through the 
Arboretum will be able to obtain a general idea of the 
arborescent vegetation of the north temperate zone without 
even leaving his carriage. It is hoped that such an arrange- 
ment, while avoiding the stiff and formal lines of the con- 
ventional botanic garden, will facilitate the comprehensive 
study of the collections, both in their scientific and pic- 
turesque aspects. 

Mr. Olmsted’s plan indicates branch drives leading to 
points. from which extended views may be obtained; and 
which will carry the visitor through a special department of 
forestry land, some twenty to thirty acres in extent, which 
is to be devoted to experimental forestry, illustrating the 
best methods of planting and managing New England 
woodlands.

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BETTERMENTS. 


Under the act entitled “An Act for the Laying Out of 
Public Parks in or near the City of Boston,” 1875, Chap. 
185, Sections 7, 8, 9,10, 11, it became the duty of the 
Board to assess “any benefit and advantage ” which any real 
estate may receive “from the locating and laying out of a 
park under the provisions of this act, beyond the general ad- 
vantages to all real estate in the City of Boston,” and, “‘pro- 
vided that the entire amount so assessed upon any estate 
shall not exceed one-half of the amount which said Board 
shall adjudge to be the whole benefit received by it.” 

In the execution of this novel and intricate duty the 
Board has been guided in its methods, to some extent, as 
provided in the act, by the law under which the Street Com- 
missioners proceed in assessing betterments; and in other 
details of methods, not so provided for, by the advice or in- 
structions of the City Solicitor. 

In fixing the “ proportional share of the expense” to the 
various estates receiving “ any benefit and advantage beyond 
the general advantages to all real estate in the city,” the 
Board has collected such evidence, both official and otherwise, 
as was available, upon which to base their opinion. 

Having given the subject such study as its importance re- 
quired, notices were issued to all parties who could be found, 
who were believed to be interested in estates which had been 
taken or deemed liable to assessments for betterments, to 
appear at a public hearing at the City Hall, at 10 A.M., on 
the 26th day of December, 1879, to make any objections 
they had to the taking and laying out, or to assessments. 

The hearing was accordingly held. No person appeared 
to object to the taking and laying out. ‘Thirty-one persons 
objected to any assessment on their estates, and one person, 
representing several of the largest interests, objected con- 
ditionally, to wit, unless the city should proceed, without 
unreasonable delay, in improving the lands taken. 

The number of estates or lots upon which a betterment 
has been assessed is 616, with a total area of 15,388,567 
square feet, and amounting to the sum of $431,972, an av- 
erage of two cents and eight mills per square foot. 

The assessed valuation of the lands comprising these es- 
tates was, —

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The gross amount of the betterment is 25%; per cent. of 
the increase in valuation. During the same period the re- 
duction in the valuation of the remaining land ee hale 
the city was $36,144,613, or 12,5, per cent. 

The same percentage of reduction applied to the area 
assessed as above would amount to $1,426,399, which 
sum added to the above amount of increased valuations 
gives a total of $3,138,312, and approximately expresses 
the beneficial effect of the park, in its present embryo con- 
dition, upon the values of the adjacent estates in so far as it is 
indicated by the official records in the Assessors’ office. 

But it should be kept in mind that, while the effect of the 
purchase by the city of these park lands has been beneficial 
to the above-mentioned estates, either by advancing their 
values or preventing their decline, it has possibly been in- 
jurious, in some moderate degree, elsewhere ; so that the net 
gain to the city in taxable values is not accurately expressed 
by the above sum. Nor is it proper to assume that the local 
increase or non-decline'in value is entirely due to the pro- 
spective park, though this latter must be recognized as the 
chief factor in the premises. 

The equity of the law, therefore, authorizing the laying of 
betterments under such conditions as are found to exist in 
the above-mentioned estates, cannot be questioned. 

Bills for the above assessments of betterments have been 
sent to the City Collector for collection, the proceeds of which 
will, as provided in the act, be paid into a sinking fund for 
the payment of the park bonds, issued for the purchase of the 
lands taken. 


Soiz IN SupBuRY RIverR Basins aT FRAMINGHAM. 


The subject of utilizing the soil in the Sudbury River Ba- 
sins for the public grounds in the city, and at the same time 
improving the purity of the waters, was laid before the City 
Council of last year. Before two of the basins were filled 
this Board examined the quality of the soil, and found it to 
be adapted to the surfacing of the park. It is useless and 
probably deleterious where it is, and can be removed, stored, 
and brought to the city as required, with much greater econ- 
omy than similar material. can be secured in any other way. 

It is recommended that the Water Board and the Com- 
missioners jointly be authorized to remove such portions of 
the soil as may be most mutually advantageous and con- 
venient. 
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Park Nursery, Austin Farm. 


The nursery at Austin Farm was begun in the spring, for 
the purpose of supplying the material for planting the Back 
Bay and other public grounds as required, of such kinds and 
quality as would be most likely to live and flourish. 


One thousand nine hundred and fifty-one deciduous trees and 
four thousand eight hundred and fifteen woody plants and 


shrubs, were bought at a cost of . : $1,380 72 -

IN RELATION TO THE 


ASSESSMENT AND COLLECTION OF TAXKS. 


In Common Covuncit, January 22, 1880. 


The Committee on Assessors’ Department, to whom were 


referred, among the unfinished business of last year, the © 


ordinance to amend an ordinance in relation to the assess- 
ment and collection of taxes, having carefully considered 
the subject, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


The proposed amendment provides for the election of 
principal Assessors for a term of three years, instead of for 
one year, as at present. 

It is the opinion of the committee that in some respects 
the change is desirable. They appreciate the importance 
of retaining experienced officers on the Board of principal 
Assessors, where experience is of the greatest value. Under 
the present system of annual elections the policy has always 
been to retain the oldest and most experienced officers, and 
changes have seldom been made, and then only for good 
reasons. The effect of the proposed amendmeut is merely 
to provide by ordinance for continuing a well-established 
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custom. The committee believe that if by doing so any 
improvement can be made in the Assessors’ Department, 
the experiment (for they regard the proposed change in the 
light of an experiment) should be tried, and they there- 
fore recommend that the amendment be adopted. 

The committee have also considered the expediency of 
electing the First Assistant Assessors for a term of years, and 
believe that it is not expedient to do so. These officers are 
not required or expected to possess that thorough knowledge 
of all matters relating to taxation which is essential in a. 
principal Assessor. On the contrary, it requires but com- 
paratively little experience to qualify a practical person to 
fill the position satisfactorily, and it has been the custom to 
reélect such persons to the position. One great advantage 
of a yearly tenure of office is, that if by chance an incom- 
petent person is elected, he can be dropped at the end of a 
year, and his place filled by a more capable person; which 
could not be done if the officers were elected for a term of 
years. 

The committee believe that it is desirable to further amend 
the ordinance so as to give the principal Assessors more 
control over the Second Assistants, and submit an amendment 
providing that the Second Assistants shall perform such duties 
as may be required of them by the principal Assessors. 

The committee respectfully recommend the passage of the 
accompanying ordinance covering the proposed amendments. 
In other respects its provisions conform to those of the 
present ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE 


IN RELATION TO THE ASSESSMENT AND COLLECTION OF 
é . TAXES. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. In the month of January, or as soon as may 
be thereafter, annually, there shall be appointed a joint com- 
mittee of the City Council, called the Committee on Asses- 
sors’ Department, consisting of three members of the Board 
of Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. The 
said committee shall have the care and supervision of the 
Assessors’ office, and shall fix the amount of compensation to 
be paid the clerks appointed by the Assessors. In the month 
of January, or as soon as may be thereafter, annually, the 
said committee shall recommend to the City Council the 
names of so many persons to be voted for Assessors of taxes 
and Assistant Assessors of taxes in the city of Boston as are 
required to be elected in that year. 

Secor. 2. On the first Monday in February, in the year 
1880, or within sixty days thereafter, there shall be elected, 
by concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council, five 
Assessors of taxes of the city of Boston, who shall be resi- 
dent citizens thereof. They shall devote their whole time to 
the service of the city, and shall receive such compensation 
as the City Council may from time to time determine. The 
terms of office shall be so arranged at the time of their elec- 
tion that the term of office of two of them shall be one year, 
the term of two of them two years, and the term of one of 
them three years, from the first day of April in the year in 
which they are first elected, and until others are elected and 
qualified in their stead, unless sooner removed. On the 
first Monday in February, or within sixty days thereafter, in 
every year, when the term of office of any Assessor expires, 
another shall be elected in his place, to hold office for the 
term of three years from the first day of April in the year in 
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which he is elected, and until another is elected and qualified 
in his stead. The Assessors now holding office shall con- 
tinue to hold the same until others are elected and qualified 
in their places. 

Sror. 3. On the first Monday of February, or within 
sixty days thereafter, annually, there shall be elected, by con- 
current vote of both branches of the City Council, one As- 
sistant Assessor of taxes, to be denominated First Assistant, 
for each assessment district. They shall hold their office 
for one year from the first day of April in the year in which 
they may be elected, and until others are chosen and quali- 
fied in their stead, unless sooner removed. ‘They shall be 
resident citizens of Boston, and shall receive such compensa- 
tion as the City Council may from time to time determine. 

Sror. 4. On the first Monday of February, or within 
sixty days thereafter, annually, there shall be elected, by 
concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council, one 
Assistant Assessor of taxes, to be denominated Second As- 
sistant, for each assessment district. | They shall hold their 
office for one year from the first day of April in the year in 
which they may be elected, and until others are chosen and 
qualified in their stead, unless sooner removed. Each Second 
Assistant Assessor shall be a resident of the ward within 
which is located the assessment district for which he is 
elected. For their services said assistants shall receive such 
compensation as the City Council may from time to time 
determine. 

Secor. 5. The officers mentioned in the preceding sections 
may be removed at the pleasure of the City Council; and 
vacancies may be filled at any time for an unexpired term in 
the manner hereinbefore provided for the election of said 
officers. 

Srct. 6. The Assessors shall meet as soon as practicable 
after their election and organize themselves into a Board (to 
be called the Board of Assessors), by the choice of a Chair- 
man and Secretary from among their own number, which 
Secretary shall also be the Secretary of the Board provided 
for in the next section. It shall be the duty of the Assessors 
to require that valuations and methods shall be in conformity 
to law, and uniform in their operations throughout the city. 
The Board of Assessors shall, annually, in the month of Jan- 
uary, with the approval of the Joint Standing Committee on 
Assessors’ Department, file with the City Clerk the number 
of assessment districts within the city, with their location 
and boundaries ; and each assessment district shall be wholly 
within one ward. 

Srot. 7. The Assessors and First Assistant Assessors 
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shall mect as soon as practicable after their election, and 
organize themselves into a Board, by the choice of a chair- 
man from among their own number; and a majority of the 
Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. It shall be the duty of the said Secretary of the 
Boards thus organized to keep the records of the doings of 
both Boards in the same book, in the order in which the 
meetings occur, always designating the Board whose doings 
are recorded. 3 

Seor. 8. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Board of Assessors to certify the number of days that the 
First and Second Assistant Assessors of taxes have severally 
devoted to the service of the city. And the said Assistant. 
Assessors shall receive pay only for such number of days’ 
service as may have been so certified by the said Secretary. 

Secr. 9. It shall be the duty of the First Assistant Assess- 
ors to assist the Assessors in estimating the value of per- 
sonal property, and, inv their respective districts, with one of 
the Assessors or Second Assistant Assessors, to appraise the 
value of the real estate, and to take a list of the polls therein, 
and report the same to the Board of Assessors. The Second 
Assistant Assessors shall perform such duties as may be re- 
quired of them by the Board of Assessors. i 

Secor. 10. Abatements of taxes shall be made and recorded 
by the Board of Assessors, and the record thereof shall con- 
tain the names of all persons whose taxes have been abated 
in whole or in part, with the amount originally assessed, and 
the amount of abatements; and the reasons for abatement 
shall be stated, on the said record, against the name of each 
person whose tax may have been abated; and the Board of 
Assessors may require the attendance of any of the First or 
Second Assistant Assessors at any hearing for the abatement 
of taxes; and when petitions for abatement are refused, and 
the petitioner appeals to the Board of Street Commissioners, 
the record of said refusal by the Board of Assessors shall 
accompany the appeal. A record of all abatements made by 
the Board of Street Commissioners shall be transmitted by 
their Clerk to the Board of Assessors at the time they are 
made, but the reasons for the abatement may be omitted. 

Sect. 11. It shall be the duty of the Board of Assessors 
to make out and deliver to the Collector, tax-bills for all 
taxes assessed, on all persons and estates, on or before the 
first day of October in each year. 

Secr. 12. The Collector shall immediately deliver the tax- 
bills, and, if the same are not paid within thirty days there- 
after, he shall issue a summons to each delinquent person 
assessed; and if such person shall not pay his taxes within 
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ten days after the receipt of such summons, 0 
service thereof upon him in the usual form, the said 
shall issue his warrant for the collection of said taxe 


ing to law. | . 
Srcr. 13. As soon as it conveniently may be, after the | 


~ Collector has sold, or cause to be sold, for non-payment of 
any tax or assessment, any real estate in the city, he shall) 
cause to be made under his supervision, and kept in his office 
for public reference, an alphabetical list, when practicable, 
of the location of such real estate, as well as of the name of > a 
the person, or persons, if known, against whom such tax or 


assessment was levied.

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MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, members of the Committee on Assess- 
ors’ Department, beg leave to say that while they fully con- 
cur with the recommendations of the majority of the com- 
mittee, in relation to electing the principal Assessors for a 
term of years, they also believe that the same principle 
should be applied to the First Assistant Assessors, and for 
similar reasons. 

These officers perform duties which require not only ex- 
perience, but also great judgment and knowledge of real and 
personal property. They are expected to be thoroughly 
conversant with real estate in all parts of the city, and to 
be capable of forming an intelligent opinion in regard to the 
changes in values which take place from year to year. The 
principal Assessors must, necessarily, rely upon them in a 
great measure, and it is important that they should be capa- 
ble and discreet men, in whom the public will have confi- 
dence and whose opinions will be respected. 

The undersigned believe that if the term of office of the 
First Assistant Assessors is increased to three years, men of 
ability will seek the position, who would not be willing to 
devote the necessary time merely to hold it for one year, 
and that the longer term will be an additional incentive to the 
incumbents to fit themselves for the duties of the position. 

The undersigned further recommend that the Second 
Assistant Assessors be nominated by the Board of principal 
Assessors and First Assistant Assessors. Among the reasons 
in favor of this change they assert that the Board of Assess- 
ors are better qualified to select competent men for the 
position than a committee of the City Council, which is liable 
to change from year to year, and which is apt to be subject 
to local influences. 

The undersigned, therefore, respectfully recommend the 
passage of the accompanying ordinance, which embodies 
their recommendations.

They shall devote their whole 
time to the service of the city, and shall receive such com- 
pensation as the City Council may from time to time deter- 
mine. The terms of office shall be so arranged at the time 
of their election, that the term of office of two of them shall 
be one year, the term of two of them two years, and the 
term of one of them three years, from the first day of April 
in the year in which they are first elected, and until others 
are elected and qualified in their stead, unless sooner re- 
moved. On the first Monday in February, or within sixty 
days thereafter, in every year, when the term of office of 
any Assessor expires, another shall be elected in his place, to 
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hold office for the term of three years from the first day of 
April in the year in which he is elected, and until another is 
elected and qualified in his stead. The Assessors now hold- 
ing office shall continue to hold the same until others are 
elected and qualified in their places. 

Srcr. 3. On the first Monday in February, in the year 
1880, or within sixty days thereafter, there shall be elected, 
by concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council, 
thirty-three Assistant Assessors of taxes, to be denominated 
First Assistants. They shall be resident citizens of Boston, 
and shall receive such compensation as the City Council may 
from time to time determine. The terms of office shall be 
so arranged at the time of their election, that the term of 
office of eleven of them shall be one year, the term of eleven 
two years, and the term of eleven three years, from the first 
day of April, 1880, and until others are elected and qualified 
in their stead, unless sooner removed. On the first Monday 
in February, or within sixty days thereafter, when the term 
of office of any First Assistant Assessor expires, another 
shall be elected in his place, to hold office for the term of 
three years from the first day of April in the year in which 
he is elected, and until another is elected and qualified in 
his stead. 

Secor. 4. Onor before the thirtieth day of April, annually, 
there shall be elected by concurrent vote of both branches 
of the City Council, one Assistant Assessor of taxes, to be 
denominated Second Assistant, for each assessment district, 
who shall be a resident of the ward within which is located 
the assessment district for which he is elected. Said Second 
Assistants shall hold their office for one year from the first day 
of May in the year in which they may be elected, and until 
others are chosen and qualified in their stead, unless sooner 
removed, and for their services they shall receive such com- 
pensation as the City Council may from time to time 
determine. 

Srcr. 5. The officers mentioned in the preceding sections 
may be removed at the pleasure of the City Council; and 
vacancies may be filled at any time for an unexpired term, in 
the manner hereinbefore provided for the election of said 
officers. 

Srecr. 6. On or before the fifteenth day of April, an- 


nually, the Assessors shall meet, and organize themselves - 


into a Board (to be called the Board of Assessors), by the 
choice of a chairman and secretary from among their own 
number, which secretary shall also be the Secretary of the 
Board provided for in the next section. It shall be the duty 
of the Assessors to require that valuations and methods shall 
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be in conformity to law, and uniform in their operations 
throughout the city. The Board of Assessors shall annually, 
in the month of January, with the approval of the joint 
standing committee on Assessors’ Department, file with the 
city clerk the number of assessment districts within the city, | 
with their location and boundaries; and each assessment 
district shall be wholly within one ward. 

Secor. 7. The Assessors and First Assistant Assessors shall 
meet annually, on or before the first Monday in April, and 
organize themselves into a Board, by the choice of a chair- 
man from among their own number; and a majority of the 
Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. The two Boards thus organized, shail, within ten 
days from the date of their organization, recommend to the 
City Council the names of so many persons to be voted for 
as Second Assistant Assessors of taxes, as are required to 


be elected in that year. 


Srct. 8. Itshall be the duty of the Secretary of the Board 
of Assessors to certify the number of days that the First and 
Second Assistant Assessors of taxes have severally devoted to 
the service of the city. And the said Assistant Assessors 
shall receive pay only for such number of days’ service as 
may have been so certified by the said Secretary. 

Secr. 9. It shall be the duty of the First Assistant Asses- 
sors to assist the Assessors in estimating the value of per- 
sonal property, and, in their respective districts, with one of 
the Assessors or Second Assistant Assessors, to appraise the — 
value of the real estate, and to take a list of the polls there- 
in, and report the same to the Board of Assessors. In tak- 
ing the polls it shall be the duty of the Assessors to exercise 
the greatest care in obtaining the full and correct names of 
citizens, together with their previous residence. The Second 
Assistant A.ssessors shall perform such duties as may be re- 
quired of them by the Board of Assessors. 

Secor. 10. Abatements of taxes shall be made and re- 
corded by the Board of Assessors, and the record thereof 
shall contain the names of all persons whose taxes have been 
abated in whole or in part, with the amount originally 
assessed, and the amount of abatements; and the reasons 
for abatement shall be stated, on the said record, against the 
name of each person whose tax may have been abated; and 
the Board of Assessors may require the attendance of any of 
the First or Second Assistant Assessors at any hearing for the 
abatement of taxes; and when petitions for abatement are 
refused, and the petitioner appeals to the Board of Street 
Commissioners, the record of said refusal by the Board of 
Assessors shall accompany the appeal. A record of all 


- abatements made by the Board of Street Commissioners shall 
be transmitted by their clerk to the Board of Assessors at the 
time they are made, but the reasons for the abatement may 
be omitted. 


Secor. 11. It shall be the duty of the Board of Assessors | 


to make out and deliver to the Collector, tax-bills for all 
taxes assessed, on all persons and estates, on or before the 
first day of October i in each year. — 

Secor. 12. The Collector shall immediately deliver the tax- 
bills, and, if the same are not paid within thirty days there- 
after, he shall issue a summons to each delinquent person 
assessed ; and if such person shall not pay his taxes within 
ten days after the receipt of such summons, or after the ser- 
vice thereof upon him in the usual form, the said Collector 
shall issue his warrant for the collection of said taxes accord- 
ing to law. 

‘Sect. 13. As soon as it conveniently may be, after the 
- Collector has sold, or caused to be sold, for non-payment of 
any tax or assessment, any real estate in the city, he shall, 
cause to be made, under his supervision, and kept in his 
office for public reference, an alphabetical list, when practi- 
cable, of the location of atch real estate, as well as of the 
name of the person, or persons, if known, against whom 
such tax or assessment was levied.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 


The extraordinary expenses of this department are those 
for the erection of new and alterations of old buildings, 
for which appropriations are made by order of the City 
Council. 

Seven appropriations for new buildings and improve- 
ments have been in charge of this department during the 
past year; the amount of appropriations for such being 
$498,000, including the heating and furnishing of a portion 
of the same. This includes the amounts appropriated by 
the City Council the past year, together with the amount 
carried over from the previous year.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit herewith my - 
report on Common and Public Squares, from April 20, 1879, 
to January 20, 1880, including all receipts and expenditures. 
I beg also to present some explanations with reference to 
the work done, and some recommendations of work that 
requires immediate attention to put the property of the City 
in proper condition. 

During the past year several unjust and unwarranted state- 
ments have been made by certain parties (the object of 
which the public can very well understand) to throw dis- 
credit on the management of this department. I trust I may 
be permitted to say that the Committee and their Superin- 
tendent can safely challenge investigation, and show the 
proper and legitimate expenditures of every dollar com- 
mitted to their charge. 

In this connection it will interest many citizens, at the 
_ present time, to glance at the annual expenditures of this 
department for the ten years previous to 1878 (when the 
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present Superintendent entered upon his duties), and com- 
pare them with the expenditures of the last two years : — ~

During the past year many prominent and necessary im- 
provements have been made, and much extra work done, all 
within the appropriation. Many of the paths on the Com- 
mon, and nearly all in the Public Garden, have been wholly 
dug out, raised, and underlaid with stone and blue gravel. 

Portions of the Public Garden which had settled down, 
and had for years been noticeable for the pools of water, 
have been raised, graded, and sodded over. Flower-beds 
have been made, and others rearranged, more in harmony 
with good taste, and for the more effective grouping of the 
plants. ‘Tremont-street Mall, between Park and West streets, 
on which an unsuccessful effort was made to grow grass, by 
which the harmony of the mall was injured, and the public 
needlessly deprived of its use, — this part has been entirely 
re-made and restored to the public as a shady promenade. 
Other improvements have been made beside the ordinary 
keeping of the public grounds.. 

In my report to the Committee on Common and Public 
Grounds (City Document 97, 1879), on the subject of cat- 
erpillars, and (City Document 116, 1879) on the trees of 
the city, to both of which I beg to call the attention of your 
Honorable Body, I enumerated the number of dead and 
mutilated trees in the city, particularly dwelling on the 
cause of the death and decay of the trees on Commonwealth 
avenue, together with such recommendations for the renova- 
tion of that beautiful avenue, as, I believe, every practical 
nursery-man would recommend. 
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- Since that time a special appropriation of $4,000 has been 
made, $1,800 of which has been for the painting and repair-

During the year 1878 over 600 trees were planted, all of 
which have done well and made good growth except about 
70 trees planted on Orchard Park “and Fort Hill Square, the 
cause of which is easily explained. The grounds have been 
filled in with street mud, similar to that on Monument Hill, 
and, as its effect proved, even more strongly impregnated with 
salts than that which proved so destructive to the trees on 
Monument Hill. 

Four hundred loads of this material were taken from Fort 
Hill Square alone and replaced by an equal number of loads 
of good loam. 

The death of the trees proved so conclusive to my mind 
that early last fall I made an investigation of the cause, 
and found that there were several loads of this poisonous 
stuff still remaining that must be removed before any practi- 
cal results can be obtained in the way of growing trees. 
The roots of the trees last planted were wholly destroyed, 
showing a peculiar blackness indicating clearly the cause of 
their death. 

The grass thickly sown came up green and healthy, but 
was killed as soon as the roots sought nourishment from the 
ground. 

All those trees were planted as carefully as those on 
Chester Park and elsewhere in the city, of which not two 
per cent. died, and no cause can be given for their death 
other than the extraordinary and most singular death of the 
trees on Monument Hill. 

Some efforts were made and methods adopted by the 
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committee for supplying plants for the Public Garden last 
year. The facts are these: in the fall of 1878 it was wisely 
determined by the committee to save and carry over as many 
of the plants as possible for future use, as being a measure 
of economy and as a method of securing better growing 
plants for the following season. Accordingly a larger 
number of plants were taken up and repotted, and the com- 
mittee endeavored to secure from parties in the neighborhood 
greenhouses to grow them in during the winter, but failed to 
obtain the required accommodations at a reasonable price. 

As a last resort I gave up my greenhouses for that pur- 
pose, the city agreeing to pay me $1,200 for their use, and 
also to furnish the necessary help -to take care of the plants. 

From the above-named sum I furnished fuel, pots, and 
fitted the greenhouses for their accommodation, at a cost of 
$960, leaving me for rent of said houses the sum of $240,— 
a sum less than the rent of the ground they occupy. 

The public demand for flowering plants in the public 
grounds is constantly increasing. Whether it is wise on the 
part of the City Government to curtail this clearly manifest 
desire of the masses, the Committee on Common and Public 
Grounds must judge from their own observations. 

If the members of the City Government could be eye- 
witnesses of the enjoyment of the people from the crowded 
parts of the city, who visit the Public Garden, they would 
hardly feel like lessening the expenditure for flowering 
plants, and I do think they would be willing to grant them 
more gas-light in the evening, to enable them more fully to 
enjoy the pleasures they cannot obtain in the daytime. 

As a due appreciation of the people for what the City 
Government has done for their enjoyment, | am proud to 
record the fact that, notwithstanding there was but one 
policeman constantly employed during the summer evenings, 
I can safely say that $2.00 would cover the damage to city 
property in the Public Garden the past year. 

To furnish all the public grounds, even moderately well, 
the city requires an immense quantity of plants of special 
kinds, and well-grown. 

The promiscuous collections grown in the neighborhood, 
and sold in the city every year, are ill-adapted for the public 
grounds, while the cost of procuring well-grown plants in 
this way would be very large. I would, therefore, recom- 
mend, as a measure of great economy, that the city build 
one or more greenhouses for this purpose. All the cemetery 
corporations, who use large quantities of bedding plants, 
adopt this method of preserving and propagating them. It 
would benefit the city to do likewise. 

The greenhouses I would recommend as the most suitable 
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for the purpose would be plain, substantial, and compara- 
tively inexpensive structures, without needless ornamenta- 
tion, and entirely adapted to the wintering and culture of 
such plants as the city requires. 

Such structures, in my opinion, can be erected at a cost 
not exceeding $5,000. Under no consideration, however, 
would I recommend their erection on the Public Garden. 

The pond on the Public Garden during the summer months 
is in fact a nuisance, a pool of stagnant and dirty water. 
The bottom consists of a mass of soft, black mud, which the 
constant paddles of the boats and water-fowl stir up and 
churn into a dirty, thick mass, generating in warm weather 
clouds of insects, and producing a slimy scum, unsightly and 
dangerous to the public health. 

Seven hundred dollars were expended last spring cleaning 
and improving the bed of the pond, and endeavoring to 
remedy the evil, but by mid-June it required the same atten- 
tion. In its present state the water cannot be fully drawn 
off, the bottom being lower than the outlet. 

- I would recommend, therefore, that the outlet be made 
lower, the bed be filled in with blue clay, and then paved 
with concrete or cobble-stone. 

The fences belonging to the city are nearly all in a very 
bad condition, noticeable among which are the fences around 
Orchard Park, Madison square, Telegraph Hill, Lowell 
square, and especially the fence on Commonwealth avenue 
and Independencé square. 

While I am satisfied that my committee would be glad to 
have me perform all the duties, and remedy all the defects 
mentioned in this communication to your honorable body, it 
is but just to say for them, that, under their small appropria- 
tion, it is out of their power to do so. 

I desire to state here that the practice of letting out some of 
the public squares by contract has been wholly done away with 
by the committee, the wisdom and economy of which cannot be 
more clearly presented than by the following comparison : —

EIGHTH REPORT

FEBRUARY, 1880.

An ordinance of 1878 (Doc. No. 28) provides that the 
Superintendent of Printing “ shall annually submit to the City 
Council a report of the amount of printing, binding, stock 
and stationery, done for or supplied to each department of 
the city government, and the cost thereof, and generally of 
all matters transacted under his superintendence.” 

In conformity with this ordinance this report is respect- 
fully submitted. The statistics are made up for the year 
ending with the Auditor’s draft of February 1, 1880, sub- 
stantially representing the last municipal year, this date 
completing eight and one-half years since the establishment 
of this office, August 1, 1871.

The Committee on Printing of 1871, in recommending the 
establishment of this office, say, “The total expenditures for 
printing, binding, and stationery, during the last financial 
year, amounted to something over $90, 000. Of this sum 
about $63,000 were paid under the contract for printing, and 
$20,000 were expended for stationery and blank-books.” 

It will therefore be seen that an average saving of $18,000 
per year, for the last eight and one-half years, has been 
made; and a saving of about $26,000 for the last year, or 
thirty per cent. as compared with the above statement of the 
committee of 1871. It is to be considered also that a much 
larger amount of work and material has been received for 
the money expended, as a result of annexations, establishing 
new commissions, district courts, election precincts, ete., 
and the general increase of city business. The Assessors’ 
lists of residents, printed and posted in the several precincts, 
is an instance, which fully accounts for the increase of the 
amount of printing this year over last year in the table 
appended to this report. This general increase, however, is 
partly offset by two items appearing in the Auditor’s Report 
of 1870-71, comprised in the committee’s statement, quoted 
above, which do not pertain to the comparison made, namely, 
Stationery for the School Department, $5,194.29 ; and Bind- 
ing for the Public Library, $4,734.37. 

In the items of stock, stated above, it will be seen that a 
large saving has been made last year over the average of 
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eight and a half years; and by the table at the end (in con- 
nection with note a), it is shown that the expenditures for 
stock have been $2,613.97 less the last year than the year 
previous; and for stationery, $3,259.35 less for the same 
time ; or twenty-one per cent. less for the year. 

In the quality of stock and stationery purchased, care is 
taken to fully meet the desires of department officers ; while 
as a general rule all extravagance is avoided, and it is held 
that what is good enough for the best mercantile work is 
good enough for ordinary city use. For blanks and blank- 
book work the best of American manufacture is procured, 
almost wholly of strong linen material; and it is believed 
that no better paper is now made in any part of the world. 


While this is the system, the city has realized a great ’ 


advantage from placing its purchasing agency in the hands 
of one person, left free to act for the city’s interest. It has 
never been necessary to seek out the best places for making 
purchases, as the very best parties to deal with, representing 
the best. manufactures, actively seek the city orders, in 
direct competition one with another, and offer the best of 
stock at the largest of discounts on prices. Frequently de- 


sirable lots are offered at extra discounts, and are bought to — 


the best advantage. For a few months past the tendency 
has been for a decided advance in prices; but full supplies 


have been bought at former low prices, and the city supply 


is not yet materially affected by the rise in prices. 

Former reports have treated of topics of recurring inter- 
est, and reference is made thereto: First report, Feb., 1872, 
Doe. 25; second, Sept., 18372, Doc. 100-; third, Sept., 1873, 
Doc. 114; fourth, Feb., 1875, Doc. 26; fifth, Aug., 1876, 
Doc. 82; sixth, Feb., 1878, Doc. 31; seventh, Feb., 1879, 
Doe. 17. 

Prominent among these topics is the peculiar nature of a 
contract for an amount of work so large and varied as the 
city printing. The present contract is a growth out of pre- 
ceding conditions, and has attained the great merit of placing 
substantially all the work upon specific prices, leaving little 
or nothing to the determination of (mythical) market rates, 
which, under modern closeness of competition, exhibit re- 
markable fluctuations. The statistics of the reports of this 
office show how well the city has been served by Messrs. 
Rockwell & Churchill, the present contractors for the city 
printing, whose work has given uniform satisfaction. The 
portion of the work done at Deer Island has also been gen- 
erally satisfactory, and the best results are gradually being 
realized for all parties concerned, in the most harmonious 
manner.

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The State contract for Printing, which has been in contro- 
versy, and is now before the Legislature, is a very concise 
and apparently simple instrument, having but two or three 
specific rates, on each of which the present contractors 
(Messrs. Rand, Avery & Co.) were the lowest bidders. 
The contractors “further agree to furnish at cost, without 
bonus, allowance, or commission, to any person whatsoever, 
all such paper as from time to time may be required for said’ 
printing ; and to fold, stitch, and bind as directed, all pam- 
phlets and other documents which may need it; and to fur- 
nish plans, plates, and engravings, except for engraved bonds 
and work of a similar character, when required, in a prompt, 
faithful, and workmanlike manner, at the lowest price at 
‘ which it can be done, and exhibit their bills as vouchers 
therefor.” 

It is not surprising that a controversy should have arisen, 
inasmuch as a concession by the State leaves the matter so 
largely open to indefinite charges. At the same time, the 
State cannot afford to be unjust, however conclusive its own 
interpretation may be. The State contract is made for five 
years from July 1, 1877. (Senate Doc. 39, 1875.) 

In the City contract all such disputes are precluded. The 
city buys its own paper; and work not at stated contract 
prices'is open to actual competition, or is procured by the 
city directly of outside parties. In technical interpretations | 
a proper printed standard authority with the craft is the 
conclusve arbitrament, by the contract. While the city’s 
interests are fully protected, it is a pleasure to believe that 
it is dealing justly with its employés and with all com- 
petitors for its patronage, without favoritism to any party. 
It is a safe and reasonable rule of action in a public body, 
where a contract is made on the basis of a fair and open com- 
petition, that all doubtful matters shall be determined in a 
spirit of liberality to the contractors. This has been the 
city’s policy, and in return it has received faithful and fitting 
service and appreciation willingly rendered. 

For the East Boston Ferries, during the past year, there 
have been sorted, counted and packed, under the Superin- 
tendent’s supervision, 3,216,952 foot passes, and 155,510 
team tickets, of the value of $65,961.90, ata cost of $144.85. 

In Note a, of the table annexed, are items of the cost of 
publishing and supplying in volumes the Reports of the City 
Council Proceedings. This system commenced in July, 
1868, and has been annually continued, by contract, with 
the proprietors of the Boston Transcript. The contract 
runs for one year from July 1, annually ; the present year at 
a consideration of $6,000 to the Transcript Company. The

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty. 
AN ACT CONCERNING TELEGRAPH AND OTHER WIRES WITHIN 


THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The city council of the city of Boston may, 
by ordinance, establish reasonable regulations for the erec- 
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tion and maintenance of all telegraph and telephone lines of 
wire within said city, including fire-alarm and police lines, 
and all other lines owned or used by said city, and may per- 
mit the same to be laid under any public way or square. 

Sect. 2. If any such line shall be constructed or main- 
tained in violation of any such ordinances the city shall 
cause the owner or owners, constructor or constructors, or 
parties using the same, to be forthwith notified of such 
violation in writing, setting forth said violation particu- 
larly; and if; after such notice, the said parties, or 
any of them, shall proceed in such construction, or shall 
not within a reasonable time alter said lines to conform 
to said ordinances, it shall be lawful for the supreme 
judicial court or any justice thereof, either in term time or 
vacation, to issue an injunction restraining such person or 
persons from further progress in said work until the facts of 
the case shall have been investigated and determined ; and, if 
it shall appear to the court on such investigation that any of 
‘such ordinances have been violated, to restrain by injunction 
the further prosecution of such work, or by order to direct 
such line to be removed or altered, as it may deem proper, 
at the expense of the owners or contractors thereof, or per- 
sons using the same. In case any line belonging to or used 
by the city of Boston or any of its departments shall be con- 
structed or maintained in violation of any of such ordinances, 
the like action may be taken by the court, upon the com- 
plaint of any party injured thereby, after such notice to the 
city as the court or some justice thereof may order. 

Sreor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO NAMES OF PUBLIC WAYS IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON.. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


_ Section 1. From and after the date of the passage of this 
act no name shall be newly assigned to any public way in 
the city of Boston by which any other public way is already 
called, whether under the title of street, avenue, court, place, 
alley, or other descriptive title; but any way not affording 
continuous passage for teams between two other ways may 
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be termed a court or place, and receive the name of any way 
with which it communicates. | 

Sect. 2. The names of public ways not already named 
shall be fixed by a vote of the board of street com- 
missioners of the city of Boston, confirmed by the board of 
aldermen of said city. Changes in the names of ways may 
be made by the same authority, and not otherwise. Such 
votes shall take effect on the first days of March of each 
year, shall be published in such manner as said board of 
aldermen shall direct, and shall be certified by the city clerk 
to the register of deeds for the county of Suffolk. 

Srecr. 3. Chapter one hundred and ninety-nine of the 
laws of eighteen hundred and sixty-eight is hereby repealed. 

Secor. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AMEND ‘‘AN ACT IN RELATION TO REGISTRATION | 
AND ELECTIONS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON.” 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Oourt assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


Srcrion 1. Chapter two hundred and forty-three of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-eight is 
amended as follows : — . 

First, by inserting in line five of section six of said act, 
after the word “‘street-lists,” the words “of such voting pre- 
cinct;” and by striking out in lines five and six of said 
section six the words “ by voting precincts.” 

Second, by striking out section eight of said act. 

Third, by substituting, in place of section nine of said act, 
the following : — 

“Secr. 9. All changes or corrections of assessed names 
shall be made by the board of assessors, the registrars of 
voters, or one of the assistant registrars, on a form of certifi- 
cate specially prepared for the purpose; on presentation of 
which to the collector of taxes, or one of his deputies, he 
shall make the corresponding change or correction on the list 
of assessed polls committed to him by the assessors of taxes, 
and also on the tax-bill before it is receipted or delivered, 
and shall affix thereto his official stamp; and such tax-bill so 
corrected, or the certificate provided for in section ten of said 
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act, shall be the only authority recognized by the registrars 
of voters in adopting said changes or corrections for the pur- 
pose of registration.” 

Fourth, By inserting in line one of section eleven of said 
act, after the word “ ward,” the words “ or precinct.” 

Fifth, By adding to section fifteen the following words : 
“The collector of taxes shall assign a deputy, to be present 
at all such meetings held before the annual state election, for 
the collection of taxes. He shall also give public notice 
thereof by advertisements in at least two daily papers printed 
in Boston, one of which shall be an evening paper, and by a 
circular or card addressed to each person assessed for a poll- 
tax only, and delivered through the mail or otherwise. Said 
circulars or cards shall be delivered on or before the second 
day of September in each year. No tax-bill for poll-taxes 
only shall hereafter be distributed to or for the person 
assessed before payment thereof.” 

Sect. 2. All requirements of law in regard to the prep- 
aration, publication, posting, or use of ward-lists in the 
city of Boston shall be held to be complied with by the 
employment, in each precinct, of precinct-lists, of like 
description, in all respects, of all the legal voters therein. 

Sect. 3. The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
twenty-five of the acts of the year cighteen hundred and 
seventy-six are, as far as they relate to the city of Boston, 
extended to the voting precincts therein, in place of the 
wards. 

Sect. 4. Whenever there is a vacancy in the board of 
aldermen or common council of said city, by failure to elect, 
removal from the city, death, resignation, or otherwise, it 
shall be the duty of said board of aldermen to issue their 
warrant in due form for an election to fill such vacancy, at 
such time and place as they may deem advisable; but, in 
case of a vacancy in the common council, such warrant shall 
not be issued until the board of aldermen receive official 
notice of such vacancy. 

No election in said city shall hereafter be held for any 
ward-oflicer. 

Sect. 5. Sections twenty-one, twenty-two, twenty-three, 
and twenty-five of chapter four hundred and forty-eight of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and fifty-four, and: all 
acts, and parts of acts, inconsistent with this act, are hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

The Joint Standing Committee.on Common and Public 
Grounds, to whom was referred the proposal of John Rear- 
don to furnish the material and do all the work required for 
the proper care of the public grounds for one year, for the 
sum of $30,000, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


The committee, in accordance with the instructions of the 
City Council, gave Mr. Reardon a hearing, which, at his re- 
quest, was made public. 

At this hearing Mr. Reardon appeared, and repeated his 
_ proposition, offering to contract to keep all the public 
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grounds in as good condition and equally attractive as they 
have been for the past two years, for the sum named in his 
propossl. The committee endeavored to ascertain what 
quantities of the different kinds of material used on the 
public grounds Mr. Reardon proposed to furnish under his 
contract, but were unable to do so. Their questions were 
either evaded or answered unsatisfactorily, and in some cases 
answers were positively refused. It was clear, however, 
that Mr. Reardon, had either greatly under-estimated the 
quantity which-would be needed of some articles, or else he 
did not have a very definite idea of what would be required 
of him. For example, in regard to plants, Mr. Reardon 
stated that he estimated it would take from 25,000 to 40,000 
plants to fill the beds, and he had estimated for furnishing 
that number, but would supply more if needed. 

As a matter of fact there were 117,904 plants placed in 
the public grounds last year, and the number will probably 
be greater this year. It was the same with other kinds of 
material. Mr. Reardon either under-estimated the quantity 
required, or over-estimated the prices for which the same 
could be furnished. 

It further appeared that the expense of supervision and 
inspection, as well as all extraordinary expenses, such as 
painting fences, furnishing settees, vases, etc., were not 
included in the sum named, and would have to be borne by 
the city. 7 

The committee are of the opinion that the care and embel- 
lishment of the public grounds, being so largely matters of 
taste and judgment, cannot well be made the subject of 
_ contract. Contracts can be made for materials at stipulated 
prices, or for doing certain kinds of work, but it is impossi- 
ble to specify precisely how a garden shall be made to appear 
to the best advantage, or to prescribe formal rules for its 
ornamentation. It is something which is governed by cir- 
cumstances, which no contract could provide for. Changes 
in the weather, or unfavorable seasons, might occasion an 
entire alteration in any plan which might be*made, and 
necessitate work which could not be held to be covered by 
the contract. Hence perplexing questions would continually 
arise, which it would be difficult to settle without much annoy- 
ance, and perhaps litigation. Again, if it should be seriously 
proposed to contract for the care of the public grounds, it 
should be open to competition, as undoubtedly many compe- 
tent persons would desire to offer proposals. The committee 
do not believe that the public grounds can be kept up to 
their present standard for the sum for which Mr. Reardon

proposes to take the contract, and, without questioning his 
ability, believe that he was misled in making his estimates., 
__-It is believed that the public grounds are now cared for 
jin a manner satisfactory to the public. Their appearance 
last season called forth many expressions of approbation and 
satisfaction. The cost of caring for them is moderate in 
comparison with the extent of the grounds and the amount 
of work performed, and the city gets the full benefit of all 
money expended. It would certainly be unwise to abolish 
a system which is giving satisfaction, to try an experiment, 
the result of which is, to say the least, very doubtful. 

The committee therefore report that it is inexpedient to 


accept Mr. Reardon’s proposal.

_ any town, may establish reasonable regulations for the erec-

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tion and maintenance of all telegraph and telephone lines of 
wire within their respective cities or towns, including fire 
alarm and police lines, and all other lines owned or used by 
said cities or towns, and may permit the same to be laid 
under any public way or square. In the City of Boston 
such regulations shall be made by ordinance. 

Sect. 2. If any such line shall be constructed or main- 
tained in violation of any such regulations, the city or town 
shall cause the owner or owners, constructor or construc- 
tors, or any parties using the same, to be forthwith notified 
of such violation in wri iting, setting forth said violation par- 
ticularly ; and if, after such notice, the said parties or any 
of them, shall proceed in. such construetion, or shall not, 
within a reasonable time, alter said lines to conform to said 
regulations, it shall be Jawful for the supreme judicial 
court or any justice thereof, either in term time or vaca- 
tion, to issue an injunction restraining such person or per- 


sons from further progress in said wor k until the facts of the 


case shall have been investigated and determined ; and if it 


shall appear to the court, on such investigation, that any of 


such regulationsshave been violated, to restrain by injune- 
tion the further prosecution of such work, or by order to 
direct such line to be removed or altered as it may deem 
proper, at the expense of the owners or contractors 
thereof, or persons using the same. In case any line 
belonging to, or used by any city or town, or any of its 
departments, shall be constructed or maintained in violation 


of any such regulations, the like action may be taken by the - 


court, upon the complaint of any party injured thereby, 
after ‘such notice to the city or town as the court or some 
justice thereof may order. 

Seor. 3. Chapter sixty-four of the General Statutes shall 
be construed to authorize the mayor and aldermen of cities, 
and the selectmen of towns, to empower individuals, who 
are citizens of Massachusetts, to establish and maintain posts, 
wires, and other apparatus for telegraphic and telephonic 
communication, in conformity with the provisions of said 
chapter and other laws now, or hereafter, applicable to tele- 
graph or telephone companies.

The Committee on Ordinances, to whom was referred the 
order requesting the Mayor to petition the Legislature for 
an act incorporating the Trustees of the City Hospital, 
having considered the subject, beg leave to submit the fol-

ihe POR TT. 


This subject was considered by the City Council of last 
year, and an order was introduced requesting the Mayor to 
petition for an act incorporating the Trustees of the City 
Hospital upon the same basis as the Trustees of the Public 
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Library are now incorporated. The order was recommitted, 
and came to your committee among the unfinished business 
of last year. 

In order to call out a full expression of opinion upon the 
subject, the committee gave a public hearing and invited the 
attendance of all persous interested. A number of persons 
appeared in favor of the change, and only two in opposition. 
The weight of opinion and evidence was entirely in favor of 
incorporating the trustees, and it came mainly from those 
whose profession makes them best acquainted with the 
requirements of the hospital, and whose interest in the 
institution renders it impossible that they would advocate 
any measure which they did not firmly believe to be for its 


welfare. The medical and surgical staff of the hospital, and 


a majority of the present Board of Trustees, are also 


strongly in favor of the change. 

The proposition is to reduce the number and lengthen the 
terms of the trustees, and to enable them to hold real and 
personal property in the name of the institution. 

The Board, as at present constituted, consists of nine trus- 
tees, three of whom are elected annually from the City 
Council, to serve for one year, and two elected annually 
from the citizens at large, to serve for three years. The 
terms of a majority of the Board, therefore, expire an- 
nually. 

It is proposed to reduce the number of trustees to seven, 
two to be elected from the City Council annually, to serve 
for one year, and one to be appointed annually by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the City Council, to serve for five years. 
Under this arrangement the terms of but three trustees 
would expire annually. 

The advantages claimed for the change are, that with a 
smaller Board there will be greater harmony, and therefore 
more efficiency ; that the longer terms will enable the trus- 
tees to become better acquainted with the business of the 
institution, and, therefore, more capable of appreciating its 
necessities and intelligently administering its affairs; and 
that it secures an adherence to well-established methods and 
settled lines of policy, which are essential for the successful 
workings of an institution of this character. 

Under the present system it is possible, and, indeed, it so 
happened in 1879, to elect a majority of new members in 
one year, and the system of management is, therefore, liable 


oe 
to be suddenly changed, much to the detriment of the insti- 


tution. 
It is also claimed that incorporating the trustees will tend

iam This is, of course, to a great extent conjectural ; but, 
udging from the experience of similar institutions, which 
_ are largely, and in many cases wholly, supported by private 

charity, there seems to be no reason why the City Hospital 

should not be the recipient of private bounty, when the 
- donors are satisfied that their intentions will be carried out 
ind the trusts administered by a Board which is not liable to 
frequent changes from the causes which often control munici- 
pal affairs. 

The City Council will have the same control over the 
institution under the new system as it does under the old, 
the only difference being that it will lose one representative 
on the Board of Trustees. The act will provide, as in the 
case of the Public Library, that the rules and regulations 
made by the trustees for the government of the “hospital 
shall be subject, at all times, to such limitations, restrictions, 
and amendments, as the City Council may direct, and that 
the expenditures shall not exceed the sums appropriated for 
the purpose by the City Council. 

The warmest friends of the City Hospital agree that the 
change will be a benefit to the institution. Great reliance is 
placed upon the opinions of the physicians and surgeons 
who appeared at the hearing, whose professional inter est in 
the hospital would naturally. incline them to conservatism, 
and lead them to oppose any changes which they did not 
believe were necessary and desirable. They were unani- 
mously in favor of the change ; while, on the other hand, the 
opposition to the measure was not supported by any evidence 
which would weigh against the testimony offered in favor of it. 

The committee are, therefore, of the opinion that it is 
desirable that the trustees of the City Hospital should be 
incorporated, and respectfully recommend the passage of the 
following order.

MINORITY REPORT. 


The request for an act of incorporation of the trustees of — 
the City Hospital presents two questions to the City Council : 
First, should the number of trustees and their terms of office 
be changed? Secondly, should this be done by an act of the 
Legislatur e, or by ordinance? 

The following extracts from the evidence taken by your 
committee on Januar y 30, 1880, may be of service in form- 
ing an opinion on the subject. 

Dr. S. A. Green testified as follows as to the change de- 
sired : — 


Q. Dr. Green, doI understand you to say you consider it essential, 
as your argument would seem to imply, that this incorporation should 
be placed upon the same basis as that of the Public Library, namely: 
there shall be five members chosen to hold office each for five years, 
and only two from the City Council ? 

A, Yes; and that there shall be a governing board of seven instead 
of nine, so ‘that there might be only three new “ones in any one year. 


Dr. Gay and Mr. H. H. Sprague testified that they 
thought a board of twelve members too large. Dr. Wheel- 
ock and Dr. Cotting thought that seven would be a good 
working number. 

It may be assumed that the medical witnesses want not 
only a change, but have fixed upon the standard which they 
deem satisfactory ; that is, a Board of five members holding 
office for five years (one being chosen annually), and with 
them two members of the City Council chosen annually ; in 
all, seven members. 

So much for the change desired; now for the reasons 
alleged. It was urged, first and mainly, that by the present 
plan, with nine members (six at large serving three years 
each, and three annually from the City Council), it was pos- 
sible that in some year five members, or a majority, might 
be new men; and by the new plan only three out of seven 
could be new. 

The new plan was therefore held to add to the stability of 
the management. 

Secondly ; some evidence was given that, if incorporated, 
the hospital would be more likely to receive bequests. One 


a 
ease alone was mentioned where $2,000 was lost for want of 
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an incorporation. 
The third reason can best be shown by the evidence. 
Dr. Homans testified : — 


The only idea I should have about the incorporation would be that 
the Board of Trustees would be more permanent, and we should hold a 
more respectable position in the eyes of medical officers of other hospitals. 


Dr. Cotting testified : — 


Gentlemen who are appointed members of any body for sufficiently long 


‘terms, for their acknowledged standing, ability, time, and interest 
‘in such matters, whatever that matter may be, where they are united in 


a body have a certain esprit du corps and feeling that their body must 
be sustained and made respectable and honorable. I think a Board of 
Trustees so appointed, even if they were for life, would be stronger in 
every way than when appointed for a year or two, with a chance of 
being turned out for no reason. The institutions that have thrived best 
in this vicinity are those where the trustees have been appointed for an 
indefinite term of years. The best school in this vicinity is under a self 
appointed Board of Trustees. 


No other reasons were urged, and it was conceded that 
there had, so far, been no injury caused by the old system, 
though inconveniences had been felt, that is to say, the hos- 
pital thus far is a success. . 


Dr. Cowles, the late Superintendent, testified : — 


The City Hospital certainly stands the equal of any institution of its 
kind, and superior to most in its fitness for the special purpose for 
which it is designed. 


Secondly ; although a majority of the members may be new } 


in any one year, but one instance was recalled where it had 
happened. The fact is, that the members serving from the 
City Council have often been elected “at large” after their 


official term expired. Besides, as the Council members take 


office in February and the two new members “at large ” in 
May, the former have had three months in which to learn 


their duties. What these duties are was not explained to . 


your committee. 
Mr. H. H. Sprague testified as follows : — 


Ihave been elected a year andahalf. I was first elected from the 
Common Council. 

Q. And you still feel you have considerable to learn ? 

A. I think I have much to learn, and that is one of the reasons why 


_ I think it would be a good idea to incorporate the hospital.

Q. Do you think your attendance upon those duties would average — 


one-half a day in the week during the year? _ 

A. Itis very difficult to make an average. I don’t care to do it. It 
would be a simple guess. 

Q. I should think you could form an opinion as to that? 

A. I don’t know. I spend a good deal of time in matters that come 
up here and there. But as to actually going up to the hospital I don’t 
think it does. But it is a matter I don’t care to express an opinion 
about. 


Possibly in this case, and in all others, a greater diligence 
in learning might shorten the time required for understand- 
ing the duties. At all events, after three months’ service, 


the Council members ought not to be considered entirely new. 


' 


The following information was given as to the actual con-_ 


trol of affairs. Dr. Cowles states as follows :— 


Q. Was it, or was it not, a fact that the members who represented 
the City Government, and were in for a year only, as a rule were put 
on the less important committees ? 

A. Ican only say from my own knowledge, for any reason in that 
matter, that I don’t think it was a rule that members from the govern- 
ment were put on important committees. 


Again he says :— 


The chairman of the important committees consisted of those gentle- 
men who were for a longer time connected with the Board. 


Dr. M. F. Gavin, a trustee and former member of the 
medical staff, testified as follows :— 


Q. What powers do the medical staff have ? 


A. The medical staff have no power at all as regards the manage-— 


ment of the hospital. 

Q. I mean in regard to the control of the interior management of the 
hospital ? 

A. They have a great deal, sir; whatever they may suggest. 

Q. Don’t they have nearly the entire control of it ? 

A. Yes, sir. I should say they have, subject to the trustees. 

Q. I mean, how does it work ? 

A. I can hardly answer the question. The hospital ina certain sense 
runs itself. 

Q. Do the trustees appoint the medical staff ? 

A. Yes, sir. ; 

Q. Does that have to meet the approval of the Superintendent ? 

A. No, sir. He has nothing to do with it. When there is a vacancy 
in the medical staff, they generally send in a name. 

Q. It is exclusive of homoeopaths ? 

A. Yes, sir. The name is sent in, and the practice has been to elect 
them almost invariably. 

Q. Did you ever elect one who was not recommended ? 

A. Yes, sir, it has been so inthe case of one member of the staff at 
present. 
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The members of the staff are appointed every year, but practically 
we hold our positions for life, or as long as we wish them. There isno 
application for appointment made; we simply get our appointment 
every year as a matter of course. 


Dr. Cotting also states : — 


The members of the staff being there is a benefit to the institution, 
and it is beneficial to them in practice. — 


By the last report of the trustees, dated April 30th, 
1879, it seems that the expenditures were as follows: 
$125,521. 

Of this amount the division was about as follows : — 
Food and supplies. : : - $59,500 
Repairs, etc. . ; ” : : 25,500 
Medical supplies ‘ : : . 10,000 
Salaries. ; “ : : . 80,500 

——— $125,500 


It would seem that the knowledge required to buy these 
supplies, or to direct these repairs and building operations, 
may be acquired by the trustees prior to their election 
rather than during their term of service. The election of 
competent business men to disburse this great annual grant 


would seem to be more essential than any discussion about 


their number, or the lengths of their terms. 


Lastly, as to the question whether any change in the 
number and terms of the trustees, if decided upon, should 
be effected by ordinance or by statute, we have some re- 
markable evidence given. 

The act establishing the hospital is ample for all purposes. 
It is Chap. 113 of Acts of 1858, and reads thus : — 


Secr. 2. The City Council of said city shall have power to make 
such ordinances, rules, and regulations as they may deem expedient 
for the appointment of trustees and all other necessary officers, agents, 
and servants, for managing the said hospital. 


The witnesses were asked especially why an ordinance for 
the change, if decided upon, would not be ample. 
Dr. Green testified as follows : — 


I take it that this same question is now at stake in regard to the City 


Hospital. Under an incorporation the institution is less liable to be 


affected by the changes taking place here in City Hall. If party feeling 
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should run high, and the five old members be turned out and five new 
members be put in, under the excitement of the occasion, — I don’t say 


it would be, but it might be possible, to bring about a complete — 


change in the management of the institution, which from the mere 
suddenness of the change might prove detrimental. 


Again he states : — 


(@. Have you any reason to suppose that the Public Library would 
run any risk of being sacrificed by the majority? In other words, do 
you consider that this fear of an uncertainty about the library had any 
sound basis ? 

A. Yes. Ido think it had some basis. 

QY. Do you think there is danger ? 

A. I do not say there is danger. Looking ahead for years, there 
might be danger. As it has been during the past twenty years, since 


it has been in existence, and perhaps in the next ten years, perhaps — 
there is no danger. But looking ahead, and taking into consideration 


the high state of feeling which sometimes prevails in polities, I think it 
is possible that some change might be made in the government of the 
Board that would be prej judicial and highly detrimental to its interests. 
Q. Do you consider it essential to make this statute in order to pre- 
vent the people from holding their own property ? 
; A. If the people considered it their own property they wouldn’t 
O it. , 


Again : — 


@. In other words, it comes back to the same argument that the city 


government might wish to do certain things, and if it hadn’t the power 


to do it, the hari m could not ensue ? 
£8 Yes, sir. 


Dr. Cowles testified as follows : — 


Q. I don’t know whether you have any statement to make of. the 
reason for applying to have it done by law P 

A. Ican think of no reason except that action should be taken to give 
it the most permanency. 

Q. It merely follows out the same idea expressed by Dr. Green, that 
an emergency might happen when the representatives of the people in 
the City Council might desire to do something which would be contrary 
to the wishes of the trustees, and it would be best to put the power as 
far away from them as possible. en his . Have you seen anything 
in your connection with the Hospital to doubt that the City of Boston is 
very proud of it, and intends to keep it up? 

A. [have never heard anything except that which leads me to believe 
in the probable continuance of the charity. 


Dr. Cheever said : — 


Q. Why should we go to the Legislature and appeal for their codp- 
eration in making a law for the regulation of the hospital when we can 
do it ourselves? 

A. In order to prevent any liability of changes in the future. 
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Dr. Blake testifies thus : — 


Q. Now, supposing after this plan was carried out and the change 
had been made by law, taking away the power from the City of Boston 
and its representatives to manage their own charities as they saw fit,— 
whether right or badly,— supposing some day the official trustees come 
to us and say we want an increase of 30 per cent. over last year’s appro- 
priation ; or supposing they come to us with a statement that they need 
the money, as the School Board have recently done; now, what control 
has the City Council got, worth talking about, except to vote the 
money ? 

A. Suppose the City Hospital asked for a hundred thousand dollars 
and the city government chose to cut the amount down after certain 
contracts had been made,—I don’t think the trustees could do very well 
other than to keep to their word. 


The preceding part of this minority report is mainly com- 
posed of the evidence given by the medical staff. It does 
not disclose any real defect in the existing system, but shows | 
a desire on the part of that irresponsible though most influ- 
ential body —the medical staff—to get the control of the 
hospital into the hands of a few trustees chosen for long 
terms. 

The complaint is made that frequent changes are made in 
the trustees. But this is really a complaint against the idea 
that the City Council is to exercise any control over the hos- 
pital. We know that official members chosen from the an- 
nual city government must be changed often. Every branch 
of our city affairs can make the same complaint. Our 
streets, sewers, commons, health department, and county 
affairs are all administered by annual committees, of which 
the majority may be, and often are, new to the work each 
January. 

It may be that this is a defect in our plan; but, if so, does 
not the remedy lie in suppressing these official and change- 
able trustees? Might it not be simpler and wiser to have no 
members of the City Council as trustees; but to have six or 
nine trustees elected at large, holding office for three years, 
and having one-third only changed each year? Would it not 
be sufficient to have an annual committee of the city govern- 
ment in addition to these trustees, empowered to examine 
into the expenditures of money, but not interfering with the 
details of the management of the hospital? This would give 
the stability asked for, and it would be a logical system, if 
the time has come to take the control of this branch of the 
city work from the City Council. 

I must state that I do not yet see any case made out for a 
change. Yet an inquiry on this particular point might show 
sufficient reasons. 

The city spends about $120,000 yearly for this object, and 
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it would seem as if the agents who disburse this vast sum 
should be most directly responsible to the taxpayers. A 
trustee elected for five years, not by a popular vote, but by 
a secret ballot, is about the least responsible agent known to 
our political system. It certainly cannot be claimed that if 
the present plan of choosing trustees be imperfect, the best 
plan is necessarily that now in process of trial at the Public 
Library. 

And it must be conceded that no reasons were given for 
an incorporation by a special act of the Legislature. The 
City Council has full powers now to make any changes and 
to try any plans. It can correct mistakes or add fresh 
powers to the Board ; and it can do this in any season of the 


~ 


year. But an act of the Legislature can be amended only ~ 


once in a year, and restrictions or errors must be endured 
for a twelvemonth. The idea so frankly confessed by the 
witnesses, that they want an act because it cannot be changed, 
ought not to find favor in the eyes of the City Council. We 
are chosen annually to do our duty for the time being, and 
not to try to fetter our successors for the performance of 
the same trusts hereafter. 

For the above reasons I venture to suggest the following 
orders and resolves as a substitute for the conclusion of the 
majority of the committee.

STATEMENT OF SAMUEL A. GreeN, M.D. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee: —I bave an 
engagement at four o’clock, and the other gentlemen who are here 
have kindly given me permission to appear first. 

I have had some little experience with the Public Library, which 
went through this same phase. As you know, the Trustees of the 
Public Library were incorporated two years ago by the Legislature ; 
and, so far as I know, this is exactly the same question that came 
up then. The managers of the Public Library, as constituted at 
that time, consisted of nine trustees, three from the City Council 
elected annually, and six from the citizens atlarge. Of those from 
the citizens at large two were appointed each year to serve three 
years. In other words, there were five trustees, constituting a 
majority of the Board, who were elected each year. Under the old 
constitution of the Board it was possible for a complete revolution 
to take place suddenly in the government of the institution. The 
Board of Trustees at that time felt that it was desirable that these 
changes should be made or brought about more gradually ; that if 
it would take two years to constitute a majority of the Board of 


Trustees, no change could be so sudden as to bring harm or detri- 


ment to the institution. 

I take it that this same question is now at stake in regard to the 
City Hospital. More than that, I have reason to know — although 
I cannot assert it for a fact — that the Public Library, as now con- 
stituted by the Legislature, having been chartered by the Legisla-: 
ture, is to be the recipient of certain bequests that it would not have 
had if it had not been placed on this footing. I have no doubt the 
same statement would hold good in regard to the City Hospital after 
it is incorporated, and that such things would not take place if it 
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was not incorporated. Under an incorporation the institution is less | 


‘liable to be affected by the changes taking place here in City Hall. 
If party feeling should run high, and the five old members be turned

There would be a 
smaller number of persons, and ordinarily the more you confine the 
responsibility for any action, the more particular they are in taking 
that action. : 


STATEMENT OF Dr. Cow_Les. 


Mr. Chairman, and Gentlemen of the Committee: —The move- 
ment inaugurated last year, with the view of securing the incorpo- 
ration of the hospital, was a matter of a good deal of interest to 
me at the time, I being then the Superintendent. It was a subject 
of a great deal of study also. It seemed to me there were very 
important objects and advantages to be gained by the incorpora- 
tion. The prime advantage is stability of government, uniformity 
of action, and promotion of the interests of the hospital by the 
adequate and familiar knowledge of its wants on the part of the ~ 
trustees, who should have experience and knowledge of its affairs 
by long connection with the institution. As a matter of fact, the 
number of the trustees during the fourteen years of the existence 
of the hospital has been very large indeed. The average 
length of service of the trustees has been very small indeed. I 
don’t remember precisely the length of time; but the organization 
was such that it was possible in any given year to change the 
majority of its government. ‘The effect of that was to make un- 
stable any plans of management or organization. It entailed a 
continual raising of questions annually which may have been set- 
tled and a good deal of time expended on them before. It is a 
matter of fact that those things did occur during my seven years’ 
‘connection with the institution. At the end of that seven years 
there was, I believe, only one of the trustees remaining who had 
been connected with the institution at the outset of my service there. 
Nearly half the Board was changed in two or three years, so that 
some important questions of organization and government, that had 
been experimented upon and were considered definitely settled, 
and after unsuccessful plans had been tried and thrown aside, were 
actually proposed over and over again. It was with great diffi- 
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: el ty, and a matter of a great deal of anxiety on the part of. the 
_ Superintendent, to keep matters upon straight lines, proceed upon 
_ experience gained and do better work. I think it was done, but it 
was under difficulties which need not have existed, and they were 
eatly obstructive of the fullest success of the hospital. To put 
it in other words, I venture to say that more could have been done 
and a great deal larger amount of good done by the institution, 
had the organization been more stable, and been made up of men 
who, as is now the case in regard to the Public Library, had a 
more continuous and longer service in the management of its 
affairs. In regard to another point, that of the advantages to be 
gained to the institution by donations and bequests, and the estab- 
lishment of funds for the accomplishment of certain purposes, I 
think there can be no question about it whatever. 

The City Hospital, while doing its legitimate work as a charity 
for the cure of the sick and the treatment of the poor of the city, 
has expended upon it large sums of money by the city government. 
It may not be proper and right that the municipal government 
should make expenditures for other purposes than the care and 
cure of its sick. But in doing that work well and thoroughly, as 
we believe it has been done at the City Hospital, the city has done 
more than that. It has received in return for its expenditures the 
full return for the annual care of its sick. In addition to that it 
has furnished the opportunities and conditions for giving instrue- 
tion to the medical profession, and in the good done in a general 
way in the training of nurses, which has been developed recently 
with more perfection, and to which end all the seven years’ man- 
agement are but steps leading up to it. The city may do all that, - 
and I am sure the City Hospital has not played an unimportant 
part in establishing for the City of Boston its character as being 
the centre of medical education — for New England certainly. 

The city can do that, and in these and other proper ways foster 

good education, sound scientific learning; and indirectly through 
that, of course, take charge of its citizens, which is certainly 
legitimate. The City Hospital certainly stands the equal of any 
institution of its kind, and superior to most in its fitness for the 
special purpose for which it is designed. That fact, I think, is 
recognized by the profession throughout the country, who know 
about such things. It must follow, as an obvious consequence, 
that the opportunities and ‘conditions of furnishing the means for 
doing so much good in a legitimate way shall attract the attention 
of the philanthropic people who seek to do good with their money. 
It must follow that the City Hospital —just as it has universally 
followed with other institutions of the same kind — will receive 
bequests and donations for the founding and establishment of 
funds for the accomplishment of certain collateral means and pur- 
poses which may be thus attached to the City Hospital as a basis, 
and which the city government cannot legitimately do. I believe 
it is perfectly proper for the city, without direct expenditures, to 
so manage the hospital; and further than that, it is the duty of 

the city government, it seems to me, to in that way foster the in- 

terests 1 have spoken of. 


It is a matter of fact that, during the fifteen years of the ex- 
istence of the hospital, quite a number of special funds have been 
established there. The acquirement of a large fund, of sixty or 
more thousand dollars, which is to be expended for a special pur- 
pose, is an outgrowth of the same principle. ‘There are also small 
funds for similar purposes. Last year at the time the question of 
incorporation was raised, a gentleman interested in the hospital 
and its work told me it was his purpose to make a bequest to the 
hospital for such a purpose,— professional in its object, and for the 
poor as well. I think there can be no question of the advantage 
to be gained in that respect also. 

@. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) I should like to ask Dr. Cowles one 
or two questions. First, in regard to the changes which you speak 
of during the last seven years. Did those occur mostly among 
the trustees elected at large, or among those elected from the City 

Council? 
A. Mostly from those elected from the City Council. 

Q. They being in for one year only, their terms expired? 

wes, Sirs 

@. How was it in regard to the trustees elected for a term of 
years, were they generally elected for another term, or not? 

A. Not generally. There was a number of instances in which 
they did occur. But it was a question whether it would be so or 
not, which added to the uncertainty of its affairs. 

@. You were at the hearing last year and heard considerable of 
the testimony, and perhaps you can recall whether I am right in 
the impression. It was stated that very few of the members 
were thrown out of a reelection who desired to be reelected. I 
think the statement was made by some witness,— not yourself, but 
some other witness,— that after serving three years a large propor- 
tion of the trustees declined to act longer; that three years, as a 


rule, was as long as they cared to devote to it. The changes were 


not necessarily so often for failing of an election as on account of 
the desire not to be candidates again. Do you remember how that 
was? 

A. I don’t remember the testimony, but I think it is quite true 


that the best men, those interested in the work of the hospital, 


were glad and willing to stay, and did stay. 

@. How was it in regard to the statement made last year before 
the committee, of the gentlemen who had been trustees in behalf 
of the city, that those members, as a rule, were not put on im- 
portant committees — that is to say (and if I remember rightly, 
the reason was expressed by some of the official members) that it 
was done so as not to interfere with the working of the hospital ; 
was it or was it not a fact that the members who represented the 
city government, and were in for a year only, as a rule were put 
on the less important committees ? 

A. I can only say from my own knowledge, for any reason in 
that matter, that I don’t think it was a rule that members from the 
gvovernment were put on important committees. 

(). One reason being, I presume, that they being in for a shorter 
term you could not count upon them; or was it because you did 
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in not want to use the inexperienced members? You understand that 
I don’t want to draw any invidious comparison. 

A. I think those gentlemen who came from the city government 
felt that those who had been connected with the hospital for a 
longer period were to be trusted as advisers on matters that came 
up for consideration in the Board, and did not feel quite competent 
to pass judgment until after some months’ connection with the hos- 
pital. Indeed, half a year might pass before they were at all fa- 
miliar with its affairs. 

@. When are those committees appointed ? 

A. In May. . 

@. When do the members take office ? 

A. The new members from the city government begin to attend 
the meetings in February. 

By whom are the committees appointed ? 

A. By the president. 

Q@. So it is fair to presume — however, do you know of any 
member “representing the city government who declined to be a 
candidate or to be considered in the appointment? That matter 
was left, I suppose, to the discretion of the chairman, if he ap- 
pointed all the committees. Do you happen to remember when 
any member from the city government expressed a consciousness 
of his unfitness? 

A. I should not be likely to know of such a case. I might ex- 
plain that the committees for the year being appointed in May, 
and the different members of the city government being.assigned 
to particular committees going out of office in January, the new 
representatives of the government would be assigned to fill vacan- 
cies made by the leaving of their predecessors. When May came 
again it was the custom to appoint the same gentlemen upon the 
committees to relieve the changes. The changes being so frequent, 
the chairmen of the important committees consisted of those gen- 
tlemen who were for a longer time connected with the Board. : 

Q. Of course, following that rule, if they had been appointed on 
important committees, they would have served a year if they had 
been appointed to a vacancy, and it would have the same effect. 
If it had been desired to get their services upon important com- 
mittees, the new member coming in in January would have been 
placed on important committees and reappointed in May? 

A. That did occur many times. | 

Q. If I remember aright, the evidence last year was very 
strongly to the same effect as you have given to-day, that the hos- 
pital was admirably conducted generally, and it stands very high 
among similar institutions? 

ay 91 68,.8i7. 

@. I think we had some gentlemen present last year who had 
some particular information in regard to the hospitals in London 
and Paris? 

A. I believe so. 

Q. Unfortunately, the full report of the notes of the hearing 
were not preserved, and, though many of us remember the stizte- 
ments, we could not give them in full. In regard to the plan Dr. 
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Green proposes, do you think it should be the same plan as he 
Public Library ? 

A. It seems to me to be the best plan. 

Q. Another thing: are you familiar enough with the working of 
the city government to state why this should be done by law in- 
stead of by ordinance? 

A. No, sir. 

(). I suppose if this was done by ordinance it would have the 
same effect a law would have so long as the ordinance lasted. 
There is sometimes a disinclination to apply to the Legislature to 
do things which the City Council can do just as well by ordinance. 
I don’t know whether you have any statement to make of the 
reason for applying to have it done by law- 

A. I can think Of no reason except that action should be taken 
to give it the most permanency. 

@. It merely follows out the same idea expressed by Dr. Green, 
that an emergency might happen when the representatives of the 
people in the City Council might desire to do something which 
would be contrary to the wishes of the trustees, and it would be 
best to put the power as far away from them as possible? — That 
was Dr. Green’s statement, and by doing it through the Legislature 
it would be beyond the power of the City Council to make a sudden 
change in any one year? In regard to donations to the City Hos- 
pital is there any reason in your mind to doubt that the city gov- 
ernment is fully pledged to the principle of establishing and main- 
taining a free hospital in this city? Have you any doubt in your 
own mind that the City Council is as likely to continue it as a free 
hospital as any charitable society whose funds are so invested that 
they will not be lost? Have you seen anything in your connection 
with the hospital to doubt that the City of Boston is very proud of 
it and intends to keep it up? 

A. IJ have never heard anything except that which leads me to 
believe in the probable continuance of the charity. | 

@. And there would be no practical trouble, I suppose, in case of 
‘any bequest being made, in going to the City Council to carry out 
the purpose, if it was distinct from the objects for which we were 
allowed to raise money by taxation? I think you will remember, 
Doctor, that last year there was much talk about this, especially 
from having no money to provide comforts for patients when 
leaving? 

‘A. I remember it was cited as only one matter. 

@. I don’t know whether you know it, but I carried out my 
promise and brought the matter before the City Council, and they 
made an appropriation. But do you think in case of any bequest 
made for a special object for which the city could not make a 
special appropriation, there would be any difficulty in leaving it in 
the hands of the Mayor to be carried out? 

A. It might be done as well now as under other circumstances. 

@. Would you have any doubt that the Mayor and trustees, as 
now elected, would carry out the wishes of the donor? 

A. Iam not prepared to express any doubt. 

@. (By Mr. WuHeecer.) Do I understand that the bequest to 
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Bitch you refer was conditional upon the incorporation of the City 
Hospital — that it was more liable to be made provided the trustees 
should be incorporated ? 

A. It was not suggested that it should be. But the gentleman 
changed his mind upon learning that the incorporation was not to 
be successful. 

Q. (By Mr. Wurrmore.) Have you any objections to stating 
the amount? 

A. I think it was $2,000, — not very large, but to my mind an 
index of what we have a right to expect. 

(. Is there any other parallel case you remember outside of our 
American cities of the establishment of free hospitals carried on by 
a corporation ? | 

A. Outside of the municipal government? 

@. I say outside of America. In France, England, or Germany? 
I am speaking now from recollection of the testimony last year. I 
think a gentleman ‘who gave evidence stated that this system of 
maintaining free hospitals by municipalities, and supported by 
taxes raised every year, was entirely different from the system 
practised abroad; that all the great hospitals there were 
founded originally as charities, and derive the main portion of their 
support from charitable collections, and not from taxes. Is that 
correct ? 

A. I think it is in the main true. There are some exceptional 
instances ; but as a rule such institutions are founded upon the gifts 
of benevolent people, who create a fund for their maintenance. 

A large number of special bequests in foreign hospitals would ~ 
hardly be a criterion for us here. We could hardly expect a 
hospital in Boston would receive a large number of outside bequests 
because it was the custom to make such bequests in London and 
France, where the institutions are supported by charity. 

A. I think it is the fashion in this country. We have some 
notable institutions which were established upon private funds. I 
venture to say that the Boston City Hospital is the best institution 
of its kind supported by taxes. The good hospitals of the country 
are those supported by private funds. 

@. And not by a mixture of the two systems,—by private 
funds and by taxation? 

A, Yes, sir. | . 

@. (By Mr. Wueerer.) It has been assumed that Dr. Green’s 
testimony is to the effect that there was a desire to take the matter 
out of the city government. 

A. I have no knowledge of it. In my judgmentI don’t see how 
it would be proper. 

Q. In your judgment would it take the matter out of the hands 
of the city government more than the Public Library ? 

A. Not at all. 

Mr. Wuirmore.—I don’t exactly understand Mr. Wheeler's 
suggestion. ‘There was nothing that I said expressing such a view. 
It was not in regard to the matter of incorporation, but to changing 
the term. Dr. Green’s theory was that the change of term would 
have that effect. 
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Mri WHEELER. —I understood you to say so. 

Mr. Wurrwore. — But it was the change of term, and by taking 
it out of the ordinances and putting it in the law. I understand 
Dr. Green to say that, and I understand Dr. Cowles to say that. 
To prevent any misunderstanding I will repeat it (to Dr. Cowles), 
and say I understand you desire, as Dr. Green did, to form a cor- 
poration on the basis of the Public Library, namely, by having 
five members appointed whose term of office would expire one in 
each year, and two from the city government, so that only three 
were liable to change every year, and four would remain ? 

A. Precisely ; that is it, sir. 

Mr. Wuirmore. — That is how I understood Dr. Green, and I 
understood Dr. Cowles also. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. CHEEVER. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: —Some of the members of 
the committee were here last year. Of course what I would say 
would be only a repetition of what I said then, but some of the 
members are new, and so J will try to go over the ground very 
briefly. The medical staff of the hospital, I think I am justified 
in saying, are unanimous in desiring its incorporation. I think 
there is no one who not only does not doubt its expediency, but is 
warmly in favor of a change by an act of incorporation. The 
City Hospital was opened in June, 1864. I was one of the origi- 
nal persons appointed on the staff. There are some five or six 
others of my colleagues who were also appointed at that time. 
The changes of years, of deaths and other causes, have of course 
made a great many changes in the medical staff, as would be natu- 
ral. J venture to speak, therefore, a little more freely because I 
have been connected with the hospital ever since its beginning, 
and have been acquainted with very many of the gentlemen on the 
Board of Trustees. All through the earlier period of the hospital’s 
establishment, perhaps for the first ten years, a good many of the 
trustees held office for long periods, and they were gentlemen who 
were well known in the community, and a good many of them were 
so placed that they had leisure to devote to the hospital. Mr. Otis 
Norcross was there quite a number of years. Mr. Theodore Met- 
calf was there some seven years. Mr. John T. Bradley was there 
five to seven years. Mr. Amory and others were there. It has 
certainly been noticeable that, during the last five or six years, 
changes have been much more frequent; and, necessarily, there 
would not be that amount of stability in the management of the 
institution that there was when gentlemen were there for a long 
time. 

I think one argument in favor of incorporation, besides this sta- 
bility, is the fact, when a gentleman accepts an appointment for 
five years, as he would under the new plan, he is certainly likely 
to become more permanently interested in the institution than if 
he was elected for one or two or three years. I think it will be 
likely to attract to the position of trustees gentlemen who have 
time as well as interest to devote to such an institution, — gentle- 
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men who are perhaps not so extremely occupied by their affairs 
outside that they cannot devote a great deal of time to the institution. 
In that way I think we should get a double benefit, both in sta- 
bility in the government and in having a Board of Trustees who 
would be largely interested in the hospital. I believe all the trus- 
tees are interested in it now, but they would have more time to 
_ devote to it. As at present constituted, the gentlemen who come 
on every year have their duties here at City Hall, besides their 
private duties, and consequently they cannot devote so much time 
to the hospital. Permanence of government and five years in the 
Board would conduce also to a wise economy in the management 
of the hospital. I think a person who was chairman of a com- 
mittee for a long time, and familiar with every detail of that par- 
ticular branch of hospital work, would be likely to get more for 
the city’s money than if the member or chairman was constantly 
changing. So it seems to me, on account of the freedom from 
change, on account of economy, and of obtaining the class of men 
as trustees who have time to give to it,— and I think there are 
plenty of such individuals in the community, — we should gain by 
an act of incorporation. . 

I think we should get more bequests also. I think the habit of 
giving money to public institutions — and in this I differ with the 
gentleman on the committee —is peculiarly American. There is 
an immense amount given here, and I think it is mostly to those 
institutions which have a stable and permanent government, — 
such, for example, as the leading colleges and universities, or the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, and other institutions of like 
character, which have received large bequests. You know people 
are very sensitive and slow about disposing of their money by will 
and giving it away in charity, unless they know what is to become 
of it in the future. I have reason to believe that they will be much 
less likely to give to public institutions supported by taxation and 
under municipal control, than they would to some other institution. 
I believe that is the tendency of mankind generally. I don’t know 
that I have any other reasons to give. They are merely a recapit- 
ulation of what has been said before. 

I wish to say very strongly that the physicians and surgeons of 
the hospital are very much in favor of an act of incorporation for 
the hospital, on account of its stability. 

Q. (By Mr. Wurrmore.) I should like to ask the gentleman 
one or two questions. He says the medical gentlemen are all so 
much in favor of incorporation: will he have the kindness to ex- 
plain wherein their position will be altered toward the city after the 
hospital is incorporated ? 

A. In no respect whatever, I think. 

Q. It seems rather difficult to understand why they are so en- 
thusiastic for a thing which would have no effect whatever upon them. 

A. Upon themselves, I understood you to say. 

Q. No, sir. I asked what effect it would have in regard to the 
city. 

A. I beg pardon. I understood you with regard to their 
position. 
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(). I said in regard to the city. 

A. Will you repeat the question ? 

@. LIasked what effect this incorporation would have upon this 
medical staff toward the city ? 

A. I don’t know that it would alter their position at all. It is 
not in that light I look at it atall. I look at it in fhe light of a bene- 
fit to a great institution and charity, and not to the staff or indi- 
viduals. 

(. What do you understand is the effect of being incorporated ? 
This City Hospital consists of a large building and everything 
connected with it, and the appliances which have been bought by 
the city; and also there is a large amount raised by taxation each 
year, of which the city government are supposed to be the instru- 
ments of dispensing. Now, what I want to know is, what is to be 
gained by the incorporation? If you go to the Legislature, you 
expect to have your duties defined by the act. 

A. No, sir. I suppose the only thing we desire in the act of 
incorporation is that the terms of office and modes of appointment 
of the board of government shall be defined. That is all. 

@. Very well. Then I say what is the change that is sought to 
be gained? It has already been stated by two preceding witness- 
es, —a point which we can very well understand,—.that they 
think a longer term and a smaller proportion of members of the 
city government would give a greater tendency toward more sta- 
bility on the part of the Board of Trustees? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, supposing that to beso, why should we go to the Legis- 


lature when we have the power to alter the terms of office, and — 


make it so? Why should we go to the Legislature and appeal for 
their codperation in making a law for the regulation of the hos- 
pital when we can do it ourselves? 

A. In order to prevent any liability of changes in the future. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. WHEELOCK. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: —I am very happy, as one of the 
members of the original staff, and having been connected with the 
staff all these years, to be able to say that all the members of the 
staff seem to be unanimous on this question, their experience being, 
with my own, that it is desirable that as much permanence should 
be given to the hospital as it is possible, for the interests of the 
institution and the patients. We have watched the institution in 
many respects, and think we see that there should not be less, but 
more, deliberate control on the part of the city, by having the 
trustees selected more carefully and for longer terms, and by having 
them changed less frequently, which is the important thing perhaps. 
We merely wish to have the institution put on business principles. 
We feel that this committee, as business men, would consider it 
very impolitic to have their agents occupying important positions, 
and doing important work, changing every year or so. Asa rule, 
I believe business men think the longer they keep a valuable ser- 
vant, the more valuable he is to them. He is far better to them 
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than a new man, however able, willing, and honest a new man may 
be. So with our Board of Trustees. Here is a man put into that 


board for asingle yerr. At the end of that year he hasn’t begun 


to understand their duties. and yet at the end of the year he goes 
out and gives place to another. We want mento go into the office 
and have the experience to make suggestions for the improvement 
of the hospital. At first we had that advantage to a greater 
extent than now. Mayor Norcross was a member of the Board for 
many years. So were other gentlemen. We feel it very desirable 
to have them longer in office, for the reason that they will better 
understand the wants of the patients and be able to suggest better 
modes of administration than would occur to them in a short term. 
But we cannot hope for that while the changes are so constantly 
going on as at present. We only feel that it is desirable to have 
an incorporation in order that there may be a little more per- 
manency. I do not feel that the responsibility for the appointment 
will be taken away from the city, as the City Council will have 
control of it in a certain respect. We think the advantage will be 
in the changes being less frequent, and in having trustees who will 
have leisure and the disposition to devote themselves to that work. 

@. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) I should like merely to ask tle same 
question which I did of the other witnesses. It seems to me as if 
there were two matters confounded in this application. In the 
first place, I suppose you desire, like the other witnesses, to have 
the length of term of the trustees and the proportion of members 
of the city eovernment changed. ‘Their plan is to have five trus- 
tees elected at large, one each year, and two members from the 
City Council each year, instead of having the risk of having five 
new members out of nine, as now. ‘That seems to be the principle 
which is to give stability to the matter. 

A. That seems to be an advantage. 

@. And in the second place it seems desired that you should be 
incorporated by law instead of by ordinance, so that the trustees 
would feel that hereafter no sudden change in the city government 
will cause any sudden change in the office of trustees? 

A. That is another advantage. 

@. Are there any other advantages which you wish to name? 

A. Only those I have mentioned. The staff who feel an inter- 
est in the matter, and have come here to-day, will agree with me 
that we cannot have any other interest in it except for the benefit 
that will accrue to the hospital. We take pride in our duties there, 
and we like to see as few disadvantages as possible. ‘There are 
many disadvantages which have been created at cost to the city, 
and those mistakes would be less frequent if the Board had time to 
attend to their duties. 

@. One suggestion was made last year, and has not been made 
this year. Are you entirely of the opinion it would be better to 
have only seyen trustees? Suppose we appointed them for three 
years, two going out each year? 

A. I cannot see any advantage in that arrangement. 

@. Whether there would be any objection to electing them during 
good behavior? 


; ? 
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A. I could not see the slightest disadvantage in that, if there 
would be more care in the selection. 

(@. Suppose we elected five or seven members for life, do you 
think it would give that stability to the hospital you desire,— I mean 
during life or good behavior ? 

A. I think there would be some disadvantages in making elec- 
tions for life, because some men might be inclined to hold on to the 
office after they were unfitted for it, and it would be ungracious for 
the City Council to displace them. But I can see no objection 
under the arrangement proposed. 

@. I don’t mean that, but like the judges of our courts, for 
instance, so that as long as they behaved themselves they would 
hold the office. Wouldn’t that give stability? 

A. That would give stability to it. But I don’t wish to be 

understood as advocating that. 
~  @. Oh, no, sir. I didn’t mean that you were. I only desired to 
ask the question. Have you any reason to suppose that there has 
been any manifestation of a disposition on the part of the City 
Council not to maintain the hospital in the future? 

A. Not in the least. 

@. Has there been any want of interest. shown by the city 
government ? 

A. Not that I know of. 

Q. (By Ald. Wuirren.) Do you think they would be more 
likely to receive bequests and donations? 

A. Certainly they would be more likely. But I don’t consider 
that so important an item as that the interest of the hospital 

would be more likely to be cared for better. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. BLAKE. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen : — I am one of the original mem- 
bers of the staff of the City Hospital. I have been connected with 
it from the beginning, and I believe I saw the first medical patient 
there. I can only reiterate what has been said by the other gentle- 
men before me. I believe heartily in this principle, purely as a 
matter of benefit for the hospital. It isn’t a matter that concerns 
the staff personally. We have no axe to grind whatever. We 
come here because we have the interest of this great and noble 
charity at heart. We want to see the trust carried out and 
made as beneficial to the community as possible. We do not come 
here to criticise the present Board of Trustees at all. That is en- 
tirely foreign to our purpose. We come here to recommend changes 
which in our judgment are best for this charity. The course we 
think best is an increase of the tenure of office for the trustees ; so 
that, in the first place, we may have gentlemen who, being con- 
nected with the hospital for a long time, would have time to become 
interested in that sort of work,— gentlemen who would have time to 
devote to it, who would become familiar with the working of such 
an institution, and know, of course, what is for the best interest of 
the hospital. : 

One point has not been touched upon. There is a feeling in the 
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community that if this hospital is incorporated it will be removing 
it from the city government, and make it farther from its mission 
than it is now. As a matter of fact the staff don’t ask to be con- 
sulted about the election of trustees. The city government would, 
of course, select such trustees as would keep the City Council rep- 
resented on the Board. As for removing it from the public it can- 
not be done more than it isnow. The hospital cannot be conducted 
on that principle. We cannot admit all the sick, and we cannot 
admit everybody. The hospital is administered under certain well- 


defined rules, and those rules should not be altered in any way to — 


the detriment of the suffering portion of the community who need 
the aid of an institution of that sort. That is the point I wanted 
to make. Beyond that I have nothing to say. The argument has 


been very well presented by the gentlemen, and it is unnecessary for | 


me to present its main features. But I want to express my hearty 
concurrence in it, and say I fully sympathize with it. I was here 
last year and made substantially the same statement, and have no 
new argument to offer. It is the opinion of the staff that the hos- 
pital will be promoted by lengthening the tenure of office or chang- 
ing the term of the Board of Trustees. The Board may be changed 
at : any time now. 

As has been said, when a gentlemen with other duties is elected, 
of course they do not give him much time to attend to the hospital. 
When I was in the Massachusetts General Hospital each trustee 
visited the hospital every month. They came at their own times, 
were acquainted with the patients, and knew what was for the best 
interest of the hospital and the patients. I believe that some who 
were trustees then are trustees now. At all events they have not 
been changed as often as our Board has. We had many gentlemen 
on those Boards who served periods of five, six, seven, eight, or 
nine and ten years. That is all I have to say. 

Q. (By Mr. Wurrmore.) I was going to inquire, in case the 
change was made in this way, and you had five permanent trustees 
elected from the public at large and two members of the city govern- 
ment, whether the tendency wouldn’t be to give greater prominence 
than now exists to the permanent members than the official trus- 
tees? Itseems to be conceded on all hands as a rule, that members 
sent from the City Council are not put on important committees. 
I take it if their proportion were less — only two-sevenths — and 
the other members having been there so much longer time that they 
wouldn’t be put on more ‘important committees than now. 

A. I suppose that experience would determine that a good deal. 
It would be hardly expected that a new man would be put upon 
important committees. I think all due deference would be paid to 
the representatives of the City Council. 

@. But you say the hospital is conducted on certain well-defined 
principles, and the expenditures are proportionate to that plan. 
Now the question 1 want to ask you is this: how are the appro- 
priations made up,—the requests for the appropriations by the 
trustees? 

A. Yes, sir, I think so, and by the estimates of the Superin- 
tendent. 
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Q. Now, supposing after this plan was carried out, andthe change 
had been made by law, taking away the power from the City of 
Boston and its representative to manage their own charities as they 
saw fit, — whether right or badly, — supposing some day the official 
trustees come to us and say we want an increase of thirty per cent. 
over last year’s appropriation ; or supposing that they come to us 
with a statement that they need the money, as the School Board 
have recently done. Now, what control has the City Council got — 
worth talking about, except to vote the money? 

A. I suppose the City Council would select men having its en- 
tire confidence to administer such a trust. I cannot imagine a 
man elected to that position who would not attend to the interest 
of the institution. As a member of the School Board I am 
prepared to defend the action of that Board, if you desire. 

@. I did not say that. I beg your pardon. I see you appre- 
ciate the position. But how should we be? 

A. Suppose the City Hospital asked for a hundred thousand 
dollars, and the city government chose to cut the amount down 
after certain contracts had been made, I don’t think the trustees 
could do very well other than to keep to their word. 

@. That is the way it struck me. I thought we were coming into 
the same position. ) 

QQ. (By Alderman Wuitren.) How many of the original 
trustees are there now? 

A. None, sir, I think. Perhaps Mr. Pope may have been a 

- member, although I think not. I think the Board of Trustees of . 
the City Hospital have been changed a great many times. 

@. (By Mr. Barry.) How long has the institution been in 
existence ? 

A. Since 1864. 

@. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) I want to ask one question I didn’t 
think of before. It is in regard to the management of the hospital. 
You have certain days for the admission of the public to see 
patients ? 

@. The friends of patients are admitted four days in the week, 
between two and three, and at any time when necessity and the con- 
dition of the patient require it. 

@. Are you in a position to know whether passes were given 
upon the request to see relatives and acquaintances at other 
hours? ; 

A. By the officers connected with the hospital, or the trustees? 

@. By the trustees, or any one else? 

A. Yes, I think so. 

@). Have you any idea as to what proportion of such passes 
emanated from the official members — those who belong to the City 
Council — as compared with the other trustees? 

A. No, sir; I have no knowledge of it. 

@. I asked the question, because I had the impression that the 
official trustees were very largely called upon for that purpose, as 
in fact the passes of the members of the city government are pretty 
generally acknowledged at the City Hotpital. For example, if the 
chairman of this committee should send a note requesting the ad- 
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mission of a person, it mouN be sufficient as a4 matter of courtesy, 
if not a right? 

A. The: ee een outa answer that. It is entirely outside 
of my province. 

Mr. Battery. — Do you mean to visit patients, Mr. Whitmore? 

Mr. Wuirmore.—I mean to visit the patients. I asked the 
question because I have often had applications made to me, and I 
always remarked that I had not authority to give such passes, and 
always sent them to Dr. Perkins. 

@. (By Mr. Wueeter.) In some cases members of the City 
Council who have been on the Board of Trustees have become 
members at large after their terms of service in the City Council 
had expired. What would be the chances of a person who had 
been on the Board from the City Council, becoming a member of 
the Board at large? 

A. I should think that if a gentleman had consider able experi- 
ence and leisure, and liked that work, his chance would be very 
good. He might be the sort of a man they desired. 

Mr. Wuirmore.—I should think Mr. Wheeler would be able 
to judge of that from having had experience in the city govern. 
ment. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. INGALLS. 


I will not appear before you, gentlemen, except to say that I 
concur with what has been said. I do not want to take up time. 
The whole matter has been talked of, and I can add nothing. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. Homans. 


I don’t know that I can add anything to what has been already 
said. ‘There is no question but that the staff would prefer to have 
the hospital incorporated. ‘The only idea I should have about the 

. incorporation would be that the Board of Trustees would be more 
permanent, and we should hold a more respectable position in the 
eyes of medical officers of other hospitals. This is a City Hospital, 
but it is not a poor-house, or anything of that kind, and it is carried 
on in the same way as all general hospitals, private or public, are. 

It is carried on exactly as the Massachusetts General Hospital is, 
so far as we have any influence about it, and the class of patients 
admitted are just the same. There are private rooms, and every- 
thing is private, and there is nothing more public about it than any 
other hospital in the country. It is managed by a Board of 
Trustees. I have been connected with the hospital since it was 
opened. We have had a great many trustees there, and I am 
sure I don’t know many of them. I know the four gentlemen who 
have been there longest. There are two or three I never saw. It 
was entirely different at the Massachusetts General Hospital. I 
was there quite a number of years before Dr. Blake was. We all 
saw the trustees. I was there twenty years ago, and some of the 
trustees, now on the Board were there then. Some of them are 
practically elected for life ; that is to say, they continue until they re- 
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sign or die. There is one point I spoke of last year, that isn’t of any 
great consequence. It is, that if the institution was incorporated 
we might have some legacies left us. I have known it was said 
we might have had some legacies if we had been incorporated. I 
cannot prove it, because I don’t know. Besides, on the surgical 
side we need a great many pieces of apparatus that we cannot get. 
There was a proposition to make it right last year by authorizing 
us to spend five hundred dollars, but it never was given. It was 
to be taken from the appropriation, but could not be spared. 

@. Did the trustees make any application for this? 

A. No, sir. It was proposed here by one of the honorable mem- 
bers of this committee ; and when I was on the service I applied to 
have the apparatus out of this appropriation, and it was refused. — 

Dr. Gavin. — The five hundred dollars has been supplied, and 
in many cases, to my own knowledge, the apparatus has been 
supplied. 

Dr. Homans. —I am very glad to hear it. I know twenty-one 
cases where it could not be had. That was the answer I got from 
the trustees. 

@. (By Mr. Battery.) From the trustees? ) 

A. From the Superintendent or the trustees. It was from the 
Superintendent. 

Q. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) It was put into the appropriation 
bill last year and stands there, and if it hasn’t been used it is not 
the fault of the City Council. 

A. I don’t know what became of it. I know that the staff desire 
to provide certain apparatus which is not given in the hospital 
generally. All the apparatus furnished people in bed is provided 
by the city. But the apparatus we want is required by people 
going away, costing twenty-five or thirty dollars, and which we 
haven’t the right to give them. I think money would be left to the 
hospital for those purposes if it was incorporated. ‘That has been 
a thing which has continually troubled me for the past few years. 
We have been answered by the statement that it isn’t a proper 
thing for the hospital to give. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. Gay. 


There isn’t a great deal I can say which has not been touched 
upon, except one idea which was current last year, that the staff 
had some axe to grind at the hospital which we could grind very 
much better if the hospital was incorporated. I presume you all 
know that no physician or surgeon connected with the hospital re- 
ceives a cent except the Superintendent. All our services are gra- 
tuitous, and we have no axe to grind. Of course we are all anxious 
that our hospital should stand first in the country. So far as I 
know, the desire of the staff to have this action taken is purely a 
disinterested one, has nothing to do with dollars and cents, or with 
any personal interest. ‘That impression, I am sorry to say, ob- 
tained a foothold last year in the minds of some who spoke upon 
the subject. I think it is right that they should understand the 
way in which we hold our positions. ‘The members of the staff are 
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appointed every year, but practically we hold our positions for life, 
or as long as we wish them. ‘There is no application for appoint- 
ment made. We simply get our appointment every year as a 
matter of course. I presume it would be the same in regard to the 
trustees, as some one has suggested that they be appointed for life. 
If they were appointed for seven years, they could be reappointed 
at the end of that time, which would be practically the same as an 
appointment for life. In regard to the trustees, Iam very sure that 
during the last seven years there has not been an original member 
upon the Board. I heartily sympathize with what has been said 


here in regard to our getting legacies if the institution was incor- . 


porated. I know that in talking with people, they always express 
a great deal more respect and sympathy for the Publie Library, 
simply because it is incorporated, than for the City Hospital. I 
know that feeling exists in the community. I will not say it is 
right, but I know it exists. I think that would be all done away 
with by the incorporation. 


@. (By Alderman Wuirren.) Is the Massachusetts General 
Hospital continually receiving bequests? 

A. I think itis. That is the advantage of having permanent 
trustees. ‘They get so interested in the hospital, and interest their 
friends in the work, and as time goes on it is that same interest 
which calls forth those bequests. 

@. The City Hospital has little or nothing? 

A. It has had some, but nothing compared with the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital. 

Q. (By Mr. Wurrmore )_ I understood one of the gentlemen to 
say sixty thousand dollars, at the beginning? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. WuHarton.—It was stated last year that the bequests 
amounted to a hundred thousand dollars, including that of Dr. 
Durkee ? 

@. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) Can you tell me how many trustees 
there are at the Massachusetts General Hospital? 

A. I don’t know. 

A GENTLEMAN IN THE AUDIENCE. — There are twelve. 

Q. (By Mr. Wurrmore.) Would there be any disadvantage in 
having twelve trustees or directors at this hospital? 

A. Yes, sir; I think there would. The more trustees there are 
the more the responsibility is divided, and I think it is general ex- 
perience that the larger the committee or Board is the more un- 
wieldy it is. 

@. But how is it in regard to the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, which you have been praising, where the trustees do their 
work so well? 

A. That I could not say. 

@. But twelve have not been unwieldy there? 

A. No, sir. 

Dr. Brake. — The trustees of the Massachusetts General Hos- 
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pital have charge of the McLean Asylum as well as the General 
Hospital. | 

Mr. Wurrmore. — Yes, sir; of course. (To Dr. Gay.) The 
greater the number of trustees who would interest themselves, the 
greater the chance of getting bequests, —it would have a greater 
advantage in that respect? 

A. Yes, sir; but so far as the immediate use of the hospital is 
concerned, I shouldn’t think it would be of any advantage. 

@. You wish to sacrifice the chance of getting bequests to the 
immediate advantage of the hospital ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. CorrTina. 


Gentlemen: —I have nothing to say in regard to this matter 
except to corroborate, so far as my opinion goes, that it will bea 
wise thing for the city to incorporate the City Hospital, to raise it 
in the estimation of the public, and make it equal, if not superior, 
to any other hospital in New England, certainly. There is one 
point which has not been touched upon, which I think might have 
some influence. Gentlemen who are appointed members of any 
body for sufficiently long terms, for their acknowledged standing, 
ability, time, and interest in such matters, whatever that matter 
may be, when they are united in a body they have a certain 
esprit du corps, and feeling that their body must be sustained and 
made respectable and honorable. I think a Board of Trustees so 
appointed, even if they were for life, would be stronger in every 
way than when appointed for a year or two, with a chance of being 
turned out for no reason. ‘The institutions that have thrived the 
best in this vicinity are those where the trustees have been ap- 
pointed for an indefinite term of years. The best school in this 
vicinity is under aself-appointed Board of Trustees. ‘The teacher 
feels himself at liberty to carry on a good plan, and he carries it 
on, and the result has been the admiration of all those who know 
anything about education. They are appointed for life, or during 
good behavior. What is the result? They change often enough. 
Those who remain think the changes are too often. So will be 
the result if you can get five or ten gentlemen associated together 
in this City Hospital, determined to have it the best in the world, 
as they soon would be determined, they would soon use all their 
efforts, in-doors and out of doors, in the management of its affairs, 
medical and financial, and induce ‘all their friends to put in what 
they could, here a little and there a little, and in other words to 
increase the usefulness and respectability of the institution. Those 
are my sentiments, gentlemen. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) If the trustees were incorporated, do 
you think the citizens would lose any of their rights? 

A. No, sir. They would gain more. ‘They lose their rights by 
this miserable changing. If our friend, who seems to be opposed 
to stability, as represented by long terms of office, were elected to 
the Common Council for life, I think the city would be benefited 
more than himself by the change. 


Mr. Wuirmore.—I am obliged to you, but think that idea 
doesn’t generally prevail. 

Q. (By Mr. Battery.) Why do the citizens lose their rights 
under the present management? 

A. I think it is self-evident. If you should commit your busi- 
ness to a half-dozen clerks, who are constantly changing, you 
would lose more than if they were permanent. 

Q. (By Mr. Wurrmore.) I infer from your remarks that there 
is no great difference between yours and any other branch of the 
city government. I suppose that if we kept a Mayor in office 
five years we should have a great advantage to the city over the 
present custom of electing him every year, and I suppose it would 
be the case with other officers. Take the Board of Assessors, 
which we are now considering in the City Council. I have no 
doubt the community would be better served if their terms were 
longer, but that is not the principle of annual elections. 

A. But you don’t have the principle of annual elections in the 
present government of the City Hospital. You give it up when you 
allow an election for three years. 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) Do you think five years long enough 
for the term of office? 

A. Itis a good average. I don’t see any objection to six or 
eight or ten years. 

Q. (By Mr. Wurrmore.) Or during good behavior? 

A. Or during good behavior. But I do see an objection to 
short terms. As to the number, I don’t see any objection to five, 
or a few more than that. But we want the incorporation, because 
we think it will give us a stable government, and a certain number 
of men with suflicient time, in the first place, to get acquainted 
with their duties, and get an insight into them, and know, what 
they are doing as they go from one stage to another in the per- 
formance of those duties. That is hardly_ possible in a hospital 
like this, where the trustees are elected for one or two years. I 
think a man who had been there only one or two years would tell 
you he had not learned the whole; and aman who had been there 
only one year would hardly know how to conduct himself on a great 
many points. 

Q. Still I take it the hospital has been fortunate. They have 
been fortunate in having men to make it successful ? 

A. But if you knew the dangers, and the sufferings of those 
who have been at the head of this institution, and knew what they 
have borne and suffered, in order to make it an honorable institu- 
tion for the city, you would appreciate the necessity for the change. 
I have heard many lamentations. 

@. It seems they have their local differences ? 

A. It is on account of the varying policy of the institution. It 
is on account of the varying ways of the government. They take 
lime in settling little matters instead of attending to business. 

Q. (By Mr. Wuarron.) What is the opinion of the staff as to 
the number of trustees ? 

A. I have no knowledge of that. They haven’t settled upon 
any number. 
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Q. I merely asked what is the opinion of the staff? 
A. I don’t know. The members of the staff being there is a 
benefit to the institution, and it is beneficial to them in practice. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. SINCLAIR. 


Dr. Sinclair being called upon by the chairman, said: I beg to 
say that I have nothing to add to what has been said, and can give 
no information beyond what has been said. I haven’t taken the 
subject into that.consideration I would like to give it before mak- 
ing any remarks upon it. J came here as a listener, and beg to be 
excused from speaking. 

The Cuarrman. — The committee desire to know if the staff 
have any idea of the number of trustees they would prefer or 
like? 

Mr. Battery. — What should be the number? 

Mr. Wuarron. — Which they find best for working purposes ? 

Dr. WuerLtock.—I have heard several numbers spoken of 
favorably. But the staff wouldn’t care to speak of the number. It 
is the principle of the thing they are contending for. The number 
may be a little more or less. 

@. (By Mr. Battey.) Do you think seven would be a better 
number than a larger number, such as fifteen, or better than a 
smaller Board, such as three? 

Ae eS, Sil. 

@. Then seven, you think, would make a good working Board? 

A. Yes, sir, as Dr. Cotting has just said, seven would be a good 
Board, and thirteen wouldbe too large a Board. I should like to 
say that this sixty thousand dollars shows the advantage of having 
people have an interest in the hospital. Dr. Durkee was on the 
staff, and his interest in the institution was the motive for giving 
the money. If we could get more people interested in this subject 
they would be likely to give us more money. 


STATEMENT OF H. H. SPRAGUE, ONE OF THE TRUSTEES, IN RESPONSE 
TO A CALL FROM THE CHAIRMAN. 


Mr. Chairman: —I didn’t come here to address the committee 
either way in the matter. I shall be very happy to answer any 
questions which may be put. 

@. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) I should like to ask Mr. Sprague a 
question or two, because he, being an old Councilman, can answer 
them. Do you happen to know anything about the system of 
passes? I asked the question of one of the witnesses, and he 
could not answer it from lack of information. 

A. I don’t know anything particular about it. Ihave had some 
applications for passes, and uniformly refused to grant them. I 
didn’t think it proper for a person who knew nothing about the 
peculiar condition of the patient to make such an authoritative 
demand for admittance. I have always refused them. 

(). You understand they are admitted on the passes of the 
trustees ? 
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A. I have an impression that théy are sometimes admitted, but 
I don’t know. It is a-mere impression. . 

@. I didn’t know but some of your constituents might have 
applied to you. 

A. I have been appealed to, but have always refused to give a 
pass, because I didn’t think it proper. 

@. Do you think the trustees would work better together if ap- 
pointed for a longer term? 

A. I think it would be preferable. My experience, although 
not long, would lead me to believe it would be an advantage if the 
hospital was incorporated somewhat as has been suggested. Some 
question was made in regard to the trustees, and I would say that 
out of the nine trustees only three have served a year, — that is, 
if | remember correctly. At any rate Mr. Pope and Mr. Dacey 
are really the only old members of the Board, and their terms ex- 
pire with the coming election. 

@. (By Alderman Wuirren.). How long have you been a 
member of the Board? 

A. I am now serving my second term. I have been elected a 
year and a half. I was first elected from the Common Council. 

And you still feel you have considerable to learn? 

A. I think I have much to learn, and that is one of the reasons 
why I think it would be a good thing to incorporate the hospital. 
It requires a good deal of labor, time, and education to get an idea 
of the buildings and wards, and a general idea of supervision. 
Besides that, it seems to me the trustees should get some general 
knowledge of hospital treatment, and that is a pretty difficult mat- 
ter to get a good idea of in one or two years. Men must get the 
experience first, and acquire the knowledge slowly. 

@. (By Mr. Wuarton.) How much time does it take, as 
trustee ? 

A. That is a difficult question to answer. I sometimes spend 
considerable time there, and sometimes do not have to go so often. 
I sometimes have matters come to me outside. I believe a person 
ought to give a great deal of time to it. 

@. A certain amount of time each day? 

A. No, sir. There are certain visiting days. Each trustee is 
appointed upon the visiting committee, for two months, and one is 
appointed every month; and at that time he is supposed to give 
more time to the hospital and acquaint himself with matters 
relating to it. Of course he has matters referred to him as a 
member of special committees. The Board subdivide their duties, 
and have a committee on supplies, medical department, etc., ete. 

@. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) Do you think your attendance upon 
those duties would average one-half a day in the week during the 
year? 

A. It is very difficult to make an average. I don’t care to doit. 
It would be a simple guess. 

@. I should imagine you could form an opinion as to that. 

A. I don’t know. I spend a good deal of time in matters that 
come up here and there. But as to actually going up to the hos- 
pital, I don’t think it does, But it is a matter I don’t care to 
express an opinion about, 
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Q. (By Mr. WHARTON.) I understand you to agree with the 
opinions of the staff. 

A. Yes, sir. I should be inclined to agree with them. 

@. Do you happen to know what Mr. Pope’s view is? 

A. Yes, sir. Ido know that he is in favor of incorporation. 
At least he expressed himself in favor of it here, and felt obliged 
to go out to another meeting. The matter hasn’t been talked 
much about among the trustees. | I know he testified last year in 
favor of incorporation. 

Q. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) I take it as a matter of theory, that 
it would be no harm to have a board of twelve energetic men on the 
Board of Trustees of that or any other institution ; that the objection 
to a large Board is that it becomes unwieldy. But I take it you 
wouldn’t dispute the proposition, that twelve men interested in 
their duties, as the twelve members of the Board of Aldermen 
are, —any twelve men who will attend to their duties as faithfully 
as the members of the Board of Aldermen do, — would have the 
effect desired ? 

A. My impression is it is better to have a smaller Board, and 
they would manage the affairs of the hospital better. I think a 
larger Board is rather unwieldy. 

@. Do you think it too large to manage it? I.am speaking of 
zealous, interested men, men who would be glad to call it their 
duty and do it — as, for example, the members of the Board of 
State Charities, or the Trustees of the Massachusetts General 
Hospital. Do you think it would be any injury to have twelve 
men? 

A. I don’t think it would be any injury to have twelve men, but 
my theory would be to have a smaller Board. It is a matter of 
judgment, of course. 


STATEMENT OF THomAsS C. Bropuy. 


I desire to say I am not in the habit of appearing before com- 
mittees. This is the second time I have appeared before a com- 
mittee of the City Council. It has been said that doctors some- 
times disagree, but there appears to be great unanimity among the 
doctors here to-day, and it is with some hesitation I demur to the 
opinion of so many learned men. ‘The question before you simply 
says to petition the Legislature for an act to incorporate the City 
Hospital. It doesn’t say in what: manner it sball be incorporated, 
how many trustees there shall be, and how long they shall continue 
in office. All we know of the object and the manner in which it is 
to be incorporated is from what has been said here to-day by the 
witnesses. ‘The first witness said he desired to incorporate the 
City Hospital for the reason that it would be more stable, and give 
more stability to it, and fix it so it could not be interfered with by 
the city government. The City Hospital is an*institution that 
all the people take pride in, and particularly the poorer portion of 
the population. The city spends somewhere in the neighborhood 
of a hundred thousand dollars to maintain it every year. I looked 
at the report of 1874, I think, and I think the expenditures were 
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$132,000; there might have been some large buildings erected 
that year, but it is a large sum. Now I believe the City Hospital 
should be kept under the control of the city government as near 
as possible. According to the remarks of the witnesses here to- 
day, if what they have stated is all they want, there is absolutely 
no necessity for an incorporation. It has been stated that they 
desire to increase the terms of the trustees. Now, if that is all 
they desire, as has been stated by Mr. Whitmore, it can be done 
by ordinance, and if it is desirable, and increasing the length 
of the terms of office will make the institution any better, why not 
do it by ordinance; and then, if it works well and nobody finds 
any fault, then they can be incorporated ? 

Now, the Public Library has been referred to. There were many 
opposed to the incorporation of the Public Library. I do not 
know that the Trustees of the Public Library have done anything 
since their incorporation that the people object to very greatly ; but 
I do know that the trustees, since the incorporation, have pre- 
sented propositions in their annual reports the like of which have 
never been presented before. In the last annual report of the 
trustees they say there should be two libraries in two places, one 
where the literary men could frequent it, and one in another place, 
— to use the words of the trustees, — where the masses could go. 
I believe the trustees of these institutions maintained by the city, 
should be kept under the immediate control of the people in the 
city government. If this passes and the city government decide 
to petition the Legislature for the incorporation of the hospital, I 
believe there will be a large number of people who will oppose it. 
That is all I desire to say. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. M. F. Gavin, 4 Memper or tHe Boarp oF 
TRUSTEES OF THE Crry Hospitat. 


Mr. Chairman, and Gentlemen of the Committee : — As a member 
of the present Board of Trustees I wish to say afew words. I 
am entirely opposed to the proposition to incorporate the City 
Hospital. The hospital was organized in 1864, and I think all 
that has been said by the physicians— and I regret to differ with 
them; I have lived in the hospital and have held different posi- 
tions there during the last eight or nine years, and I very much 
regret to differ with them on this matter; but I feel it my duty, 
_ as a trustee, to oppose incorporation. As I have listened to the 
testimony I hayen’t heard anything that leads me to think that any 
fault has been found with the management of the hospital, on 
economy or other grounds. The fact is, the only grounds upon 
which incorporation is asked is that it will give stability and leave 
the Board less likely to change, and also put the hospital in a 
position to be more likely to receive bequests and donations. I 
think it is hardly fair to compare this hospital with the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital. The Massachusetts General Hospital is, 
in One sense, a private corporation. The City Hospital is a public 
hospital, but nota poor-house. The amount donated to city hos- 
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pitals has been exceedingly small. It has always been the’ case 
that the private hospitals have received the money in most instances, 
the city being willing to support its own institutions. - 

I also wish to explain something which Mr. Sprague said. He 
spoke of the changes, and said a majority of the Board had been 
changed within a short time. That is quite exceptional. I think 
there were one or two resignations, not by the terms expiring, but 
by some disagreement they wished to get out of the Board, and 
that explains that. In looking over the reports of the hospital, I 
think the trustees, as a rule, have come from the city government, 
through the Board of Aldermen or the Council. They have been 
initiated in that way, and afterwards gone in as trustees at large. 
I think as large a portion as seven-tenths has been formed in that 
way. It has never occurred that a majority of the Board of Trus- 
tees has been changed in one year since the hospital has opened. 
On the other hand, I think the present President, Mr. Dacey, has 
been connected with it seven years; he first went in from the 
Council, and afterwards at large. Mr. Pope went in from the 
Council, and afterwards at large. Mr. Bradley the same. So 
that really the changes have not been so much. Men have been 
trained up, coming from the city government, and had a certain 
amount of apprenticeship. 

_ For my part I don’t see any reason for the change. No fault 
has been expressed as to the management of the hospital. 

Q. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) Do you know anything about passes 
being given by the Councilmen, or by the trustees on the part of 
the Council, for admission to visit patients, and whether there is 
a much larger proportion of that kind of passes given by mem- 
bers of the Council, than by those given by the trustees elected at 
large? 

A. I will give you my own experience. In some cases I have 
notes written to me by members of the Board of Aldermen and 
Common Council asking admission, — which goes to show that they 
do not generally issue passes. I have been frequently called upon 
to furnish passes, and when there is a good reason I furnish the 
pass. The question was brought up before the present Superin- 
tendent was elected, as to the desirability of letting people in on 
Sunday ; and it was objected to letting them in. I thought myself 
it was a harsh proceeding, in many cases. A laboring man, barely 
making a living, with his wife or child in the hospital, if he went 
to see them there during the week would lose the time that he 
could not afford to lose. I told the Superintendent I had very 
decided views about it before he was elected, and that I looked 
upon it the same as the Public Library ; that I had liberal views, 
and whenever I saw a deserving case I should issue a pass. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) What objections are there to incorpor- 
ating the hospital? 

A. None, sir, exceptas to the management. It is well managed 
now. 

Q. You think it is well managed? 

A. I think it is well managed. 

@. You don’t know any way it could be improved? 
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A. I think not. I think the trustees, as a rule, attend to their 
duties. , 

(By Ald. Wuirren.) How long have you been trustee? 
This is my first year. 

Ever connected with the hospital before? 

Yes, sir, eight or nine years. 

Had any experience with other hospitals? 

Nothing, sir, except I have visited many abroad, and since 
I have been trustee I have made it my business to go to New York 
and Philadelphia and inquire about it. 

@. (By Mr. Barrer.) How is the hospital managed? You 
elect the Superintendent? * 

Y. Yes, sir. 

@. And he has entire charge of the building? 

A. Subject to the control of the trustees. 

@. What powers do the medical staff have? 

A. The medical staff have no power at all as regards the man- 
agement of the hospital. 

@. I mean in regard to the control of the interior management 
of the hospital ? 

A. They have a great deal, sir; whatever they may suggest. 

@. Don’t they have nearly the entire control of it? 

A. Yes, sir, I should say they have, subject to the trustees, if I 
understand your question. 

@. I mean how does it work? I am simply asking to get infor- 
mation myself, because I don’t know anything about it, and I 
want to find out what the present method is of carrying on the 
hospital. 

A. I can hardly answer the question. The hospital ina certain 
sense runs itself. 

You elect the Superintendent ? 

Yes, annually, in May. 

He is a physician? 

Yes, sir. 

Who is he now? 

He is Dr. Rowe. All the patients applying for admission 
are seen by Dr. Rowe or his assistant, and if he sees fit he admits 
them. In case the person is not fit to come there to be examined, 
Dr. Rowe sends to the house and examines the patient, and decides 
whether he is to be admitted or not. All cases of accidents are 
admitted. All the trustees have a right to admit patients, subject 
to the rules of the hospital. If a patient is not fit to be admitted 
he isrefused. Then there is a steward, who does the buying, sub- 
ject to the advice of the committee on supplies. 

Q. Of the trustees? 

A. Yes, sir. That committee is composed of three members. 
Then there is a committee on medical supplies. The requests for 
medical supplies are made the month before, and the requisition is 
sent out. 

@. I don’t care Rica being so minute in these matters. How 
many superintendents have you had? 

A. Three. The first one was a non-medical Superintendent ; 
then there was Dr. Cowles, and the present Superintendent.

@. Do you know whether it was the desire of the Superintendent 
to change? 

A. I think in the case of Mr. Cutler, it was his desire to change. 
Then the staff and others thought there should be a Medical Super- 
intendent, and the change was brought about. 

@. And in regard to the second one? 

A. I think he resigned because he could do better. He wanted 
to go to Somerville. 

- Q. Do the trustees appoint the medical staff? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Does that have to meet the approval of the Superintendent ? 

A. No, sir. He has nothing to do with it. When there is a 
vacancy in the medical staff they generally send in a name. 

Q. (By Mr. Wurrmore.) Is it exclusive of homceopaths ? 

Ay Y 6s, a51r. 

@. There was some such statement that came in last year, that 
they had a rule admitting no homeopathic professors ? 

A. There is no such rule. 

Mr. Barirey. — It is a part of the unwritten law. 

Wirness. — The name is sent in, and the practice has been to 
elect them almost invariably. 

@. Did you ever elect one who was not recommended ? 

A. Yes, sir. It has been so in the case of one member of the 
‘staff at present. 

@. And I understand the Superintendent is the only physician 
who receives any compensation? 

A. Yes,sir. The Superintendent receives two thousand dollars 
a year, and receives five hundred dollars for acting as admitting 
physician; and that five hundred dollars he pays to another man 
for performing the duties. In regard to the position of the staff, it 
is considered a very honorable position. 

Q. (By Alderman Wuirren.) If a man had ordinary ability, 
you would consider the longer he served as trustee the more useful 
he would become to the institution? 

A. Yes, sir. I should say the better he becomes acquainted 
with it. 

@. (By Mr. Bartrey.) I understand you to say that the Super- 
intendent has entire charge of the hospital, subject to the general 
rules of the Board of Trustees? 

A. Yes, sir. I think it rightly expressed when I say that, Mr. 
Sprague. 

Mr. SpHacur. — Subject to the supervision of the trustees? © 

@. While he is governed by the general regulations, you gener- 
ally and really consider him the manager of the building?

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Sprague. —But all questions of management have to be 
referred to the trustees.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE TAKING OF LAND AND THE 
ERECTION THEREON OF A COURT HOUSE FOR THE COUNTY 
OF SUFFOLK. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The board of aldermen of the city of Boston, 
acting as county commissioners for the county of Suffolk, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to take and hold, 
by purchase or otherwise, so much land as they may deem 
necessary for the purpose of erecting thereon a court house 
by the city of Boston, for the use of the courts of the 
Commonwealth within and for the county of Suffolk, and 
other purposes incidental thereto, and for a court house yard: 
for the same. 

Sect. 2. The board of aldermen shall, within thirty 
days from the time when they shall take any parcel or par- 
cels of land under this act, file in the office of the register of 
deeds for said county, and cause to be recorded, a descrip- 
tion of the land so taken as certain as is required in a com- — 
mon conveyance of land, witha statement of the purpose for 
which it is taken, which description and statement shall be 
signed by the mayor of the city; and the city of Boston 
shall be liable to pay all damages that shall be sustained by — 
any person or persons by reason of the taking of such land 
as aforesaid, such damages to be ascertained and determined 
in the manner provided for ascertaining and determining 
damages in case of the laying out, altering, or discontinuing 
of ways within the city of Boston. 

In case the board of aldermen of the city of 
Boston shall fail before the first day of December, eighteen 
hundred and eighty, to exercise the powers granted them in 
the foregoing sections, such powers shall thereupon cease 
and determine. It shall then be lawful for the supreme 
judicial court, or any justice thereof, sitting in the county of 
Suffolk, either in term time or vacation, upon the petition 
of any ten citizens of the city of Boston, and after notice to 
said city, to appoint three discreet men, inhabitants of said 
city, to be a board of commissioners, who, upon such ap- 
pointment, and upon being duly sworn to the performance of 
their duties, shall give public notice of their appointment, shall 
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proceed to consider what site within said city is most suitable 
for a court house for the county of Suffolk, and shall take, 
upon the site found to be most suitable by them, so much 
land as they may deem necessary for the purpose of a 
court house for the use of the courts of the Commonwealth, 
within and for the county of Suffolk, and other purposes in- 
cidental thereto, and for a court house yard for the same.

Fromand after the date of the passage of this 
act, no name shall be newly assigned to any public way in 
the city of Boston, by which any other public way is already 
called, whether under the title of street, avenue, court, place, 
alley, or other descriptive title; but any way not affording 
continuous passage for teams between two other ways may 
be termed a court or place, and receive the name of any way 


with which it communicates; and any extension or con- - 


tinuation of a public way may be called by the same name. 
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Secor. 2. The names of all public ways hereafter laid out 
_ by the board of street commissioners of the city of Boston 
shall be fixed by a vote of said board.’ Such vote shall take 
effect upon such laying out, shall be published in such man- 
ner as said board shall direct, and shall be certified by the 
clerk of said board to the register of deeds for the county of 
Suffolk. The names of all public ways not already fixed, 
and changes in the names of ways, may be made by the 
same authority, confirmed by the board of aldermen of said — 
city, and not otherwise.

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This occurs from charging the $33,000 for the extension of 
Mercantile street, from Clinton to South Market street, in 
the above amounts for land and building damages. Before 
the passage of the order for this extension, application was 
made for a special appropriation to meet it. The City 
Council decided not to make such an appropriation, but to 
charge the improvement to Widening Streets, and when the 
time for payment came to make up the amount to that ap- 
propriation by: transfer or otherwise if it were necessary. 
The extension having been carried out and the order to pay 
for it passed, the Commissioners have herein requested that 
the said amount be furnished to their appropriation, as the 
City Council intended. 

In addition to the charges against the appropriation already 
mentioned, there are amounts due for widenings, etc., and 
liable to be called for during the year, which, with the 
necessary expenses of the department, will require all the 
balance of twelve or thirteen thousand dollars remaining of 
the Widening Streets appropriation after the above-mentioned 
thirty-three thousand dollars has been made up to it.

SPECIAL PERMITS. 


The provisions of Section 1 of Chapter 260 of the Acts 
of 1872 prohibit the erection of independent wooden build- 
ings within the boundaries of the district known as the build- 
ing limits of the City of Boston, with certain exceptions as to 
wharves. 

Wooden additions to existing buildings in this district 
can, however, be erected, with a limitation as to height and 
area to be covered. 

These limits are established by the City Council under 
statute authority, and by an ordinance approved July 8, 
1871, were defined as follows : — 


Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover and Albany — 
streets, thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; thence around the northerly portion of 
the ‘* City Proper,” by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point 
on Charles river, opposite the centre line of Parker street or cross dam ; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam to a point 
opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre of 
Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street; thence through the 
centre of Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the 
centre of Hampden street; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. 

The said district being shown bya shaded red line on a plan made by 
the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, and deposited in the office of 


the City Surveyer. 

The above ordinance, establishing the boundaries of the 
building limits, was amended April 6, 1878, by striking out 
after the words “to a point on Charles river opposite the 
centre line of,” the words “ Parker street or cross dam,” and 
inserting in their place the words “ West Chester park as 
extended ; thence through the centre of West Chester park 
to its intersection with Boylston-street extension; thence 
through the centre of Boylston-street extension to the centre 
of Parker street”; and after the words “dated June 26th, 


1871,” insert the words, “as amended as shown by a shaded 
blue line on said plan.”

SrraM—ENGINES, BorLerRs, OVENS, AND FURNACES.

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HoIst-wAys AND ELEVATORS. 


It is estimated that in the City of Boston there are some 
five hundred hoist-ways and elevators located in buildings 
devoted to business purposes, hotels, family hotels, and 
public buildings. 

Some of the elevator-shafts are enclosed by unprotected 
wooden sheathing, some have the sheathing covered with 
tin, while a very few are enclosed by brick-work. 

No better contrivance for the rapid extension of a fire 
through a building could be devised than large, open, un- 


> 
protected flues extending from the. basement to. the upper 
story. 
The fearful disaster that occurred at the burning of the 


Southern Hotel by this rapid extension of the fire through 
the building, is a lesson to the thoughtful mind of what may 
oceur in other buildings under similar circumstances. 

At the time of the passage of the present law regulating 
these openings, passenger elevators did not, as they do now, 
constitute one of the principal features of certain classes of 
buildings, and it was not considered necessary to make 
special provision for their regulation. 

Since then their number has so largely incre eased, and 
their introduction and use have become so extensive, as to 
demand further regulation in the matter of their construc- 
tion. 

From a fire stand-point they constitute at the present time 
one of the most dangerous features in building construction 
the department has to contend with. 

In my annual report for the year 1877 I incidentally re- 
ferred to the subject in the following terms : — 

“There are few provisions of the building law more im- 
portant than this one. When it is considered that for pro- 
tective purposes in case of fire, the floors of our buildings 
are so constructed as to make only an apparent separation of 
the stories, and that with a large flue extending from the 
basement of 2 building to the roof, and the building stored 
with large amounts of combustible mater ial, it becomes es- 
pec ially ‘dangerous in case of a fire occurring in it, which, 
instead of being temporarily confined to the story in which it 
originated, spre¢ pace at once throughout the building, imper- 
illing, to a greater or less extent, all surrounding buildings ; : 
and ‘when the number of firemen whose lives have been lost, 
or who have been seriously injured by entering these or 
adjoining buildings having unprotected hoist-ways, is also 
considered, the simple requirements of rails and of closed 
trap-doors during non-business hours is not to be considered 
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onerous or burdensome, and any neglect to make them con- 
form to legal requirements no excuse for an exemption = 
the prescribed penalty.” 

In view then of their rapid and general introduction into 
various classes of buildings, and the unsafe consequences 
thereto attendant from those not properly protected, appro- 
priate additional legislation in the matter of their regulation 
seems imperative.

The department has record of the following accidents 
that occurred during the year : — 


John Donovan, an employé of the firm of Messrs. Wright, 
Bliss & Fabyan, at No. 298 Devonshire street, while en- 
gaged in delivering goods in the fourth story of the build- 
ing, fell through the elevator openings to the first floor with 
fatal results. 

The elevator-shaft was not provided with trap-doors, nor 
were there rails to door-ways. 

Joseph Brannan, while reaching for the shifting-rope in 
the second story of building No. 54 Chauncy street, fell to 
the basement through elevator openings, receiving fatal 
injuries. 

This elevator-shaft had no railing across the door-ways. 

John Donohue, an employé of the firm of Messrs. Stick- 
ney & Poor, doing business on Cambridge street, in the 
Charlestown District, while ascending a ladder secured to 
the elevator-shaft, fell through the openings to the basement 
floor, receiving injuries of a fatal nature. 

This elevator-shaft was unprovided with trap-doors to ° 
floor openings and railing to door-ways. 

Mrs. Mary KE. Dewey, while visiting premises No. 33 
Hammond street, October 10th, mistook the door of eleva- 
tor-shaft for that of a room, and was precipitated from the 
third floor to the cellar, recciving injuries which resulted in 
her death. 

Passenger elevator in the Equitable Building, No. 67 Milk 
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street. In this case, the elevator-cab in the central shaft had 
reached the fifth floor, when it began rapidly: to descend. 
The single passenger in the cab escaped injury by jumping 
from it, while the driver, by attempting to hold on to the 
rope, succeeded in checking its descent sufficiently to avoid 
serious injury to himself. The breaking of the driving- 
pulley and belt, and the utter failure of the patent safety 
apparatus to work, were the immediate causes of the acci- 
dent. 

Capt. N. B. Kimball, of Engine Co. No. 6, while in build- 
ing No. 184 to 188 Commercial street, at twelve o’clock, 
midnight, the same being on fire at the time, and while in the 
performance of his duty, fell through a hoisting-opening in 
the fourth floor. 

This opening was unprovided with a railing; had trap- 
doors, but they had been left open. 

Peter Clancy, in the employ of the Boston Belting Co., . 
at their works on Elmwood and Clay streets, while lowering 
himself to basement of the building, fell through the hoist- 
ing, fracturing one of his legs. The cause of the accident 
was the detachment of the rope from the hoist-way-drum. 

The hoist-way was not provided with trap-doors. 


MEANS OF EGRESS AND FIRE-IEOSCAPE. 


Under the provisions of the building-law, fire-escapes and 
sufficient means of egress are required in the following 
classes of buildings : — 

Buildings in which operatives are employed in any of the 
stories above the second story. 

Buildings occupied by two or more families on any floor 
above the second floor from the level of the street. 

Hotels, boarding and lodging houses, factories, mill or 
manufactory. 

Buildings occupied in part or in whole, for any public 
purpose. 

All new buildings belonging to any of the above classes 
are especially examined in regard to their construction, with 
reference to fulfilling legal requirements in furnishing suitable 
and ample means of egress in case of fire or accident. 

The number, location, arrangement, and width of the stair- 
ways; the proposed number of occupants or operatives ; the 
proposed use of the building; its proximity to other build- 
ings, and the material of which it is built,— all enter into 
consideration. 

Old buildings altered to, or by occupancy brought to be 
comprised in any of the above classes of buildings requiring 
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fire-escapes, are also duly inspected, and the necessary means 
of escape are required, the same as if it was a new building. _

In compliance with the sixth section of the ordinance 
relating to the Engineer’s Department, the following report 
of the expenses and operations of the department for the 
year 1879 is respectfully submitted.

The present number is 
I8. ‘The operations of the department for the year, together 
with such general information relating to the various works 
and structures finished and in progress as is thought to be 
of interest, are given in the following statements : — 


BRIDGES. 


The principal work done on the tide-water bridges during 
the past year has been in the way of repairs.. These have 
been in some instances quite extensive, amounting practi- 
cally to rebuilding the superstructures in the cases of the 
North Harvard street and Winthrop bridges. 

The only tide-water bridge which it was necessary to en- 
tirely rebuild was the Western avenue, between Cambridge 
and Brighton. 

The system of having the ordinary repairs on the bridges 
made by a foreman and men hired directly by the city, which 
has been followed by the Committees on Bridges since 1876, 
was not continued by the committee of the past year. A 
contract system similar to that under which the repairs were 
made for some years previous to 1876, wasadopted. Appli- 
cants for the position of foreman of repairs were allowed 
to make proposals for furnishing their own time and that of 
the men required, and the result of this-competition was an 
arrangement with Mr. C. V. McConologue, the lowest bid- 
der, by which he agreed to give his whole time and services 
as foreman, and furnish transportation for the men, and for 
small supplies, keeping for this purpose a horse and vehicle, 
for the sum of $65 per month, also to furnish the labor of 
skilful carpenters for $1.65 per day. This arrangement 
with Mr. McConologue terminated on the 18th of July.. A 
short time afterwards Mr. S. S. Lewis was employed to do 
the work, his compensation to be $85 per month for his own 
services, team, etc., and $1.75 per day for labor furnished. 
Mr. Lewis has had charge of the repairs for the balance of 
the year. 

Mr. John W. Leatherbee, the contractor for the last two 
years, was again the successful bidder for furnishing the 
spruce lumber required for the repairs on the tide-water 
bridges. His new contract required the furnishing of all 
the spruce lumber of whatever dimensions needed, instead 
_of the two, three, and four-inch plank, as formerly. 

The price for 1879 was $11.90 per thousand feet B. M. — 
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$1.20 per M. less than in 1878. The amount furnished 
under this contract, was 285,040 feet B. M. The amount 
furnished during the past year under his contract of 1878, 
was 12,587 feet "B. M. 

Five tide-water bridges have been repainted during the 
past year. The work was done by contract. 

Mr. M. A. Feeley, of Cambridge, was the contractor for 
painting the Warren, Federal-street, and Meridian-street 
bridges, Mr. M. J. Donovan, of Boston, had the Congress- 
street bridge contract, and Mr. W. A. Whitney, of Boston, 
the Chelsea bridge contract. 

The usual annual examination (required by Section 5 
of the ordinance relating tothe Engineer’s Department) of all 
bridges within the city limits open to team and foot travel 
has been made ; and the results of this examination, respect- 
ing the condition of the bridges as to safety and need of 
renewal or repairs, are given in the following pages. 

The following is a list of the bridges inspected. The 
number remains the same as last year with the exception of 
the Albany-street bridge, which has been discontinued. 
Those marked with an asterisk are over navigable waters,

1.— BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


ASHLAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RarLroaD, WARD 23). 


This bridge is in excellent condition, except that the 
abutments need repointing. The roadway has had a new 
sheathing of two-inch spruce plank. 

Total cost of repairs, $114.96. 


ATHENS-STREET BripGE (OvER NEw York & New Ene- 
LAND RAILROAD). 


No repairs have been required. The bridge is in good 
order. 


BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RaILROAD). 


BERKELEY-STREET BripGE (OvER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


These two bridges were thoroughly repaired last year, and 
still remain in excellent condition. No repairs have been 
required upon them during the past year. 
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* BroaDwaY BripcGe (over Fort Point CHANNEL). 


There has been a smaller expenditure for repairs on this 
bridge the past year than for several years previous, yet the 
bridge, as a whole, is in good condition. 

The wood pavement on the column section of the Boston 
side will need renewal in the spring, and it will be advisable, 
at the same time, to fasten together the cast-iron floor-plates 
on the same section. 

The sheet piling of the draw-pier has, in former reports, 
been stated to be in course of gradual destruction by worms. 
It has been examined by a diver who reports the process of 
destruction as still continuing. No additional signs of weak- 
ness have, however, been noticed during the past year, and 
nothing has been done to the pier in the way of repairs. 

Total cost of repairs, $964.73. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE Bripce (ovER Muppy River). 


Is in good order. 


’ * CHARLES—-RIVER BripGE (FROM Boston TO CHARLES- 
TOWN ). 


The machinery and shafting for moving the draw have 
been partially renewed and wholly reset. ‘The trucks have 
been kept in good order. The steel linings and axles for the 
trucks have given good satisfaction, and the draw is in bet- 
ter running order than ever before. 

But few repairs have been made, excepting upon the 
draw, and the bridge is in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,052.45. 


* CHELSEA-STREET BRIDGE (FROM East Boston To CHEL- 
SEA). 


The draw of this bridge has been temporarily repaired in 
such a manner as to render its use safe. It is, however, in 
poor condition. 

The roadway of the fixed part of the bridge has been 
sheathed, and the sidewalk replanked. 

The bridge (with the exception of the draw) is in good 
condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $879.04. 
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Cotumpus-AVENUE Bripner (over Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD ) 


Is in good order. The roadways have been sheathed and 
the bridge thoroughly cleaned and painted. 

Total cost of repairs on highway bridge, $557.78. 

Cost of painting water-pipe bridge, $46.35. 


* CommerctaL Pornt, or TENEAN BripeGE (Warp 24). 


Only slight repairs have been made, and the bridge is in 
fair condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $19.04. 


* ConaRrEss-sTREET BripGe (oveR Fort Point CHANNEL). 


The engines for moving the draw have been thoroughly 
repaired, one end of the draw pier has been strengthened, 
and the bridge has been painted: It is now in good con- 
dition. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,823.02. 


DARTMOUTH-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY AND 


Boston & PROVIDENCE RAILROADS). 


This bridge, finished in the early part of the year, was 
fully described in the last annual report. 

The total cost of the new structure was $58,418.80, the 
masonry costing $35,900.75, and the iron bridge, $22,518.05. 

It has required no repairs since completion, and is now in 
good order. 


* Dover-sTREET BripGE (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL) 


Has required only ordinary repairs, and is now in good 
condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $557.23. 


*FreperRAL-sTrEET BripGe (OVER Fort Pont CHANNEL). 


The trusses of the northerly draw have been repaired, and 
the draw itself put in fair running order. A considerable 
portion of the bridge roadway has been repaved, and the 
wood-work of the whole bridge has been repainted. 

The southerly draw will need repairs the coming season. 
New roadway gates will be required soon, and probably 
some repairs on the roadway and sidewalk-flooring, which is

in places badly decayed. The piers will have to be re- 
planked early in the spring. 
Total cost of repairs, $1,640.66. 


FERDINAND-STREET BripGE (OvER Boston & ALBANY 
RaILROAD). 


The roadways have been newly sheathed, and the bridge 
proper is in safe condition. 

It was recommended in the last annual report that a re- 
taining-wall be built on the westerly side of the street from 
the bridge abutment to the line of the buildings. This wall 
_ was to replace in part the rotten wooden bulkhead which 
now retains the street-filling. Either the wall should be 
built the coming season, or the bulkhead should be rebuilt, 
as it is now in a dangerous condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $95.61. 


HUNTINGTON-AVENUE Bripce (over Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). | 


The iron-work of this bridge will need painting this year. 
The bridge is otherwise in fair order. | 

The roadway has been sheathed and other repairs made at 
a cost of $211.22. 


_ *Maxpen Bripce (From CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT) 


Has required but few repairs and is now in good order. 
The roadway of the draw has been replanked. 
Total cost of repairs, $193.70. 


*MERIDIAN-STREET BripGe (From East Boston To 
CHELSEA). 


The draw is in good condition, but the bulkheads and 
fences on the fixed part of the bridge are decayed, and the 
cobble-stone pavement is in bad order. 

The draw roadway has been sheathed, the turning gear 
repaired, and the bridge repainted. 

Total cost of repairs, $511.32. 


Miti-Dam Briver (over Back-Bay Suurces). 


One of the piers of this bridge was found last spring to 
have been badly damaged by the ice during the previous 
winter, and it was temporarily repaired with wood. All of 
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the piers are in somewhat shaky condition, notwithstanding 
they were patched up and pointed with cement mortar last 
season. 

An outlet for Stony brook will be required at the entrance 
of the Back-Bay park; and when this is built these sluices 
ean be filled up. It will not, therefore, be advisable to ex- 
pend any more money at the sluices than is necessary to 
keep the bridge safe, but work should be commenced as soon 
as possible the coming season on the new bridge for the 
Stony brook outlet. 

Total cost of repairs, $524.17. 


*Mr. WasHINGTON-AVENUE Bripce (over Fort Port 
CHANNEL). 


The roadway has been sheathed, some repairs made to the 
draw pier, and two buoy stones reset. 

The fenders and sides of the draw-ways will need repairs 
in the spring, and probably a portion of the floor of the 
roadway of the fixed part of the bridge will need renewal. 

Total cost of repairs, $711.49. 


NEWTON-STREET BripGE (OvER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


No repairs have been made during the year. The abut- 
ments should be extended and pointed, as recommended in 
last year’s report. The bridge superstructure is in good 
condition. ‘ 


Pupsruic GARDEN Foot—BrRIDGE. 


A new floor has been laid, and the bridge has been painted. 
It is in good order. +5 


SHAWMUT-AVENUE BrinGe (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The roadway has been newly sheathed; the bridge is in 
good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $105.98. 


Swetr-sTREET Bripces (over SouTH—Bay SLUICES). 


The roadways have been replanked. ‘The bridges are in 
fair condition. 


Total cost of repairs, $194.09. 
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*WaARREN BripGE (FROM Boston TO CHARLESTOWN). 


The draw roadway has been sheathed, the draw-pier par- 
tially replanked, and the bridge painted, during the past 
year. 

The bridge is not wide enough to properly accommodate 
the travel over it, and a large portion of it is old and in poor 
condition ; it will have to be rebuilt in a few years. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,454.78. 


West CuesterR Park BrinGE (ovER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge is in good order; the roadway has been re- 
cently replanked, but no other repairs have been required. 
Total cost of repairs, $131.11. 


West Cuester Park Bripare (over Boston & Provi- 
DENCE RAILROAD) 


Has not needed any repairs, and is now in good condition. 


WintHrop BripGE (FROM BreeEpD’s IstanD TO WINTHROP). 


This bridge has been thoroughly repaired the past season. 
The spruce stringers used in 1870 have been removed, to- 
gether with nearly all the older white-pine stringers, and 
have been replaced by new stringers of hard-pine. An en- 
tirely new hard-pine floor has been laid, calked and paid, 
and covered with two-inch spruce sheathing. 

The fences have been repaired and painted ; the approaches 
to the bridge gravelled, and the retaining-wall at the Win- 
throp end partially relaid. The bridge is now in excellent 
condition throughout. 

Total cost of repairs, $4,795.11. 


II.— BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON SUPPORTS 
THE PART WITHIN ITS LIMITS. 


*CAMBRIDGE-STREET BriDGE (FROM WarD 25 TO 
CAMBRIDGE).° 


The roadway has been replanked, both upper and under 
plank being renewed and other slight repairs made. 

The bridge is in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $292.24. 
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: 
CENTRAL-AVENUE BripcGr (oveR Nevonser River, Dor- 
CHESTER LowER MILLS). 


The roadway has been sheathed, and the bridge painted. 
One-third of the cost of this work was paid by the town of 
Milton. ‘The bridge is now in good order. 

Total cost of repairs paid for by the City of Boston, 
$245.49. 


*CuELSEA BripGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO CHELSEA). 


This bridge has been repainted, but has otherwise required 
only the ordinary repairs. The portion of it which was re- 
built in 1877 is in excellent condition, but the section which 
was transferred from the care of Chelsea to Boston by the 
act of the legislature of 1878 is old and dilapidated, so 
much so that it requires rebuilding at any early date. Twice 
during the year supporting piles have been knocked out of 
place owing to their instability and serious accidents have 
been averted only by the timely discovery of their displace- 
ment. 

During the year negotiations have been carried on between 
the cities of Boston and Chelsea having for their object some 
permanent provision for the future care and maintenance of 
the north-easterly draw now supported jointly by the two 
cities. 

The result of numerous conferences between the represen- 
tatives of both cities has been an agreement, subject to 
ratification by the Legislature, that. upon the payment of 
$25,000, by Chelsea to Boston, the latter city shall assume 
the care and maintenance of the draw forever. 

The Committee on Bridges has requested this department 
to prepare plans for the rebuilding and widening of the old 
portion of the bridge and for rebuilding the draw-piers of 
the north-easterly draw which are in ruinous condition. This 
work should be done the coming year. 

Amount paid to Chelsea for care of draw, $480. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,424.26. 


*Essex-sTREET BripGe (FROM WaRD 25 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The draw-pier of this bridge was rebuilt early in the 
spring. A contract (dated March 205, 1879) was made with 
Benjamin Young, of Chelsea, to rebuild the pier in accordance 
with plans and specifications prepared by this department. 

The superstructure of the old pier was entirely removed, 
additional oak piles were driven, and the pier rebuilt with 
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hard-pine-timber caps and stringers and white-pine covering 
plank. The channel face of the pier and bridge was planked 
from low water to the top of the pier, and protected by pro- 
jecting oak ribbons. 

The total amount paid Mr. Young was $1,649.89. 

But few repairs have been made on the bridge proper, and 
it is now in good order. 

Total cost of repairs, $249.86. 


*GRANITE BripGe (FRomM WarD 24 To MILTON) 


Is in fair condition. The roadway has been replanked 
and one new samson post for the draw put in the past season. 
Total cost of repairs, $248.54. 


LONGWOOD-AVENUE BRIDGE (FROM WaArD 22 TO Brooxk- 
LINE). 


No repairs were made upon it the past year. It will 
require new roadway sheathing in the spring. 


MatTapan BripGe (FRoM Warp 24 To Mitton). 


This bridge has been painted, and a few small repairs 
made. 

The masonry of the centre pier is in poor condition, and 
the bridge itself is a weak structure. 

Cost of repairs paid by Boston (one-half the total cost), 
$15.33. 


Miuiton BripGEe (FRoM Warp 24 To Miron) 


Has had its iron-work cleaned and painted, and floor put 
in safe condition. 

The floor planking was badly rotted in places. These 
places were repaired with spruce lumber, which will last 
until a new floor over the entire bridge is needed. The new 
floor should be of hard-pine, calked and paid with pitch, 
and covered with asphalt. 

Cost of repairs paid by Boston, $608.90. 


*NEPONSET BripGE (FROM Warp 24 TO Quincy) 


Has been newly sheathed, and has had the under flooring 
recalked. It will require painting the coming season, but 
it is otherwise in good repair. 

Total cost of repairs, $227.20. 
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*Norrn Bracon-street Bripce (From Warp 25 TO 
WATERTOWN ). 


With the exception of resheathing the roadway but slight 
repairs have been made. The under flooring is somewhat 
rotten, but the bridge is in fair condition in other respects. 

Total cost of repairs, $287.44. 


*Nortn Harvarp-stREET Bripce (FRom WARD 25 TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


The superstructures of the fixed portion of this bridge, and 
of its draw-pier, have been entirely rebuilt. The bridge 
piles were recapped with 7 inch X 14 inch hard-pine girder 
caps, the new bridge stringers are of 8 inch X 14 inch hard- 
pine, and the roadway floor consists of 4 inch hard-pine 
plank, calked and paid with pitch, and sheathed with two- 
inch spruce plank. New fences, of white-pine, were built 
on the sides of the bridge. 

The draw-pier superstructure was rebuilt with hard-pine 
timber and white-pine covering plank. The face of the 
draw-way has been planked from low water to the top of the 
pier, and protected by projecting oak ribbons. 

The work was done by days’ labor, and cost, including re- 
pairs for the year, $2,926.28. 


Sprinc-sTREET BripGe (From Warp 23 To DEDHAM). 


This bridge has needed a new railing for several years ; it 
is in other respects in good order. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE Bripce (From WarD 25 TO 
CAMBRIDGE) 


A contract (dated Oct. 28, 1879,) was made with Patrick © 
Kiernan, of Chelsea, for building a new abutment, and 
another contract (dated Oct. 29, 1879,) was made with 
Wm. A. Kenrick, of Boston, for rebuilding and widening 
this bridge. 

The work under both contracts is at this date (Feb. 12, 
-1880,) completed. The contract prices were $3,572 for the 
abutment, and $6,216 for the bridge. 

The new abutment is 66 feet 8 inches long, and extends 
across the whole width of Western avenue. It has return- 
walls, one 27 feet 4 inches, and the other 19 feet 4 inches in 
length. It has a foundation of spruce piles, 162 in number, 


and each about 25 feet long, driven to a firm bearing, and 
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inclined towards the wall. These piles are capped with hard- 
pine timbers, 12 inches square and 11 feet long. The tops 
of the piles, and the whole of the caps, are embedded in 
stone chips. 

The abutment is built of first-class rubble granite, with 
heavy foundation and capping courses, and it is well-ballasted 
with oyster shells. The foundation course is 8 feet wide ; 
the second course 6 feet wide, and coping 4 feet wide. ‘The 
total height of the abutment is 12 feet 3 inches. The para- 
pet is cut granite, 18 inches square. 

The new bridge is 33 feet wide, —6 feet wider than the 
old one. It hasa roadway 27 feet, and a sidewalk 6 feet in 
width. The substructure is built with oak piles, and the 
superstructure with hard-pine timber and floor plank with a 
spruce wearing-surface. The draw is built of hard-pine 
with spruce floor, and is of the leaf pattern, to correspond 
with the half belonging to Cambridge. It is 23 feet 6 inches 
wide. The width of the draw-way is 31 feet 1 inch. 

The new draw-pier is 133 feet 7 inches long, 19 feet 3 
inches wide at the bridge, and 12 feet wide at the outer end. 
It is 80 feet longer than the old pier. In building it the oak 
piles of the old pier were retained, and a sufficient number 
of new ones driven to make a secure foundation for the 
superstructure, of hard-pine timber and white-pine covering 
plank. The face of the draw-way is planked with 3-in. 
spruce plank, and has projecting oak ribbons. 

A substantial oak pile and hard-pine fender guard has 
been built to protect the northerly side of the bridge. 

_ Amount expended for repairs previous to rebuilding, 
$253.89. | 


* WESTERN-AVENUE BripGe (FROM Warp 25 TO WATER- 
TOWN). 


The draw-way of this bridge is at such a bad angle with 
the line of the channel that it causes great inconvenience to 
the vessels that pass through it. 

The number of vessels going above the bridge is increasing 
yearly, and their size is much greater than formerly. To 
facilitate navigation at this point it would be advisable, at an 
early day, to rebuild the bridge, which consists of little else 
than the draw, and have the draw-way in line with the chan- 
nel. 

The town of Watertown maintains one-half of the draw 
and bridge, and is willing to codperate with the city in 
rebuilding them the coming season. 
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But few repairs have been made on the bridge, and it is 
now in fair condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $323.59. 


Ill. — BRIDGES FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF 
WHICH BOSTON PAYS A PART OF THE COST. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGe (ovER Boston & AtBany RaiL- 
ROAD) © 


Has had no repairs made upon it during the year. 

The abutments have been in bad condition for several years. 
The bridge was so badly rusted when it was painted that the 
paint has not wholly prevented a continuance of the deterio- 
ration. The Boston & Albany Railroad Company is under 
an agreement with the city to replace it with a bridge of 
longer span; but the recent changes in the plans of that cor- 
poration with reference to a new passenger station have 
rendered the widening of the railroad at this point unneces- 
sary, and the city will probably have to assume the expense 
of rebuilding the abutments. If the bridge is removed for 
this purpose it is hardly probable that it will be worth put- 
ting back again. 


*Canat Briper (From Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


*Prison—Pornt BripGe (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO Cam- 
BRIDGE). 


* Wusr Boston Bripge (From Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


These three bridges are in charge of Commissioners, 
for whom Principal Assistant Wightman acts as engineer. 
The bridges are in good order. 

The report of the Commissioner for Boston (City Doc. 
No. 12, 1880) will give detailed information. 


DoRCHESTER-STREET BripGE (ovER Oxp Coxony Ratr- 
ROAD). 


Attention has been called in previous reports to the badly 
rusted condition of the iron-work of this bridge, but as yet 
nothing has been done to it to remedy the evil. 

The bridge is badly damaged for want of proper care, just

how badly cannot be known until it is stripped and cleaned. 


Enough is known of its condition to warrant the statement - 


that unless it is cleaned and painted soon it will last but a 
few years more. 


IV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROAD 
CORPORATIONS. 


Second-street, Third-street, and Fourth-street bridges over 
the New York & New England Railroad have been rebuilt 
during the year, and the masonry of one abutment of the 
last-mentioned bridge has been relaid. 

The other bridges supported by railroad corporations, 
given in the list, are in good order or fair condition, and 
require no special mention. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
IN 1879. 


RoxBuRY—CANAL IMPROVEMENT. 


Fitiine. — At the date of the last annual report the filling 
of that portion of the canal lying north of the bulkhead, built 
on the southerly line of Albany street, was nearly completed. 
During the early part of the season the work on this section 
was finished. The amount of material used for filling it was 
4,712} squares, cart measurement, for which the city paid 
$10,412.49. 

The filling of the remaining portion of the canal was not 
commenced until Dec. 26, 1879, owing to delay in the con- 
struction of the retaining-wall on the easterly line of East 
Chester park, where it crosses the canal. 

The work of filling is now progressing rapidly, and will 
probably be finished in a month. 

TEMPORARY SEWERS.— By an act of the Legislature, 
approved March 10, 1879, the city was authorized “to 
divert, by temporary structures, the sewage discharged into 
Roxbury canal, and to construct and maintain a storm over- 
flow from the system of Improved Sewerage.” 

The construction of the extensions of the sewers emptying 
into the canal was a necessary preliminary to resuming the 
filling of it, and also to the building of the retaining-wall 
across it. A contract was made in June with Mr. Wm. A. 
Norton, of Boston, to extend the sewers (those in Hampden 
street and East Chester park), and build a connecting gate- 
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chamber near the site of the retaining-wall. These structures 
are all of wood with pile foundations. ‘The Hampden-street 
extension is three and one-half feet wide by four and one- 
half feet high inside, and is two hundred and sixty-six feet 
lone. The East Chester park extension is three feet square 
and about sixty-six feet long. The gate-chamber which 
connects the sewers is nine feet square at the bottom, and 
three feet square at the top, and contains the tide gate cover- 
ing the end of the Hampden-street extension. 

From the gate-chamber a section of wooden sewer, four 
feet four inches wide by five feet two inches high inside, and 
twenty-four feet long, conducts the sewage to the storm-over- 
flow outlet through the retaining-wall. Mr. Norton’s contract 
was for doing the work to and including the gate-chamber, 
and was commenced June 23, 1879, and completed July 30, 
1879, at a cost of $1,185. 

Rerarrye-W atu. — Early in the spring plans and specifi- 
cations were made for a retaining-wall of granite masonry 
on the easterly line of East Chester park across Roxbury 
canal. As designed, the footing courses of the wall were on 
land outside the street limits, and a release from the owner 
of this land was necessary to enable the city to construct and 
maintain the wall. This release could not be obtained upon 
reasonable terms, and the line of the wall and its plan of 
construction were changed to conform to the new conditions. 

New plans and specifications were made, the wall and its 
foundations to be wholly on the city’s land, and a contract 
was made June 26, 1879, with Mr. John Cavanagh (the 
lowest bidder), for building the retaining-wall with its pile 
and concrete foundations, and doing the other work in con- 
nection therewith. 

Work was commenced June 28th, by excavating a trench 
across the canal for the pile and concrete foundation. The 
trench was fourteen feet in width at the bottom, with sloping 
sides. The average depth of the trench was ten feet below 
mean low-water, and the excavation reached six inches into 
the clay at the lowest part of the channel. 

Spruce piles, spaced two and a half feet apart, on centres, 
were driven in rows in the trench, and a row of 4-inch 
sheet piles was driven on each side of the trench across the 
canal. The excavations in front of the sheet piling were © 
filled with gravel and clay to the grade of two feet’ below 
mean low-water, ‘he inclosed trench was filled with con- 
crete to the grade of two feet below mean low-water, and the 
bearing piles sawed off. 

The wall is twenty feet in height above the foundation 
and one hundred and five feet in length between the retain- 
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ing-walls of the canal. It is built up independently of the 
old wall at the northerly end, and extends seven feet into the 
side of the canal at the southerly end. It is eleven feet in 
width at the base, and seven feet in width measured on the 
coping. Weeping-holes have been provided at low-water, 
and an opening has been left through the wall, six feet in 
height by six feet in width, to be used in connection with 
the system of Improved Sewerage for a storm-water outlet. 

The wall is ballasted with oyster-shells, and is surmounted 
by a wooden fence with iron standards. With the exception 
of the backing it is built of Rockport granite, laid solid in 
hydraulic cement mortar. _It is laid with courses varying in 
rise from twenty inches to two feet, and has a plumb face 
which is set back six inches from the front of the founda- 
tion course, and two feet back from the easterly line of East 
Chester park. The backing consists of rubble Quincy 
granite, taken from the old walls on each side of the canal. 
The course of masonry under the coping projects one foot, and 
the coping itself projects two feet from the face of the wall. 

The amount paid Mr. Cavanagh in the final settlement of 
his contract for building the wall was $8,815.41. 

Two rows of sheet piles, six inches in thickness and each 
twenty-five feet in length, have been driven (one on each side 
of the canal) across the site of the old walls, to prevent the 
percolation of tide-water from interfering with the Improved 
Sewerage work. 

On the southerly side the sheet piles were driven on a line 
in continuation of the back row of four-inch sheet piles of the 
wall foundation, and on the northerly side they are parallel - 
with and eigliteen feet from the easterly line of East Chester 

ark. 
: The contract price for furnishing and driving the sheet 
piles was $350. 


Settlements, in addition to those given in the last annual 
report, have been made by the Joint Special Committee on 
Improved Sewerage in charge of\this improvement, with the 
following parties : — 

Jan. 10, 1879, with L. B. Morse, for $33, 000. 

Feb. 1, 1879, with the Trustees of the Roxbury Grammar 
School, far $9,016. 

May 23, 1879, with S. S. Rowe and Heirs of G. H. Mose- 
ley, by deeding back to them the same quantity of land taken 
after readjusting the lines, and agreeing to fill it and pay 
lease damages. 

June 2, 1879, with L. B. Morse and E. A. Remick, for 
$45,000. 
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Jan. 1, 1880, with Jonathan Frohock, for lease damages 
$1,000. 

‘All the owners of land taken for this improvement have 
now been settled with except Joseph Ham. 


BEACON-STREET WIDENING. 


Proposals were received June 16th for widening a section 
of Beacon street, extending from West Chester park to the 
intersection of the street with Brighton and Brookline 
avenues. 

Martin Lennon, of Boston, was the lowest of six bidders, . 
and the contract was awarded to him. 

The work to be done consists in widening the street to its 
established northerly line by filling it with material dredged 
from the Charles-river basin. 

The side slopes are to be covered with a wash-wall of 
Roxbury stone, 18 inches thick, with a backing of stone chips 
12 inches thick. Where the side slopes are under buildings, 
they are to be covered with rip-rap 18 inches in thickness. 
A close board fence is to be built on the northerly side of 
the street the whole length of the widening. 

The contract was signed on the 94th of June, 1879, and 
work was commenced on the Ist of July; the entire job was 
to be completed Oct. 1, 1879. At present there is about 
one-half of it done, with no prospect of its entire completion 
until spring. | 

The amount of the contract, figured on the basis of the 
estimate of quantities, is $20,735.70. ~ The amount expended 
to Jan. Ist is $8,589.46. 


Forest—HiLu CULVERT. 


This culvert is located at the intersection of Hyde Park 
avenue with Washington street, opposite the Forest Hill 
station of the B. & P. R.R. Corporation. 

It is a double arch culvert, 102 feet in length, with a skew 
end, and is an extension of one already built at this point on 
the line of Stony brook. 

The masonry, with the exception of the arches and coping 
course, is of Roxbury stone; the arches are of brick and the 
coping course of granite. All the masonry is laid in cement. 

The arches are semi-circular, and are 12 inches in thick- 
ness. They are laid in courses on lines askew with the line 
of the culvert for an average distance of 10 feet from the 
face; for the remaining length the courses are parallel with 
the line of the culvert. 
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The wing-walls on each side of the culvert are connected 
across it by a parapet wall built on.the arches. 

The wing-walls and parapet together are 67 feet in length. 
They are coped with granite coping, which carries iron 
standards and 2 wooden rail fence. 

The culvert was built by contract by Mr. Charles A. 
Trumbull, of Lawrence, for the sum of $2,730. The work 
was commenced July 21, 1879, and finished Sept. 27, 1879. 


STEAMBOAT WuarF, DEER ISLAND. 


Plans and specifications were made early in the year for 
rebuilding and enlarging this wharf. It was thought desira- 
ble to do the work with spruce piles, creosoted to prevent the 
worms from attacking them, and also to use creosoted spruce 
Jumber for the superstructure. The specifications were drawn 
with this intention, but provision was made for receiving 
alternative proposals for doing the work with oak piles and 
hard-pine timber, in order that the directors of public insti- 
tutions, having the work in charge, might select whichever 
material they deemed the cheapest and best. The contract 
was awarded to Messrs. Ross & Lord, of Ipswich, Mass., for 
the sum of $6,600, — oak piles and hard-pine timber, with 
spruce covering, to be used. 

As rebuilt, the addition to the wharf made in 1875 remains 
intact, as it was in good order. The head of the wharf has 
been enlarged, and made of a triangular shape, to provide 
three berths for vessels. Its channel end is 141 feet long, 
and its sides 122 feet and 139 feet long, respectively. 
The work, which was done under the supervision of this de- 
partment, is of a very substantial character. 


IN. GENERAL. 


A larger amount than usual of work of a miscellaneous 
character has been done during the past year. Under this 
head may be classed plans and estimates for rebuilding the 
Paving Department’s wharf on Albany street ; supervision of 
repairs on bridges in charge of Paving Department; meas- 
urement of stone for temporary dam at Mill-dam sluices, 
for the Board of Health, and also superintendence of work 
done to extend channel of Stony brook from Parker street 
to Park roadway; building wooden culvert under Boston & 
Maine and Eastern Railroads to drain Prison Point bay ; 
estimates of cost of retaining-wall on line of Boston & 
Albany Railroad at foot of St. Charles street ; specifications 
for Superintendent of Public Buildings for construction of

retaining-wall on Rockland street, Brighton, in front of High 


School-house lot; estimates to show difference of cost of - 


building Commonwealth avenue on a direct line to Brookline 
avenue, and on the deflected line as laid out, etc. In 
the draughting-room, the usual amount of work of a miscel- 
laneous character, such as copying, tracing, lettering, and 
revising plans, has been done, and estimates of cost have 
been made for bridges to East Boston, on Commonwealth 
avenue, and on the extension of Broadway, and detail plans 
and specifications for a superintendent’s house on Prison 
Point bridge. 

The inspection of the construction and erection of the iron- 
work of the Dartmouth-street bridge was done by Mr. John 
EB. Cheney, principal draughtsman, and his assistants. 

Early in the year apparatus for copying plans by the so- 
called blue-process was procured, and has proved to be of 
much convenience and value. Over 1,500 copies have been 
made by this process during the year. 


B.— WATER WORKS. 


Laxr Cocuituate. — The surface of the water in Lake 
Cochituate on January 1, 1879, was 133.00 feet above tide 
marsh-level, that is 12 feet above the conduit bottom, or 16 
inches below high-water mark. From this time until the 
first of September it was kept within three feet of high- 
water. October Ist it had fallen to 129.54; November 
1st to 127.43; December 1st to 126.60; December 29th to 
126.41, —the lowest point reached during the year, — and 
at the present time, January 1, 1880, it stands at 126.50. 

Water has been turned into the lake from the Sudbury 
river as follows : — .

year.

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for watering streets and lawns, the daily consumption from 
these works is quite variable. It has ranged during the past 
year from 25,000 to 200,000 gallons per day. 

The pumps and boilers are in good condition. 

In August a check-valve provided with a safety-valve and 
by-pass was placed on the pipe main, near the reservoir. 
With this arrangement it is possible to produce any desired 
pressure on the pipes above that due to the height of the 
reservoir. Since September Ist, during the day hours, an 
increase of twenty pouids has been maintained. 

Mystic Lake. — From the beginning of the year until 
the middle of June the water in the lake remained near 
high-water mark, and in fact wasted over the dam nearly the 
entire time. August 1st the water surface had fallen to 3.75 
feet above tide marsh-level; September Ist it had risen to 
4.04; October Ist it stood at 3.50; November 1st at 1.51; 
December 1st at 0.82; December 5th at 0.75, — the lowest 
point reached since the winter of 1874-75. At this date 
(January 1st) it stands 1.71 feet above tide marsh-level, or 
5.88 feet above the bottom of the conduit.

DistripuTING SysTEM, Prez PLANS, ETC. 


About eight miles of pipes have been laid by the Cochitu- 


ate Department during the year, — chiefly in the outlying 


wards. 
In Charlestown, about 16,800 feet of the wrought-iron and 
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cement pipe have been replaced by cast-iron mains; and in 
most cases the sizes of the pipes have been increased. 

The plans showing the pipe system have been corrected, 
as usual, and plans of Brighton, on a scale of one hundred 
feet to an inch, have been completed, so that now the entire 
city is shown on this scale, requiring one hundred and forty- 
five plans. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Early in the year a report with estimates, accompanied 
by a plan, was made upon the subject of supplying East 
Boston with Cochituate water. 

In August estimates were made upon the cost of a new 
forty-eight inch main from Chestnut Hill to the city ; and also 
for a main from Chestnut-Hill reservoir to the Mystic pump- 
ing-station. In connection with the estimates pressures 
were taken on the large mains at various points to ascertain 
the present loss of head. - 

Early in the year an investigation of the question of the 
waste of water was made, and the results, in the form of 
diagrams and tables, were published in the last annual report 
of the Water Board. | 

In June a careful examination of the quality and quantity 
of soil that may be removed with advantage from Basins 
1 and 2 was made, and a report upon the subject, with esti- 
mates of cost and maps showing the localities of good soil, 
was made to the Park Commissioners. 

During Oct. and Nov., 1879, in compliance with an order 
of the City Council, experiments were made to determine 
the best method of filtering the waters of Mystic lake, and 
a report, with estimates of cost, was made Dec. 1, 1879. 

A number of catch-pits, to receive the drainage of tanner- 
ies on the Mystic water-shed before its admission into the 
Mystic-valley sewer, have been built under the direction of 
this department. 

All the tanneries and dwellings within reach of the sewer, 
which formerly discharged their refuse into the streams or 
ponds, now discharge into the sewer. 

The cost of the Mystic-valley sewer has been, to date, 
$108,001.09. 

To determine the loss of pressure due to the friction in 
the mains, at any and all times, a recording gauge has been 
connected with the thirty-inch main at Beacon-Hill reservoir. 
This furnishes a continuous record of the pressure or head, 
and experiments are being made to establish a scale from 
- which, and this record, the approximate rate of consumption 
at any hour can be ascertained. 
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In October surveys and plans were made for two dams to 
retain, at or near high-water mark, the water on the meadows 
of Course, Beaver Dam, and Pegan brooks. Their con- 
struction having been ordered by the Water Board, the 
Pegan-brook dam has been constructed, and the other dam, 
which is located at the culvert under the Central turnpike, is 
now building under the direction of the Superintendent of 
the Western Division. 

The lower filter dam on Pegan brook has been rebuilt, the 
upper one repaired, and both basins have been thoroughly 
cleaned. 


Quality of Water. — The quality of the Cochituate water 
has been good throughout the year. 

The Sudbury-river water, as delivered at Chestnut- Hill 
reservoir, has been somewhat colored, but not so much so as 
was anticipated; it has had a slightly bitter taste, derived 
probably from the vegetable matter in the storage basins. 

In September alge developed quite plentifully in Basin 
3, from whence —as water was being drawn from this 
basin — they were carried to Farm pond and Chestnut-Hill 
reservoir, but did not propagate in these waters to an extent 
noticeable to a casual observer. The gates were closed at 
Dam 3 on Sept. 20, and remained closed till Dec. 6, since 
when the water from this basin has been freely used for the 
supply of the city. 

In July an alga, the clathrocystis, made its appearance in 
great quantities in the waters of Horn pond, one of the reser- 
voirs of the Mystic source. It was the most abundant during 
the latter part of July and the first of August, and passing 
from Horn pond to Wedge pond, and thence to the lake, it 
finally reached the city, and was a source of much complaint 
by the consumers. It did not appear in the waters of the 
Abbajona, or East branch as it 1s called, above Wedge pond. 
About the first of October it had mostly disappeared, and 
the water was in fair condition. 


C.— ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. — SupBurY-RIVER WORKS. 


The average rainfall in 1879, on the Sudbury-river Water- 
shed, as shown by five gauges kept at Hopkinton, South- 
boro’, Westboro’, Marlboro’, and Framingham Centre, was 
47.419 inches. Of this 18.78 inches, or 45.33 per cent. 
reached the streams, giving an average daily yield to the 
river of 69,942,000 gallons, or a total yield of 25,528,900,000 
gallons. 
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The total quantity of Sudbury-river water supplied to the 
city during the year, either through Lake Cochituate, or 
more directly through the new conduit, was 3,749,200,000 
gallons, equal to an average daily supply of 10,243,000 
gallons. 

The average daily quantity furnished in 1877 was 5,190,- 
000 gallons. 

The average daily quantity furnished in 1878 was 9,375,- 
000 gallons. 

The average daily yield of the river for the past five years

The rainfall for 1879 was comparatively small, but during 
the spring and summer it was so distributed as to give quite 
a large supply to the streams. During the autumn a severe 
drought prevailed, which reduced the flow of the streams to 
a minimum. 

Basin No. 1, which was full at the end of January, was 
emptied in April to facilitate the work of building Dam 2, 
and as the question of removing the soil for park purposes 
was under discussion, it was kept empty during the summer 
and fall. The gates were again closed in December! and the 

water on the Ist of January stood 20 inches below the crest 
of the dam. 

The gates at Dam No. 2 were closed for the first time on 
Aug. 19, and the basin was allowed to fill. The water rose 
to a point 6 inches below the crest within a month, and as it 
was used for supplying the city, its level fluctuated irregu- 
larly during the rest of the year, reaching its lowest point 
Nov. 13, when it stood at 9 feet below the crest. It now 
stands at 2 feet 3 inches below (Jan. Ist). 

On Jan. Ist, 1879, the level of the water in Basin No. 3 
was 4 feet below the crest of the dam; it fluctuated between 
that point and the crest until July, when 333,000,000 gal- 
lons were drawn from the basin to replenish Lake Cochitu- 
ate. It reached its minimum elevation (6.35 feet below the 
crest) on Aug. 18th. lt stood Jan. 1st, 1880, within 2 inches ~ 
of the crest. 


From September 20th to December 6th no water was 
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drawn from this basin to supply the city, on account of the 
presence of alge. 


PROGRESS OF THE WorK OF CONSTRUCTION. 


The work upon the Sudbury-river conduit had been prac- 
tically completed at the beginning of last year. Since then 
the house over the terminal chamber at Chestnut-Hill res- 
ervoir has been finished, and a roadway has been built 
through the estate of Charles P. Clarke, in Newton. 

he water when turned from the conduit to Lake Cochit- 


uate passes through Course brook, one of the natural tribu-- 


taries of the lake. This connection has been improved by 
the construction of a double culvert under Speen street in 
Sherborn, a large arch culvert under Pond street in Natick, 
and the digging of a new channel between them. 

The Farm pond and terminal gate-chambers, and the 
siphon-chambers, have been provided with float gauges, to 
determine the level of the water in them, and a large drop 
gate has been put in at the Course-brook waste weir, for 
regulating the flow to the lake and to Chestnut-Hill 
reservoir. 

The conduit, with its appertaining structures, was put in 
charge of the Superintendent of the Western Division, for 
regular service, early in the year. 

At Farm pond, the gravel dyke or dam at its northern ex- 
tremity, and the intercepting ditch along the western side, 
have been finished, anda new shore has been made on a con- 
siderable length of the same side, by removing large quanti- 
ties of mud from shallow places, and forming slopes, covered 
with gravel or stones. 

The gate-house at the end of the conduit connecting 


Basin 1 with Farm pond, and that at Dam 1, have been com- 
pleted. 


Portions of Salem street and of Lawn avenue in Framing- » 


ham, have been raised above the level of the highest flow 
line of Basin 1, and from this basin large quantities of soil 
have been removed by citizens of the town. 

At Basin 2 the dam has been finished, and large areas of 
slope surface have been protected by rip-rap. A timber dam, 
7 feet high and 200.feet long, has been built to keep the 
upper portion of the basin, where the flowage is compara- 
tively shallow, constantly covered with water. The two 
highways laid out by the County Commissioners, between 
Parks’ corner and Ashland, have been finished. Union 
street, in Ashland, has been raised to the level of the new 
-abutments, and two iron bridges have been erected. 
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A contract for building the gate-house at Dam 2 was 
awarded James Fagin, on June 19, 1879, and the building 
is now nearly completed. 

The dam at Basin 3 was finished early in the year, and the 
surrounding grounds have been cleaned of rubbish, partially 
graded, and drained. A contract for building the gate-house 
of this dam was awarded to Benjamin EF. Dewing, on June 
21, 1879, and the work is now substantially completed. 

Minor contracts for gauges, floors, stop-planks, and flash 
boards for the dams, standards for a foot bridge along the 
crest of Dam. 2, etc.,; have been entered into, and the work 
under them is mostly finished. 

The engineering force, under the direction of Mr. Fteley, 
resident engineer, has been engaged during the year in 
superintending the contract work, in making surveys of the 
boundary lines of the lands taken for the basins, and setting 
boundary stones; in preparing the field notes and memo- 
randa for filing; in making plans. of the works built; in 
making an extended series of experiments upon the flow of 
water in the new conduit to determine a formula of flow, 
and in working up the notes of the same; in surveys for a 
scheme of sewerage for protecting Sudbury river and Lake 
Cochituate from drainage contamination; in making experi- 
ments to ascertain the best method of filtering Mystie water, 
and in many other matters of minor importance. 

The total amount of money expended to date for “ Addi- 
tional Supply” is $5,185,936.45, of which $3,757,218.48 
have been paid for work done and materials furnished, and 
$1,428,717.97 have been paid for preliminary surveys, in 
settling land and water damages, for temporary supply 
works, superintendence, and other expenses. 


D.—IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


The appended extracts from the report of Mr. E. C. 
Clarke, Principal Assistant Engineer in charge of Improved 
Sewerage, show the work done during the last year, and 
its present state of progress, and give some interesting facts 
relating to the difficulties encountered and results obtained 
in building the several sections. 

The preliminary report, describing the scheme of works, 
was published in July, 1877, and copies of it are no longer 
to be had. As considerable misapprehension in regard to the 
exact plan exists, and as some changes in details have been 
made since the above date, I have thought it desirable to 
give in this report a somewhat full description of it. 
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The object of the plan is to intercept the sewage of the 
city as it flows in the existing sewers, and convey it to a point 
where it may be discharged with safety to the public health, 
and with the least injury to other interests. 

For convenience of reference the works have been classi- 
fied under the following divisions : — 


The intercepting sewers. 
The main sewer. 

The pumping-station. 
The outfall sewer. 

The reservoir. 

The outlet. 


The accompanying map (Plate 1) shows the location of 
these divisions, and conveys a general idea of the complete 
scheme. 

The intercepting sewers follow the marginal streets of the 
city as far as practicable, that the sewage may be intercepted 
near the outlets of the existing sewers. The west-side inter- 
cepting sewer commences at the corner of Prince and Cause- 
way streets, and passing through Causeway, Lowell, Charles, 
Beacon, Hereford, Dalton, and other streets, ends at the cor- 
ner of Camden street and Huntington avenue, where it joins 
the main sewer. ‘The shape and dimensions of the portions 
of this sewer which have been built are shown on the accom- 
panying plate, Figures 12, 13, 14, and 15. 

The Stony-brook intercepting sewer consists of several 
branches, starting from the vicinity of the brook at Ruggles, 
Tremont, Elmwood, and Vernon streets. These unite and 
pass through Cabot and Tremont streets to the main sewer 
at Camden street. 

The east-side intercepting sewer commences at the corner 
of Clinton street and Atlantic avenue, and following Atlantic 
avenue, Federal, Lehigh, and Albany streets, joins the main 
sewer at East Chester park. That portion of it which is in 
Albany street is built, and its cross-sections and dimensions 
are shown in Figures 8 and 9. At this point (corner of 
East Chester park and Albany street) the Hampden-street 
sewer, which drains a large portion of Roxbury, will also 
enter the main sewer. 

The Dorchester-brook sewer, which drains parts of 
Roxbury and Dorchester, now enters the South Bay just 
east of the New York & New England Railroad. It will 
join the main sewer at or near that railroad. 

The South Boston west-side intercepting sewer begins at 
the corner of Dorchester avenue and Foundry street, and 
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following Foundry street passes through the Old Colony 
yards to Dorchester avenue, and thence follows Dorchester 
avenue and Hyde street to Washington avenue, where it 
unites with the South Boston south-side sewer, and con- 
tinuing through Washington avenue, Locust street, and Von 
Hillern street, enters the main sewer at Mt. Vernon street. 

Probably a temporary intercepting sewer will be built in 
First street to take the flow of the sewers which now empty 
upon the State flats. 

The South Boston south-side sewer begins at Q street, 
and following Sixth, N, Ninth, Lowland, and Hyde streets, 
joins the South Boston west-side sewer at Washington 
avenue. Cross-sections of those portions of the South 
Boston sewers which have been built, or are now building, 
are shown in Figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7. 

The route of the Dorchester intercepting sewer has not 
been located, but a branch for it has been built in the main 
sewer, where the latter crosses the continuation of Crescent 
avenue. 

The existing street sewers will be joined to the intercept- 
ing sewers by small branch or connecting sewers, provided 
with gates to regulate the flow. The old outlets will be for 
the most part kept open, to be used for storm overflows, and 
those below tide level will be provided with a double set of 
gates to prevent the tide from flowing in. The intercepting 
sewers are provided with flushing gates for cleansing pur- 
poses, and with man-holes and ventilating shafts at frequent 
intervals; also regulating gates are placed at their lower 
ends, where they join the main sewer, to control the flow of 
. sewage. 


THe Marin Sewer now begins at the corner of Camden 
street and Huntington avenue, but at some future time it 
will be continued through the new park and Brighton avenue 
to Cottage farm. 

From Huntington avenue it follows Camden street, Wash- 
ington street, East Chester park, and its extension to Clapp 
street ; thence it follows Clapp street a short distance, and 
then crosses private lands to the corner of Boston and Mt. 
Vernon streets ; thence it passes through Mt. Vernon street to 
the Old Colony Railroad, and proceeding in a direct line 
across the Calf Pasture flats to Old Harbor point, terminates 
there in the pumping-station. This sewer is mostly built. 
Its various cross-sections are shown in Figs. 16 to 31. It is 
provided with a suitable number of man-holes and ventilat- 


ing shafts, and has also two large openings, through which 
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boats may be put into and taken from the sewer. Side en- 
trances are built at convenient points. 

This sewer is circular in shape, and varies from 7 feet 6 
inches to 10 feet 6 inches in diameter. Where the character 
of the trench would permit of such construction, it consists 
of a simple ring of brick-work, 12 inches thick. Much of 
it, however, is built with side walls upon a timber foun- 
dation, and a short length of it is supported on piles. The 
section in East Chester park, from Magazine street to Clapp 
street, is building through gravel filling that has recently 
been made on a deep deposit of mud and peat, which at one 
point has a depth below tide marsh-level of over 80 feet. 

In some places the gravel has displaced the mud, in others 
it has mixed with the mud in variable proportions, and in 
still others, where there is considerable peat, the filling has 
caused a compression, but no displacement. 

To build a sewer, and maintain its position while refilling 
- the trench, in such material, is a work of considerable diffi- 
culty. Asamasonry structure would undoubtedly be broken 
up and destroyed when the trenches were refilled, a wooden 
sewer (see Figs. 25 and 26) has been adopted for this sec- 
tion, which, after the refilling is done, and all change of shape 
and all motion has ceased, is to be lined with a single course 
of bricks, or a thick coating of cement mortar. The sewer, 
being entirely below low water, will be durable ; in excavat- 
ing the trench an oak log, in a perfect state of preservation, 
was found at a depth of 12 feet below marsh-level, which 
must have been embedded in the mud when the deposit was 
formed. The wooden portion of the sewer is formed of 4- 
inch spruce plank, 10 inches wide, every fourth plank being 
wedge-shaped; the whole firmly spiked and treenailed to- 
gether. 

The depth of the trench is from 32 to 36 feet, and the pres- 
sures are so great as to require very heavy bracing. As 
many as 60 braces of 8-inch X 8-inch and heavier timber 
have been used for a length of 18 feet of trench, and these 
when taken out were all found to be either broken or so 
crippled as to be unfit to use again. 

It is found necessary to build the sewer with a vertical 
diameter greater by 4 inches than is required for the masonry 
lining, to allow for settlement, change of shape, and compres- 
sion of the timber. 

Frequently the material on one side of the trench is found 
to be quite different from that on the other, and as very 
unequal pressures result, the sewer is braced internally to 
preserve, as far as possible, its true shape till the earth filling 
shall have taken a condition of permanent stability. 


> 
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In some places the bottom is a very soft clay, which ig 
forced up by the weight of the filling on the sides of the 
trench, and has required the sewer, when it is built upon it, to 
be held down by the cross-braces and by bracing from the 
stringers of the sheeting, till the trench is refilled. Where, 
in this material, the sewer is built upon piles the excavation 
is taken out considerably below the heads of the piles, to 


allow room for the movement of the clay. 


THe Pumprne-Station, under which head is included the 
filth hoist, is located at Old Harbor point on Dorches- 
ter bay. The filth hoist, situated about 120 feet to the 
north-west of the engine-house, is a structure consisting of 5 
chambers, in 4 of which are hung, so as to be raised and 
lowered by winches, open cages, ‘through which the sewage 
flows and which retain any lar oe floating objects that would 
injure the pumps. They are arranged in pairs, one behind 
the other, so that one may be in place when the other is 
drawn up for cleaning. The whole will be covered by a 
neat building. The filth hoist unites with the pump wells 
by two sewers, each 9 feet in diameter, either one of which 
may be shut off for cleaning without interrupting the flow of 
these wage to the pumps. For this purpose large gates are 
to be placed in the filth-hoist chambers. The two sewers, 
changing their form of section and dimensions when they 


PenOh. the foundation walls of the engine-house, extend the 
whole length of the house, and between them are to be the 
pump-wells and engine foundations. The pumps of each 
engine are to be placed i in a well provided with gateways at 
the ends, so that their supply may be drawn from either or 
both of the before-mentioned sewers. 

Each pump-well can be emptied for access to the pumps, 
or for cleaning, without interfering with the flow to. the other 
wells. The complete design for the pumping-station consists 
of an engine-house, two boiler-houses, and a coal-house, 
arranged on the sides of a square, or enclosing a court-yard. 
They are of dimensions to contain eight engines, with their 
boilers and appurtenances. Only a portion of these build- 
ings will be erected at first, but they are so designed as to 
admit readily of extension. The foundations for five en- 
gines only are building now. The coal-house will be con- 
nected with a wharf for vessels and steamers by an elevated 
tramway. The coal will be hoisted from the vessel to cars, 
which can be run into the coal-house on the tramway, at an 
elevation of 10 or 12 feet above the floor, and there 
dumped. Four engines, each of a capacity to raise 25,000,- 
000 gallons in twenty-four hours to a maximum height of 
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43 feet, have been or are to be contracted for. Two 
of these are to be built by the Quintard Iron Works of New 
York, from designs by E. D. Leavitt, Jr., and the commit- 
tee has authorized its chairman to contract with Mr. Geo. H. 
Corliss, of Providence, R.I., for two others, to be built from 
designs of Mr. Corliss. 

The elevation and plan of the Leavitt engines are shown on 
Plate 3. They are compound beam and fly-wheel engines, 
each working two single-acting plunger pumps. The steam 
cylinders are 15 feet 2 inches apart, one over each end 
of the beam. The steam, as it flows from one cylinder to 
the other, passes through a reheater and is thoroughly dried. 

In the design of these engines particular attention has been 
given to the following conditions : — 

First, The distribution of the weight of the engine, so as 
not to produce concentrated pressure upon any point of the 
foundations. 

Second, Great strength in the details and combination of 
the parts, to render the liability of breakage a minimum, 

Third, A proportion of the wearing surfaces, such as will 
allow of an uninterrupted running for extended periods with 
the least wear. 

Fourth, Easy accessibility of all the parts for examination, 
repairs, and renewals. 

Fifth, An adaptation of the pumps and their valves to the 
peculiar duty required of them, —7.e., to allow of the passage 
of rags, sticks, and such other small bodies as will not be 
detained by the filth hoist, — and, in addition, a construction 
that will admit of the easy removal of an entire pump, or 
any of its parts, without disturbing any other prominent 
part of the engine. 

Sixth, A high degree of economy in the consumption of 
coal. 

The steam cylinders will be vertical and inverted, one 
high and one low pressure for each engine, with pistons con- 
nected to opposite ends of the beam. | 

The pumps will be hung underneath the engine bed-plates 
in deep masonry pits, and the plungers will be rigidly con- 
nected, by suitable rods, to the piston cross-heads. 

The high-pressure piston, with its attached pump-plunger, 
will make its upward stroke at the same time that the low- 
pressure piston and its plunger are making their downward 
stoke, and vice versd, thus producing a double action in the 
pumps. 

There will be heavy cast-iron girders built into the masonry 
forming the pump-pits and engine foundations, upon which, 
by means of adjusting screws, the entire weight of the 
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pumps, or such part thereof as may be deemed advisable, 
can be placed. These girders will also serve as a track upon 
which, by means of permanently attached wheels, the pumps 
may be run back to a position where they can be hoisted out 
of the pits without interfering with the fixed parts of the 
engines. 

The pump-valves will be rubber flaps with wrought-iron 
backing and washer plates ; the rubber faces bearing on cast- 
iron seats inclined at an angle of 45°. Each valve will 
cover an opening 44 inches X 131 inches. There will be 36 
suction and 27 deliver y valves in ‘each pump. 

The discharge from the pump under the high-pressure 
cylinder will pass through the delivery-chamber of the other 
pump, to which other pump will also be connected a force 
main, forty-eight (48) inches diameter. 

The pedestals for the main beam-pin will rest upon a cen- 
tral bed-plate, consisting of a transverse girder, and be rigidly 
bolted to the beams of the engine bed-plate ; thus making a 
pair of connected girders, resting at their ends upon the 
masonry piers of the foundation, and supported at the centre 
by the transverse central bed-plate. The ends of the trans- 
verse bed-plate girder will rest upon and be bolted to the 
central foundation piers. Suitable cast-iron hangers will 
connect the bed-plate girders with the upper chambers of the 
pumps. 

The cylinders and the crank-shaft bearings, also the valve- 

gear, will be carried by a massive framing, consisting of an 
entablature supported on eight columns (for each engine), 
four of which will serve as guides for the piston cross-heads, 
and the other four as diagonal braces. The feet of the 
columns will be securely keyed and bolted to the bed-plates. 
The centre of the crank-shaft will be in the same vertical 
plane as the centre of the main beam-pin, and the connec- 
tion from the beam to the crank will be from a horn east on 
the upper flange of the beam, in such a position as to insure 
the proper vibration of the connecting rod. 
_ The steam distribution will be effected by gridiron slide 
valves, having a short horizontal movement, which will be 
imparted by revolving cams fixed on a horizontal shaft 
running along the bases of the cylinders and driven by suit- 
able gearing from the crank-shaft. The cut-off will be 
adjustable, and controlled by a governor. 

The cylinders will be thor oughly steam-jacketed on sides 
and ends, and the exhaust from the high-pressure on its way 
to the low-pressure cylinder will pass through reheaters filled 
with tubes containing either high-pressure or superheated 
steam. All heated surfaces to be thoroughly protected from 
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radiation by approved non-conductors and handsome black 
walnut or mahogany jackets. 

There will be suitable galleries of cast-iron plates, with 
wrought-iron polished stanchions, and brass hand-rails sur- 
rounding the entablatures, to be reached by substantial iron 
stairs at either end of the engines. 

There will also be iron floors between the engine bed-plates, 
and around the tops of the pumps; all to be furnished with 
finished brass hand-rails. 

The high-pressure cylinders will be bored 254 inches, and 
the low-pressure cylinders 52 inches diameter, and the stroke 
of the pistons will be 9 feet. 

The pump-plungers will be turned 48 inches diameter, 
and have a stroke of 9 feet. 

The radius of the crank will be 4 feet; radius of beam to 
end centres, 8 feet 3 inches; radius to centre for connecting- 
rod attachment, 7 feet 4 inches; distance, horizontally, be- 
tween centres of steam cylinders, also between centres of 
pumps, to be 15 feet 2 inches. 

Distance of engines apart from centre to centre, 18 feet. 

Diameter of fly-wheel, 36 feet; weight of same, at least 
36 tons. 


The speed of the engines for capacity will be 11 revolutions 


per minute. 

The condenser will be of the jet type, and salt water will 
be used. The air-pump will be double acting and horizontal, 
lined with brass, and fitted with rubber valves, working on 
brass gratings. 

The working-boiler pressure will be 100 pounds per 
square inch (above the atmosphere). 

The steam cylinders being directly over the pumps, and 
haying a direct connection with them, very little work is 
transmitted through the beam, and in consequence the 
strains upon it and its pin are reduced to a minimum. 

Each engine is to be connected with the outfall sewer by 
a 48-inch cast-iron force main. 


Tur Ourratt Sewer begins at a point about 200 feet 
south-east of the engine-house, and extends to the reservoir 
on Moon Island, a total distance of about 13,750 feet, or 2.6 
miles. It is divided into 3 sections. First, the tank or 
deposit-sewer ; second, the tunnel under Dorchester Bay ; 
third, the large sewer from Squantum Neck to Moon Island. 

The deposit-sewer is about 1,200 feet long, and is carried 
upon an embankment extending into the bay to the west shaft 
of the tunnel. Its elevation is such that sewage will flow 
from it to the reservoir by gravitation.

It consists of two conduits or tanks, side by side, each 8 
feet wide and 16 feet high, inside dimensions. It is pro- 
vided with gates that either compartment may be shut off for 
cleaning while the other is conveying the sewage. The curr 
rent through it will be quite sluggish, and all road-grit and 
heavy material will be deposited | before the tunnel is reached. 
Conveniences are provided to facilitate the removal of the 
material deposited. This sewer can also be used as a flush- 
ing tank at the time the reservoir is emptying, to produce a 
high velocity in the tunnel. It will be built of gravel con- 
crete, strongly stayed with iron rods embedded in it. 

The tunnel, with its west shaft, forms an inverted siphon, 
passing under the navigable waters of Dorchester Bay. Its 
horizontal length is about 6,970 feet, and the average depth 
of the shafts below mean high tide is 145 feet to the bottom 
of the tunnel. 

Its cross-section is a circle of 7} feet diameter. With 
the. exception of that of the shaft, ‘the excavation will be 
entirely in rock, and will be lined with brick masonry with 
a least thickness of 12 inches. ‘The profile of the siphon 
shows, first, a vertical descent of about 150 feet, next a nearly 
horizontal stretch of about 6,070 feet, and, lastly, a rising 
incline of 1 foot vertical to 6 feet horizontal distance. It is 
not intended that any heavy material, like sand or road-grit, 
shall enter the siphon, as there is ample opportunity for all 
such matter to settle out of the sewage in its sluggish flow 
through the deposit-sewer ; but should deposits occur they 
can be easily removed or flushed out by using the deposit- 
sewer as a flushing-tank, to aid the engines in producing and 
maintaining a high velocity. By these means a velocity may 
be obtained which would sweep along whole bricks. The 
four engines alone, running at full capacity, will give a veloc- 
ity in the tunnel of 34 feet per second. 

The large sewer from Squantum Neck to the reservoir is 
carried upon an embankment, and is 11 feet by 12 feet, in- 
terior dimensions. It is large enough to receive the flow 
from the high-level sewer, when the latter shall be built. It 
needs no special description. 


Tue Reservorr has four compartments, and will hold 
nearly 25,000,000 gallons of sewage. Its design is such that 
it can be conveniently enlarged at any time to double this 
capacity. It will be built with rubble masonry walls, and 
concrete floor. The London reservoirs are covered with 
brick arches and earth, but it is hoped and expected that it 
will not be found necessary to cover this one. As a precau- 
tion, however, foundations for columns will be built, that a 
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wooden covering may be put on if experience should prove 
that one is needed. A large number of gates are provided 
for admitting and discharging the sewage, which are to be 
opened by hydraulic pressure, as are those at the pumping- 
station. 

The sewage enters the reservoir from the outfall sewer, 
which passes along the northerly ends of the four compart- 
ments ; it discharges into the outlet sewer, which also passes 
along the northerly end of the reservoir, directly under the 


outfall sewer. 


Tur Ourner may be divided into 4 sections. First, the 
length above mentioned, consisting of two sewers, side by side, 
one 12 feet by 8} feet, and the other 8 feet by 8} feet, internal 
dimensions; second, a chamber where the flow of the outfall 
sewer, during the time the reservoir is discharging, unites 
with that of the outlet; third, two sewers placed side by 
side, each 12 feet by 10 feet 10 inches internal dimensions, 


and fourth, a pier extending out to the tidal current which — 


passes the end of Moon Island, and carrying eight sewers, 
each 6 feet square, and built of wood. 


The drainage from buildings and the streets will be 
received by the existing sewers, as heretofore; from these 
it will flow into the intercepting sewers, thence into the 
main sewer, and by it be conveyed to the pumping station. 
Here it will arrive at a level about 11 feet below low-tide, 
and will be raised by pumps an average height of about 35 
feet, that it may flow ‘by gravitation through the outfall 
sewer to the reservoir. It will accumulate in the reservoir 
during the time of one tide, and be discharged into the 
harbor in the two hours after the ebb tidal currents are well 
established. | 

During the time the sewage is stored much of the matter 
in suspension will settle to the bottom of the reservoir. It 
+s the intention to sweep this deposit into the harbor by the 
action of the discharging currents, aided by mechanical 
means; but should this be found objectionable, it may be 
hoisted out and deposited on the land. As, however, its 
specific gravity will be but little greater than that of water, 
and as it will consist almost entirely of destructible material, 
it is thought no serious injury will be caused by its dis- 
charge into tide-water. As there will be no interference 
with the tidal currents to diminish the scouring force, and 
as the existing channels are maintained by these currents, It 
is highly improbable that so light a material as sewage- 
sludge, bearing about the same relation to the water that 
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EXTRACTS FROM MR. CLARKE’S REPORT. 


_ The following tabulated statement gives the location and length of _ 

sewers built Jan. 1, 1879, and the total length completed to date. The — 
_ greater part of these. sewers has required a support consisting of a 
timber platform, and side walls; for about a mile a foundation on piles 
fe has been necessary. This is owing to the fact that these sewers, follow- 
ing, as they usually do, the margins of the city, are chiefly built in filled _ 
nt ound, or in marsh lands, neither of which is compact enough to ~ 
support solidly a ring of brick-work. me 
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Further details in regard to the difficulties encountered, methods used, 
and results obtained, in building the several sections of work, are 
given below : — : 


SECTION 3, MAIN SEWER. 


On this section, extending in Washington street from Camden street 
to East Chester park, and in the latter to Albany street, the contractor 
broke ground April 17, 1879. For the greater part of the distance firm 
clay was found, and the sewer consisted of a ring of brick-work 12 
inches thick. Near Albany street, however, for about 300 feet, beds of 
mud were encountered, and a foundation of piling became necessary. 
The connection between this and the Albany-street sewer (Sec. 1, east. 
side) was made by building the latter on a curve tangent to the axis 
of the former, and covering both with an arch 15 feet in diameter. 
To avoid interfering with the horse-railroads on Washington street, 
their tracks were supported on a bridge, and the sewer built under it. 
The whole work is very satisfactory, with the exception of a slight crack 
in the crown of the sewer where it is on piling, near Albany street. 
This section is completed, except a little pointing, and some repairs to 
the park and street-surfaces above it. 


SECTION 4, MAIN SEWER. 


On this section, in East Chester park extension, between Albany 
street and Magazine street, work began near Magazine street, June 26, 
1879. For the first 1,200 feet good ground was found ; since then mixed 
clay and sand, underlying marsh mud, has been encountered, and side- 
walls have been required. 

The very high tide of Aug. 17, 1879, which covered the marsh through 
which this sewer passes, broke through the contractor’s dykes, and 
flooded his trench and completed sewer, causing some delay and pecu- 
niary damage. 


SEcTION 44, MAIN SEWER. 


This section, in East Chester park extension, reaches from Magazine 
street to Clapp street. The preliminary borings made upon the line 
showed that for nearly the whole distance there were beds of mud vary- 
ing from 20 to 86 feetin depth. As it would have been difficult to build 
a stable sewer in such ground, over a portion of which the tide flowed, 
and impossible to prevent one, if built, being destroyed when the street 
should be filled over and around it, it was decided to fill the street to 
full lines and grades before attempting to build the sewer. 

A contract was accordingly concluded, Jan. 3, 1879, with the N.Y. & 
N.E. Railroad Company, by which the street was to be filled with an 
estimated amount of from 7,000 to 12,000 squares of gravel. The work 
of filling began immediately; but so great was the settlement of the 
gravel that it soon became apparent that a larger quantity than that 
estimated would be required, and a longer time than was at first con- 
sidered sufficient would be needed for the work. The contractors de- 
_ livered, in all, 138,294 squares of gravel, and completed their contract 
Oct. 14, 1879. Some difficulty was experienced in maintaining the flow 
of a large open sewer, crossing the line of filling, and in providing an 
outlet for water impounded, south of the filling. For these purposes sev- 
eral ditches and two box sluiceways have been constructed. The marsh 
level for 100 or more feet on either side of the filled street was lifted 
by the gravel from 8 to 14 feet. A surcharge, 20 feet wide on top and 
8 feet high, was put upon the street, west of the N.Y. & N.E. Railroad, 
where the mud was deepest, to ensure prompt settlement. A double- 
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: 
track wooden bridge, to carry the railroad across the street, was paid 
for from the Improved Sewerage appropriation. 

Building a stable sewer in a street so recently filled being a difficult 
operation, and requiring methods of treatment which cannot be deter- 
mined on beforehand, it was thought best to build this section by days’ 
labor. Mr. Howard A. Carson was accordingly appointed Superintend- 
ent, and commenced the work of construction about August 1, 1879, 
beginning at the easterly end of the section at Clapp street. The sewer 
thus far constructed consists of a wooden shell 10 inches thick, formed 
by treenailing together spruce planks, and is to be finally lined with 
prick-work 4 inches thick. A foundation of concrete or of piling is used, 
as seems best. For excavating and backfilling the trench, machinery 
designed by the Superintendent is used, and has proved economical and 
efficient. 


Section 5, MAIN SEWER. 


Work on this section, from East Chester park extension to the Calt 
pasture, has progressed slowly during the year. The westerly portion 
of the sewer, in open cut, has been completed, as well as the easterly 
portion, also in open cut, with the exception of 100 feet under the 
tracks of the Old Colony Railroad. The central portion is built by 
* tunnelling under Mount Vernon street from two opposite headings. In 
the east heading, constructed chiefly in ledge rock, no special difficulties 
have been encountered, but the hardness of the rock has made the rate 
of progress slow. The west heading is in loose gravel, which exerts 
great pressure upon the timbering, and tends to break into the tunnel, 
causing much delay to the work, and expense to the contractor. The 
headings are now about 400 feet apart. 


Section 6, MAIN SEWER. 


This section extends through the Calf-pasture marsh, so called, in 
Dorchester, from the Old Colony Railroad to the proposed pumping 
station at Old Harbor Point. 2385 feet were finished in December, 1878, 
the remaining 3,853 feet have been built since. 

No serious obstacles were encountered during construction. The 
general marsh level is at about the elevation of mean high tide, and is 
overflowed to the depth of about two feet during high spring tides. 
Four different times, at such seasons of extreme high tide, namely, 
October 25, 1878, April 8, June 4, and August 17, 1879, the sea broke 
through the contractor’s dykes and dams, flooding the sewer, and sub- 
jecting it to great internal pressure, which caused a crack in its top for 
about 1,720 feet. 

At one point, for a distance of about 150 feet, the sewer has spread 
six inches, and sunk correspondingly at its crown. This portion will 
oon be taken down and replaced; otherwise the section is com- 
pleted. ; 


Section 1, East SIDE SEWER. 


About one-half of this sewer was finished January 1, 1879, and the 
whole was completed July 17, 1879. The sewer was constructed for 
nearly its entire length through marsh mud, which necessitated heavy 
bracing, and a foundation supported on piles. Considerable difficulty 
and expense was caused by three sea walls, and several sluiceways and 
large sewers, which crossed the street, and along which tide-water 
found its way into the sewer trench. ‘These walls and sluiceways had 
finally to be cut off, and the passage of tide-water stopped by means of 
timber bulkheads and dams. After the sewer was completed it was 
found to leak badly in places. The leakage has been almost entirely 
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stopped, by calking with oakum, neat Portland cement, oak wedges, or 
cold lead, so that its present rate, as determined by recent measure- 
ments, is only about one-half of a cubic foot of water per minute for 
each 1,000 feet of sewer, or no more than must be expected in any well- 
built sewer. The opening of so deep a trench through the street 
drained the mud on either side, rendering it spongy and compressible, 
so that nearly the entire street-surface settled, and required repairing. 
For the same reason many of the house and catch-basin drain pipes 
near the trench were broken. ‘This evil seems to be unavoidable in such 
ground. 


SECTION 3, SOUTH BOSTON SEWER. 


This section extends from the main sewer, which it joins by a tangent 
connection and bell-mouth at the corner of Mount Vernon and Von 
Hillern streets, through the latter street, Locust street, Washington 
avenue, and Hyde street. The contractor began work in two places 
April 26, 18/9, and has progressed with it steadily since that time with- 
out encountering any special obstacle. As these streets are not yet 
graded, and there was no question of settlement of the surface due to 
backfilling in winter, the contractor has been allowed (as have others 
under similar conditions) to work at that season under such restrictions 
and with such precautions as would insure sound and durable work. 


SECTION 4, SouTH BOSTON SEWER. 


On this section, extending in Dorchester avenue from Hyde street to 
the Old Colony Railroad crossing, the contractor began May 12, 1879, 
and stopped excavating, on account of the season, about December 20, 
1879, having completed 2 400 feet. At some points, where mud was 
found below the sewer, it was taken out and concrete substituted. At 
Dorchester street was encountered a spring of fresh water, fed from the 
high lands adjacent, which yielded so much water as to make construc- 
tion difficult. A great deal of sand was brought by the water, so 
that the street-surface and one neighboring building settled badly. 
At Dorr street a pile sluiceway, crossing the sewer trench, furnished 
free access for sea-water, but was finally | cut off. 


PUMPING-STATION AND OTHER WORK. 


In addition to the above, work has been carried on since July 26, 
1879, upon the foundations for the pumping-engines and for the filth- 
hoist at Old Harbor Point. ‘This is done by the city, by days’ labor, under 
Mr. Stephen H. Tarbell as Superintendent. Trenches have been par- 
tially excavated, which are to receive the foundation walls of the 
engine-house. These trenches are about 16 feet wide, 33 feet deep, and 
400 feet in total length. The material excavated is principally sand, 
yielding a large quantity of water. ‘The sand is used to raise and 
enlarge the pumping-station lot. In excavating for the foundations 
of the filth-hoist a round wooden curb was used. The total depth 
of excavation was 33 feet, and the upper 12 feet was dug without 
bracing to natural slopes. Below this three tiers of 4-inch sheet plank, 
each 10 feet long, were driven and braced by circular ribs. The three 
tiers were 71, 61, and 57 feet in diameter, respectively. The timber 
platform on which the filth-hoist is to rest, is in place and the eut and 
rubble stone required for the structure are on the ground. Various 
offices, cement and tool sheds, and a boar ding-house, to accommodate 
80 lodgers, have been built at this point, and water has been carried to 
it by a “city pipe. 

In order to enlarge the pumping-station lot and to protect it and its 
appurtenances from the action of the wav es, as well as to afford facilities 
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of approach for colliers and other vessels, two sea-walls and a platform 

wharf have been constructed at Old Harbor Point. The contract for 


doing this work was awarded, August 2, 1879, to I. A. Sylvester, and - 


he has substantially completed it. 

The structures comprise two dry-laid granite sea-walls, 478 and 210 
feet long, respectively, the latter upon a pile foundation, and both well 
Batianted at their backs; also, a pile wharf, 210 feet long and 20 feet 
wide, in front of one of the walls. . 

A contract for building the tunnel under Dorchester Bay was 
awarded by the Committee on Improved Sewerage, October 29, to R. 
A. Malone, of Lancaster, Peon. ‘The works covered by this contract 
comprise, besides the horizontal tunnel, three vertical shafts about 142 
feet deep, below high water, three timber bulkheads to protect these 
shafts, and an inclined tunnel from near the surface of the ground on 
Squantum Neck to the bottom of the east shaft in Dorchester Bay. 

The contractor has built the three bulkheads, is sinking two of the 
shafts, and has excavated about 115 feet of the inclined tunnel at 
Squantum. 

In addition to the gravel filling, before described, upon East Chester 
park extension, an extension of Mt. Vernon street, across the Calf- 
pasture marsh, from the Old Colony Railroad to the pumping-station, 
has been filled to grade 16.5, 25 feet wide on top, following the line of 
section 6, main sewer. The contract for this filling was awarded to 
Clinton Beckwith, contractor for section 6, main sewer, and the work 
is about completed. A second contract for protecting the northerly 
slope of the roadway thus formed, by placing upon it rubble paving 
16 inches thick, was also awarded to Mr. Beckwith, and about one-half 
of the slope has been thus paved. ; 


Three iron penstocks and three iron flushing-gates have been built: 


into the intercepting sewers at different points. 

Early in the year a plan was suggested, by which the sewage, instead 
of being pumped at Old Harbor Point, was to flow thence by gravity, 
to a pumping-station at Moon Island, on a nearly direct line between 
the two points, through a sewer built above ground and sunk into a 
trench dug to an even grade in the bottom of the harbor. ‘To determine 
the feasibility of this plan it was necessary to make borings to test the 
nature of the ground on the proposed line. By an agreement with M. 
A. Lathrop, dated- April 30, 1879, these borings were made by him. 
Forty-six were made by sinking a 14-inch gas-pipe by means of a jet 
of water from a force-pump. The total length so bored ageoregated 
9092.5 lineal feet, and the comparative cost by this method was only 
one-tenth that for those made with large pipes during the preliminary 
survey of 1876. One 5-inch boring was also made. to the depth of 
45.7 feet. Under the same agreement, Mr. Lathrop dug a test-pit, six 
feet in diameter, at Moon Island, to a depth of 71.5 feet. The charac- 
ter of the ground developed by these borings was not considered very 
favorable, and a decision of the Harbor Commissioners, requiring the 
sewer to be placed lower than was considered practicable, caused the 
proposed plan to be abandoned. 

In addition to.the above, 38 light-rod test borings have been made 
during the year, aggregating 702 lineal feet in depth. 

Experiments upon the earth composing Moon Island were conducted 
for a month or more, to test its availability for constructing embank- 
ments in water. Banks made of the top gravel, the lower clay, and of 
yarious mixtures of both, carefully rammed and rolled, were built upon 
the shores of the island, where they were exposed to the action of the 
tides. The results were generally unfavorable. 

The engineering force employed upon Improved Sewerage has been 


_kept busy making surveys, laying out and superintending work, giving 


lines and grades, inspecting materials, and making measurements an 
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estimates. Inspectors under the engineers have watched carefully all 
construction done by contract. 28,761 barrels of cement have been 
examined and tested during the year. Of these but 302 were rejected, 
which shows that this systemati¢ inspection acts as a preventive to the 
offering by dealers of improper qualities. A large number of other 
tests to determine the best kinds of cement, and best methods of using 
it, have been made. 

Office work has included the preparation of contracts and_specifica- 
tions, designing of structures, making of calculations, draughting and 
keeping of records and accounts. 


EK.’ PARKER: 


A large amount of work, mostly of a preliminary kind, 
has been done in connection with the Back bay park. 

Designs, some of them involving a great deal of careful 
study, have been made for the bridges, gate-houses, and other 
structures that will be required, and estimates of the cost of 
executing these designs have been made. 

Estimates of the cost of doing all the work needed 
to complete the park in accordance with the plan of Mr. 
Frederick Law Olmsted, and others for providing temporarily 
for the flow of water in the creeks and water-courses in 
that vicinity, have also been made. Culverts, in addition to 
those previously built, have been constructed at Longwood 
entrance, and through the park roadway between Huntington 
and Parker Hill entre ances, and anew channel for Muddy river 
has been excavated through tae marsh, near the easterly side 
of the park. 

In May, specifications were bRRpAESS for filling the road- 
way on the westerly side of the park, from the Boston & 
Albany Railroad to the Longwood entrance, and, June 20th, 
a contract was made with the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Company for doing the filling. The filling was begun July 
2d, and is now nearly completed. The bank from which the 
filling is taken is located at Weston, on the line of the Bos- 
ton & Albany Railroad, about ten. miles from the city. 

The material is paid for according to the bank measure- 
ment, and at the rate of $3.45 per square. 

Tallymen are employed at the bank and at the park, to 
keep the number of car-loads removed from the bank and 
delivered on the park. The number of car-loads delivered, 
to and including Dee. 31st, 1879, was 49,617, and the amount 
of gravel delivered to the same date was, approximately, 
20,700 squares. 

A topographical plan has been made of the land adjoining 
the Arnold arboretum, which it was proposed to purchase for: 
park purposes, and various plans and estimates have been 
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BOSTON.

_ These estimates show that there is an increase of the total 
amount of the appropriations asked for over those granted 
last year, of $1,486,758, while there is a reduction of the 
income of $444,625 ; ther eby involving a large increase of 
the tax levy this year over 1879, not including an increase 
of the State tax. ‘The details of the comparison will be 
found in another place. 
~The great increase of the amount asked for by the several 
departments will naturally attract the earnest attention and 
scrutiny of the City Council in considering what shall be 
allowed to meet the actual wants of the city, now embracing 
an area of 36,% miles, having within its limits 346375 miles 
of accepted streets, and a population of 380,000, for the 
proper, judicious, and liberal management of its various 
affairs, and the promotion of its industry and commerce. 
‘This financial question is the all-important one of the year, 
-and in considering the same it should be borne in mind that 
the City of Boston has nearly reached that limit which the 
framers of the act of 1875, relating to municipal indebted- 
ness, had in view, which was to restrain municipal corpora- 
tions from burdening the people with interest bearing debt 
beyond a certain amount. The act in effect requires them, 
if they decide that any improvement is of such a necessitous 
character as to warrant the expenditure of money for its 
immediate accomplishment, to raise the means by direct 
taxation, and the tax-payer thereby saved the burden of tax- 
ation for a number of years to pay interest and the required 
percentage on debt which would undoubtedly have been 
created for the purpose, if the wise and restraining provisions 
of the act were not in force. The tendency of the act of 
1875 is to bring municipalities towards a cash basis. 

The sum which the City Council can borrow at this date, 
under the provisions of the municipal indebtedness act, is 
$1,234,618, other than for Water purposes, and there are 
various projects now being agitated not embraced in the esti- 
mates which will more than use up the same. This state of 
affairs will of “course necessitate an increase of the tax levy 
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os 
for money required for undertakings which must be accom- 
plished for the benefit of a great and growing city. 

It is probable that land will be taken for a new Court- 
House during the present financial year under an act now 
pending before the Legislature, and to meet the payment for 
the same it would seem that an amount suflicient to pay for 
it should be included in the appropriation for the County of 
Suffolk this year, to be inet by direct taxation, considering 
the small borrowing capacity of the city at the present time. 
The necessity of a new Court-House being represented as 
being so urgent as to “ brook no delay,” the amount required 
for the etection of the building thereon could be taxed in 
sufficient amounts annually for that purpose. 

The departments generally ask for increased appropria- 
tions for their current expenses, evidently based somewhat — 
on the rise in the prices of all commodities daily used by 
them, and in the ease of several departments for additional 
amounts for special objects. . 

The Committee on Accounts of the School Committee in 
their communication place the requirements for defraying 
the expenses of the Public Schools for the year at 
$1,443,246 —an excess of those requested for 1879-30 of 
$25,113. 

The Committee on Public Instruction of the City Council 
reduce the sum to $1,284,000, a reduction of $150,246, 
taking from the Salaries of Instructors $124,576 5 from the 
salaries of officers of the School Committee, $1,320; from 
incidentals, $33,350. The total amount of the estimates for 
the expenses of the Public Schools is as follows : —

Compared with last year, there is an increase for Bridges 
of $75,000; for the Lamp Department of $13,000; for the 
Paving Department of $626,000; for the Sewer Department 
of $50,000; for widening streets of $50,000; for Street 
extensions, $85,000; Surveyor’s Department, $5,000. Total, 
$903,000. 

The Board of Commissioners on the Sinking Funds 
require to meet provisions of law for the sinking funds 
$593,655, — an increase of $97,951. The excess "of rev- 
enue. over expenses and interest on outstanding loans, 
derived from the Cochituate and Mystic Water W orks, the 
Commissioners are of the opinion, will be sufficient for the 
requirements of their respective sinking funds. 

The Board of Park Commissioners request an appropriation 
of $270,000, for work on the public park, Back Bay, and $2,000 
for trees, — an increase over that of last year of $152,000. The ~ 
Committee on Parks of the City Council also request an addi- 
tional appropriation of $110,000, for a covered way for Stony 
Brook through the park. The betterments assessed by the Com- 
missioners on estates benefited by the laying out of this park 
amount to $431,972, and are now being paid into the treasury, 
and the amount which will be received from them during the 
year will probably be sufficient to prevent any taxation after 
this year for the sinking fund for the redemption of the Back 
Bay Park loan of $450,000. The speedy completion of this 
park will work a wonderful transformation of its surroundings, 
and be a sanitary benefit much needed, enhancing the value of 
all surrounding property. The money required for the prose- 
cution of the work on the park must be raised by taxation. 

The Board of Police Commissioners require for their 
department $867,592, against $825,000 last year, which in- 
cludes $13,870 for retired police officers, who were princi- 
pally paid the past year from the unused income of the 
Police Charitable Fund. The Board of Fire Commissioners 
requisition is for $605,150, against $568,000 last year. The 
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Board of Directors for Public Institutions estimate their 
wants at $506,700, against $479,000 in 1879-80. 

The appropriation required for interest on the city debt 
outstanding, on temporary loans, and on the probable 
amount of loans to be negotiated during the year is $1 ,624,000, 
showing a reduction of $74,000, caused principally by the sav- 
ing between the six per cent. interest debt paid and cancelled 
and the four and four and one-half per cent. rate of interest at 
which the new loans have been negotiated. The total interest 
account of the city is as follows: On city loans raised by 
direct taxation, $1,624,000; on Cochituate water loans paid 
by revenue, $634,000; on Mystic water loans paid by 
revenue, $65,080; total, $2,323,080.

As regards the valuation of the city, Mayor Prince in his 
inaugural address in January last states that the Board of 
Assessors are of the opinion that, for the present, there will 
be no further decline in the value of the real or personal 


estate of the city. The Assessors’ valuation of the city; 


1879, was $613,322,691. To which should certainly be 
added, in view of the Assessors’ opinion, the value of the 
new buildings erected and completed during the year, which 
the Inspector of Buildings informs, me is $1,956,000, and 
for the appreciation of personal property and of real estate 
in portions of the city, a sum sufficient to make the valua- 
tion of the city, say, $630,000,000.

Every succeeding year shows a gain in the percentage of 
payment upon the tax most recently assessed. 

Thus from 87,5, in 1874-5, the percentage collected in- 
creased in the next four years to 888°, 893%, 91%, and 
9162,, successively. 

The balance of outstanding taxes has thus been much re- 
duced, and of the taxes assessed prior to 1878 but little 
remains that can be regarded as collectable. 

In view of the promptness shown by the tax-payers up to 
this date, I think the amount uncollected at the close of the 
year will be such as to justify an estimate of $400,000 as the 
probable revenue from this source during the coming year. 

I estimate the interest upon taxes at $55,000. |

Detail 1.— Printing, Binding, etc. —The estimate is 
based upon some increase in the quantity of printing, and in 
the price of binding, as a result of better times. ' 

Detail 2.— Printing Stock. — This item supplies what 
this appropriation Gonsumes, and also carries a great variety 
of stock constantly on hand in two printing offices, for the 
work of all other appropriations. At the beginning of the 
financial year, the stock on hand was $2,282. The appro- 
priation was reduced to $1,000, it being considered safe to 
deplete the stock on hand sufficiently to make that amount 
of cash answer the requirement of the,year. ‘This diminu- 
tion cannot be repeated next year; but enough must be 
added to the actual consumption by this appropriation to 
cover advancing prices. 

Detail 3. — Stationery. — In this item it is necessary to 
meet the requirements of advancing. prices, and an increase 
in the consumption of postage stamps used by this appropri- 
tion, and kept in supply for other appropriations, subject to 
subsequent repayments.

These estimates, compared with those of last year, show 
an increase of $25,113 in the aggregate. But the estimate 
includes $15,000 for the proposed Industrial School, now 
before the City Council, and $62,500 for text-books, which 
are to be sold to the pupils; so that a considerable portion 
of the latter amount must be returned to the City Treasury. 
The increase is, therefore, apparent, aud not real. 

The Committee on Accounts and the Committee on 
Supplies have made their estimates with the usual care, for 
the financial year 1880-81. They have reduced several 
items; but the reorganization of the Evening Schools invol- 
ving an increased expenditure in salaries, and the fact that 
the schools contain 700 more scholars at the present time 
than in the same month of last year, have compelled them 
to increase other items. The increase may be analyzed as 
follows : — 


1. For the proposed Industrial School which 
the Schoo! Board instructed this committee 
to include in the estimates : :

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This amount indicates a considerable reduction in other 
items. 

‘The Committee on Accounts have included in their esti- 
mates only the salaries of the instructors actually in the service 
at the present time. The lowest classes in many of the Pri- 
mary Schools are crowded so that it is impossible for the 
teachers to do justice to them, and 2 proposition is now before 
the School Committee to afford relief, which will require an 
incrersed expenditure. There are several requests for new 
schools now before the City Council and the School Com- 
mittee, some of which will probably be granted. No provi- 
sion is made in the estimates for any of these contingencies : 
and this committee respectfully suggest that an appropria- 
tion of one-half of one per cent., or $7,216, be added to the 
total amount asked for, to meet this probable demand upon 
the means of the School Committee. 

The Supply Agent reports that he has delivered, to parents 
and guardians, text-books and other supplies to the amount 
of $87,940. Of this sum $37,097.63 is the amount of bills 
against parents and guardians in Class B, who have promised 
over their own signatures to pay them in March next. This 
sum does not include the bills for books furnished on account 
of the February promotions, which will probably increase 
the amount to $45,000. The bills against parents and guar- 
dians in Class C, who formerly received “City Books,” 
amounting to $50,842.84, will go to the Assessors, who will 
determine, as required by law, how much shall be collected 
on them. 

The Committee on Accounts respectfully request that the 
Auditor of Accounts may be authorized to transfer unex- 
pended balances from any one item of the appropriation to 
any other item.

WIDENING STREETS — HAWKINS, FULTON, AND 
ESSEX STREET EXTENSIONS. 


OFFICE OF THE STREET COMMISSIONERS, 
Boston, Feb. 18, 1880. 


AuFrepD T. Turner, Esq., City Auditor: — 


Str :—The Board of Street Commissioners estimate that 
one hundred and fifty thousand (150,000) dollars will be 
required for the appropriation for widening streets during 
the coming financial year. 

The unpaid claims for work already completed the Com- 
missioners judge will amount, on the thirtieth of April, to 
about fifteen thousand (15,000) dollars. 

The Commissioners have now in progress the extension of 
Geneva avenue from Columbia street to Warren street, and 
the extension of Newbury street from Hereford street to 
West Chester park. They have also in hand the widenings 
of Essex street at the corner of South street, and of Lincoln 
street, northwardly from Essex street, on the westerly side, 
the owners of estates at both these points contemplating 
immediate rebuilding upon their properties. It is likely 
that the Commissioners will also be called upon to complete 
the widening of the easterly side of Lincoln street, between 
Bedford and Essex streets, as owners intend rebuilding 
there also. 

Upon the completion of the Commercial-street widening 
a better entrance to the Charles-river bridge, which has 
been long needed, will be imperatively called for. Unless 
the city inaugurates and carries forward the plan for a new 
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avenue to Charlestown, a request may be expected for the 
widening of Warren bridge, if the Legislature will permit 
such widening beyond the “Harbor Comunissioners’ lines. 

In Roxbury & connecting street between Linden park, at 
the northerly base of Meeting-House Hill, and Tremont 
street is gréatly needed and cannot be much longer deferred. 
Another improvement called for there is the extension of 
Lambert avenue across Bartlett to Dudley street, to afford a 
large number of people access to schools, churches, and the 
Roxbury Public Library. The widening and extension of 
Bumstead lane to the Back Bay park ought to be taken up 
immediately, while the land required is to a great extent 
unoceupied by buildings. By this street a large population 
will be provided with convenient communication with the 
street surrounding the park, and a shorter route to the city 
than they will have until the more expensive extension of 
Huntington avenue to Tremont street. Another project that 
needs attention in this same vicinity is the opening of Phil- 
lips street from Smith street, across Conant street and Long- 
wood avenue, to Ward street. Here are four parallel streets 
of twelve hundred feet in length, with no cross street to 
admit of communication between them. 

There are numbers of other needed improvements still 
further removed from the centre of the city, which will not 
involve any very large expenditure in any one case, and are 
consequently not mentioned here in detail. Those already 
specified will, however, largely use of, if they do not entirely 
exhaust, the. appropriations asked for. If any considerable 
building is done this year, there will also undoubtedly arise 
muny urgent cases for widenings, etc., that will demand 
prompt attention. 

The Street Commissioners have also to request that, in 
addition to the regular appropriation upon which they have’ 
estimated as above, a special appropriation may be made for 
the extension of Hawkins street from Chardon street to 
Rrospect street, and the widening of Prospect to Merrimac 
street, to the extent of two hundred and twenty thousand 
(220,000) dollars. There is need of greater facilities for 
travel between the northern depots and the vicinities of Bea- 
con Hill and Bowdoin square. One method proposed to 
obtain this has been the widening of Prospect and Lyman 
streets from Merrimac to Green street; but this, after long 
and careful study by the Commissioners, doves not seem to 
them to answer as well as the extension of Hawkins street 
as above proposed. This extension would cross Pitts and 
Norman streets, and open Crescent and Chilson places as 
thoroughfares, and would also open up and develop a large 
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amount of comparatively unproductive property, besides 
giving greatly improved access to the depots. But should 
the route by the, way of Prospect and Lyman. streets, 
widened, be preferred the Commissioners estimate that an 
appropriation of one hundred and fifty thousand (150,000) 
dollars will be sufficient for the purpose. 

The betterments recoverable on the route by the exten- 
sion of Hawkins street will be much in excess of what could 
be collected for the widening of Prospect and Lyman streets. 

The extension of Fulton street to North Market street, for 
the convenience of reaching the Quincey Market, has long 
been before the Street Commissioners, and the opening of 
the Farmers’ Market on the Mercantile-Wharf property has 
made this extension a really needed relief for the crowded 
condition of North Market street. The Commissioners esti- 
mate that it would cost seventy-five thousand (75,000) dol- 
lars, and request that an appropriation for that amount may 
be made for it. The betterments from this improvement 
will go far towards reimbursing the city for this outlay. 

The extension of Essex street, through South-street court, 
to Federal street, at a width of forty feet, is very desir- 
able at this immediate time, and in the interest of econ- 
omy, now that it has been determined to widen South street ; 
and a very direct route would be effected by it from the Bos- 
ton & Providence Railroad to the New York and New Eng- 
land Railroad, upon Federal street. The Commissioners 
ask for an appropriation of fifty thousand (50,000) dollars 
for this extension. Some betterments would be returnable 
from this improvement.

IN THE MODE OF 


SUMMONING JURORS. 


To the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston: — 


The undersigned respectfully represent that there are 
gross frauds practised in connection with summoning of 
jurors in this city. It is quite common that jurors who are 
drawn by the Board of Aldermen, and sent to the different 
courts, are never summoned by said courts. It has also 
come to the knowledge of your petitioners that persons are 
even summoned by the courts who were never drawn at all. 
As the names of jurors drawn are not published or made 
known to the public, it is possible that those connected with 
the courts, if so disposed, could, without it becoming known 
to the public, reject every name sent them by the City Clerk, 
and summons any of the three thousand persons on the jury 
list. In view of the above facts, we respectfully petition 
that the names of jurors drawn be published in the official 
report. Petitions were presented to your predecessors to 
the same effect, but were rejected.

The foregoing petition was read, and was referred to the 
Committee on Police on part of the Board of Aldermen for 
investigation. 


In Board oF ALDERMEN, March 1, 1880. 


The Committee on Police on the part of this Board, to 
whom was referred the petition of George J. Moulton and 
others, alleging fraud in the present method of summoning 
jurors, and asking that the names of jurors drawn by the 
Board of Aldermen be published, beg leave to submit the 
following report : — 

The petition contains three specific and positive charges, 
namely,— 

1. That there are gross frauds practised in connection with 
summoning jurors in this city. 

2. That jurors are drawn by the Aldermen and never sum- 
-moned by the courts. 

38. That persons are summoned by the courts who have 
never been drawn by the Aldermen. 

The committee, impressed with the seriousness of these 
charges, determined upon a full and thorough investigation, 
to discover, if possible, the parties guilty of such grossly 
fraudulent practices described by the petitioners. Notices 
were accordingly issued and served upon the signers of the 
petition personally, by a constable, to appear before the 
committee and substantiate the charges made. Of the four 
who signed the petition the officer reported that one could 
not be found, and that another refused to attend the hearing, 
for the reason that he had not signed the petition, stating that 
if his name appeared upon it it was placed there without his 
knowledge or consent. The two others responded to the notice, 
and were heard by the committee in presence of the sheriff and 
several officers of the courts whose duty it is to serve 
venires, and itis proper to state that not a particle of evidence 
was brought forward in support of the charges preferred. 

George J. Moulton was of opinion that grievous wrongs 
existed, but when asked to be particular and state where 
they were to be found, and the names of those committing 
the wrongs, he could not, or would not, and utterly refused 
to do so. His apparent ignorance of the whole process of 
drawing and summoning jurors was specially noticeable. 

P. F. O’Neil stated that he signed the petition at the solici- 
tation of one T. C. Brophy, who assured him that there 
was evidence to prove the charges; but whose name, how- 
ever, does not appear upon the petition. Mr. O’Neil also 
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informed the committee that he had no knowledge of the 
matters referred to in the petition ; that he would not have 
signed it had he not been assured that the charges were true, 
and he was perfectly willing to withdraw his name. After 
listening to the testimony he acknowledged that he did not 
believe the charges were true. 

The constables then testified under oath, and after them 
the sheriff, in regard to the manner of summoning jurors, 
in substance, that the list of names drawn by the Aldermen 
and certified by the City Clerk was given them, and in every 
case each man was summoned. No names were ever taken 
off or substituted for those on the list, and no instructions 
had ever been given to omit any name in issuing the summons. 

It appears, therefore, upon investigation, that the peti- 
tioners have seen fit to prefer charges affecting the integrity 
of every official participating in the business of summoning 
and selecting jurors, without producing any evidence what- 
ever to sustain their charges, —a proceeding which the com- 
mittee believe to be unprecedented and deserving the severest 
condemnation. The only palliation for this unfounded and 
unwarranted attack upon the honor of public officials is on 
the ground of ignorance, and in any view of the matter the 
persons concerned would be fully justified in seeking legal 
redress. , 

As regards the prayer of the petitioners, that the names 
of jurors drawn by the Aldermen be published in the official 
report, the committee believe that it would be but a step 
towards introducing some of the very evils complained of, 
and which apparently exist at present only in the minds of 
the petitioners. The names of jurors, as is well known, are 
drawn by the Aldermen in open meeting ; each name as drawn 
is called out aloud ; and it is believed that the business is con- 
ducted in as public a manner as is necessary, and that per- 
sons who desire to know who is drawn have every needful 
opportunity of obtaining the information. 

The committee, therefore, are of the opinion that it is 
inexpedient to make any change in the present method of 
drawing jurors, andthey recommend that the petitioners have 
leave to withdraw.

The Joint Standing Committee on the City Registrar’s 


Department, to whom was referred so much of the Mayor’s 
inaugural address as recommends that the Registrar’s Depart- 
ment be closed, and that the duties now conferred by the 
laws of the Commonwealth upon the Registrar be hereafter 
performed by the Board of Health, having carefully con- 
sidered the subject, beg leave to report dissenting from the 
recommendations of the Mayor. 

The careful registration and safe preservation of the vital 
statistics of the State have justly been considered by the 
Legislature of equal importance to that relating to the safety 
of probate records and titles to property. 

The deservedly high character of our city for its public 
records warrants the committee in saying that no experiment 
in this important department of our government should be 
entered upon at this time, unless the laws of the Common- 
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wealth or the highest interests of our citizens are to be 
served thereby. 

The reasons advanced in favor of the measure recom- 
mended are : — 

1. That the work of registration is allied to that of the 
Board of Health, and that it therefore properly belongs 
there. 

2. That the duties of registration could be more efli- 
ciently performed by the Board of Health than they now 
are. And — 

3.. That the expenses of registration would be materially 
lessened by the change. 

To each of the foregoing reasons your committee, after 
due consideration, are unable to assent. . They believe the 
proposed measure is not required by any existing necessity ; 
and they likewise entertain the conviction that it would not 
result in any public benefit, and that the removal of the 
Registrar’s office from City Hall to that occupied by the 
Board of Health in Pemberton square, could not fail to 
greatly inconvenience the public. 

1. It is stated that in other States, where local boards of 
health exist, the duties of registration are performed by such 
bodies. While this is true, it should not be forgotten, that 
any efficient or complete registration of vital statistics in 
places outside of New England is scarcely worthy of the 
name. Nor does the example of. New York, whose Board 
of Health is furnished with ample means, and endowed with 
all the appliances needed for the successful discharge of its 
duties, disprove the foregoing assertion. In no year since 
the establishment of that body, in 1866, if your committee do 
not mistake, has it been able to secure the registration of 
more than sixty-five per cent. of the marriages supposed to 
have occurred in the city of New York, nor more than forty- 
five per cent. of the births. Whether this serious defect is 
owing to a loose administration of the law, or to the inade- 
quacy of the machinery used in the work, is immaterial ; the 
result is the same in either instance. Philadelphia exhibits a 
more favorable aspect than that presented by New York, 
though that fails to reach a satisfactory standard; while in 
the remainder of the Middle States, and nearly all the West- 
ern and Southern ones, scarcely any claim to completeness is 
advanced. 

So far, then, as the above cited instances are concerned 
the boards of health in those places have not exhibited any 
striking aptitude for the work of registration, nor have they 
achieved any success in that direction. With these examples 
before them, your committee do not feel certain that a like 
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condition would not result from the proposed change in the 
Registrar’s Department. 


: It is within a brief period that the work of registration 
has been performed by boards of health, and then only in 
those places where scarcely any system existed, and where it 
scarcely receives any systematic attention. The New York 
Board of Health, as before remarked, was created in 1866, 
having taken the place of the City Inspector’s department ; as 
no thorough or well-digested system of registration existed 
in that city or State, the duty of adopting more effective 
methods was assigned to the Board of Health. Since that 
period energetic efforts have been made to secure the desired 
improvement, but with what success the foregoing recited 
facts attest. 
2. The claim that the registration of vital statistics is a 
part of the legitimate business of the Board of Health your 
committee consider to be without support. Beyond the 
mere facts of indicating the cause of death, and the localities 
where death occurred (and then only in less than one-fourth 
of all the cases), the registration of deaths is of no use to 
the Board of Health for sanitary purposes ; while the records 
of births and marriages are as foreign to that board as they 
would be to that of the Fire Department. 

The registration of births, marriages, and deaths has ex- 
isted in Massachusetts for more than two hundred and forty 
years, and was established without any expressed reference 
to sanitary considerations. The first mention made of the 
subject was in the “ Records of the Colony of the Massachu- 
setts Bay in New England,” in the following words : — 
© A Generall Court, holden at Boston 4d 7th mo., 1639. 
For pventing of all unlawfull marriages, &c., it is ordered, 
that, after dewe publication of this order, noe persons shal 
bee ioyned in marriage before the intention of the pties 
peeeding therein hath bene 3 times published at some time 
of publike lecture or towne meeting, in both townes where 
the pties, or either of them, do ordinarily reside, &c. 

“Item: That there bee records kept of all wills, admin- 
istrations, & inventories, as also of the dayes of every mar- 
riage, birth, & death of every pson w’hin this iurisdiction.” 

“4th day, 4th mo. 1640. Whereas, at the genrall Cort 
the 4th 7th mo., 1639, there was prision made for the record- 
ing severall pticulars, amongst wch it is observed that birthes, 
deaths & marriages are much neglected in many townes, — 
It is therefore ordered, that hereafter the clarks of the writts 
in severall townes shall take especially care to record all 
birthes & deathes of persons in their townes,” . . . “and 
for time past it is ordered, they shall do their utmost indeavor

to find out in the severall townes who hath bene borne, & 
who hath died, since the first founding of their townes, & to 
record the same as aforesaid. Also the ma’trats & other per- 
sons appointed to marry shall yearly deliver to the recorder 
of that Cort that is nearest the place of their habitation the 
names of such psons as they have married, with the dayes, 
months, & yeares of the same; and the said recorders are 
faithfully & carefully to inrolle such birthes, deathes, & mar- 
riages as shall thus bee comitted to their trust.” 

©7th of First mo. 1643-1644. Whereas the order for the 
recording of deaths, births, & marriages is very usefull and 
necessary, & yet it hath bene in many places much neglected, 
it is ordered, that all parents, masters of servants, executors, & 
administrators respectively, shall stand charged to bring into 
the clarks of the writs the names of such, belonging to them, 
or any of them, as shall either be borne, or dye, , and that the 
newe married man shall stand likewise bound to bring in a 
certificate of his marriage, under the hand of that ma’trate 
weh married him, to the clarke of the writts.” 

“May 6, 1659. This Court, takeing in their considera-

tion the great damage yt will unavoydably accrue to the 


posteritie of this comon weale by the gen’ll neglect of 
observing the Jaw injoyning of records of all births, deaths, 
etc. doe therefore order, that henceforth the clarke of the 
writts in each towne respectively take due care for effect- 
ing the same, according to the intent of the affores’d law; & 
in case any pson or psons shall neglect their duty required 
by the s’d law more than one mo’th after any birth, death, or 
marriage, the clarke of the writts shall demaund the same, 
wth 12d a name for his care & paynes.” 

Other acts of the General Court, of like tenor, were 
subsequently, from time to time, adopted, for the purpose 
of insuring a complete and accurate registration of the 
births, marriages, and deaths throughout the colony. It will 
be observed, that while no allusion is made to matters con- 
nected with the public health in the above-quoted extracts, 
it is stated in the last one that “great damage will acerue to 
posterity by a neglect of the duties of registration.” 

Neither in England does there seen to have existed any 
distinct impression that the registration of vital statistics 
had any particular connection with sanitary affairs. Prior 
to 1836 the public registration of births, marriages, and 


ro) 
deaths had been much neglected, while even parish registra- 
tion had shared in the general defect. In that year the 


present registration law of England was introduced into 
Parliament. In a speech on that occasion Lord John 
Russell said, “It was most desirable that a general system of 
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civil registration should now be carried into effect. It was 
a most important subject; important for the security of 
property ; important to ascertain the state and condition of 
individuals under various circumstances ; important to ena- 
ble the government to acquire a general knowledge of the 
state of the population of the country, that there should be 
a general registration of births, marriages, and deaths.” 

A committee of Parliament, in their report on the same 
law, said, “ The subject involves matters of great public and 
national interest, as well as individual satisfaction, and rights 
and claims to property; and deserves the attention of the 
humblest citizen, as well as of the most philosophical and 
statesmanlike inquirer.” 

The above-quoted extracts show that whatever was the 
design of those who originated the English registration act 
of 1836, it does not appear that they entertained the notion 
that the performance of the labors incident thereto naturally 
devolved upon boards of health. 

Down to 1849 the registration of births, marriages and 
deaths in Boston comprised part of the duties performed by 
the City Clerk. In that year, for the purpose of relieving 
that officer of a portion of his rapidly-increasing labors, the 
office of City Registrar was created, and that work assigned 
to him, in accordance with an express provision of the 
statutes of the Commonwealth. From that year until the 
present time the office has been rapidly growing in impor- 
tance, while the labors incident thereto have been greatly 
multiplied. Indeed, few who are not familiar with the office 
are aware of the demands made upon those engaged in this 
department while in the performance of the daily routine of 
their duties. The work is incessant and exacting, and de- 
mands not only intelligence, but the exercise of no little 
patience and forbearance. 

It may not be improper to state here that the present 
Registrar has held his office for more than a quarter of a 
century, —far longer than any person in the United States has 
filled a similar position, with one exception. The commen- 
dations expressed by officials in all parts of the United 
States, as well as in Europe, of the manner in which regis- 
tration is conducted in Boston (some of which are embodied 
in public reports) are creditable alike to that officer and to 
the city. During the incumbency of the present Registrar, 
in addition to the simple work of registration, other matters, 
somewhat allied to it in character, have gradually obtruded 
themselves, until they have become incorporated with the 
routine affairs of the office. Information concerning vital 
statistics, coming from all parts of the world (involving 
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opinions touching the growth of population, etce.), is con- 
stantly sought, and demands the expenditure of no little 
time, as well as the exercise of considerable reflection and 
judgment. Although it may be true that a “ prophet is not 
without honor save in his own country,” your committee 
cannot refrain from expressing the opinion that the efficiency 
gained in this office by so long an experience should not be 
lost, as would be the case were the proposed change in this 
department to be adopted. 

Another reason why the Registrar’s office should not be 
abolished, your committee find in the fact that a large num- 
ber of persons are frequent in their visits for the purpose of 
examining the records for genealogical purposes, and to 
prove rights and titles to property. Much time and atten- 
tion are required by persons thus engaged, which service 
cannot be properly rendered by any one without experience. 

Another important duty belonging to the Registrar, one 
specifically assigned to him by law, is that of transcribing 
old and worn-out records. The care and attention required 
in this work can only be appreciated by those who are 
familiar with it. A volume of marriages, covering the first 
thirty years of the present century, is now in the hands of 
a careful copyist. Numerous errors have already been de- 
tected by a comparison of the records with the original re- 
turns, some of them of the most serious character. There 
cin be but one opinion, your committee believe, concerning 
this important work, — that it should not be exposed to the 
risk of inexperience. 

3. The expenses attending the administration of the 
office are almost entirely for clerical labor in making the 
records required by statute, and a transcript of the same for 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth. If the laws relating 
to vtial statistics are properly observed, the cost to the tax- 
payers will be the same whether the office is efficiently ad- 
ministered, as at present, or tr: msferred to a Board chosen 
for other purposes. 

In the opinion of the committee the public welfare can be 
better insured by the Registrar’s office remaining as it is. 
Any information desired by the Board of Health concerning 
the deaths in the city, or even a copy of all the returns, can 
be readily furnished by the Registrar, as often and at such 
times as that Board may require. This duty may be enjoined 
on the Registrar by an order of the City Council, and will 
render unnecessary the useless duplicate records now kept 
by the Board of Health, and which are worthless for any 
official purpose. 

It should also be borne in mind that the City Registrar is,

AN ACT IN RELATION TO REGISTRATION AND ELECTIONS IN 
THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. Chapter two hundred and forty-three of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-eight is 
amended as follows : — 

First, by inserting in line five of section six of said act, 
after the word “street-lists,” the words “of such voting 
precinct ;” and by striking out in lines five and six of said 
section six the words “ by voting precincts.” 

Second, by striking out section eight of said act. 

Third, by substituting, in place of section nine of said act, 
the following : — 

“Sror. 9. All changes or corrections of assessed names 
shall be made by the board of assessors, the registrars of 
voters, or one of the assistant registrars, on a form of certifi- 
cate specially prepared for the purpose; on presentation of 
which to the collector of taxes, or one of his deputies, he 
shall make the corresponding change or correction on the 
list of assessed polls committed to him by the assessors of 
taxes, and also on the tax-bill, and shall affix thereto his 
official stamp; and such tax-bill so corrected, or the certifi- 
cate provided for in section ten of said act, shall be the only 
authority recognized by the registrars of voters in adopting 
said changes or corrections for the purposes of registration. 
The collector shall also transmit said certificates of names so 
corrected to.the board of assessors who shall, before the first 
day of March in each year, make corresponding changes or 
corrections on the street books in their department.” 

Fourth, by inserting in line one of section eleven of said 
act, after the word “ward,” the words “ or precinct.” 

Fifth, by adding to section fifteen the following words: 
“The collector of taxes shall assign a deputy to be present 
at all such meetings held before the annual state election for 
the collection of taxes. He shall also give public notice 
thereof by advertisements in at least two daily papers printed 
in Boston, one of which shall be an evening paper, and by a 
circular or card addressed to each person assessed for a poll- 
tax only, and delivered through the mail or otherwise. Said 
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circulars or cards shall be delivered on or before the second 
day of September in each year. No tax-bill for poll-taxes 
only shall hereafter be distributed to or for the person 
assessed before payment thereof.” 

Sect. 2. All requirements of law in regard to the prepa- 
ration, publication, posting, or use of ward-lists in the city of 
Boston shall be held to be complied with by the employment, 
in each precinct, of precinct-lists, of like description, in all 
respects, of all the legal voters therein. 

Secr. 3. Section one of chapter sixty of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, as amended by sec- 
tion three of chapter two hundred and thirty-five of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, is amended 
so as to read as follows : — 

“ The registrars shall, at least twenty-four days before the 
day of the annual state election, cause printed lists of the 
voters in each precinct to be posted in one or more places in 
such precinct, with notices thereon stating the place and 
hours in which they or the assistant registrars for such pre- 
cinct will hold sessions to correct and revise the lists. If the 
assistant registrars refuse to place the name of any person on 
the voting-list he may appeal to the board of registrars of 
voters.” 


Sect. 4. Section fifteen of chapter two hundred and 
forty-three of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-eight is amended so as to read as follows : — 

“If the registrars are not satisfied as to the identity or 
qualifications of an applicant for registration, they may make 
such examination of such applicant, under oath, as they may 
consider necessary or proper to verify the fact that he is pos- 
sessed of the constitutional requirements of a voter; and said 
registrars, as soon after the second day of September in such 
year as may be necessary, shall hold evening sessions in or 
near each ward, for the performance of any and all the duties 
imposed upon them by the provisions of this act; provided, 
however, that they shall hold not less than ten evening ses- 
sions of not less than three hours’ duration, prior to the 
annual state and municipal elections.” 


Sect. 4. The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
twenty-five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six are, as far as they relate to the city of Boston, 
extended to the voting precincts therein, in place of the 
wards. 

Secr. 6. Whenever there is a vacancy in the Board of 
Aldermen: or Common Council in the city of Boston, by 
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failure to elect, removal from the city, death, resignation or 
otherwise, it shall be the duty of said Board of Aldermen to 
issue their Warrant in due form for an election to fill such 
vacancy, at such time and place as they may deem advisable ; 
but in case of a vacancy in the Common Council, such war- 
rant shall not be issued until the Board of Aldermen receive 
official notice of such vacancy. 

No election in said city shall hereafter be held for any 
ward-oflicer. 


Srcr. 7. Sections twenty-one, twenty-two, twenty-three, 
and twenty-five of chapter four hundred and forty-eight of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and fifty-four, and all 
acts, and parts of acts, inconsistent with this act, are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE SALE OF REAL ESTATE TAKEN 
FOR TAXES. 


Be it enacted.by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 

Section 1. No sale heretofore made of real estate taken 
for taxes or assessments shall be held invalid by reason of 
the collector, or any agent of such officer, at the sale pro- 
vided for by section thirty-three of chapter twelve of the 
General Statutes, having offered to sell an undivided part of 
such estate, or because such collector or his agent has offered 
to sell the whole estate, or the smallest undivided portion 
thereof that would be taken for the amount of taxes, interest, 
and costs due thereon, or in respect of such estate at the 
time of such sale; provided, however, that nothing contained 
in this section. shall apply to any case wherein proceedings 
at law or in equity have been commenced, involving the 
validity of such sale. _ 

Srecr. 2. The sales of real estate for non-payment of 
taxes, provided for by section thirty-three of chapter twelve 
of the General Statutes, may be of an undivided fraction of 
such real estate; and the collector or his agent, in making 
the sale, may offer to sell the smallest fraction of such real 
estate for which any person will pay the amount of the 
taxes, interest, and costs, due on such real estate or in respect 
thereof. 

Sror. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CONNECTION OF THE ARNOLD 
ARBORETUM WITH THE SYSTEM OF PARKS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate, and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


Section 1. In case the board of park commissioners of 
the city of Boston deem it desirable to take that tract of land 
in that part of the city of Boston known as West Roxbury, 
held by the president and fellows of Harvard College, and 
by them dedicated to the use of the Arnold Arboretum so 
called, together with certain adjoining tracts, the property of 
other parties, deemed by said commissioners convenient and 
necessary for use in connection therewith, for the purposes 
and under the powers and limitations set forth in chapter one 
hundred and eighty-five of the acts of eighteen hundred and 
seventy-five, and acts in addition thereto and amendment 
thereof, the city of Boston is hereby authorized to lease such 
portion of said aboretum and adjoining tracts so taken as the 
said board of park commissioners may deem not necessary 
for use as park-ways, to the president and fellows of Harvard 
College, to be held by them to the same uses and purposes 
as the arboretum is now held under the trusts created by the 
wills of Benjamin Bussey and of James Arnold; and for 
such a term and upon such mutual restrictions, reservations, 
covenants, and conditions as to the use thereof by the public, 
in connection with the uses of the same under said trusts, 
aud as to the rights, duties and obligations of the contracting 
parties as may be agreed upon between said commissioners 
and said president and fellows. 

The board of park commissioners on the part of the city 
of Boston, and the president on behalf of the president and 
fellows of Harvard College, are respectively authorized to 
execute and deliver said lease. 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO CONSTRUCT AND MAINTAIN A HIGHWAY AND 
BRIDGE OVER CHARLES RIVER, AND TO WIDEN WARREN 
BRIDGE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Srcrion 1. The city of Boston may lay out, construct, 
and maintain a highway and bridge, not to exceed one hun- 
dred feet in width, across Charles River from some point on 
the northerly side of Causeway street, between Beverly and 
Prince streets, to some point on the southerly side of Water 
street between Warren avenue and the easterly side of 
Charles-river avenue. 

Srcr. 2. The city of Boston may reconstruct and widen 
to a width not exceeding eighty feet the present Warren 
Bridge, and may construct fender-guards, make changes in 
the draw and draw-pins, and do such other acts as they may 
deem necessary, expedient, or convenient in the premises to 
secure a bridge and road which shall safely and conveniently 
accommodate public travel and navigation. | 

Secr. 3. To secure and accomplish the objects and pur- 
poses of the preceding sections, said city may take such 
lands, buildings, wharves, and structures as it may deem 
necessary; and all damages to private property for land 
taken under this act shall be ascertained as in the case of the 
laying-out of highways in the city of Boston. 

Srecr. 4. In the exercise of the powers granted by this 
act, said city shall be subject to the provisions of chapter 
four hundred and thirty-two of the laws of the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-nine, and all General Laws applicable 
thereto. 

Srecr. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Sect. 8. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall be 
at the rate of Hive Thousand Dollars per annum; said sum 
to be in full compensation for all services performed for, or 
on account of, the City of Boston or the County of Suffolk ;

sand Seven Hundred Dollars, to be paid to his clerks during 
the salary year, in monthly instalments, on a pay-roll certi- 
fied to by said Auditor.

Sect. 9. The salary of the Collector of Taxes shall be at 
the rate of Hour Thousand Dollars per annum, said sum to 
be in full compensation for all services performed for, or on 
account of, the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk ;

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO PENSIONING DISABLED MEMBERS 
OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT OF THE CITY OF BOSTON, AND 
FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same 
as follows ; — 


SecTION 1. The board of fire commissioners of the city of 
Boston, by the affirmative vote of all members, and with the 
approval of the mayor, may retire from office in said fire de- 
partment any permanent or call member thereof, who has 
become disabled while in the actual performance of duty, or 
any permanent member who has performed faithful service 
in the department for a period of not less than fifteen con- 
secutive years, and place the member so retired upon a 
pension roll. No such member shall be placed on the pension 
roll unless it shall be certified to the board in writing by the 
city physician, that such member is permanently incapacitated, 
either mentally or physically, from performing his duty as a 
member of the department. In case of total permanent 
disability caused in or induced by the actual performance of 
his duty, the amount of annual pension shall be one-half of 
the annual compensation allowed to the permanent men of 
the grade in which said member served, or such less sum as 
the said board may determine. The pension of members of. 
the permanent force who have served fifteen or more consecu- 
tive years, shall be an amount not exceeding one-third the 
annual salary or compensation of the office from which said 
members are retired, or such less sum as the board may 
determine. 

Secr. 2. If any member of the said fire department shall 
die from injuries received while in the discharge of his duties, 
and shall leave a widow, or, if no widow, any child or chil- 
dren under the age of sixteen years, a’sum not exceeding 
three hundred dollars may be paid by way of annuity to such 
widow so long as she remains unmarried, or to any such 
child or children so long as he or she continues under the 
age of sixteen years, and the board of fire commissioners 
-may from time to time order such annuity to be reduced. 

Sect. 3. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
the foregoing sections, the board of fire commissioners may, 
with the approval of the mayor, expend such sums as may 
be specially appropriated therefor by the city council, for 
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the relief of widows or children of members of the fire de- 
partment who have been killed in the execution of their duty, 
or have died from the effect of injuries received in the exe- 
cution of their duty. For the payment of the pensions here- 
inbefore authorized, the board of fire commissioners may 
draw, from time to time, upon the city treasurer of Boston, 
any sums which may be specially appropriated therefor by 
the city council. 

Sect. 4. The mayor of the city of Boston for the time 
being, and his successors in office, the board of fire commis- 
sioners of the city of Boston for the time being, and their 
successors in office, shall together continue a body corporate 
for the purposes of receiving and holding all sums of money, 
and real and personal estate not exceeding in the aggregate 
two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, 
bequeathed, or devised to it for the benefit of members of 
the Boston Fire Department, or their families requiring 
assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the families 
of any persons who have been such members, requiring assist- 
ance. The property so held shall be known as “ The Boston 
Firemen’s Relief Fund.” The said body corporate shall 
have authority to manage and dispose of the same and the 
income thereof, according to their best discretion, subject to 
the provisions of any and all trusts which may be created 
for the purposes aforesaid. Such corporation shall have all 
the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the duties, 
restrictions, and liabilities set forth in all general laws which 
now are or may hereafter be in force relating to such similar 
corporation. 

Secr. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO CHELSEA BRIDGE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. Upon the payment of the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars by the city of Chelsea to the city of 
Boston, it shall thereupon be the duty of the city of Boston 
to forever maintain and keep in repair the north-easterly 
draw and draw-piers of Chelsea bridge, and also such 
portion of the bridge as may be included within the piers 
when re-located. 


‘\ 
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Upon the payment aforesaid, said city of Boston shall, in 
addition to its existing liability under the laws of this Com- 
monwealth for damages resulting from defects in said bridge, 
be likewise liable under said laws for all such defects in that 
portion of said bridge, whereof by this act it assumes the 
maintenance and repair. 

Sect. 2. For the purpose of reconstructing said Chelsea 
bridge under the provisions of chapter one hundred-and six 
of the laws of eighteen hundred and seventy six, the city of 
Boston shall have, with reference to that portion of said 
bridge, the maintenance and repair of which was newly 
imposed upon the city of Boston by chapter forty-one of the 
laws of eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, and that portion 
to be maintained and kept in repair under the first section of 
this act, all the powers with reference to said portions con- 
ferred by said chapter one hundred and six of the laws of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, upon the city of Chelsea. 

The city of Boston is authorized, at its discretion, to con- 
struct a temporary carriage-way, in addition to the footway 
mentioned in section five of chapter one hundred and six of 
the laws of eighteen hundred and seventy-six, with the 
exemption from liability therein set forth. 

Secor. 38. Said city of Boston is further authorized to 
build a temporary structure upon which the Lynn and 
Boston Railroad Company may run its cars at its own risk, 
while said city is rebuilding any portion of said bridge, or 
said railroad company may build and use said temporary 
structure itself, subject to the approval of the harbor com- 
missioners ; provided that said city shall not be liable to any 
person or corporation by reason of maintaining said tempo- 
rary structure, or by reason of any defect therein; and, pro- 
vided, also, that nothing contained in this section shall be 
construed to prohibit said city from closing said bridge, or 
any portion thereof to public travel, whenever it shall be- 
come necessary in the construction thereof. 

Sror. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT IN ADDITION TO THE ACTS FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
SUPPLYING THE CITY OF BOSTON WITH PURE WATER. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : 


Section 1. For the purpose of supplying water to its 
inhabitants, the city of Boston is hereby authorized by, and 
through the agency of the Boston water board, to lay and 
maintain new main pipes from its reservoir, constructed 
under the provisions of the one hundred and _ thirty-first 
chapter of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 

five, through the town of Brookline to the city of Boston, in 
the manner provided in the one hundred and sixty-seventh 
chapter:of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and forty- 
six ; and for this purpose may take and hold, by purchase or 
otherwise, any lands or real estate necessary therefor, and 
lay said pipes over or under any water-course or any streets, 
turnpike roads, railroads, highways or other ways, in such 
_ manner as not to unnecessarily obstruct or impede the travel 
thereon; and may enter upon and dig up «any such roads, 
streets, or ways, for the purpose of laying down said pipes 
beneath the surface thereof, and for maintaining and repairing 
the same; but always in such manner and with such care as 
not to render the roads, streets, and ways unnecessarily un- 
safe or inconvenient to the public travel thereon. And 
said city of Boston, in performing said work, shall be subject 
to such reasonable regulations as to time, place, and manner 
of digging up any streets or ways of public travel for the 
purposes aforesaid, and the laying of said pipes, as shall be 
made by the selectmen of Brookline, within the limits of said 
town, for the protection of their rights of drainage and 
sewerage therein, and the public rights of passage thereon. 

Srcr. 2. For the purpose aforesaid, the city of Boston 
is likewise authorized, through the agency of the Boston 
Water Board, to lay and maintain a main pipe from any 
point, or pipes authorized by the foregoing section, through 
the cities of Cambridge and Somerville, and the towns of 
Brookline and Medford, to the Mystic Pumping Station, so 
called, in the city of Somerville, and for this purpose shall 
have all the powers specified in the foregoing section, and 
shall be subject to such reasonable regulations of the city 
council of the cities of Cambridge and Somerville, and the

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selectmen of the towns of Medford and Brookline, within 
their respective limits, as may by the foregoing section be 
made by the selectmen of the town of Brookline. Said 
city of Boston shall not displace any public sewer or water- 
pipe without the assent of the said city councils and boards 
of selectmen respectively. 

Sect. 3. Whenever the city of Boston shall dig up any 
street or way as aforesaid, it shall restore the same to as 
good order and condition as the same shall be in when such 
digging commenced; and the city of Boston shall at all 
times indemnify and save harmless the cities of Cambridge 
and Somerville, and the towns of Medford and Brookline, 
against all damage which may be recovered against them 
respectively ; and shall reimburse to them, respectively, 
all expenses which they shall incur by reason of any defect 
or want of repair in any street or way, caused by the con- 
struction of said aqueduct, or the laying of said pipes, or 
by the maintaining or repairing of the same: provided that 
the city of Boston shall have due and reasonable notice of 
all claims for such damages or injury, and opportunity to 
make a legal defence thereto. 

Sect. 4. The city of Boston shall be liable to pay all 
damages that shall be sustained by any persons in their 
property by the taking of any land or real estate, or the 
laying of said pipes as aforesaid; and any person sus- | 
taining damage as aforesaid, may have the same ascertained, 
determined, collected, and paid, in the manner which is 
provided in the sixth, seventh, and eighth sections of the 
one hundred and sixty-seventh chapter of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and forty-six. 

Sror. 5. Upon requisition by the respective city councils 
of the cities of Cambridge and Somerville, and the respec- 
tive boards of selectmen of the towns of Medford and 
Brookline, prior to the laying of the said aqueduct and pipes 
through their respective limits, the city of Boston shall 
insert a number of hydrants in said pipes at points not less 
than one thousand feet apart, to be used for extinguishing 
fires, free of charge, and for no other purpose; and said 
several cities and towns shall pay to the city of Boston the 
expense of inserting and keeping in repair such hydrants as 
shall have been so inserted upon their requisitions aforesaid 
within their respective limits. 

Secr. 6. The city of Boston is also authorized, if the 
Boston Water Board shall be of opinion that the supply of 
water is sufficient for the purpose, to sell water to the city 
of Cambridge, when conducted through the main pipes laid 
by virtue of the provisions of the second section of this act, 
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upon such terms as may be agreed upon by the city council 
of the city of Cambridge, and said Boston Water Board. 

Secr. 7. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance 
by the city council of the city of Boston; but the powers 
conferred by the first section may be exercised without any 
obligation on the part of said city to exercise the powers 
conferred by the second section.

In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO REGISTRATION AND ELECTIONS IN 
THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of ths 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. Chapter two hundred and forty-three of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-eight is 
amended as follows : — 

“First, by striking out all of section six of said act, 
down to and including the word ‘precincts’ in the fifth and 
sixth lines, substituting in place thereof the following : — 

“*The assessors of taxes of the city of Boston shall, on or 
before the fifteenth day of July in each year, cause street- 
lists of the several voting-precincts in said city to be printed 
and compiled in pamphlet form for public distribution. 
Said compilation shall be by precincts, separately, not 
exceeding fifty copies for each, arranged.’ 


“Second, by striking out section eight of said act. 

“Third, by substituting in place of section nine of said act 
the following : — 

“*Seor. 9. All corrections of assessed names upon tax- 
bills shall be made by the board of assessors, the registrars 
of voters, or assistant registrars, on a form of certificate 
specially prepared for the purpose; and all tax-bills so 
changed, together with the certificates, shall be stamped 
with an official stamp of the board making such change, be- 
fore the person represented by such tax-bill shall be allowed 
to register as a voter. All certificates of names so changed 
shall be sent to the collector of taxes, who shall, as soon as 
may be, after the first day of January in each year, make 
corresponding changes or corrections on the list of assessed 
polls committed to him by the board of assessors. The col- 
lector shall also transmit said certificates to the board of as- 
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sessors, who shall, before the first day of March in each year, 
make corresponding changes or corrections on the street 
books in their department.’ 


“Fourth, by inserting in line one of section eleven of said 
act, after the word ‘ward,’ the words ‘ or precinct.’ 

“ Fifth, by adding to section fifteen the following words: 
‘The collector of taxes shall assign a deputy to be present 
at all such meetings held before the annual state election for 
the collection of taxes. He shall also give public notice 
thereof by advertisements in at least two daily papers printed 
in Boston, one of which shall be an evening paper, and by a 
circular or card addressed to each person assessed for a poll- 
tax only, and delivered through the mail or otherwise. Said 
circulars or cards shall be delivered on or before the second 
day of September in each year. No tax-bill for poll-taxes 
only shall hereafter be distributed to or for the person as- 


sessed before payment thereof.’ ” 


Srot. 2. All requirements of law in regard to the prep- 
aration, publication, posting, or use of ward-lists in the. 
city of Boston shall be held to be complied with by the em- 
ployment, in each precinct, of precinct-lists, of like descrip- 
tion, in all respects, of all the legal voters therein. 

Sect. 3. Section one of chapter sixty of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, as amended by sec- 
tion three of chapter two hundred and thirty-five of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, is amended 
so as to read as follows : — 

“The registrars shall, at least twenty-four days before the 
day of the annual state election, cause printed lists of the 
voters in each precinct to be posted in one or more places in 
such precinct, with notices thereon stating the place and 
hours in which they or the assistant registrars for such pre- 
einct will hold sessions to correct and revise the lists. Ifthe 
assistant registrars refuse to place the name of any person on 
the voting list, he may appeal to the board of registrars of 
voters.’ . 

Sect. 4. Section fifteen of chapter two hundred and forty- 
three of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
eight is amended so as to read as follows : 

If the registrars are not satisfied as v8 the identity or 
qualifications of an applicant for registration, they may make 
such examination of such applicant, under oath, as they may 
consider necessary or proper to verify the fact that he is pos- 
sessed of the constitutional requirements of a voter; and said 
registrars, as soon after the second day of September in such 
year as may be necessary, shall hold evening sessions in or 


~ 
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near each ward, for the performance of any and all the duties 
imposed upon them by the provisions of this act: provided, 
however, that they shall hold not less than ten evening ses- 
sions of not less than three hours’ duration prior to the 
annual state and municipal elections.” ; 

Sect. 5. The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
twenty-five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six are, as far as they relate to the city of Boston, 
extended to the voting precincts therein, in place of the 
wards. 

Srecr. 6. Whenever there is a vacancy in the board of 
aldermen or common council in the city of Boston, by failure 
to elect, removal from the city, death, resignation, or other- 
wise, it shall be the duty of said board of aldermen to issue 
their warrant in due form for an election to fill such vacancy, 
at such time and place as they may deem advisable ; but in 
case of a vacancy in the common council, such warrant shall 
not be issued until the board of aldermen receive official no- 
tice of such vacancy. 

No election in said city shall hereafter be held for any 
ward officer. : 

Srcr. 7. Sections twenty-one, twenty-two, twenty-three, 
and twenty-five of chapter four hundred and forty-eight of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and fifty-four, and all 
acts, and parts of acts, inconsistent with this act, are here- 
by repealed.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO ASSESSMENTS FOR BETTERMENTS, 
SEWERS, SIDEWALKS, AND EDGESTONES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same 
as follows : — 


Section 1. No assessment made for betterments, sewers, 
sidewalks, or edgestones shall constitute a lien on the estates. 
so assessed, until a copy of the notice of such assessment is 
filed in the registry of deeds for the county, or the division 
of the county, where said real estate is situated. 

Srot. 2. The register of deeds shall cause such notice to 
be forthwith entered in a book kept for that purpose, classi- 
fied according to the street or locality in which such real 
estate is situated, and according to the christian and surname 
of the persons against whom said assessment is made.

AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE CITY OF BOSTON TO MAKE ORDI- 
NANCES IN RELATION TO VEHICLES AND THEIR LOADS IN - 
SAID CITY. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Secrion 1. The city council of the city of Boston may 
make such ordinances in relation to the size and shape of all 
carriages, wagons, carts, trucks, sleighs, sleds, and other 
vehicles, and their loads, passing through the streets and 
public ways of said city, as it may deem necessary for the 
public safety and convenience, with penalties for the viola- 
tion thereof not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
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COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty. 


AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE USE OF BROAD-RIMMED 
WHEELS ON CERTAIN VEHICLES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. That, from and after three years from the 
passage of this act, the wheels of every wagon or vehicle 
with four wheels, drawn by one beast, passing upon or over 
any common highway within the Commonwealth, shall have 
felloes not less than three inches in width; and, ff drawn by 
two beasts, the said wagon or vehicle shall hace felloes not 
less than four inches in width; and, if drawn by more than 
two beasts, shall have felloes not less than five inches in 
width; and if the carriage be a cart or vehicle with two 
wheels, and drawn by one beast, the felloes shall not be less 
than five inches in width; and, if drawn by two beasts or 
more, said cart shall Pere Falloae not less than six inches in 
width. 

Secor. 2. That the owner or owners, and also the driver 
of every wagon, cart, or other vehicle, having wheels con- 
trary to the provisions of this act, who shall drive, or suffer 
the sane to be driven, upon or over any common highway 
within this C ‘ommonwealth, shall forfeit and pay for each of- 
fence a sum not less than five dollars nor more than twenty 
dollars : provided that no prosecution shall be sustained under 
the provisions of this act which shall not be commenced 
within thirty days from the commission of the offence, upon 
the complaint of one of the inhabitants of the city, town, or 
district liable for the supportof the road upon which the offence 
has been committed. 

Srcr. 3. All stage-coaches, omnibuses, hacks, family and 
pleasure carriages are excepted from the provisions of this 
act. 

Secr. 4. Cities and towns may, at their option, offer a 
bounty to all persons who shall adopt the provisions of this 
act previous to its taking effect. 

Sect. 5. This act shall be published in one or more news- 
papers by each city of the Commonwealth, and be read at the 
annual town-meetings in March and April for the term of 
three years, and a copy of this act be sent to the clerk of 
each city and town by the secretary of the Commonwealth.

AN ACT PROVIDING DAMAGES FOR THE DEATH OF A PER- 
SON BY REASON OF NEGLIGENCE ON A HIGHWAY OR RAIL- 
ROAD. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 

General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 

follows : — 


Section 1. If the life of a person is lost by reason of a 
defect or want of repair of a highway, townway, causeway, 
or bridge, or for want of suitable rails on such way or bridge, 
the county, town, or person, by law obliged to repair the 
same, shall be liable in damages to the amount of one thou- 
sand dollars, to be recovered in an action of tort by the ex- 
ecutor or administrator of the deceased person, for the use 
of the widow and children of the deceased, in equal moie- 
ties; but if there are no children, to the use of the next of 
kin: provided that the county, town, or person had previous 
reasonable notice of the defect or want of repair of such 
way or bridge. 

Secr. 2. If, by reason of the negligence or carelessness 
of a railroad corporation, or of the unfitness, or gross 
negligence, or carelessness of its servants or agents while 
engaged in its business, the life of any person being a 
passenger is lost, or the life of any person being in the 
exercise of due diligence, and not being a passenger, or 
in the employment of such corporation, is lost, in either 
case the corporation shall be liable in damages not exceeding 
five thousand dollars, nor less than five ‘hundred dollars. 
to be recovered in an action of tort by the executor or 
administrator, for the use of the persons as specified in the 
preceding section: provided that the corporation shall 
not be so liable for the loss of life by any person while 
walking or being upon its road contrary to law or the 
reasonable rules and regulations of the corporation. 

Sect. 3. No action shall be prosecuted under either 
of the preceding sections unless it be commenced within two 
years from the injury causing the death. 

Sect. 4. Section twenty-one of chapter forty-four of 
the General Statutes, and sections one hundred and sixty- 
three and one hundred and sixty-four of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-four are hereby repealed ; but 
such repeal shall not affect any prosecution commenced prior 
to the time when this act shall take effect.

AN ACT TO MODIFY AND LIMIT THE LIABILITY OF TOWNS 
AND CITIES IN ACTION FOR DAMAGES BY REASON OF DE- 
FECTS IN HIGHWAYS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


Section 1. No town or city shall be liable to any action 
for the recovery of damages to any person on foot, on 
account of snow or ice, on any sidewalk, or cross-walk, nor 
on account of any slippery condition of any sidewalk or 
cross-walk. ; 

Sror. 2. No person shall recover damages of any town 
or city, in any case, on account of injury to his person or his 
property, by reason of any defect or want of repair or suffi- 
cient railing, in any highway, townway, street, causeway, or 
bridge, who has notice of the condition thereof, previous to 
the time of the injury, unless he has previously notified the 
municipal officers of such town or city, or some one of them, 
of the defective condition thereof; and in the case of a city, 
such notice shall be given to the mayor, or some member of 
the board of aldermen. 

Secr. 3. All acts or parts of acts, inconsistent with this 
act, are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE BOUNDARIES OF CITIES AND 
TOWNS BORDERING ON THE SEA. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by authority of the same, 
as follows : — 

The boundaries of cities and towns bordering on the sea 
shall extend to the line of the State, as defined in section 
one of chapter one of the General Statutes. Lines between 
adjacent cities and towns, which now terminate at the shore 
of the sea, shall be continued in the same direction to the 
boundary of the Commonwealth, as defined in said section ;

FIRE ON FEDERAL AND DEVONSHIRE STREETS.

To the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, —In compliance with the Order approved by 
His Honor the Mayor, January 27, 1880, that the Board of 
Fire Commissioners be requested to report to the City Gov- 
ernment in regard to the recent fire on Federal and Devon- 
shire streets, December 28th and 29th, particularly stating 
the cause of the extension of the fire to other buildings than 
the one in which it originated, the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners beg leave to report as follows : — 

The fire originated in the second story of building Nos. 
91 and 93 Federal street, called the “ Miller” building, and 
occupied by Messrs. Rice, Kendall & Co. (paper stock), 
and others, and must have been burning some length of time 
before its discovery. 

The first alarm was rung in at 10.58, P.M., and was 
quickly followed by a second alarm; a third was ordered by 
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the Chief Engineer, but telegraph wires had, in the mean- 
time, fallen on the wires of the fire-alarm telegraph, cutting 
off all communication with the central office. When this 
fact was discovered, a messenger was despatched to the City 
Hall, and a general alarm ordered. The delay in giving the 
alarm, occasioned by this accident, was a serious ‘detriment 
to the department in arresting the progress of the fire. The 
building contained inflammable material, and, all efforts to 
save it proving unavailing, the department turned its at- 
tention to preserving the adjoining buildings. The build- 
ings on either side of the “ Miller” building, on Federal 
street — one of which was literally packed through all its 
stories with wool or cotton — escaped with little damage; but 
the buildings situate on the rear of the “Miller” building, 
viz., the “Hunnewell” building and the “ Cathedral” build- 
ing, fronting on Devonshire street, were consumed by the 
fire, the former partially and tbe latter wholly. Reference 
to the plan herewith submitted, showing the relative situa- 
tion of these buildings, together with the following explana- 
tion, will show the cause of the extension of the fire to the 
buildings above mentioned. “ Miller” building, on Federal 
‘street, and the “ Hunnewell” building, on Devonshire street, 
are on a direct line, and the same party-w all extended from 
their northerly and southerly boundary; they are separated 
on the rear by a narrow area twenty feet wide, for the ad- 
mission of Jight and air, and form the easterly and westerly 
side of said area. Overlooking this area were forty-two 
(42) windows on the “ Hunnewell” building, and as large a 
number on the “Miller” building, all supposed to be pro- 
tected by iron shutters. The“ C€ ‘athedral ” building, on Dev- 
onshire street, is situated north of the “ Hunnewell” building, 
and separated from it by a narrow passage-way, which formed 
the rear entrance to the “ Miller” building. The southerly 
party-wall of the “Cathedral” building was, for a distance 
of about forty (40) feet, also the party wall of the “ Miller ” 
building, and for a distance of twenty (20) feet formed 
the northerly boundary of the area above mentioned. Over- 
looking this area, also, was a window in each story of the 
“Cathedral” building, and protected by iron shutters. In 
the party-wall separating the “ Miller” and “ Cathedral” 
buildings was an opening connecting the fifth stories of these 
buildings, and protected by iron doors. 

On the rear of the ® Cathedral” building was also a stair- 
way connecting it with the “ Miller” building. 

The members of the department tried in vain to arrest the 
progress of the flames from the “ Miller” building across the 
turea referred to; an explosion threw open the iron shutters 
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on the “ Miller” building, projected the flames into the narrow 
and high area, converted it into a blow-pipe, warped or 
blew off the shutters on the windows of the “ Hunnewell” and 
“Cathedral” buildings. The men at work on the “Hunnewell” 
building state that the fire communicated with this building 
simultaneously through all its stories, and in the “Cathedral ” 
building first appeared in the second and third stories, near 
the windows on the area, and in the fifth story came through 
the door-way in the party-wall, and thence through all the 
building. The men were obliged to retreat and fight the fire 
from the street ; the “ Cathedral” building was soon unroofed 
by a loud explosion, and became a mass of flames ; the rear 
wall of the “ Miller” building, built on iron piers, with cast- 
iron centres and six (6) stories high, fell to the ground, and 
the whole building was destroyed. 

In the opinion of the Board of Fire Commissioners the 
causes of the spread of the fire were: the great headway 
which the fire attained. before its discovery; the delay occa- 
sioned in sounding the third and general alarms, from the 
causes before mentioned; the explosions before mentioned ; 
the warping and blowing off of the iron shutters protecting 
the windows of the several buildings overlooking the area, 
and the close proximity of these windows to each other, ren- 
dering communication by fire as easy as if all the buildings 
were one. 

While some insurance companies are to be found who will 
take risks, no matter how dangerous buildings may be ; while 
property owners barely comply with the © Building Laws,” 
and try to evade them all they can, — let them, in the midst of 
the business portions of the city, for employments in which 
dangerous materials are more or less used, or highly com- 
bustible goods — wool, cotton, oils, etc. — are stored from the 
first to the sixth stories ; while this property is often left to 
take care of itself without proper watchmen, as was the case, 
we are informed, in the “ Miller” building,—large fires are 
liable to occur at any moment, no matter how efficient a Fire 
or Inspection of Buildings Department may be.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


RECORD COMMISSIONERS. 


Crry Harti, March 23, 1880. 


The undersigned, the Record Commissioners of the City of 
Boston, beg leave to submit the following report of the work 
performed by them during the financial year, in accordance 
with the vote of the City Council. Although this has been 
the fifth year of their continuance in office, it is the first year 
in which they have been authorized to spend any money in 
the labor of copying the records of the older churches in 
Boston, to supply the deficiencies of the earlier town records. 
In the past five years the City Council has very cheerfully 
and liberally furnished the means for printing three volumes 
of town documents, comprising one volume of tax lists prior 
to A.D. 1700, one volume of Boston Town Records (1634— 
1660), and the Book of Possessions; and one volume of 
early Charlestown Land Records. A fourth volume, to con- 
tain so much of the early Dorchester Records as can be 
printed for one thousand dollars, was authorized by the City 
Council of 1879, and good progress has been made thereon. 

The special work of the Commissioners this year, how- 
ever, has been upon the transcripts of the old church records. 
In their first report will be found a full statement of the ex- 
tensive and lamentable imperfections in the Boston town 
records. The necessity of doing everything possible to re- 
pair these losses is so evident that no argument thereon will 
be attempted. 

The City Council of 1879 appropriated the sum of three 
thousand dollars towards the work, it being understood that 
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this was not sufficient to complete it, and that the matter 
could not be satisfactorily accomplished in one year. As it 
was in effect making good the neglect of many preceding ad- 
ministrations, it was equitable to distribute the cost over sev- 
eral years. 

Of the appropriation of $3,000, the Commissioners have 
expended, to April 1, the sum of $1,802.50, for the pay of 
the copyists, and they have also paid about $100 for binding 
the transcripts and for stationery. The Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings has allowed desk-room in City Hall for the 
copyists, and consequently the appropriation has been entirely 
available for the main object. Four copyists have been 
steadily employed, and as the highest pay has been two dol- 
lars a day the Commissioners have kept well within the 
appropriation. 

The results of the work may be summed up as follows. 
They have had transcribed the following church records : — 

1. The First Church Records, baptisms, marriages, 
deaths, and admissions, from 1630 to 1847. This is bound 
_in one volume, with a separate index. 

2. The Second Church Records, 1650 to 1740. This is 
in one volume, consisting of the printed leaves from Rob- 
bins’ History, carefully revised item by item. It is alpha- 
betically arranged, but may hereafter need to be re-copied. 
A second volume, from 1740 on, is now in progress. 

3. The First Baptist Church, from 1665 to 1879. This 
volume is arranged alphabetically, as the original from which 
it was copied is in that form. 

4. The Old South Church Records, from 1669 to 1875, 
one volume, with a separate index. 

5. The Naw North Church Records, from 1714 to 1800, the — 
original of which, as the society has become extinct, is now 
deposited with the City Clerk. An alphabetical transcript, 
made by the late Thomas B. Wyman, Jr., was given to the 
Commissioners, and this having been carefully compared with 
the original is now placed with the City Registrar. The. 
revision cost less than an index would have done. 

6. The New South Church Records. A transcript is in 
hand, but not much progress is yet made. 

7. Christ Church Records, 1723 to 1851. These have 
been copied in two volumes, each with an index appended. 
The first book contains baptisms, the second marriages and 
deaths. 

8. Hollis-street Church Records, 1732 to 1847, transcribed 
in one volume, with an index in another volume. 

9. New North Church Records, 1815-1859. One vol- 
ume, with index appended. 
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10. Index to the volume of the First Universalist Church 
(Rev. Paul Dean’s) from 1813 to 1840, the original of 
which is now held by the city. 

It will be noticed that the records of eight out of the first 
twelve churches established in Boston have been collected. 
Of the other four, the Friends’ Congregation can have but 
few items of an early date’; the Brattle-street Church and 
the Federal-street Church have, from special reasons, been 
unwilling to meet the wishes of the Commissioners ; but it is 
hoped that all difficulties may be overcome soon. The Stone 
Chapel Records were designedly postponed, as they were 
found to be exceptionally accessible at present to all in- 
quirers. 

The mere enumeration of volumes copied would not give 
an idea of the work performed. The indexing is almost of 
equal importance, and requires nearly as much time. The 
copies made for the city are necessary, not only as furnishing 
a double chance against destruction, but because the old 
recerds can in most cases be read only by experts. For all 
ordinary uses a correct copy in modern handwriting is 
preferable to access to the originals. The church records 
also are made up of many items beyond the entries of bap- 
tisms, marriages, and deaths. Matters of discipline and 
other personal affairs are entered therein; so that no church 
would willingly allow general access to its books. Such 
transcripts as the Commissioners have tried to procure are 
therefore in no sense unnecessary, and the money expended 
for them will doubtless be thought a judicious outlay by all 
who consider the matter. 

The Commissioners respectfully ask of the City Council at 
this time a similar appropriation of three thousand dollars 
for the financial year 1880-1881, and feel warranted in say- 
ing that the expenditure now, by persons fully understanding 
the work of copying, will substantially complete the enter- 
prise, so far as relates to the records prior to A.D. 1800.

Sir, — The undersigned, Commissioners of Parks, respect- 
fully ask your attention to the following statement of the 
operations of the city in connection with the Back Bay 
Improvement as affecting municipal finances. 

The information will not be new to you, as you are 
familiar with the various departments of the City Govern- 
ment, which, in some measure, are influenced by this 
work. It will, however, be found interesting and instruc- 
tive, not only to owners of estates adjacent to the improve- 
ment, but especially to citizens at large who may naturally 
be under the impression that their property is being addi- 
tionally taxed for the benefit of a particular section of the 
city. 

The reverse is true. The tax rate is already favorably 
influenced by the purchase of park lands, and, in the 
opinion of the undersigned, will so continue to be, in an 
Increasing ratio, in succeeding years. 

An informal statement. such as this is intended to be, 
is the only way by which knowledge can be given necessary 
to an understanding of the premises, as the official reports 
of the various departments cannot so group the facts as to 
give the information.

The city had been unable to collect these taxes pre- 
viously, owing to the intricate complications with which the 
Boston Water Power Company was embarrassed.

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The total expenditures in 1878 and 1879 for the improve- 
ment of lands purchased was $118,583,95, all of which was 
for streets, and none for the park proper. 

The Park Commissioners do not criticise the wisdom of 
the City Council in imposing upon this department the duties 
of buying land for streets, and constructing the same, and of 
having charged to their account the costs of these public 
works, which, heretofore, were exclusively the function of 
other departments; but, nevertheless, mention the matter 
that it may be properly understood by such citizens as inter- 
est themselves in municipal affairs. While these streets will 
legally remain in charge of the Park Commissioners, they 
will correspond in their uses to the streets bordering upon 
the Common and Public Garden, namely, Tremont, Boyls- 
ton, Arlington, Beacon, Charles, and Park streets. 

In their report of 1876, the commissioners expressed the 
opinion that within a limited period from the time of the 
purchase of park lands the rate of taxation would thereby be 
reduced rather than increased. This opinion was based upon 
the actual results attained in other cities under similar cir- 
cumstances, and its soundness is already apparent in Boston.

Ordered, That, in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 
74 of the Acts of 1879, all taxes assessed for the purpose of 
providing for the expenditures of the City of Boston and 
County of Suffolk, for the financial year 1880-81, and for 
paying the city’s proportion of the State tax of 1880, shall 
be due and payable on the first day of November, 1880; 
and, if the same shall remain unpaid, interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum shall be charged upon all such taxes 
as shall not be paid at that date; and, upon all taxes that 
shall remain unpaid on the first day of January, 1881, there 
shall be charged interest at the rate of seven per cent. per

In compliance with Section 11 of the Joint Rules and 
Orders of the City Council, the Joint Standing Committee 
on Legislative Matters report the following drafts of bills 
which have been presented to the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature since the previous report of this committee.

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CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty. 
AN ACT TO REGULATE THE INSPECTION AND SALE OF MILK. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Srecrion 1. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall 
appoint one or more persons to be inspectors of milk in 
their respective cities, who shall hold their office for the 
term of three years, or until their successors are appointed 
and qualified. In case of vacancy by resignation or any 
cause, the mayor and aldermen shall fill the vacancy for the 
unexpired term. Upon the expiration of each full term the 
mayor and aldermen shall fill the office for the term. No 
inspector shall be removed during his term of office except 
for cause, and upon a hearing before said mayor and alder- 
men, and as is hereafter prescribed. The selectmen of towns, 
may annually appoint one or more persons to be inspectors 
of milk for their respective towns. The inspectors shall 
hold their appointments from the time and date now estab- 
lished by rule, law, or ordinance, or as cities and towns may 
elect; and all appointments now made for the current year, 
but whose term of office does not commence until after the 
passage of this act, shall be deemed elected for the full term. 
Inspectors, before entering upon the duties of their office, 
shall be sworn. Inspectors in cities shall publish their ap- - 
pointment one week in a newspaper published in his city. 
The inspectors shall receive such compensation as the mayor 
and aldermen or selectmen shall determine. 

Sect. 2. The inspector shall keep an office and books for 
the purpose of licensing and recording the names and places 
of business of all persons engaged in the sale of milk within 
their limits. They may enter any car, shed, depot, barn, 
stable, store, or any place where milk is exposed, stored, or 
kept for sale or exchange, and all carriages used in the con- 
veyance of milk ; and whenever they have reason to believe any 
milk found therein is adulterated, they shall take specimens 
thereof, and cause the same to as analyzed, or otherwise 
satisfactorily tested, the result of which they shall record 
and preserve as evidence. 

Secor. 3. It shall be the duty of every inspector of milk 
to institute complaint on the information of any person who 
shall lay before him satisfactory evidence on which to sus- 
tain the same. 
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Sect. 4. Any person holding the office of milk inspector, 
his duly appointed servants or “agents under the provisions 
of this act, who shall receive from any. person or persons, 
directly or indirectly, any moneys, gifts, or promises of re- 
ward, or who shall furnish to any person any knowledge for 
themselves or others, advice or aid of any kind for the pur- 
pose of violating the provisions of this act, or shield them 
from the penalties thereof, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor ; and upon conviction thereof shall be disqualified 
from holding his office, and be fined not less than one hun- 
dred nor more than three hundred dollars or by imprison- 
ment not less than thirty nor more than sixty days. 

Secr. 5. All persons who transport or convey milk from 
place to place, in carriages or otherwise, as sellers of milk, 
shall, annually, on the first day of May, or thirty days there- 
after, be licensed by the inspectors of milk to sell milk 
within their respective limits ; and shall pay to the inspector 
one dollar for the use of the city or town, and the inspector 
shall pay over the same, monthly, to the city or town col- 
lector. Licenses shall be issued only in the name of the 
owner of the carriage; and said license shall, for the pur- 
poses of this act, be conclusive evidence of ownership. No 
license shall be sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license 
shall record the name, residence, place of business, number 
of carriages used, the name and residence of every driver or 
employé, if sof and the number of the license. The licen- 
see shall report any change of driver or employé, which may 
occur during the term of his license, to the inspector, Each 
licensee, before engaging in the sale-of milk, shall cause his 
name, number, and place of business to be legibly placed on 
the outside, and upon each side of all carriages or vehicles 
used in the conveyance and sale of milk. Whoever neglects 
to comply with the provisions of this section shall, for the 
first offence, be punished by a fine not less than thirty nor 
more than one hundred dollars; and for a second offence by 
a fine not less than fifty nor more than three hundred dollars ; 
and for any subsequent offence by a fine of fifty dollars and 
imprisonment in the House of Correction not less than thirty 
nor more than sixty days. 

Secr. 6. All persons, before engaging in the sale of milk 
in stores, booths, stands, or market-places, shall register in 
the inspector’s books, and shall pay to the inspector fifty 
cents for the use of the city or town. 

Secr. 7. Whoever, by himself, his servant or agent, sells, 
exchanges, or delivers, or has in his custody or possession 
with intent to sell or exchange, or exposes, or offers for sale 
or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water or any 
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foreign substance has been added, or milk produced from 
cows fed on the refuse of distilleries, or any substance dele- 
terious to the quality of the milk, or milk produced from sick 
or diseased cows, shall, for the first offence, be punished by 
a fine not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars ; 
and fora second offence by a fine not less than one hundred 
nor more than three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the House of Correction not less than thirty nor more than 
sixty days; and for any subsequent offence by a fine of fifty 
dollars, and imprisonment in the House of Correction not 
less than sixty nor more than ninety days. 

Sect. 8. Whoever, by himself, his servant or agent, 
sells, exchanges, or delivers, or has in his custody or posses- 
sion with intent to sell or exchange, or exposes or offers for 
sale, as pure milk, any milk from which the cream or any 
part thereof has been removed, shall be punished by the 
penalties provided in the preceding section. 

Spor. 9. Every person who shall sell, exchange, or de- 
liver, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell 
or exchange, for himself or any other person or persons, 
milk from which the cream or any part thereof has been re- 
moved, shall distinctly mark, in letters not less than one inch 
in length, in a conspicuous place above the centre, upon the 
outside of every vessel, can, or package containing such 
milk, the words, “skimmed milk; ” and such milk shall only 
be sold in, or retailed out of, a can, vessel, or package so 
marked. Whoever violates the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by the penalties provided in section seven. 

Secor. 10. Whoever knowingly sells, exchanges, or de- 
livers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell 
or exchange, or exposes, or offers for sale or exchange, 
adulterated milk, or milk to which water or any foreign sub- 
stance has been added, or milk produced from cows fed on 
the refuse of distilleries, or from sick or diseased cows, or 
any substance deleterious to the quality of the milk, or 
from which the cream or any part thereof has been removed, 
shall, for the first offence, be punished by a fine not less than 
two hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in the House of Correction not less than thirty 
nor more than sixty days ;:and for any subsequent offence by 
a fine of one hundred dollars, and imprisonment in the House 
of Correction not less than sixty nor more than ninety days. 

Sect. 11. Whoever, in the employ of another, violates 
any provision of this act shall be deemed equally guilty 
with the principal, and be-punished with the same penalties. 

Sror. 12. In all prosecutions under this act the result of 
the analysis, sworn to by the chemist or analyst, shall be ad- 
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missible in evidence; and if the analysis shall show more 
than eighty-seven parts of water in one hundred parts of 
milk, and the milk solids be less than thirteen per cent., the 
sample shall be deemed, for the purpose of this act, to be 
adulterated. The custody, possession, delivery, holding, or 
exposing milk, cans, measures, packages, or vessels, shall be 
prima-facie evidence of intent to sell. 

Secr. 18. Violations of this act may be prosecuted by 
complaint or indictment before any court of competent juris- 
diction, and one-half of any fine paid shall go to the com- 
plainant. 

Sect. 14. Lach inspector shall cause the name and place 
of business of all persons convicted of selling, or having in 
possession with intent to sell, adulterated milk, in two news- 
papers published in the city or town where the offence was 
committed. 

Sect. 15. Kach inspector shall cause this act to be pub- 
lished once in a newspaper printed in his city or town. 

Secor. 16. All acts, and parts of acts, inconsistent here- 
with, are hereby repealed; but such repeal shall not affect 
any prosecution now pending. 

Secor. 17. ‘This act shall go into effect upon its passage.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives

Section 1. Section two of chapter two hundred and 
forty-two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-nine, being an act to amend an act concerning the 
settlement of paupers, is hereby repealed. 

Secr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO REGISTRATION AND ELECTIONS 
IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. Chapter two hundred and forty-three of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and _ seventy-eight is 
amended as follows : — 

First; by striking out all of section six of said act, down 
to and including the word “precincts” in the fifth and sixth 
lines, substituting i in place thereof the following : 

“ The assessors of taxes of the city of Boston sath: on or 
before the fifteenth day of July in each year, cause street- 
lists of the several voting-precincts in said city to be printed 
and compiled in pamphlet form for public distribution. 
Said compilations shall be by precincts, separately, not ex- 
ceeding fifty copies, for each, arranged.” 

Second; by striking out section eight of said act. 

Third; by substituting in place of section nine of said act 
the following :— 

“Sror. 9. All corrections of assessed names upon tax- 
bills shall be made by the board of assessors, the registrars of 
voters, or assistant registrars, ona form of certificate specially 
prepared for the purpose; and all tax-bills so changed, to- 
gether with the certificates, shall be stamped with an official 
stamp of the board making such change, before the person 
represented by such tax- bill shall be allowed to register as a 
voter. All certificates of names so changed shall ‘he sent to 
the collector of taxes, who shall, as soon as may be, after 
the first day of January in each year, make corresponding 
changes or corrections on the list of assessed polls committed 
to him by the board of assessors. ‘The collector shall also 
transmit said certificates to the board of assessors, who shall, 
before the first day of March in each year, make correspond- 
ing changes or corrections on the street books in their 
department.” 

Fourth; by inserting in line one of section eleven of said 
act, after the word “ ward,” the words “or precinct.” 

Fifth; by amending section fifteen so that it shall read as 
follows : — 

“If the registrars are not satisfied as to the identity or 
qualifications ‘of an applicant for registration, they may make 
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such examination of such applicant, under oath, as they may 
consider necessary or proper to verify the fact that he is pos- 
sessed of the constitutional requirements of a voter; and said 
registrars, as soon after the second day of September in such 
year as may be necessary, shall hold evening sessions in or 
near each ward, for the performance of any and all the duties 
imposed upon them by the provisions of this act; provided, 
however, that they shall hold not less than ten evening ses- 
sions of not less than three hours’ duration prior to the an- 
nual state and municipal elections. 

“ The collector of taxes shall assign a deputy to be present 
at all such meetings held before the annual State election for | 
the collection of taxes. He shall also give public notice 
thereof by advertisement in at least two daily papers printed 
in Boston, one of which shall be an evening paper, and by a 
circular or card addressed to each person assessed for a poll- 
tax only, and delivered through the mail or otherwise. Said 
circulars or cards shall be delivered on or before the second 
day of September in each year. No tax-bill for poll-taxes 
only shall hereafter be distributed to or for the person 
assessed before payment thereof.” 

Secr. 2. All requirements of law in regard to the prepa-_ 
ration, publication, posting, or use of ward-lists in the city of 
Boston shall be held to be complied with by the employment, 
in each precinct, of precinct-lists, of like description, in all 

respects, of all the legal voters therein. 

Secor. 3. Section one of chapter sixty of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, as amended by 
section three of chapter two hundred and thirty-five of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, is 
amended so as to read as follows : — 

“The registrars shall, at least twenty-four days before the 
day of the annual State election, cause printed lists of the 
voters in each precinct to be posted in one or more places in 
such precinct, with notices thereon stating the place and 
hours in which they or the assistant registrars for such pre- 
cinct will hold sessions to correct and revise the lists. If the 
assistant registrars refuse to place the name of any person on 
the voting-list, he may appeal to the board of registrars of 
voters.” 

Sect. 4. The provisions of chapter two hundred ‘and 
twenty-five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six are, as far as they relate to the city of Boston, 
extended to the voting pours therein, in place of the 
wards. 

Sect. 5. Whenever there is a vacancy in the board of 
aldermen or common council in the city of Boston, by failure 
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to elect, removal from the city, death, resignation, or other- 
wise, it shall be the duty of said board of aldermen to issue 
their warrant in due form for an election to fill such vacancy, 
at such time and place as they may deem advisable; but in 
case of a vacancy in the common council, such warrant shall 
not be issued until the board aot aldermen receive official 
notice of such vacancy. 

Sxor. 6. Sections twenty-one, Pg twenty-three, 
and twenty-five of chapter four hundred and forty-eight of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and fifty-four, and all 
acts, and parts of acts, inconsistent with this act, are hereby 
repealed.

REPORT 


OF 


BOARD OF HHALTH, 


ON THE 


COST OF PERFORMING THE DUTIES OF THE 
HEALTH DEPARTMENT IN OTHER CITIES. 


To the Honorable the City Council : — 


In response to an order of your honorable body directing - 
the Board of Health “to ascertain, by written communica- 
tions, addressed to the proper officials, and to report the 
cost of performing in New York, Philadelphia, and Balti-. 
more, the duties which are performed in this city by the 
Health Department,” this Board begs respectfully to submit 
the following information, obtained in the manner directed :. 

The duties performed by the Health Department in this. 
city comprise the cleaning of streets, the collection of ashes 
and offal, the cleaning of public cesspools; and the interro- 
gations addressed to the proper officials in the various cities 
named pertained to these subjects exclusively. 

In Baltimore it is learned that the entire work of cleaning 
the streets is performed directly by the city, under the diree- 
tion of the Health Department, and not by contract, and the 
cost to the city of the work was $87,643 for the last finan- 
cial year. The number of loads of street-sweepings removed 
during the year was 146,886, and the average cost per load 
is set at sixty-two cents. 

Seventy-five men were employed for prosecuting the 
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work, and the number of carts employed for the purpose 
averaged forty-six per day. The wages paid the sweepers 
was $1.50 per day, while the street-cart men received $3 per 
day ; which latter sum, it is presumed, includes the services 
of the team and driver, as teams are not furnished by the 
city. 

No street-sweeping machines are used. The estimated 
number of miles of streets swept is 250, and the rule is to 
sweep them once a week. ‘The street-sweepings are sold 
to farmers by the department, and the proceeds turned into 
the City Treasury. The amount realized from the sale of 
street-sweepings is not stated; but it is inconsiderable, as 
appears from the fact that the total amount realized by the 
city from the sale of street-sweepings, ashes, offal, and all 
refuse matter, amounted last year to but $2,862. The street- 
crossings are swept by the Health Department. Ashes are 
removed by the city, and the same force is employed to col- 
lect the offal, though ashes and offal are collected separately. 
The cost of collecting both ashes and offal last year was 
$84,997. 

The ashes have usually been sold for fillmg purposes for 
four cents per cubic yard. The number of loads of ashes 
and offal collected last year was 135,851. The number of 
men employed for that purpose was ninety-eight. The wages 
paid men and teams was $3 per day. The cesspools of the 
public schools only are cleaned by the city, and the annual 
expense attending this work is estimated at $3,500. These 
cesspools are cleaned as often as required, and the material 
is removed beyond the city limits. ‘There are, all together, 
eighty thousand cesspools in the city, half of which number 
are dug to running water, and, consequently, do not require 
frequent cleaning. 

In Philadelphia the work of the Health Department is 
performed by contract. The cleaning of the streets and the 
removal of ashes are embraced in the same contract, and the 
removal is performed by a separate contract. Under the 
present contract, the cost to the city for cleaning the streets 
and removing the ashes is $169,044.32 per annum, and for 
collecting the offal $23,195.46 per annum, making a total of 
$192,239.78 per annum ; the city has no. control whatever of 
the number of men and carts employed for performing the 
work specified in the contract, nor does it profess to have 
any knowledge of what disposition is made of the street- 
sweepings, the ashes, or the offal. 

The contract specifies that all streets, lanes, and alleys 
shall be cleaned not less than once a week, and oftener if 
required by the Board of Health. The offal is required to be 
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collected at regular hours daily from the first of June to the 

Ist of November, and not less than three times a week in 
the remaining months of the year. All the work is required 
to be done under the supervision of, and in strict conformity 
to, the regulations of the Board of Health, and to the entire 
satisfaction of said Board. On the failure on the part of any 
contractor to give satisfaction, the Board of Health has the 
right to annul the contract after twenty-four hours’ notice. 
The city is divided into twenty-eight districts, and each dis- 
trict is covered by a separate contract. 

There are about nine hundred miles of paved streets in the 
city. The accompanying specification (No. 1) furnishes 
additional information respecting the conditions of the con- 
tracts. The contracts for street-cleaning are for three years, 
and the present contracts expire at the close of the present 
year. The existing method of performing the work specified 
in the contracts not being deemed in all respects satisfactory, 
a new departure is to be taken by the Board of Health of 
Philadelphia, and a copy of the specifications of proposed 
new contracts, together with the report of a committee ap- 
pointed by the City Council of Philadelphia to consider the 
subject, is herewith enclosed (No. 2). 

The new specifications, as set forth in the accompanying 
document, have been adopted by the City Council, and will ' 
go into effect January 1, 1881. 

The new specifications stipulate that all work shall be done 
by the same contractors in the same district. The city is 
divided into four districts, instead of twenty-eight, as at 
present, in order to afford better opportunities for the intro- 
duction of machinery in performing the work. The success- 
ful bidder for street-cleaning in any district will be the only 
party that will receive a license to clean vaults in that dis- 
trict, and he will have control of all material removed from 
them. 7 

At present the cleaning of vaults is performed by parties 
licensed by the Board of Health for that purpose, and they 
in turn can contract with private parties for the removal of 
the contents of the vaults in conformity with the rules and 
regulations of the Board of Health governing the same. 

We regret to be compelled to state that we have been 
able to obtain but a small part of the information sought for 
from New York City, although repeated communications 
have been addressed by this Board to the proper authorities 
in that city. The fact that the department having charge of 
the work of street-cleaning has only recently been put in 
charge of a new head, and that the task of organizing its 
various branches is still in progress, doubtless accounts for 
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this seeming neglect on the part of the New York officials. 
The information is furnished, however, that the city does not 
undertake to collect all or any offal from hotels, markets, or 
private dwellings. The city employs a contractor to collect 
dead animals from the public streets, and provides a dock 
for the contractor, from which he removes daily to Barren 
Island, in steam vessels, all such collections, as well as all 
offal that may be delivered at said dock by butchers and 
' others. The offal from slaughter-houses in the city is mainly 
utilized while fresh within the city by manufacturers for fer- 
tilizers. The offal from markets and hotels, and from many 
private dwellings, is collected by parties employed in the 
business of fat rendering, bone boiling, fertilizer manufac- 
turing, etc., etc., generally beyond the city limits. 
~ Cesspools are not tolerated in the built-up portions of the 
city. In streets that are sewered it is required that connec- 
tions should be made with the same for the discharge of 
waste water, etc. Such cesspools as exist in the suburbs are 
not cleaned by the city or by contract. The work is done by 
the city scavengers employed by the owner or occupant of 
the premises, upon conditions and under rules and regula- 
tions prescribed by the sanitary code. The maximum rate 
that scavengers are allowed for cleaning privies and cess- 
-pools is twelve cents per cubic foot. The contents of cess- 
pools, when cleansed by scavengers, are removed to the 
scows provided by the contractor for the removal of night- — 
soil, and are used with the night-soil as a fertilizer in the 
rural districts. Cesspools are cleaned when necessary, or 
when ordered by the Board of Health, not at any fixed period 
or interval. The quantity of material removed from cess- 
pools in this city to the night-soil scows is trifling, as the 
material is generally used as a fertilizer upon the gardens or 
grounds adjacent in the suburban districts. The contractor 
is paid $36,000 per annum for the removal of dead animals, 
offal, and night-soil delivered to his vessels. This amount 
also pays him for collecting dead animals from the streets. 
According to the statement of the Comptroller the follow- 
ing have been the yearly expenses of street-cleaning under 
the management of the Police Department : —

For the present year the sum of $690,000 has been ap- 
propriated, besides $135,000 for the purchase of tugs and 
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scows to take street refuse to the dumping-ground. No 
revenue has been received by the city for the sale of sweep- 
ings, etc., since 1872. 

“As above stated, the street-cleaning bureau has lately un- 
der gone an entire reorganization, with a view to increasing its 
efficiency, its work not having been performed satisfactorily 
hitherto. _

MEMORANDUM. 
Replies to Questions from the Board of Health of the City of Boston. 


As to cleaning of streets : — 

1. Is the work of cleaning of streets in the city done by the 
city directly, or by contract? 

Ans. It is done by the city. 

2. If in part by the city and in part by contract, what part is 
done by the city and what part by contract, and what are the 
terms of the contract? 

Ans. Itis all done by the city. 

8. What is the annual cost to the city of cleaning the streets? 

Ans. The cleaning of the streets and removal of the ashes and 
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garbage is.all done under the same management, and no separate 
account kept of the work. The appropriation for the year 1879, 
and also for 1880, was , of which amount about $250,000 
is expended for cleaning streets. 

4. What is the number of men employed by the city for the 
purpose? 

Ans. The men are employed by the day, and the number varies 
with the seasons and necessities of the work; have employed 
during the past season from 325 to 350 men in sweeping streets. 

5. What is the number of teams employed by the city for the 
purpose ? 

Ans. The horses and carts are employed by the day, and when 
sweeping there are about 100 employed. 

6. How often are the streets cleaned or swept? 

Ans. Some are cleaned daily during the summer season, others 
three times, others twice, others once a week, according to location 
and necessities. 

7.. What are the wages paid for men and teams? 

Ans. The laborers or sweepers are paid at the rate of twenty 
cents per hour. The cartmen are paid $3.00 per day. ‘The drivers 
of carts belonging to the city are paid $1.75 per day. 

8. What is the number of street-sweeping machines? 

Ans. There have been in use, for the past year, eleven one-horse 


* machines. 


9. What is the number of miles of streets cleaned ? 

Ans. There were swept and cleaned, during the year 1879, 
14,986 miles. 

10. What is the number of miles of streets in the city? 

Ans. There are about 360 miles of paved streets in the city. 

11. What is done with the street-sweeping ? 

Ans. Some portion of it is given away to parties who will re- 
move it; the rest is taken away with the ashes and garbage. 

12. What i is the number of cubic yards of dirt collected during 
the year? 

Ans. There were collected, during 1879, 273,891 cart-loads, 
which would average about a cubic yard per load. 

13. Are the street-crossings swept by the ge or by private 
parties? 

Ans, All crossings are swept by the city. 


As to the collection of ashes : — 

‘1. Does the city undertake to remove all the ashes from the 
hotels, public buildings, and private dwellings? 

Ans. The city does. 

2. If not, by whom are they removed, and at what annual cost 
to the city? 

Ans. See previous answer. 

3. What is the number of men employed? 

Ans. Only the men who drive and load the carts. 

4, What is the number of teams employed? 

Ans. During the summer season about 200; during the winter 
about 300. 
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5. How often are the ashes removed? 

Ans. Every day except Sunday. 

6. What are the wages paid to men and teams? 

Ans. For the horse, cart, and driver, there is paid $3.00 per 
day. 

7. Does the city remove ashes from the yards and. cellars, or 
are the ashes placed on the sidewalk by the occupant? 

Ans. The ashes are placed on the sidewalk by the occupant. 

8. How many cubic yards of ashes are collected during the 
year? 

Ans. During the year 1879 there was collected 803,203 cart- 
loads of ashes, averaging a cubic yard per load. 

9. What is done with the ashes? If sold, what is the income 
therefrom to the city? 

Ans. Part of it is used for filling in sunken lots and low lands 
about the harbor, but the larger part of it, for the past year, has 
been taken to sea; none of it has been sold. We would add. that 
the trouble and expense of disposing of the material after it has 
been gathered is quite an item in our city, as nearly all the mate- 
rial has to be removed outside of the city limits every day, and for 
the year 1879 the expenditure for that purpose (not charging-up 
the use of boats owned by the city) amounted to over one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000).

Sealed Proposals will be received at the Office of the Board of

All the paved streets, alleys, courts, gutters, gutters under railroad 
crossings, gutters of unpaved streets, and all other public highways, 
to be cleaned and kept thoroughly clean at all times, by scraping 
and thoroughly brooming, by machinery, unless otherwise ordered, 
not less than once a week, and oftener if required by the Board of 
Health.

All the market-houses, 
streets and outlets connected therewith, to be cleaned twice a week, 
immediately after the market days, and all the market-houses to 
be washed, not less than once a week, from the 15th day of April to 
the 15th day of October, in each year. 

All filth, dirt, and such accumulations as may be left upon the 
streets by unknown parties, and other accumulations, to be removed 
immediately after the same have been collected together, whether 
from streets, market-houses, or otherwise. 

All ashes, sweepings, and rubbish, which shall have been placed 
upon the sidewalks, streets, lanes, courts, alleys or highways, by 
residents, occupants, or persons having charge of stores, dwellings, 
and all other buildings, or which by accident or otherwise may be 
thrown into the streets, courts, lanes, alleys or highways, to be 
collected and removed at least once a week, and oftener if directed 
by the Board of Health, in tight carts, securely covered in such a 
manner as shall be approved by the said Board; also, all dead 
animals to be collected and removed from the streets, highways, 
ete., of the city. 

The Specifications imply, and it is to be distinctly understood, 
that all streets, alleys, courts, etc., added to the districts during 
the period of the contracts, are to be included under the terms and 
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conditions of said contracts. All the street-crossings and inlets 
_ and approaches thereto are to be kept free from snow or ice. 

Contractors will be required to call regularly at all dwellings and 
all other buildings, whether the means of access be through alleys, 
courts, or from streets or public highways, and remove, promptly 
and orderly, all kitchen garbage and offal that may be offered, and 
return the receptacles to the houses or yards from which received, 
daily, from the 1st of June to the Ist of November, and not less 
than three times a week in the remaining months in each year. 
They will also be required to collect and remove all garbage, which 
by accident or otherwise may have been put upon the sidewalks, 
courts, or alleys, by residents, occupants, or persons having charge 
of dwellings and all other buildings; but the performance of this 
work will, in no case, be received as a plea or excuse for neglect- 
ing the requirements set forth in the preceding paragraph. 

All carts and wagons, and receptacles thereon, used for removing 
kitchen garbage and offal, must be strong and water-tight, securely 
covered, and at all times kept clean, and they must be so driven 
and managed as that none of their contents shall fall, or leak, or 
spill therefrom. Each cart shall have the name of the contractor, 
number of the district and cart, conspicuously painted thereon, and 
the carts shall be painted uniformly in each district. 

The garbage carts and wagons must be sent at a regular hour 
through every street, etc., and adequate notice must be given, by 
the ringing of a bell, to the occupants of all the buildings they are 
about to approach, for the removal of the substances aforesaid, and 
each and every dwelling shall be visited by the driver. 

All the above work is to be done under the supervision, and in 
strict conformity with the rules and regulations, of the Board of 
Health, and to their entire satisfaction. On the failure upon the 
part of any contractor to give satisfaction, the Board shall have 
the right to annul the contract after twenty-four hours’ written 
notice. 

Proposals must state the residence and occupation of the bidder, 
and the name, occupation, and residence of the sureties proposed to 
be given on his bond, together with their written consent thereto, 
and must be accompanied with satisfactory evidence of the ability 
of the bidders to perform the work proposed for ; otherwise the bids 
will not be considered. Bids from, or in the interest of, parties 
who have heretofore failed in their contracts with this Board will 
not be considered. 

Bids for street-cleaning, removal of ashes, dead animals, etc., 
and for the removal of kitchen garbage and offal, must be made 
separately ; and they must be for separate districts, naming the 
number of the district, and each bid must be accompanied with a 
certificate from the City Solicitor, that security has been entered 
at the Law Department in the sum of Five Hundred Dollars 
($500), in compliance with an Ordinance of Councils, approved 
May 1,1860.

The special committee to whom had been referred the subject of 
the present method of collecting garbage and cleaning streets, 
made the following report, which was referred to the Street Clean- 
ing Committee, to be reported back on Tuesday next: 


To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Special Committee appointed on July 7, 
1876, ‘‘ to examine into and report upon the present method of 
collecting garbage and cleaning streets, and to recommend such 
improvements upon the present system as they may deem advisa- 
ble,” respectfully report : — ; 


That while they find the present system of awarding contracts to 
the lowest bidders, and requiring from them ample security for the 
performance of their contracts, is a vast improvement upon the 
system previously in force, and has measurably improved the clean- 
liness and appearance of the streets, at an annual saving of about 
$150,000, yet they are convinced that it is defective in two par- 
ticulars : — 

First, The city is subdivided into too many districts. 

Second, The present system is still too costly. 

The present number of districts is twenty-eight. | Your commit- 
tee think four sufficient, and that to reduce the number to four 
will be a decided advantage. Experience has shown that under 
the present contracts those have been best executed by the con- 
tractors who had no less than three districts each. The boundaries 
of the four districts will be suggested hereafter. 

The present contracts, which include cleaning the streets and 
inlets, and removing the ashes and garbage, cost $192,418.25 per 
annum. ‘The previous contracts cost $331,850.31 per annum. 
Still the present contract prices are too costly, and mainly because 
the very valuable dirt taken from the inlets and streets is not 
utilized, but is practically wasted. There can be no doubt that if 
this refuse from the streets and inlets were utilized the ex- 
pense to the city would be less in proportion. It will be conceded 
from experience that the street dirt alone is not sufliciently valua- 
ble to justify any large outlay in utilizing it. It must be worked 
up with other material. This, we believe, can be obtained from 
the contents of cesspools, and thus a double saving will be effected, 
because at present the profit realized by the Odorless Excavat- 
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ing Companies from the sale of this material is inconsiderable, 
being likewise practically wasted, like the street dirt, and is decid- 
edly less than could be realized from the really valuable compost 
which could be produced by the mixing of the two materials, To 
effect this result one contractor should have exclusive control in | 
his district of both products. The successful lowest bidder in each 
street-cleaning district should be the sole licensed well-cleaner, at 
prices to be regulated by the Board of Health, and subject to the 
rules requiring such work to be done in an odorless manner. Dur- 
ing the last nine years the records of this Department show that an 
average of 6,327 permits for cleaning wells issued, and for the first 
six months of 1879, 4955. The exact. figures are as follows: 
1870, 5913; 1871, 4786; 1872, 4755; 1873, 7128; 1874, 4761; 
1875, 5808; 1876, 7439; 1877, 8564; 1878, 7792; 1879, 4955, 
six months. 

At present prices, 10c. per cubic foot, and with scarcely any 
profit from the products of the wells, no less than twenty-seven 
companies are now making a profit of this business. This, we 
think, should be diverted into the treasury of the city, to assist 
it in reducing the heavy expense now necessitated for cleaning the 
streets. With such asystem in force your committee believe that 
a large saving will be effected at once, and ina short time will 
result in this work producing profit to the city, instead of causing 
expense. : ; 


GARBAGE GATHERING. 


The main defect in the present system is the collection by itiner- 
ant and unreliable gatherers of the most valuable garbage. The 
refuse is left for the contractors to remove. Many of the com- 
plaints come from the neglect of the gatherers who are not con- 
tractors, and are not, therefore, responsible. Their carts are 
generally filthy and leaky, and the lids are rarely closed. By en- 
forcing the following ordinance, and allowing no one to collect 
garbage but the contractor of the Board, uniformity and regularity 
can be established and maintained : — | 
_ Section1. The Select and Common Councils of the city of 

Philadelphia do ordain: . 

That on and after the first day of January, 1879, no person or 
persons shall collect or remove kitchen garbage and ‘offal from any 
dwelling, hotel, restaurant, or other building, or convey the same 
through any of the streets, lanes, courts, or alleys of the built-up | 
portion of the city of Philadelphia, except the same be collected 
or removed in water-tight carts, wagons, or other vehicles, and 
securely covered, so that none of the contents shall fall, leak, or 
spill therefrom, or be exposed to public view, under a penalty of 
five dollars for each and every offence; said penalty to be recovered 
in like manner as debts are now by law recoverable by any alder- 
man or magistrate of the city of Philadelphia. 

Section 2. No person or persons shall collect or remove ashes, 
or convey the same through any of the streets, lanes, courts, or 
alleys of the built-up portions of the city of Philadelphia, except 
the same be removed in covered carts, wagons, or other vehicles, 
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under a penalty of five dollars for each and every offence; said 
penalty to be recovered in like manner as debts are now by law re- 
coverable before any alderman or magistrate of the city of Phila- 
delphia. Provided, That this section shall not ‘apply to citizens 
who shall remove their own ashes. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent herewith be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed. 

The Mayor should be requested to assist the Board with his 
police force in carrying out this ordinance and driving off all others 
than the regular contractor, the small force of inspectors of this 
Board being utterly inadequate for the purpose. The responsibil- 
ity of any neglect can then be fastened where it belongs, and the 
provisions of the contracts requiring the carts to be numbered and 
lettered can be rigidly enforced. If this result can be attained of 
preventing outsiders from collecting garbage, it is earnestly be- 
lieved by your committee, that the garbage can, under the new 
contracts, be removed at a profit to the city instead of costing, as 
it now does, $23,195.46 per annum. By combining garbage con- 
tracts with street cleaning contracts the latter will be proportion- 
ately reduced. In Boston the garbage realizes a profit to the city 
of from $20,000 to $25,000 a year, because outsiders are prevented 
from gathering. 

Your committee deem it important for the proper and successful 
introduction and perfection of the new system suggested, that your 
Board should consider at an early day and adopt the following 
resolutions : — 

First. ‘That after the expiration of the present street-cleaning 
contracts the city of Philadelphia be divided into pour street- 
cleaning districts, as follows : — 

No. re South from the north line of Vine street, 4 from 
the Delaware river to the west line of Broad street. 

No. 2. South from the north line of Vine street and from the 
west line of Broad street to the Schuylkill river, and all that 
portion of the city lying west of the Schuylkill river. 

No. 3. From the north line of Vine street north, and from the 
Delaware river to the west line of Sixth street, including Ernie. 
ford and Bridesburg. 

No. 4. From the north line of Vine street north, and anes the 
west line of Sixth street to the Schuylkill river, including German- 
town and Manayunk. 

Second. ‘That the contract shall be given to the lowest bidder 
in each district. 

Third. ‘That each contractor will be required to clean the 
streets, remove the ashes, clean the inlets, and remove the garbage 
within the boundaries of said district, according to the specifica- 
tions hereto annexed, and, in addition thereto, subject to the rules 
of the Board hereto attached, shall alone be entitled to a license to 
clean wells within the boundaries of said district. 

Fourth. ‘That the license for cleaning privy wells, to be issued 
on April 15, 1880, terminate on December 31, 1880. 

Fifth. ‘That your committee be authorized and directed to wait 
upon His Honor the Mayor and request from him the cooperation 
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of the police force in enforcing the ordinance approved December 
31, 1878 (entitled an ordinance ‘‘ to regulate the collection and 
removal of kitchen garbage, offal, and ashes ”), and in preventing 
any but contractors of the Board from gathering garbage.

SPECIFICATIONS. 


All the paved streets, alleys, courts, gutters, gutters under rail- 
road crossings, gutters of unpaved streets, and all other public 
highways, to be cleaned and kept thoroughly clean at all times, by 
scraping and thoroughly brooming, by machinery, unless otherwise 
-ordered, not less than once a week, and oftener if required by the 
Board of Health. All the inlets to be cleaned out and flushed, by 
hose if necessary, not less than once a week. All the market- 
houses, streets, and outlets connected therewith, to be cleaned 
twice a week, immediately after the market-days, and all the 
market-houses to be washed, not less than once ua week, from the 
15th day of April to the 15th day of October in each year. 

All filth, dirt, and such accumulations as may be left upon the 
streets by unknown parties, and other accumulations, to be removed 
immediately after the same have been collected together, whether 
from streets, market-houses, or otherwise. 

All ashes, sweepings, and rubbish, which shall have been placed 
upon the sidewalks, streets, lanes, courts, alleys or highways, by 
residents, occupants, or persons having charge of stores, dwellings, 
and all other buildings, or which by accident or otherwise may be 
thrown into the streets, courts, lanes, alleys, or highways, to be 
collected and removed at least once a week, and oftener, if directed 
by the Board of Health, in tight carts, securely covered in such a_ 
manner as shall be approved by the said Board; and all ashes be- 
tween South street and Vine street, and from the Delaware river to 
the Schuylkill river, must be collected and removed between the 
hours of 10 o’clock P.M., and 6 o’clock A.M.; also, all dead 
animals to be collected and removed from the streets, highways, 
etc., of the city. 

The specifications imply, and it is to be distinctly understood, 
that all streets, alleys, courts, etc., added to the districts during 
the period of the contracts, are to be included under the terms and 
and conditions of said contracts. All the street crossings and 
inlets and approaches thereto are to be kept free from snow or ice. 

Contractors will be required to call regularly at all dwellings and 
all other buildings, whether the means of access be through alleys, 
courts, or from streets or public highways, and remove promptly 
and orderly, all kitchen garbage and offal that may be offered, and 
return the receptacles to the houses or yards from which received, 
daily, from the 1st of June to the 1st November, and not less than 
three times a week in the remaining months in each year. They 
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will also be required to collect and remove all garbage, which by 
accident or otherwise may have been put upon the sidewalks, 
courts, or alleys, by residents, occupants, or persons having charge 
of dwellings and all other buildings; but the performance of this 
work, will, in no case, be received as a plea or excuse for neglect- 
ing the requirements set forth in the preceding paragraph. 

All carts and wagons used for removing kitchen garbage and 
offal, must be strong and water-tight, securely covered, and at all 
times kept clean, and they must be so driven and managed as that 
none of their contents shall fall, or leak, or spill therefrom. Each 
cart shall have the name of the contractor, number of the district 
and cart conspicuously painted thereon, and the carts shall be 
painted uniformly in each district, and shall, at all times, be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Health. 

The garbage must be collected and removed before 10 o’clock 
A.M., and adequate notice must be given, by the ringing of a bell, 
to the occupants of all the buildings they are about to approach, 
for the removal of the substances aforesaid, and each and every 
dwelling shall be visited by the driver. 

All the above work is to be done under the supervision and in 
strict conformity with the rules and regulations of the Board of 
Health, and to their entire satisfaction. On the failure upon the 
part of any contractor to comply with the terms of said contract, 
or violate the rules and regulations of the Board of Health relating 
to privy cleaning, the Board shall have the right to annul the con- 
tract, and revoke the license, after twenty-four hours’ written 
notice. 

The successful bidder in each district will be required to give 
security in the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000), to 
be approved by the City Solicitor, and shall be the only party 
licensed to clean privy wells within the boundaries of said district. 

Proposals for street-cleaning, etc., shall be advertised in the 
daily papers from the 15th day of August, 1880, and the bids to be 
opened on the 15th day of September, 1880. 

Bids for street-cleaning, removal of ashes, dead animals, etc., 
and for the removal of kitchen garbage and offal, must be for 
separate districts, naming the number of the district, and each 
bid must be accompanied with a certificate from the City Solicitor 
that security has been entered at the Law Department in the sum 
of five hundred dollars ($500), in compliance with an ordinance 
of Councils, approved May 1, 1860. All bidders for contracts for 
street cleaning and garbage gathering shall be deemed ‘‘ lowest 
and best” who are the lowest bidders, and offer responsible sure- 
ties according to the specifications. 

The Board reserves the right to reject any and all bids; also the 
right to award contracts for one district only. 

Warrants for the payment of said contracts will be drawn in 
conformity with Section 5 of the act of Assembly, approved March 
18,1869. Envelopes enclosing proposals must be indorsed ‘* Pro-. 
posals for Street-Cleaning,” etc., naming the number of the dis- 
trict bid for.

The streets must be swept by four-wheeled two-horse 
side-sweeping machines, with the broom so adjusted as to throw the 
dirt from the gutter towards the centre of the street in a windrow ; 
and the gutters to be immediately flushed with water from the plugs, 
and by hose if necessary. 

Fourth. The dirt to be immediately collected and removed by a 
four-wheeled, two-horse, self-loading machine, which shall gather up 
the dirt into a receptacle having a capacity of a full cart-load.

The 
floors of the markets, and adjoining streets, to be sprinkled with 
disinfectant (to be furnished by the Board) after each cleaning. . 


REMOVAL OF ASHES. 


All ashes, sweepings, and rubbish, which shall have been placed 
upon the sidewalks, streets, lanes, courts, alleys, or highways, by 
residents, occupants, or persons having charge of stores, dwellings, 
and all other buildings, or which, by accident, or otherwise, may 
be thrown into the streets, courts, lanes, alleys, and highways, to 
be collected and removed at least once each week, and oftener if 
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directed by the Board of Health. The vehicles for removing ashes 
shall be uniform in construction, four-wheeled two-horse wagons, set 
low, and securely covered over the top by a set of lids, so as to be 
dust-tight, and shall be subject to the approval of the Board. Each 
wagon shall be numbered, and the name of the contractor and dis- 
trict painted thereon. 

All ashes from South street to Vine street, and from the Dela- 
ware to the Schuylkill rivers, must be collected and removed 
between the hours of 6 o’clock P.M., and 7 o’clock A.M. 


REMOVAL OF DEAD ANIMALS. 


All dead animals that may be thrown or placed upon any of the 
streets, courts, lanes, alleys, or highways of the city, to be re- 
moved and buried. 


REMOVAL OF KITCHEN GARBAGE. 


Contractors will be required to call regularly at all dwellings and 
all other buildings, whether the means of access be through alleys, 
courts, or from streets or public highways, and remove promptly 
and orderly all kitchen garbage and offal that may be offered and 
return the receptacles to the houses or yards from which received, 
daily, from the jirst day of May to the first day of November, and 
not less than three times a week in the remaining months in each 
year. 

z They will also be required to collect and remove all garbage 
which by accident or otherwise may have been put upon the side- 
walks, courts, or alleys, by residents, occupants, or persons having 
charge of dwellings and all other buildings; but the performance 
of this work will in no case be received as a plea or excuse for 
neglecting the requirements set forth in the preceding paragraph. 

The garbage must be collected and removed at regular hours in 
each locality. Adequate notice must be given by the ringing of a 
bell to the occupants of all the buildings that they are about to ap- 
proach for the removal of the substance aforesaid, and each and 
every dwelling shall be visited by the driver. 

The contractor will not be permitted to mix, collect, or remove 
the garbage with the ashes. 

The garbage shall be collected and removed in water-tight barrels, 
having a capacity of about twenty-five gallons each, and shall be 
disinfected daily. The lids shall be of iron, secured to the barrel 
by clamps or cams, and made tight by means of rubber gasket, be- 
tween the lid and the chime. The trucks for conveying the barrels 
through the streets, shall be four-wheeled, one or two horse, set 
low, and capable of holding ten or more barrels. They shall 
be numbered, and the name of the contractor and district painted 
thereon. 


Privy CLEANING. 


I. The apparatus for the removal of the contents of privy wells, 
vaults, sinks, etc., shall consist of pumps, tanks, hose, deodorizing 
furnaces, or other efficient deodorizing apparatus, tents or hoods, 
dunnigans or barrels, and trucks as hereinafter described. 
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II. The pumps shall be suitable for the purpose required, and 
shall have valves not less than four inches internal diameter, which 
will allow obstructive rubbish and some solid excrementitious mat- 
ter to pass freely through the pump, and be forced through the hose 
to the tank. 

Ill. The hose shall be of rubber, or some other material imper- 
vious to water, and shall have an inside diameter of not less than four 
inches, and shall be well secured at the joints by efficient coupling. 
No strainer or other device to prevent the free ingress of material 
shall be used while the induction end of the hose is in the well or 
vault. 

IV. Each tank shall have its bapaciiy measured, and the number 
of gallons it contains stamped or branded on the rear end, by a 
sworn measurer of the Board of Health. Each tank shall have an 
indicator conspicuously placed on the rear end, which shall cor- 
rectly indicate the quantity in the tank. 

VY. The gases escaping from the tank while being filled shall be 
thoroughly deodorized. If by fire, a suitable furnace protected 
by the intervention of a screen or other suitable device between the 
fire and the ignitable gases in the tank, to prevent explosion, shall 
be used. 

VI. The tent or hood shall be made of canvas, and so con- 
structed as to give space for one or more barrels, and so erected 
as to form a close joint with the walls of the privy building and the 
pavement or ground, completely enclosing the door, and so secured 
that no odor can escape except through the air hose. 

Vil. The air hose shall be made of some air-tight material, 
expanded by a spiral wire, or other suitable device, and shall have 
an inside diameter of not less than five inches, and shall be at least 
ten feet in length. When in service the air hose shall be attached 
with a tight joint to the tent, at a point not less than four feet 
from the ground by one end, and the other connected by a practical 
air-tight joint with the deodorizing apparatus or furnace when 
used, so that no air can enter below the grate of the latter except 
through the air hose from inside of the tent. 

Vill. The pitting furnace shall be so constructed that the air 
hose connection shall give its only supply of air below the grate, 
and shall always be full of burning material, while in operation, to 
ensure a strong draft from the inside of the tent. 

IX. The dunnigans, or barrels, shall be water-tight, and have 
their capacity measured and branded or stamped thereon by a 
sworn measurer of the Board of Health. The lid shall be of iron, 
secured to the barrel by clamps or cams, and made tight by means 
of a rubber gasket between the lid and the chime. 

X. The trucks for conveying the dunnigans or barrels, and the 
pump and hose, shall be suitably constructed and the name and 
number of the contractor distinctly painted thereon. 

XI. The entire apparatus and appliances shall at all times 
present a clean appearance, be free from obnoxious odors, and 
always in good and efficient working order. The workmen shall 
be well instructed in their duties, and orderly while in the perform- 
ance of their work. 
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XII. No license for cleaning privy wells shall be issued until 
each licensee shall contract with the Board of Health to do the 
work for the Board and for citizens at rates not to exceed twelve 
(12) cents per cubic foot, upon penalty of forfeiture of the license 
and annulment of the contract. 

XIII. A discount of five per cent. shall be allowed upon all 
bills, if paid within thirty (30) days after the work is done and 
bill rendered. 


DEPOSITING GROUNDS. 


The contractor for each district will be required to locate a place 
of deposit and pits for street dirt, garbage, and offal, and night-soil, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Health. Said place of de- 
posit to be inclosed and covered, and so constructed as to prevent 
the escape of any foul odor arising therefrom. 

All the above work to be done under the supervision, and in 
strict conformity with the rules and regulations, of the Board of 
Health, and to their entire satisfaction. On the failure upon the 
part of any contractor to comply with the terms of said contract, 
or violate the rules and regulations of the Board of Health relating 
to privy cleaning, or who shall sub-let or allow any other person or 
persons to perform any of the duties pertaining thereto, or deposit 
any street dirt, garbage, or privy filth at any other place than the 
designated depositories, or who shall use or employ any cart, 
wagon, or vehicle except those approved by the Board, shall be 
subject to forfeiture of said contract and license, after twenty-four — 
hours’ written notice. 

The successful bidder in each district will be required to give. 
security in the sum of twenty-five thousand (25,000) dollars, to be 
approved by the City Solicitor, and shall be the only party licensed 
to clean privy wells within the boundaries of said district. 

Proposals for street-cleaning, etc., shall be advertised in the 
daily papers, from the first day of April, 1880, and the bids to be 
opened on the first day of June, 1880. 

Bids for street-cleaning, removal of ashes, dead animals, kitchen 
garbage and offal, must be for separate districts, naming the num- 
ber of the district, and each. bid must be accompanied with a cer- 
tificate from the City Solicitor, that security has been entered ‘at 
the Law Department, in the sum of jive hundred (500) dollars, in 
compliance with an ordinance of Councils, approved May 1, 1860. 
Also an application for license to clean privy wells, in accordance 
with the Act of Assembly approved March 16, 1855, and also a 
copy of these specifications. All bidders for contracts for street- 
cleaning, etc., shall be deemed ‘lowest and best,” who are the 
lowest bidders, and offer responsible sureties, according to the 
specifications. 

Blank forms of bids for street-cleaning, etc., and applications for 
licenses, will be furnished by the Board to all bidders. 

The Board reserves the right to reject any and all bids ; also, the 
right to award contracts for one district only. 

Warrants for the payment of said contracts will be drawn in 
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conformity with Section 5 of the Act of Assembly, approved 
March 18, 1869. Envelopes enclosing proposals must be indorsed 
** Proposals for Street-Cleaning,” etc., naming the number of the 
district bid for. }

COMMITTEE ON ORDINANCES 


ON THE SUBJECT OF 


REGULATING THE CONSTRUCTION. OF 
TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE LINKS. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, April 19, 1880. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, who were 
requested to report to the City Council the draft of an 
ordinance to regulate the construction of telegraph and 
telephone lines, in accordance with the act of the Legislature 
on the subject, approved the eleventh day of March, A.D. 
1880, beg leave to report as follows. Chapter 83 of the 
Acts of 1880 is as follows : — 


AN ACT CONCERNING TELEGRAPH AND OTHER WIRES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 


SrcTion 1. The city council of any city, and the selectmen of any 
town, may establish reasonable regulations for the erection and main- 
tenance of all telegraph and telephone lines of wire within their re- 
spective cities or towns, including fire-alarm and police lines, and all 
other lines owned or used. by said cities or towns, and may permit the 
same to be laid under any public way or square. In cities such regula- 
tions shall be made by ordinance. 

Sect. 2. If any such line shall be constructed or maintained in viola- 
tion of any such regulations, the city or town shall cause the owner or 
owners, constructor or constructors, or parties using the same, to be 
forthwith notified of such violation in writing, setting forth said viola-

tion particularly; and if, after such notice, the said parties or any of 
them, shall proceed in such construction, or ‘shall not, within a reason- 
able time, alter said lines to conform to said regulations, it shall be law- 
ful for the supreme judicial court or any justice thereof, either in term 
time or vacation, to issue an injunction restraining such person or per- 
sons from further progress in said work until the facts of the case shall 
have been investigated and determined; and if it shall appear to the 
court, on such investigation, that any of such regulations have been 
violated, to restrain by injunction the further prosecution of such work, 

or by order to direct such line to be removed or altered as it may deem 
proper, at the expense of the owners or contractors thereof, or persons 
using the same. In case any line belonging to, or used by, any city or 
town, or any of its departments, shall be constructed, or maintained, in 
violation of any such regulations, the like action may be taken by the 
court, upon the complaint of any party injured thereby, after such notice 
to the city or town as the court or some justice thereof may order. 

Sret. 3. s@hapter sixty-four of the General Statutes shall be con- 
stried’4o"Ntuthorize the mayor and aldermen of cities, and the select- 
men of towns, to empower individuals, who are citizens of Massachusetts, 
to establish and maintain posts, wires, and other apparatus for tele- 
graphic and telephonic communication, in conformity with the provi- 
sions of said chapter and other laws now, or hereafter, applicable to 
telegraph or telephone companies. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved March 11, 1880. | 


Chapter 64 of General Statutes relates to telegraph com- 
panies, and Section 3 thereof reads as follows : — 


The mayor and alder men or selectmen of any place through which 
the lines of a company are to pass shall give the company a writing 
specifying where the posts may be located, the kind of posts and the 
height at which and the places where the wires may run. After the 
erection of the lines, having first given the company or its agents op- 
portunity to be heard, they may direct any alteration in the location or 
erection of the posts, piers or abutments, and in the height of the wires. 
Such specifications and decisions shall be recorded in the records of the 
city or town. 


The Act of 1880 extends the provisions of this chapter to 
wires for telephones as well as telegraphs, and authorizes the 
city council of any city to establish by ordinance, “ reasonable 
regulations for the erection and maintenance of all telegraph 
and telephone lines of wire.” As chapter 64 of General 
Statutes is not only not repealed, but is cited and extended 
in the new act, it would seem that there still remains as the 
law, the provision that the mayor and aldermen (not the City 
Council) are to give “a writing specifying where the posts 
may be located, ‘the kind of posts, and the height at which 
and the places where the wires may run.’ 

It seems, however, proper to construe the “ reasonable 
regulations” clause of the new act of 1880, as empowering 
the City Council, by ordinance, to prescribe conditions, sub- 
- ject to which the permits may be issued. As every ordi- 
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hance requires the concurrence of the Board of Aldermen, it 
must override any rule of the Board alone, both being sanc- 
tioned by statute. 

_ The original act, passed in 1849, seems applicable chiefly 
to the old system of carrying telegraph wires along or across 
public highways on tall poles. We have now ‘to consider 
the present system, in cities at least, of attaching the wires 
to buildings, and especially the innumerable short wires so 
connected which belong to the telephone system. We have 
also the wires of the fire and police departments, established 
by the City, and demanding in all cases a preference over 
those belonging to private persons or corporations. 

It appears to your Committee that “reasonable regula- 
tions ” should now be made to render certain the safety of the 
City lines, to establish uniformity in the location of private 
lines, to place these locations on record for the purposes of 
the Fire Department, and to protect private and public 
rights. It seems essential that the wires should be so located 
as not to increase the difficulty of extinguishing fires, nor to 
add to the dangers encountered by the firemen. 

On all accounts it would seem that these lines should be 
under the charge of some permanent department of the City 
Government, and your Committee believes that the Board of 
Fire Commissioners is the one best suited to take charge of 
the business. 

In accordance with these conclusions your committee pre- 
pared the draft of an ordinance, copies of which were fur- 
nished to the telegraph and telephone companies. <A public 
hearing was given at City Hall on April 2d, which was largely 
attended by parties interested, who were heard by counsel. 
Mr. J. J. Storrow for the Bell Telephone Company, pre- 
sented the draft of an ordinance which accorded substantially 
with the one herewith reported. Mr. George S.. Hale for | 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, presented the 
following section : — | 


Nothing herein contained shall apply to any telegraph company which 
has the right, under the laws of the United States, to construct, main- 
tain, or operate lines of telegraph over or along any of the military or 
_ post-roads of the United States, which have been or may hereafter be 
declared such by law, or over, under, or across the navigable streams 
or waters of the United States, nor to any lines or wires now or here- 
after constructed, maintained, or operated over, along, under, or across 
any of said roads, streams, or waters by any such company; except, 
that every such company shall, before placing any telegraph line, wire, 
or fixture, except for purpose of repairs, notify said Fire Commissioners, 
in writing, where it desires to place the same, and, if required by said 
commissioners, shall fix and alter the location and position of any wire 
or fixture now or hereafter erected or placed by it, at such height and 
in such manner as they shall prescribe, for the purpose of avoiding any 
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interference with ordinary travel over such roads, or with the wires of 
the Police or Fire-Alarm Departments of said city, or with the opera- 
tions of said Fire Department, in case of fire, by a written order from 
said Fire Commissioners, specifying and describing the location and 
position by them so required, and except that all employés of any such 
company shall be subject to the provisions of section seven hereof. 


Mr. Hale relied upon the statutes of the United States, 
and especially on the following section : — 


REVISED STATUTES, UNITED STATES. 


TITLE LXV., SECTION 5263. Any telegraph company now organized, 
or which may hereafter be organized, under the laws of any State, shall 
have the right to construct, maintain, and operate lines of telegraph 
through and over any portion of the public domain of the United States, 
over and along any of the military or post-roads of the United States 
which have been or may hereafter be declared such by law, and over, 
under, or across the navigable streams or waters of the United States ; 
but such lines of telegraph shall be so constructed and maintained as 
not to obstruct the navigation of such streams and waters, or to interfere 
with the ordinary travel of such military or post-roads. 


He also cited the decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, Reports, vol. 96, pp. 1-18, in the case of Pen. 
Tel. Co. vs. Western Union Tel. Co. 

Your committee submitted the matter to the City Solicitor, 
and by his advice prefer to make no exception in respect to 
the telegraph companies claiming especial privileges. 

Your committee would therefore recommend the passage 
by the Board of Aldermen of the following order, and by 
the City Council of the annexed ordinance : — 


Ordered, All existing location of telegraph wires and per- 
mits shall therefor be held to be revoked on the first day of 
July, A.D. eighteen hundred and eighty, after due compliance 
with the provisions of chapter sixty-four of General Statutes.

AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO TELEGRAPH AND TELE- 
PHONE LINES. 


Be tt,ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of 
the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. Before any location of wires to be used. for 
telegraph or telephone lines shall be granted by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, pursuant to Chapter sixty-four of the General 
Statutes, the request therefor shall be referred to the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, who shall report thereon; and the 
following regulations, or such of them as may be applicable 
in any case, shall be complied with : — 

SectT.2. No linesof wires shall be established or maintained 
in the City of Boston until a location therefor shall be granted 
by the Mayor and Aldermen. Such lines of wires shall be 
erected along or across public highways only from the roof 
of one building to that of another or from suitable posts, in 
all cases at the height of the eaves at least, or at a height not 
less than thirty feet from the surface of such highways, which- 
ever location shall be required by said Fire Commissioners. 

Sect. 3. In carrying such wires over the roofs of build- 
ings, or over land not included in highways, the location of 
the wires, supports, and appliances shall be first submitted 
to and approved by said Fire Commissioners. 

Secor. 4. The City Clerk shall furnish the Fire Com- 
missioners with certified copies of all locations of wires 
granted by the Mayor and Aldermen. The said Com- 
missioners shall cause to be prepared by the City Surveyor 
such plans of said locations as they deem necessary. 

Secr. 5. All employees of any person, persons, or cor- 
poration owning or operating such lines shall be furnished 
with a license from them, stating the duties of such em- 
ployees, which shall be shown whenever access is desired by 
them to any building. Any such employee refusing to exhibit 
such license when seeking to enter any building on such 
business shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 

Secr. 6. Any person, persons, or corporation, to whom a 
location has been granted may surrender the same by giving 
ten days’ notice thereof to the City Clerk in writing. After

NANITARY CONDITION OF SCHOOL-HOUSES, 


BY THE 


COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, 
March 29, 1880. 


In compliance with an order of the City Council, passed 
March 18, and approved by the Mayor March 20, directing 
the Committee on Public Buildings, in connection with Wil- 
liam R. Nichols, Professor of Chemistry, to examine and 
report as to the sanitary condition of the various school 
buildings, they would herewith submit the following 


REPORT: 


That they have examined the school buildings with partic- 
ular reference to drainage and ventilation, and find that in 
regard to the question of drainage they are properly pro- 
vided for. They are endorsed in this conclusion by the 
Board of Health, who have recently examined the drainage 
of school-houses, and by Prof. Nichols in his report, which 
accompanies this document, so far as his observation extends. 
In regard to the matter of ventilation your committee have 
relied, toa great degree, upon the chemical test of the air 
of the school-rooms in the various buildings examined by 
the Professor of Chemistry. 
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In the Sherwin School-house no such condition of the air 
was found as to create the alarm for its inmates that the pub- 
lic have been given to understand ; but the condition of the 
air was not up to the standard required by the professor, as 
will be seen by his report. In the Weston-street school- 
house the air was not up to the full health standard claimed. 
This building is of modern construction, and there is in use 
one of the latest means of ventilation, provided by Frederic 
Tudor & Co. The chemical test applied in the other school 
buildings would produce the same results to a greater or 
less degree. In all of the school buildings means for venti- 
lation are provided, and by a great variety of methods. 
Your committee claim that, in the modern buildings, new 
systems of ventilation have been employed, and in the older 
ones improvements have been made in the same direction, as 
far as their construction and surroundings would admit. In 
order that: defects may be remedied, and an endeavor be 
made, as far as practicable, to bring the ventilation of our 
school buildings up to a more perfect standard, recommended 
in the report of Professor Nichols, they would ask for au- 
thority to perform the work necessary to produce the result, 
and in furtherance of the same would respectfully ask for 
the passage of the accompanying order.

Dear Sir, — At your request I have made an examination of the 
sanitary condition of three of the city school-houses, namely, the 
Sherwin Grammar School. the Franklin-place Primary, and the 
Weston-street Primary, and I beg leave to submit the following 
report : — 


Tue SHERWIN SCHOOL. 


‘The Sherwin School is the one about which there has been the 
most complaint. No doubt the unfavorable impression of the con- 
dition of the school, which many persons have received through the 
public prints, is somewhat: exaggerated; the complaints are not, 
however, unfounded, and there are some defects which should be 
remedied. The most serious defect is insufficient ventilation; but 
as this concerns all the buildings examined, I will first discuss the 
other matters about which anxiety has been felt or complaint 
made, and will begin with the foul odors. 

There is a complaint that coal-gas is occasionally perceptible in 
certain rooms. This I have not observed myself, but it is easily 
accounted for. In the first place, it is very possible that, in certain 
directions of the wind, the furnace gases issuing from the chimney, 
which is nearly on a level with the opening of the ventilators, is 
blown down some of the flues. Besides this, the chimneys on a 
block of tenements on the west side of the building are nearly on 
a line with the windows of the upper rooms, and, indeed, any room 
on that side is liable to receive occasionally, if the windows be 
open, a whiff of the gases which issue from these chimneys. It 
is probable also that the cold-air boxes which open on this side of 
the building occasionally take in the same gases. I am informed 
by the janitor that frequently, at about the time of the morning 
fire-lighting, a strong odor of kerosene is perceived in the building, 
although no kerosene is there used. This annoyance from neigh- 
boring buildings might be somewhat lessened by a more efficient 
system of ventilation, and by taking the fresh air from the west 
side of the building, towards Madison square ; it would be impossi- 
ble to avoid occasional annoyances of this kind. If people will 
crowd together into cities there are certain necessary sacrifices which 
must be made, and the air which can be supplied from city streets 
and areas must be inferior to the open air of the country. We 
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cannot, however, send the children out into the country, nor toa 
very great distance from their homes, nor can we furnish in the 
city an open area so large as to be altogether uninfluenced by sur- 
rounding buildings. The Sherwin School is favorably circumstanced 
by being surrounded by a large yard, and by having an open square 
on one side. 

The water-closets and connecting drains have been recently in- 
spected by the city Board of Health, and no complaint is made 
with reference to them. Complaint is, however, made of odors 
from the privies on either side of the building. The privies on the 
girls’ side seem to be in perfect order, and to be well ventilated. I 
have no doubt, however, that at certain times, especially in warm 
weather, when the fires are no longer kept up so as to warm the 
ventilating flue, odors from these privies find their way into the 
windows, and also into the basement. I have not been able per- 
sonally to estimate the extent of this annoyance, but should, under 
the circumstances, recommend the eventual abolition of this style 
of privy and the introduction of some form of water-closet. 

The boys’ privies, although clean and neat, are decidedly objec- 
tionable, and should be altered. They are ventilated, in a sense, 
.by pipes extending a short distance above the low roof; but any 
odors arising are liable to be carried towards the: building, and to 
enter by the windows or by the openings made in the wall for ven- 
tilation. 

Complaint has been made of certain cesspools; these, however, 
are simply for the surface-water from the yards, and I cannot be- 
lieve that they have caused trouble.. 

Complaint has also been made that the air introduced into the 
building is taken from near the ground, and that a few rooms re- 
ceive their air directly from the basement. In some locations, no 
doubt, the air near the ground is less pure than at a higher level, 
but, as the Sherwin School is situated, there would be nothing gained 
at present by taking the air from a higher point on the building ; 
and if the boys’ privies are altered or removed there will be no 
necessity for changing the location of the air-inlets, unless it were 
practicable, for reasons just mentioned, to take all the air from the 
Madison-square side. As far as taking the air from the basement 
is concerned, this is somewhat objectionable, for the reason that on 
stormy days the basement is occupied during recess by a large 
number of scholars, and because of the proximity of the privies 
on the girls’ side. 


THE FRANKLIN—PLACE SCHOOL. 


The chief objectionable feature in the surroundings of this 
school is the location of the privies, which are placed very close 
to one side of the building and directly under the windows. AIl- 
though the premises are kept reasonably clean, and there is a ven- 
tilating-pipe from beneath the seats (which have recently been 
provided with covers), there is always more or less odor, so that it is 
necessary to keep the windows on one side of the building shut. 
There is complaint that sometimes the air which comes from the

furnace registers is offensive. This is probably due to the same 
cause, and I should advise the abolition of this style of privy 
altogether. Except in this particular, and in the matter of de- 
ficient ventilation, the condition of the building is good. It is 
somewhat unfortunate, however, that there is so small a space be- 
tween the rear wall of the school-house and the adjoining prem- 
ises, from which it is possible some of the annoyance proceeds. 

The impression has been given that the cellar is damp, and sub- 
ject to frequent floodings from the backing up of water from the 
sewers. I have not been able to verify these statements. The 
woman who has charge of the building informs me that only once 
this winter, on the occasion of a severe storm, some little water 
found its way into the cellar, and that the same thing has hap- 
pened in the spring at the time of heavy rains. I found the con- 
crete floor of the cellar very dry, except immediately beneath the 
sink, and at one corner where a rain-water conductor, now repaired, 
had been broken by the frost. The water at the present time does 
* not stand within eighteen inches or two feet of the floor level, and 
any one entering the basement would pronounce it a very dry 
cellar. That some air does find its way from the basement over 
the building, there is no doubt; but, as long as the cellar is dry 
and perfectly clean, there is no fault to find with this; in fact, it 
is an advantage in the present state of the ventilation. If the 
ceiling were plastered, and the upward passage of the air thus 
retarded, the air of the upper rooms would probably be worse 
than it is. 


THe WESTON-STREET PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


This school-house is of recent construction, and everything in 
the building itself is in good order. The only suggestion that I 
should have to make would be that the portions of the basement 
devoted to the water-closets, especially to the boys’ urinals, be 
separated from the rest of the basement, and be provided with 
more efficient ventilation ; and, further, that the doors in the fresh- 
air ducts leading to the rooms above, in this part of the basement, 
be fixed so that they cannot be opened. 

In regard to the various details which have been thus far 
discussed, it is my feeling that, while there are some objectionable 
features which can be and should be corrected, there is nothing 
that can be justly called ‘‘ pestilential” in the location or surround- 
ings of the several school buildings, nor can they be stigmatized as 
a ‘* disgrace to civilization.” In fact, to judge from the published 
reports of investigations made in other cities, the Boston schools 
will compare favorably with those of any other city in respect to 
general cleanliness and to the care bestowed upon them. 


VENTILATION OF THE BUILDINGS. 


We come now to what I regard as the most important matter, 
and that is the ventilation of the school-rooms. My examination 
shows conclusively that the ventilation is very defective, and that 
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the average condition of the air which is breathed by scholars and 
teachers is far from satisfactory. I do not think that it is neces- 
sary to argue as to the unwholesomeness of air that is rendered 
impure by breathing, or to attempt to fix on just which one of the 
products of respiration it is that causes the injurious effects ; it is 
sufficient for our present purpose to’ know that one of these 
products, carbonic acid, admits of easy determination, and, in 
cases where we do not have to deal with artificial illumination, 
may be fairly taken as an index of impurity. Pure out-of-door air 
contains about 0.3 volume of carbonic acid in 1,000 volumes of 
air, although the average amount in the air of the city would be 
nearer to 0.4 volume. The air of a room constantly occupied 
cannot be regarded as pure if the carbonic acid rises much above 
0.6 or 0.7; although, in cases where the room is occupied only for 
a short time, an increase to 1.0 volume in 1,000 need not cause 
alarm. This limit of 1.0 volume in 1,000 I do not think is unrea- 
sonable for public school-rooms; and if the amount of carbonic 
acid rises above this limit, the ventilation must be regarded as 
deficient. 

Taking, then, 1.0 volume of carbonic acid in 1,000 volumes of 
air as the largest allowable amount, we find that in the Sherwin 
School, which proved to be the worst of the three, the lowest figure 
obtained in any school-room, after the scholars had been in their 
seats as much as half an hour, was 1.43, and the average of 15 
samples was 1.79. The details of the examinations are given in 
Table I. The inadequacy of the ventilation appears not only from 
the chemical examination, but from an inspection of the ventilating 
apparatus itself. From a corner of each room a wooden flue ex- 
tends vertically to the roof-chamber, and thence almost horizon- 
tally to the centre of the roof. At the centre, all the flues meet 
in a chamber 5 ft. by 13 ft., which extends through the roof, and 
forms a louvred cupola. From some of the rooms a second flue 
passes up in the wall; in these I found the upward current of air 
was, as a rule, very slight, and that in some cases the current was 
actually downward. ‘This, I am told, is generally the case in 
winter. A number of measurements of the velocity of the air 
issuing from the various flues showed that the amount of air dis- 
charged was altogether inadequate to meet the requirements of 
anything like good ventilation, and where the current in the flues 
was downward the air thus brought into the rooms below must be, 
to a considerable extent, that which had been discharged by the 
other flues. 


1 I have no doubt that some persons will feel that this is fixing a low standard of 
purity, but I believe that it is as high a one as can be at present insisted on. The 
scholars are not in their places for much over an hour at a time, and at recess it is 
possible in a very few moments, by opening windows, if they are properly arranged, to 
change the air thoroughly without cooling down the walls and furniture to such an 
extent as to prevent the room from being comfortable. With this amount of carbonic 
acid there will undoubtedly be more or less of the ‘‘ school-odor,” especially with a 
certain class of the scholars. To obviate this entirely would require an amount of 
fresh air which could not practically be introduced into a building constructed as the 
Sherwin School is; in case of new buildings, a higher standard might be obtained,— 
say 0.8 or 0.9 volume of carbonic acid in 1,000 volumes of air; but it is doubtful 
whether this standard could be reached without a larger amount of floor-space than the 
15 sq. ft. (see Table V.) usually allowed. 
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In the Weston-street School the condition of things is somewhat 
better than in the Sherwin; but as one enters the rooms near the 
close of the session, the air is frequently offensive, as far as my 
observation extends. The air in the corridors, however, always 
seems fresher than in the Sherwin, and this is borne out by the 
chemical examination. The results of the determination of’ car- 
bonic acid are contained in Table II., and show an average of 1.37 
volume in 1,000; they show, also, that at the time of one exami- 
nation, the air in some of the rooms was up to the standard which 
I have suggested as allowable. By a judicious use of the double 
windows, with which these rooms are provided, it would be possi- 
ble to keep a better condition of things than is shown in some of 
these examinations; but without the use of the windows sufficient 
ventilation would not be secured. In the case of this school metal 
ducts are employed, leading two from each room to one of two 
turrets at either end of the building. The pipes are 14 in. in 
diameter, and discharge into a cylindrical metal chamber 4} ft. in 
diameter, and surmounted by a cap. , I have measured the velocity 
of the air issuing from the entire ventilator, and from the separate 
flues, and satisfied myself that the amount discharged is insufti- 
cient to keep up the standard of purity. Without attempting to 
base too accurate conclusions on scanty data, I should say, roughly, 
that on the two occasions when I made the measurements there 
was not more than from one-quarter to one-third as great a dis- 
charge as would be necessary to keep the air in the rooms reason- 
ably pure. 

The Franklin-place School is a small building containing only 
four rooms, Each room is about thirty feet by twenty-four feet, 
and furnished with fifty-six seats. The children are all small. The 
only provision for ventilation is by flues in the chimney, and this 

is entirely inadequate. Still the chemical examination showed an 
‘ average of only 1.49 volume of carbonic acid, — an amount sufti- 
ciently large in itself, but not much greater than was found as the 
average in the Weston School. The details of the examination are 
given in Table III. It will probably be a matter of surprise that 
the air was not worse. It will be noticed that in every room the 
windows were partly open, and there is much more -air received 
from the basement than in the Weston School; there is probably 
also more ‘*‘ natural ventilation ” through the walls. The condition 
of things is, however, not satisfactory. 

In thus calling attention to the condition of the ventilation in the 
school-houses, and in expressing the opinion that measures should 
be taken to remedy the evil, I am well aware of certain arguments 
which may be offered, which have also some weight. It is no doubt 
true, that many of the scholars spend their sleeping hours, if no 
others, in places where the air is as bad as it is in the school-rooms, 
and it would be very difficult to show, in such cases, that any bad 
effect is produced by the few hours’ stay in school. There are, 
however, on the other hand, many children who would undoubtedly 
suffer injury by an hour’s stay, day after day, in an atmosphere 
containing from 1.5 to 2.0 volumes in 1,000 of carbonic acid with 
the accompanying products of respiration and perspiration. More- 
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over, the teachers, who remain in doors, as a rule, during the entire 
session, and who have the care and worry from which the scholars 
are free, ought not to be required to spend their days in such an 
atmosphere as exists in many of our school-rooms. Indeed, I think 
the complaints made by teachers in the Sherwin School are 
well founded, although I cannot help feeling that the discomfort is 
increased by the temperature at which the rooms and corridors are 
kept. 

In urging attention to the ventilation of the school buildings I 
recognize the fact that the present condition of things is nothing 
new, or of sudden development. The Sherwin School is probably 
not much, if any, worse than other schools of the same type of con- 
struction are, and have been since they were built. Attention was 
called to the matter five years ago, by Dr. F. W. Draper, in a re- 
port to the City Board of Health. Table IV. contains some of the 
results of the inspection made at that time, as compared with the 
present observations. 

I admit that the condition of the air in the school-houses is not 
worse than in many lecture-halls, reading-rooms, places of amuse- 
ment, or in school-houses on other places ; but I cannot regard this 
as an argument which has any great weight, except so far as it | 
shows that there is no immediate necessity for dismissing the 
schools, as some have seemed to think, while the plans for the de- 
sired alterations are being perfected. 

I do not consider that there is a necessity for the chemical 
examination of the air in other schools, unless it is decided to 
take measures to correct the existing evil. In such case there are 
some points on which further information might be desirable. As 
to the actual state of the air in the schools, I think we have in the 
present report, and in the previous one by Dr. Draper, all the 
information needed.

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ANALYTICAL AND OTHER Notes To ACCOMPANY THE TABLES. 


The samples of air were taken in every case from the centre of 
the room, on a level with the heads of the scholars. ‘The carbonic 
acid was taken as the index of impurity, partly because it is, no 
doubt, with the same class of persons, nearly proportional to the 
other and injurious products of respiration, and partly because it 
diffuses more rapidly and uniformly than the organic matter which 
accompanies it, so that a single sample gives a fairer idea of the 
general character of the air of the room. A third and obvious 
advantage is the ease with which the carbonic acid is determined. 

The column headed ‘‘ indicated temperature,” contains the tem- 
perature (uncorrected) as read from the ordinary thermometers 
hanging at the side of the room. The ‘‘ observed temperature” 
was noted at the point where the sample was taken, by the use of a 
thermometer known to be correct. 

No attempt has been made to indicate the relative amount of 
‘¢ odor” in the various rooms, because in hurrying from one room 
to another the senses become blunted, and the one first entered 
from the outer air is liable to seem the worst. In a few cases I 
have indicated where the odor was particularly bad. 

In Table V. will be found the amount of floor space, and of cubic 
space, per scholar! in the several schools, and in Table VI. sufficient 
meteorological data to give an idea of the character of the days on 
which the examinations were made.

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COMMONWEALTH oF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty. 


AN ACT RELATING TO SPECIAL “ASSESSMENTS ON REAL 
ESTATE OF A PORTION OF TIE COST OF PUBLIC IM- 
PROVEMENTS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. Whenever, in any city of this Common- 
wealth, any board of public officers having authority so to 
do, shall pass any order to lay out, alter, widen, grade, or 
discontinue any street, to establish, grade, and construct 
any sidewalk, or complete any partially constructed side- 
walk in any street, or to lay, make, and maintain, or repair 
any main drain or common sewer, or to make any other 
public improvement for a portion of the expense of which 
assessments are or may be authorized to be made upon real 
estate, the clerk of such board shall, within ten days there- 
after, file a declaration thereof in the registry of deeds of the 
county or district wherein such city is situate. 

Secor. 2. Such declaration shall state in general tertas 
the action of the board, and its intention to assess upon the 
estates benefited thereby « proportional part of the expense 
or charge of the work done in pursuance of such order, and 
shall specify the streets or parts of streets upon which are 
situate the parcels of real estate so to be assessed. The 
register of deeds shall cause every such declaration so filed 
in the registry to be forthwith entered in a book kept for the 
purpose, classified according to the names of the streets 
specified therein. 

Sect. 3. No assessment of a proportional part of the 
expense or charge of the work done in pursuance of any 
such order shall be laid upon, or in respect of any parcels of 
real estate except such as abut upon streets specified in such 
declaration; and no such assessment shall constitute a lien 
upon the real estate assessed unless a declaration shall have 
been filed as required by this act. 

Secor. 4. The term “street,” for the purposes of this 
act, shall be construed to include highways, town-ways, 
foot-ways, private ways, courts, lanes, alleys, and passage- 
ways.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE PUBLIC LIBRARY OF THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
Sollows : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston is hereby granted per- 
petual right to hold, occupy, and control, free ‘of rent or 
charge by the Commonwealth, for the purpose of erecting 
and maintaining thereon a building for the use of the public . 
library of said city, a parcel of land now owned by the Com- 
monwealth, and situated in that part of Boston called the 
Back Bay, on the southerly corner of Dartmouth and Boyl- 
ston streets, bounded north-westwardly by Boylston street, 
two hundred and sixty-four feet; north-eastwardly by 
Dartmouth street, one hundred and twenty-five feet; south- 
eastwardly by a private passage-way twenty-five feet in 
width, two hundred and sixty-four feet; and south-west- 
wardly by other land of the Commonwealth, one hundred 
and twenty-five feet; and containing thirty-three thousand 
square feet, more or less, together with all the right, title, 
and interest of the Commonwealth in that part of said pas- 
sage-way adjoining said parcel, and with such rights as 
the Commonwealth may possess to close the same. The 
said library building and land shall be under the care and 
control of the trustees of the Public Library of the city of 
Boston, under the provisions of chapter one hundred and 
fourteen of the laws of eighteen hundred and seventy-eight. 
This grant is made, however, subject to the following stipu- 
lations, namely: the city of Boston shall, within thrée years 
from the date of the passage of this act, commence the erec- 
tion of a library building on said parcel of land, and shall in 
respect to such erection be subject to the restrictions hereto- 
fore contained in other conveyances by the Commonwealth 
of its land upon Boylston street, and shall thereafter appro- 
priately lay out and cultivate such ground around it as may 
not be occupied by the building itself; and shall thereafter 
keep said grounds and building in a neat and ornamental 
condition ; and that upon the opening of said library all the 
citizens of the Commonwealth shall have the perpetual right 
of access thereto, free of charge, under such reasonable regu- 
lations as said trustees may from time to time establish. 

Sror. 2. In case the city of Boston shall, after due notice

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given, fail to commence the erection of the library building 
within three years, or shall use said land, or any. portion 
thereof, for any purpose foreign to the uses for which it is 
granted, it shall be lawful for the Commonwealth, by its 
proper officers and servants, to take appropriate action in 
the courts of the Commonwealth, to the end that said parcel 
of land, or portion thereof, may be declared forfeited by the . 
city of Boston, and the title therein be revested in the Com- 
monwealth. 
Srecr. 38. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Fighty. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO THE ACTS FOR THE. PURPOSE OF 
SUPPLYING THE CITY OF BOSTON WITH PURE WATER. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. For the purpose of supplying water to its 
inhabitants, the city of Boston is hereby authorized, by and 
through the agency of the Boston Water Board, to lay and 
maintain new main pipes from its reservoir, constructed 
under the provisions of chapter one hundred and thirty- 
one of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
five, through the town of Brookline to the city of Boston, in 
the manner provided in chapter one hundred and sixty- 
seven of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and forty- 
six ; and for this purpose may take and hold, by purchase or 
otherwise, any lands or real estate necessary therefor, and 
lay said pipes over or under any water-course or any streets, 
turnpike roads, railroads, highways or other ways, in such 
manner as not to unnecessarily obstruct or impede the travel 
thereon; and may enter upon and dig up any such roads, 
streets, or ways, for the purpose of laying down said pipes 
beneath the surface thereof, and for maintaining and repairing 
the same; but always in such manner and with such care as 
not to render the roads, streets, and ways unnecessarily un- 
safe or inconvenient to the public travel thereon. And 
said city of Boston, in performing said work, shall be subject 
to such reasonable regulations as to time, place, and manner 
of digging up any streets or ways of public travel for the 
purposes aforesaid, and the laying of said pipes, as shall be 
made by the selectmen of Brookline, within the limits of said 
town, for the protection of their rights of drainage and 
sewerage therein, and the public rights of passage thereon. 

SECTION 2. For the purpose aforesaid, the city of Boston 
is likewise authorized, through the agency of the Boston 
Water Board, to lay and maintain a main pipe from any 
point, or pipes authorized by the foregoing section, through 
the cities of Cambridge and Somerville, and the towns of 
Brookline and Medford, to the Mystic Pumping-Station, so 
called, in the city of Somerville, and for this purpose shall 
have all the powers specified in the foregoing section, and 
shall be subject to such reasonable regulations of the city 
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council of the cities of Cambridge and Somerville, and the 
selectmen of the towns of Medford and Brookline, within 
their respective limits, as may by the foregoing section be 
made by the selectmen of the town of Brookline. Said 
city of Boston shall not displace any public sewer or water- 
pipe without the assent of the said city councils and boards 
of selectmen respectively. 

- Section 38. Whenever the city of Boston shall dig up any 
street or way, as aforesaid, it shall restore the same to as 
good order and condition as the same shall be in when such 
digging commenced; and the city of Boston shall at all 
times indemnify and save harmless the cities of Cambridge 
and Somerville, and the towns of Medford and Brookline, 
against all damage which may be recovered against them 
respectively ; and shall reimburse to them, respectively, 
all expenses which they shall incur by reason of any defect 
or want of repair in any street or way, caused by the con- 
struction of said aqueduct, or the laying of said pipes, or 
by the maintaining or repairing of the same: provided, that 
the city of Boston shall have due and reasonable notice of 
all claims for such damages or injury, and opportunity to 
make a legal defence thereto. 

Srotion 4. The city of Boston shall be liable to pay all 
damages that shall be sustained by any persons in their 
property by the taking of any land or real estate, or the 
laying of said pipes as “aforesaid ; and any person sustaining 
damage as aforesaid may have the same ascertained, deter- 
mined, collected, and paid, in the manner which is provided 
in sections six, seven, and eight of. chapter one hundred and 
sixty-seven of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
forty-six. 

Section 5. Upon requisition by the respective city 
councils of the cities of Cambridge and Somerville, and the 
respective boards of selectmen of the towns of Medford and 
Brookline, prior to the laying of the said aqueduct and pipes 
through their respective limits, the city of Boston shall 
insert a number of hydrants in said pipes at points not less 
than one thousand feet apart, to be used for extinguishing 
fires, free of charge, and for no other purpose ; and said 
several cities and towns shall pay to the city of Boston the 
expense of inserting and keeping in repair such hydrants as 
shall have been so inserted upon their requisitions aforesaid 
within their respective limits. 

Section 6. The city of Boston is also authorized, if the 
Boston Water Board shall be of opinion that the supply of 
water is sufficient for the purpose, to sell water to the city 
of Cambridge, when conducted through the main pipes laid 
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by virtue of the provisions of section two of this act, upon 
such terms as may be agreed upon by the city council of the 
city of Cambridge, and said Boston Water Board. 

Section 7. ‘This act shall take effect upon its acceptance 
by the city council of the city of Boston; but the powers 
conferred by section one may be exercised without any obli- 
gation on the part of said city to exercise the powers con- 
ferred by section two.
